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to Introduce this Bill, I gave a brief account of the circumstances under 
which the Government had been induced to sanction the scheme for the 
construction of docks at Kidderpore. ^ I explained the pressing want which 
had been felt of extended accommodation in the Port, and the discussions 
and enquiries which had eventually led to the conclusion that this accom- 
modation could best be provided by the arrangement recommended by the 
Port Commissioners and the Chamber of Commerce. But I did not, upon 
that occasion, enter upon the financial question ; and as the Bill before us to-day 
is essentially a financial measure, the Council will naturally expect that I 
should offer somo remarks upon this aspect of the proposals, and should explain 
not merely how it is intended to raise the money, but what expenditure is 
likely to be incurred, and what receipts may be looked for from die outlay. 
The Secretary of State, in his despatch of the 11th March last, has distinctly 
laid down tho principle that the ultimate charge for these works is not to fall 
on the General Revenues, and is not to involve any increase of Imperial 
or Provincial taxation. I hope to be able to show that this condition can 
bo fully complied with ; that the docks will be not merely self-supporting, 
but remuuerutive ; and that, so far from involving any increase of taxa- 
tion, they will enable the Port Commissioners to lighten the burdens 
upon trade, and will help Calcutta to compete, on more favourable terms 
than before, with places possessed of greater natural advantages. 

The Roport of tho Committee of 1883 gives a careful analysis of receipts 
and expenditure, based upon tho actual trade of the Port for the previous 
year. Assumi ■ g the capital debt to bo incurred for the construction of the 
docks to be Rs. 2,30,75,000, tho report shows that the charge for interest 
would be Rs. 10,38,000, and that the working expenses would be about Rs. 
7,38,400, making a total of about 17J lakhs a year. On the other hand, the 
receipts would bo about 18 J lakhs, giving a surplus of about Rs. 75,000. 
This estimate of receipts, howovor, is based upon the actual figures of 'the 
trade of 1882*83 ; it allows for no expansion of traffic, and no increase of 
tonnage ; it assumes that, on the completion of the docks, perhaps four or five 
years hence, there will bo no greater demand than existed two years ago. 
But tho facts not merely warrant, but require, the belief that the trade and 
tho domand will continue steadily to increase. The proposed docks will 
accommodato 804 ships in tho year, in addition to the 200 snips now berthed 
at the jetties, and tho Committee wore of opinion that it might safely be anti- 
cipated that the whole of the dock space would bo utilized, and that conse- 
quently the receipts from 289 additional ships might fairly be added to the esti- 
mate of income. This would, of course, involve some further outlay for work- 
ing oxponses ; but the outlay would not exooed 2 J lakhs, while the additional 
receipts might be taken at 8f lakhs. On tho whole, it was the view of the 
Committee that, taking tho docks and the jotties together, the income 
would be very nearly 34 lakhs, while the entire expenditure would be consider- 
ably below 26 lakhs, leaving a surplus of about 8 lakhs and Rs. 12,000, a 
surplus which would be available towards reducing the g*meral charges of 
the Port. These figures are, of course, only estimates, and I need not 
remind the Council that iu a work of this magnitude the cost is apt to 
exceed— and somotimes considerably to exceed — the original estimate. In 
tho present cose some of the details of the original plan have been modi- 
fied in deforenco to tho opinions expressed by the professional advisers 
of tho Secretary of State ; and these alterations, together with the 
charges for establishment und for interost “during the construction of 
the docks, will probably increase tho capital outlay to a total of nearly 
three crores of rupees. But on tho other liand, some 'saving will be possible 
in the ostimate of working expeuscs ; and I believe that the Council may safely 
aocopt the conclusion of the Committee, vis. that “ the present trade of the 
Port will give much more thajl a sufficient return to cover all working ex- 
penses ana intorest ou capital expended for the construction of the works pro- 
posed, and, if the trade of the* Port increases as it has hitherto done, and to 
such an extent as to utilize fully the accommodation which the proposed expen- 
diture will provide, thtv receipts will bo very much increased without adoing 
anything to the expenditure for interest, aud ouly a comparatively small 
amount to the working charges.” 
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Coming now to the Bill before the Council, I believe I have already ex- 
plained that it is merely an enabling measure. It empowers the Port Commis- 
sioners to, construct docks at Ktdderpore and to raise loans lor that purpose, a 
power which they are not now authorised to exercise under the law as 
at stands at present. Sections 4 and 5, which relave to loans, aro purposely 
worded in wide and general terms. It seems quite unnecessary to provide 
in the Bill what rate ol interest should be paid on loans, ana under what 
ooaditioos the loans shall be raised. These are questions the answers to which 
may "vary from time to time, according to the state of the money market 
ana the financial condition ofthe country. I may mention that the inten- 
tion at present is that the Port Commissioners should invite public loans 
on debentures bearing 4| per cent, interest, and that those loans should 
be secured in the manner explained in section 5, first, on the security 
of the docks themselves, and then (subject to the charges already created) 
upon die other property of the Port Commissioners. The interest on 
these loans will be guaranteed by the Government, and in section 6 provision 
h as been xnado, in accordance with the precedent established by tho wording 
of the Act relating to tho Bombay Port Trust Act ol 1870, that in the ovont 
of the Commissioners making default in the payment ol interest, the interest 
shall be paid by the Accountant-General, and section 7 provides lor recovering 
the money so paid with interest at 4^ per cent. Section 0 rotors to the 
advances which have been already made by the Secretary of State lor expen- 
diture incurred for the preliminary part ol the work which lias been already taken 
in hand, and which has been paid for from public funds as a temporary measure 
until a loan can be raised under the Act. These advances amount at presont 
to 15 lakhs of rupees, and it is possible that further advancos of this kind 
may be made. In that case the provisions of section 9 will apply to any 
suen further advances in the same way as to tho advances already made. 
Then with regard to section 10, which is mainly based on tho oxistmg law, 
the principal difference is in the third clause, which gives the Lieutenant- 
Governor power to roduco the rates in case ho considers at any time that the 
Port Commissioners are charging more than what is reasonable and proper. 
The last two sections of tho Bill deal merely with the power to make bye-laws. 
I do not think it necessary for mo to offer any further explanations, and I 
therefore move that the Bill be read in Council. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The How. Mu. Reynolds also moved that it be referred to a Select Com- 
mittee consisting of the Hon. the Acting Advocate Genoral, the Hon. Mr. 
Macaulay, Colonel the Hon. S. T. Trevor, the Hon. Mr. Miller, the Hon. Mr. 
Irving and the Mover, with instructions to report in a fortnight. 

The motion was agreed to. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday 17th January. 
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PROSPECTS 07 CROPS IN THE PATNA DIVISION.

In acknowledging tlic receipt of your letter No. 900 G., dated the 23rd 
December 1884, with enclosures, reporting on the condition of the people attd 
the Htuto and prospects of. the crops in tho different parts of your division, I 
am directed to express the Lieutenant-Governor’s thanks to you for your report) 
and to the Collectors of Gya and Durbhunga for tho completeness with which 
they havo carried out tho orders of Government on the subject. 

2. I am also to couvcy tho sanction of tho Lieutenant-Governor to a 
grant of Rs. 5,000 in aid of the Durbhunga Road Cess Funds for expenditure 
on relief works. 

3. The Board of Revenue have been authorized to suspend the collection 
of rent in those Government estates in the district of Gya in which distress 
is anticipated by reason of the failure of crops.

With reference to the concluding portion of Government Resolution 
datod the 18th ultimo, published in the Supplement to the Calcutta Gazette 
of the 19th idem, on the reports of the Commissioners oil the state and 
prospects of the crops in the several divisions, I have tho honour to submit the 
further roport therein called for. Tho only parts in this division in regard to 
which any anxiety is felt are tho sub-divisions of Nowada in Gya, the Judder 
sub-division of Durbhunga, and tho Beluir sub-division in Patna. 

2. Mr. Mncpherson, the Sub-divisional Officer of Nowada, has been all over 
tho bad parts of his sub-division, and the Collector, Mr. Boxwell, has been in 
tlio worst parts himself. Tho result of their observation and enquiries is 
given below. 

3. Mr. Boxwoll says that all that has been already reported is completely 
confirmed, both by his own observations and abundant testimony. 

4. Along the banks of tho Falgoo, there , is fairly good rice. From 
within a mile and a half of tho Falgoo, along the line marched by Mr. Boxwell, 
there is hardly any rico up to Govindpore. 

5. Between the two ranges of hills which encloso what is call Utri, there 

is some fair rice. Except for this, the rice crop in that part of the district 
is a total failure. * 

6. There are degroos of badness. Tlio Goyernment estato of Ransihari 
is a sample of tho very worst. There the rice-fields are as bare as a road. 
Thero is nothing but brown tufts of coarse grass nibbled as short as possible by 
tho cattle. Near Pukri Barawan the case is the same. Mr. Macpherson 
reports at the north of Sansihari, as far as the Behar border, things are as bad 
as this. 

7. Next to theso come, places where the rico grew but could not seed, 
wlioro there is a short straw for fodder. Of such thero is not very much* 
Apparently where the rice grew at all it had some advantage of moisture which 
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in bow much better than it was at the corresponding; time last year, when 
neither % ao good a bkadoi nor rice crop had been reaped, and certainly not near 
ao good , a ntbbt$ crop ( was growing in the field as we may fairly expect to' 
reap this season if rain falls in the end of this month or beginning of next: 
even without any rain there will be an 8-anna rubbe* crop, a larger area 
of which has been planted this year than in any previous year. It is hoped 
that there will be rain soon, but under any circumstances the ('ollector takes 
the entire responsibility upon himself of affirming that there will be no 
distress at all in Fadaree or Bonua. In the annexed statement, marked A, 
is given a list of the number of people in oscb village of these aud other 
pergunn&hs who will be in need of employment ; but such is tho normal 
condition every year, and tho zemindars who cultivate large tracts of land 
within tho pergutraahs of Padaree and Benua will themselves be able to give 
ample labour to tho people, who, besides cultivating a little land of their own, 
work regularly for hire as day labourers. 

28. Regarding pergunnah Chakmani, tho * statement referred to in the 
last paragraph will show that tin* names of only twp villages are given 
whore people will bo in want of labour Mr. Price lias carefully inspected 
Chakmani ; a large area has been planted out m rubbre, and if rain falls soon 
there will be no cause for anxiety If rain keeps oft’, the outlook will bo serious: 
the late bhattoi and rice crops were poor, and there will not lie sufficient 
employment in harvesting the scanty outturn of tubbee. It must not be 
understood that there is no suffering even now in Chakmani. Ordinarily 
beggars of either sex, who are always in existence as tho waifs and strays of 
the lower orders, arc inoro frequently observed, and more unfortunate uuder 
the existing pressure of high prices than they generally are, where the 
economic equilibrium is not so greatly disturbed ; but if those pitiable objects 
of hmnanity betoken distress, then it will have to bo conceded that distress 
prevails every where throughout the district. As the result of tho ( 'ol lector’s 
own personal observations, ho is satisfied that tho present state of Chakmani 
need occasion no anxiety. 

The same may be said of pergunnah Hirncc. 

29. Tho next pergunnah for consideration is Tarson, and here the con- 
dition of affairs has already assumed a grave appearance. The last bhwioi 
was a poor crop ; the rico crop was nil owing to deficiency of moisture, and 
the country is totally un suited to the cultivation of rubhee. Almost throughout 
the pergunnah there are no signs of any future harvest to be rwped, and 
there are yet eight months before the next hhadoi can be realized. Tho people 
are in a bad way. But most of the labouring classes have left the pergunnahs 
for Alapur ana other places in the district, in search of employment, taking 
their families with them. Jt is said that a great many have returned 
unsuccessful. If this is the ch*o the gravity of tho position is still further 
heightened. At tho same *timo the Collator admits that there is no distress 
apparent yot and that we are a long wav still from entertaining the necessity 
of gratuitous relief ; but Mr. Price considers that the time has come to open 
out work on village roads for those who will come to seek employment in this 
way. It is more economical to begin now than later, when tho labouring 
classes become too debilitated and are in a stage of too great prostration, 
especially the women and children, to lie able to give hh tisf nctory outturn of 
work. Unfortunately the sums of money at the Collector’s disjiosul from 
.District Head Funds are limited: there is only a small margin left from village 
road allotment, provision having already been made in the last budget 
estimate for the expenditure in different ways of the remaining income of the 
District Boad Committee. The Collector states: will not be «b!e in my own 

responsibility to alienate any of this income whii’h may still be unexpended, 
for the Committee are a very independent body and are impatient <#f any 
interference with their assignment* of rood oess money. They openly 
expressed their opinion some months back that it was not their province t«» 
imd employment for people who are in need of work ; that it was for Govern- 
ment to find means to support those who were in distress. Under these 
ci rcumstan ces I should feel much obliged for any instruction or advice you 
may be pleased to give me*” 
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Under the circumstances stated I strongly recommend that Government 
sanction a special grant of Rs. 5,000, to be placed at the disposal of the 
Collector tor expenditure on relief works. 

i'0. The Government have asked why Tarson should differ in its condi- 
tion in respect of outturn of crops from the adjacent parts of the Monghvr 
district which arc said to be comparatively well off. The answer is quite 
plain. Tarson is in tho main a rice-producing country only. The rice crop for 
the last two seasons has been a failure, and the land is not adapted for the 

E roduction of any other kind of crop. The further south one travel^ the 
etter the difference between the two districts is realized. In the adjacent parts 
of Monghyr the rubbee crops are in excellent condition, and the Collector was 
given ^0 understand that a very fair bhadti hud boon reaped. Tarson had 
very little hhadoi and has no rubbee , besides being utterly deficient in the 
outturn of rico crop this season. The southern boundary of the pargunnah 
Tarson is the rivor Kasc Even before its hanks aro reached from tho north 
the aspect begins to change, and after the river is crossed the face of the 
< ountry wears an appearance quite dissimilar to what it does in Tarson. 
In this latter porgunnah, besides the consideration that tho land ib suited 
tor the production of rice only, the inhabitants put off tho preparation 
of their fields in hopes of rain falling to bring the rico to maturity. When that 
hope was given up, it was too late to prepare the ground for rubbee, as it had 
hai denod beyond recall. To tho south of the Kase rubbee is one of the staple 
crops, and though land is high the early preparation secured retention of the 
necessary degree of moisture. To the south of the Kasc “ soothnies,” “aluas,” 
and other root crops have afforded chief subsistence to the people, which has 
been entirely denied to those living in Tarson. 

31. Ttio Collector is not sufficiently acquainted with the condition of 
Ahish porgunnah to hazard any remarks regarding tho wants of the peoplo 
living in that porgunnah, but he intends to visit the pergunnah almost imme- 
diately. There is no reason to believe that its condition is worse than that of 
llimec, which lies immediately to tho south-west of it. 

'I hero need bo no apprehension of any scarcity of fodder for cattle : there 
is ahunduncc of it in the country, and if rain falls the supply will be still 
further uugmoutod. 

32. In pergunnah Tarson and parts of Chakmani and Padareo the 
want of water is very much felt, not so much for drinking or culinary 
purposes as for purposes of ablution and for tho wants of cattlo. Tho tanks 
MV nearly ull diy, most of the wells aro running dry, the old beds of the rivers 
which have always run with water at this time of the year contain only 
stagnant pools of dirty water here and thore. Doubtless the digging of tanks 
would ho of considerable benefit to the people, if not so much m this as in future 
> ears, and suitable employment could bo found for day-labourers, for there 
is ut least one tank in each village — often more Mr Price has noticed that 
fresh water can always be found a very few feet from the surface, more par- 
tieulaily in the old bods of livers, t ut no part of the income of the District 
head Committee can be iogally expended in the excavation of tanks and 
wells ; and if tho Collector is to operate in this direction at all, he should be 
supplied with tho neerssary funds. He has tried to induce petty ttmlilra 
and others to take loans for the purjmse of digging and enlarging tanks, but 
has not been successful hitherto. People seem to think that the Government 
ought to do every thing for them — even that which they ought to do for 
themselves. 

33. The Collector sums np by remarking’ that there is no substantial 
distress at present apparent anywhere, and certainly rib occasion to dispense 
gratuitous relief In only one pergunnah of the six affected ( Tarson) tho labour- 
ing classes and the poorer ryots only are very hard pressed owing to loss of 
rice crops in two successive seasons and to the high prices prevailing. Mr. Price 
proposos to givo thorn work in renovating certain village roads. This measure 
will operate us a test to ■ discover whether tho people are in want of work to 
suppoit themselves. If they do not come it will be accounted as a sign that 
thoy aro better off elsewhere, and tho work will ho stopped. A full day’s 
work will be exacted for a full day’s wages, payment being made in cash. 
The Collector has no reason to belie\e that giam will not be brought in 
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let R seed. By this it is meant that, considering the vast extent of rice land 
which has borne not even straw, the quantity widen has borne only straw seems 
small. 

8. Gobindpore is safe. There is a much better supply of water from the 
hills than in any other place. Again, south to Rajowli, the rice is as good as 
about Gobindpore. 

9. The places where rico has failed are also naturally worst off, both for 
fodder and water. A Brahmin whom the Collector met on the road near Waris- 
allvgunge, in answer to his question, u who are now the worst of,” said at once 
“ the cattle.” 

10. Hr. Boxwoll states that, though what Mr. Maophorson says is true 
that so far the cattle are not dying, and do not even look unusually thin, still 
in the worst parts they must have a very bad time beforo them. He says that 
he has seen tne village cattle grazing where even a “ kurpi ” could only scrape 
up earth. 

11. In this same region thero is also a complaint that the wolls easily 
run dry. 

12. Warrisaflygungo, though not itself the worst spot, may be taken os 
the centre of the worst region, the region of worst rice, worst fodder, and least 
water, furthest removed fr<»ra any hills where jungle can help. 

13. The bright side of the matter is that so far rubber prospects are very 
good. The District Superintendent of Police asserts that less than the usual 
quantity of rubber has been grown this year. Mr. Boxwell differs from him 
on this point. He says all other testimony goes to prove that much more 
rubbee has been sown tins year. The patwarees in Government estates prove 
it so far by their papers. The Sub« Deputy Collector of Nowada, zomiudari 
servants, and the villagers themselves, all report thut the area sown this year 
in rubbee is much larger than usual. 

14. Moreover, so far the condition of tho rubbee is better than it was this 
time last year Tho state of the crops last year at this time was very unfavour* 
able, and thero was every fear of a very serious scarcity. Tho early rubbee last 
year was very bad, but the late rubbee saved people. This year the early 
rubbee varies from middling to very good, and the late rubbee prospects aie 
better than last year. 

15. Beggars are numerous, but not more than last year. Most of them 
are the ordinary professional beggars 

16 Everything depends on the tubbee, and tho rubbee depends on rain 
within three weeks. The whole country seems to bo outdraining evoiy drop 
oi water that can be liad on to their poppy and other rubbee crops 

17. Prices aro low and importation abundant. Tho difficulty is with 
people too poor to buy, who at this season live on their labour in the rice 
harvest. 

18. Mr. Boxwell proposed to suspend collection of rent. On this subjoct 
he writes as follows : — 

“ I now come to our proposed action, which, indeed, has already begun 
It is chiefly to urge one point on you that I write beforo I am quite ready. 

44 I think far the easiest^ ana best way of giving help is to suspend collec- 
tion of rent. The arguments in favour of this measure seem to me axiomatic 
in their strength. The Board have already permitted me to suspend collections 
in Sausihari till after the rubbee harvest, i havo taken the responsibility of 
ordering that in all our Nowada estates no pressure shall be put on. But I would 
ask you to do this, to request Government to put this notice in the next 
Gazette * 

“ 4 In the Government estates in Gya, east of the Falgoo, no rent shall be 
collected till after the rubbee harvest.' 

44 The ryots everywhere are waiting for tho next opium advances, and the 
landlords are waiting to get their share. Now, if Government lets this kist 
hang over and says so loudly, it will both encourage ryots and set the best 
jHMsible example to every zemindar who cart afford to follow it. 

“ We have verv little hhouh. but in our estates of Belarus I saw the rice 
on the Khalihan. There are 100 mounds of 28 bighas, somewhat less titan 
4 msunds a bigha — fair for this year, very bad for any otber. 
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“ In such a season we ought not to take one-half to sell. We should 
leave it and debit the ryots with the price against better time. 

“ I hope you will pardon my dwelling so long on this. When a crop 
fails largely there ie no rent to piy. If any is paid, it comes out of savings of 
wages. Large tenure-holders can average of course .and pay for bad out of 
the proceeds of good years, but small, poor cultivators cannot. They have no 
savingB.” 

10. I support the Collector’s recommendation that no rent should 
be collected from the ryots in the Government estates in Nowada until the 
rubbee harvest is gathered. 

In regard to other measures adopted for the relief of the people, the 
Collector reports as follows - 

“Wo are giving work on the Nowada roAd, paid for out of the road 
cess fund. This is not on a large scale. The work is bad and very 
uneconomical. The District Engineer does not think the work done worth 
anything. 

“ We have selected a tank in Pakri Barawnn llazar as a Government 
relief work. The tank is large and clean and now perfectly dry Evon in 
wells dug in the tank, water is oitrht feet below the surface. The maliks aro 
poor and unwilling to spend a penny on it They say it will do them no 
good." 

20. A relief register under the Famino C<»de has boen opened at Nowada. 

21. Mr. llox we) I lias ordered ku'rlm wells to be dug in the Government 
estates wherever they are wanted for tho irrigation of the poppy and rubbee, 
irrespective of all budgets. A good many have boon dug. 

The Collector is ubo arranging for metal-breaking and kunker -picking 
near tho road. 

22. While diiving from Nowada to Gya and back, the Collector states that 
west of Tongi, about half way, the improvement in tho crops was well marked. 
Ho saw several khalihans well tilled, and the rico field showed either rico 
or stubblo with a littlo green glass in places. There wore still very bad 
patches, but nothing nearly so bud us in the east. 

23. 'ill© Collector says thut his chief reason f«>r thinking his action 
sufficient for the present is t- o fuct that m all the Government estates the 
one request of the iyots is to sparo them the present collection <<f rent and dig 
them wells. Every well dug not only waters so much land, but employs 
from two to seven men. Ho therefore encourages everyouo to dig wells, and 
offers loans of money freely to whoever will take it. 

The rjots of Sunsihuri are satisfied. They say they will got on to tho 
rubber, harvest with veiy little more help. 

24. The area of hud failure is estimated at about 250 square miles, or a 
triangle with a 30-milo base passing through Nowad uh und an altitude of 
16 milos up to tho Behar boundary. A utap showing the affected tracts in 
the Nowada sub-division is enclose.!. 

2.V The Collector of Durbhunga submits tho following report on the 
stato of crops and condition of tho people in porgunnahs Chackmani, Tarson, 
Pudareo, Benua, Hirnoc, and Ahish, which may be said to comprise the only , 
tract of country in this district at all seriously affected by the deficient rain- 
fall of the past season. In tho accompanying sketch map the Collector 
shows the rolutivo position of these six perguunahs ; this sketch, for purposes 
of eouqmrison with other parts of the district, should bo laid on the copy of 
tho district map of Durbhunga printed after tho, survey, which continued 
from 1840 to 1840. This sketch only shows tho principal villages, tho district 
roads, and the rivers. 

26. During the last two weeks the Collector travelled in every direction 
in all the porgunuuhs abovemontioned, save Ahish, which he visited in 
October last, and no signs of distress were discernible there ; but Mr. Price 
is informod now that there will be scarcity there in the future, and he will 
therefore thoroughly inspect it within the next few days. 

27. As regards Benua and Padaree, there is not the slightest reason to 
apprehend future distress. r J he bhadoi was a 12-anna crop, the rice an 
8-anna crop, and the prospects of the rubbee are excellent. The outlook 
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sufficient quantities (or sale. Petty dealers in grain abound throughout the 
country, and the railway will pour in the necessary supplies. The prioea of the 
commoner sorts of grain are not high. Bice of course is very dear, and will 
be dearer till the next crop is reaped ; but very little rice is eaten here. 
Mr. Price adds as a passing observation that rain, independently of other reasons, 
is very much wanted to loosen or soften the ground to admit of digging and 
excavation being carried on. The surface is extremely hard even in the low 
lands. Even taking an optimist view of things the Collector thinks, however, 
it will be necessary for him to watch closely this part of the country for the 
next six months. It should be remembered that the bhadoi will not be 
reaped till August, and in pergunnah Tarsoon there is no hope of any crop till 
that time. 

84. The Collector wishes personally to verify the accounts that he had 
received, most of which were exaggerated, and others did dot adequately 
illustrate the position. Besides the Collector says the later a report of this kina 
is submitted before a crisis actually supervenes, the more full and aceurato 
is the information it imparts. Mr. Prico hopes, however, that matters will 
never become really critical in Durbhunga. 

35. The Collector of Patna has not yet submitted his report ; but from 
the cold weather tour diary of the Sub-divisional Officer of Behor, I am glad 
to find that the general condition of the sub-division is satisfactory.

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Meteorological Report of the Province o 
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METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL SUMMARY FOB THE MONTH OF 

DEOEMBEB 1884. 

m 

The Meteorology of Bengal in December is oanally of simple character, and is similar 
to that described as representing the normal meteorology of November. The eonditions are 
of course those of the full development of the north-east monsoon, and usually the month 
is characterised by steadily reducing temperatures and increasing pressure, while the sky is 
practically free from cloud, and steady northerly winds blow over the whole Province. The 
reduction of temperature is perhaps the most prominent feature of the month, and is 
generally very clearly marked. It is of course due to the diminishing altitude of the sun, 
and to the decrease in the length of the days, combined with the fact that, as the air is 
generally very dry, radiation at night goes on very rapidly, and thus more heat ia loat at 
night than is gained from tho sun's rays during the shortened days. There is thus a steady 
fall of temperature during the month, and December is one of the coldest months of the 
tear, though in certain eases January is still colder owing to the continued action of the 
above causes. From the fact that the nocturnal radiation of heat ia very rapid, there ia 
usually a very considerable difference between the day and night temperatures, and the 
daily range of temperature is very considerable. It will of course be understood that any 
cause which promotes the rapid radiation of heat from the earth during the night will alao 
diminish the nocturnal and consequently the mean temperatures, and will thus increase the 
daily range of temperature. The radiation of heat from the earth's surface is facilitated by the 
absence of cloud and by low humidity of the air. Consequently it will generally be round 
that these three conditions accompany one another, and that if the sky is free from cloud or 
the sir abnormally dry, the temperature will also be abnormally low, particularly at night. 
These are, then, tho usual characteristics of December; hut, as in the preceding month, the 
ordinary meteorological features are liable to be disturbed by the occurrenoe of two classes of 
abnormal conditions. The first class of abnormal actions is due to the occurrence of cyclonic 
disturbances, generally, however, in the extreme sooth of the Bay. These are of rather 
rare occurrence, and they are apparently produced by the south-west moist winds, which still 
continue to blow on the north of the equator and to some extent in the extreme south- 
eastern parts of the Bay of Bengal. If such a cyclomo disturbance is generated, and if it 
dovelopea to any considerable extent, it may affect the weather m Bengal, giving rise to the 
formation of cloud and to rain showers. Smaller disturbances of this kind, howeyer, have 
practically no effect on the weather in Bengal, and with their westerly movement towards the 
South Madras or Oeylon coast, only intensify the north-east monsoon conditions * in 
Bengal. 

The second class of abnormal conditions is brought about by the occurrence of what may 
he called laud storms. The formation of these is not well understood, but they generally 
commence on the north-west frontier of India, and drift m au easterly direction, usually reach- 
ing the North-West Provinces and perhaps Dchar or the Central Provinces, and more rarely 
extending to Bengal Proper. These bring low barometer, clouded skies and usually light 
rain, ana m many years a storm of this kind makes its appearance within the last ten days 
of December, giving rise to what are familiarity termed the Christmas rams. 

The normal average rainfall of the month is very small, and m no district does it amount 
to half an inch The two districts which usually receive the largest amounts are Orissa and 
East Bengal, which show a mean December rainfall of between four and five tenths of au 
inch South-West aud North Bengal, and Chota Nagpur, show an average of about two- 
ti ntha of an inch, and the whole of Behar does not receive as much as a tenth of an inch 
of rain in uormal years. 

Meteorological summary of the month . — The weather in Bengal in December has been 
characterised by an almost entire absence of disturbances of tbe two classes noted above, and 
it has thus been of typioal north-east monsoon character. In fact the north-east monsoon con- 
ditions have been priscut in a rather strongly pronounced form, particularly m the first half 
of the mouth, when skies were uuusually clear, temp -rature (more especially the night tem- 
perature) much lower than the normal, humidity also low, and the northerly winds unusually 
steady. These conditions have of course slso been accompanied by an almost entire absence of 
rainfall over the greater part of the Province. The ouly disturbance of the first class which 
occurred iu tho Bay of Bengal was a small eyclomc storm which formed in the south of the Bay 
about the 16th or 16th of the mouth ; it developed slightly and advanced in a westerly direc- 
tion till the 18th instant, when it passed across the south of the Peninsula and tbe north of 
t'c>lon, giving excessively heavy ram to the districts through which it passed. The storm 
was, however, far too small to have any very marked influence on the weather in Bengal, end 
no alteration in the weather conditions was produced by it, unless pprhapa e slight increase 
of cloud about that period mav be attributed to t his cause, and which gave two or three light 
showers in North Bengal Of the second class the only disturbance noted was a very feeble 
one, which was developed over Northern India on the 23rd and 24th, giving light rain to the 
Punjab, North-West Pro iuces, and Central Provinces, and which also affected tbe weather 
and gave ram m Orissa and to a slight extent in Ghutia Nagpur and South-West Bengal. 
With the exception of these two very slight disturbances, the weather eonditions during the 
past month do not call tor detailed comment 

Pressuie was very high at the commencement of the month, and it continued consider- 
ably above the normal up to about the 15th, when it fell off aud continued nearly normal till 
the last week, when it again rose considerably above the normal. The mean pressure for 
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the month has that been above the normal in an districts. Behar, ae in the previous month, 
sms Out eeat of the greatest excess, where It equalled 0*07 inch, and in other districts it varies 
from about 0*04 inob to 0*05 inch. 

Temperature was in all cases extremely low in the first half of the month, but after 
this for about ten days it became more nearly normal, and m many cases abova it ; but during 
the last week again temperature began to fall below the normal. In ell districts, however, 
tie mean temperature for the month has been below the normal, the largest defect of 1*7° 
being m Seat Bengal, and the smallest of 0*2* in Chutin Nagpur. This defect bee been 
principally, however, in the night temperatures, and in the earlier part of the month at suoh 
stations as Cuttack and Purneah, tnere was a deficieuoy ot 7° below the normal minimum 
temperature. This low temperature has neon accompanied by a humidity also much below 
the normal at all stations, aud also with a cloud proportion considerably lower than in former 
years. 

Ae noticed above, rainfall has been almost entirely absent except over very limited areas, 
and it has been confined practically to two brief periods. Thus a few showers fell on the 
14th at four stations in North Bengal ; on the 20th an isolated shower was reported from 
Buxa, sod on the 23rd and 24th fairly general but light ram was reported from Orissa, 
especially id the Pooree aud Cuttack divisions, while a few showers were reported from 
Chutia Nagpur and 8outh-We»t Bengal These with the exception of one or two isolated 
ehoweie of practically no importance, comprise the whole rainfall of the mouth. Rainfall has 
thus been eutirely absent from ESast Bengal and from North and Soutu Behar ; it has also been 
practically absent from frouth-West Bengal and North Bengal. In Cliutus Nagpur the 
average fall has been less than a tenth of an 'iuch, while the only district which reoetved 
general rain (Orissa) gives hu average of less than a quarter of au inch. It need therefore 
scarcely be said that the ramtall in all districts has been below the normal. $

Statement of Bainftll in Bengal for the week ending Friday (6 p.m.)i the Oth January 1886. 
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SUMMARY OF THB METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THB WEEK ENDING THB 9v» OF JANUARY 

1886. 

At the done of the preceding week, the meteorological condition! in Bengal, which 
had been nearly normal ftr anme period, were reverting to the character which they have 
held for the greater part of the pieaent north-caat monaoon. Temperature waa below the 
normal in the eastern and northern divisions, and nearly normal or above normal in the 
western districts, while pressure waa above the average in all diviaiona. The changes^ which 
have occurred in Bengal during the past week have, ou the whole, rendered them characters 
more pronounced, and the mean pressure for the week has everywhere been largely 
above the normal, while temperature has been deoidedly below the normal io all 
diviaiona except Onsaa and Chutia Nagpur. 

In Bengal itself the meteorological changes fir the week have been small, and, as usual, 
of an osculating character, but for the last three days of the week it appeared at if the 
weather in Bengal would have been materially influenced by a large disturbance which 
appeared in the Punjab on the 6th instant, and which at first intensified and then extended 
in area on the 7th, 8th and 9th until it affected a large part of the North-West Provinces. 
This disturbance brought moderate to heavy rain to the Punjab and to parts of the North* 
West Provinces, and it appeared at oue time as if it would drift eastwards, and enter Behar 
and Bengal. It, however, filled up and disappeared almost as rapidly as it bad appeared, and 
with the exception of some light rain at some stations in Behar on the 10th instant, it did not 
materially affect the weather in Bengal This slight rainfall will have to be considered 
in the following week’s report, and thus the present week has been quite rainless in 
Bengal. 

Preteure — W as , as stated above, higher than the normal m all districts at the commence- 
ment of the week. It continued to oscillate by small amounts with an upward tendenoy 
till the 7tb, and on this and the following day a rather sharp doorcase took place, connected 
with the disturbance or depression m the Punjab noticed previously ; on the 9th, however, 
pressure again increased slightly. The mean pressure tor the week has been above tbe 
normal by amouuts varying from 0*07* at Purncah to nearly *10* at Berhampore and 
Dacca, the average oxoess for the whole province beiug more than 0*08*. 

Temperature — Has again been below the normal, except at Hasanbagb, Cuttack, 
Bankipore and Palso Point. The defect is, as a rule, not great, varying from 3° at Chittagong 
to 0 4> at Calcutta and Durbhnnga. The greatest deficiency is thus in the East Bengal 
Division, where it equals 2 4-°, while in Behar and South-West Bengal the average defect 
is about 1°. In Orissa and Chutia Nagpur the average excess temperature has been 
about 1° It is again very noticeable that the variations from tbe mean temperature have 
been due principally to » bnornially low night temperatures. This is shown by the figures 
in the table given below, where the normal and actual mean maximum and minimum 
temperatures at eight selected stations are given, and thus while the day temperatures were 
in five out of eight cases slightly above the normal, the minimum or night temperatures 
were m five out of the eight cases decidedly below tbe normal.

3. The Secretary of State shall upon such payment being made as aforesaid convey and 
transfer all such lands as aforesaid to the Company and the Company shall be entitled to per- 
manent possession thereof. 

4. The Company shall within two yean from the date of signing this agreement by both 
parties complete to the reasonable satisfaction of the Secretary of State a railway from Kairabad 
to llupnaratnpur and such railway shall be five feet and sis inches in gauge and of a general 
structural character m conformity with the now established standard of railways in India of 
that gauge and the alignment thereof together with all plains shall be subject to approval by 
the Secretary of S tats and the railway previous to opening for traffic shall he duly inspected 
by an authorised officer of Government. In all places v> here the railway shall cre ws a public 
rood constructed or hereafter to he constructed the Company shall provide and maintain level 
crossings for the secure and easy passage of vehicles and passengers. 

r>. The Company sliall forthwith upon the completion of the said line of railway give to

S iersons in connection with these presents or os to the incideuce of expense as between the 
Secretary of State and the Company under any of the clanscs of this agreement then and 
in every such case the matter in doubt or difference shall be referred to two arbitrators one to 
bo appointed by each party or by the umpire of such arbitrators in case they differ in opinion. 
But if either party shall refuse or neglect for ono month after notice in writing from the 
other party of an arbitrator having been appointed to appoint an arbitrator then the arbitrator 
so appointed may make a final decision alone which decision shall have the same force and

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOB THE WEEK ENDING THE 16m OF JANUARY 
1886. 


The cloae of the previous week bed seen the rapid extinction of i large atmospheric 
disturbance which bad existed over the Punjab and NortlwWest Provinces The oistnrhed 
conditions, however, extended on the Friday and Sai urday, and on the latter day light rain 
waa reported from a few stations m Bebar, but the amounts in no case exeeeded half an 
inch. The rain then passed away, bat the air over s great part of Bengal was rather moist 
and some raoid changes of pressure, which were principally in a downward direction, accom- 

i isnied, or perhaps gave rise to further atmospherio disturbance, which caused a few light 
ocsl showers on the 1 3th aud 14th, and whioli further gave rise tu well defined dust-storms 
accompanied in some instances with rain on the 16th. On this day rather heavy 
rain fell at several stations in South Behar, while light rain was general oyer this 
district and also in the Moorshedabad Division of South-West Bengal. The heaviest 
r ainfalls on this day were 0 98 inch at Aurangabad aud 0*83 inch at Gy a. 

Pressure has during the week diminished very considerably, and while daring last week 
it was in excess over the whole Province by an average of O'Ott*, the mean pressure for this 
week has been below the normal at all stations in Orissa, and at several stations in South- 
West Bengal and Behar. The variations from the mean pressure this week ere not very 
large, and the extremes are a defect of 0 034*' at Calcutta and an excess of 0*081* at 
Haxaribagh. 

Temperature haa increased very considerably daring the week, and is now very con- 
siderably above the normal in all districts, though at one or two isolated stations' there haa 
been a alight defect This iacrease seems to have taken place principally m the night or 
minimum temperatures; thus the following table gives the normal and actual average 
maximum and minimum temperatures at eight selected stations, and it will be noticed that 
while the night temperatnrea have averaged 4*4° in excess, the day temperatures only ahow 
1*9° in excess of the normal.

would necessitate. This question was brought before the Government some 
months ago by the Commissioners who are charged with the administration of 
the law, ana the Government referred it for the opinion of a number of firms 
and companies who employ machinery of the kind referred to in the Act, and 
also for tho opinion of the Chamber of Commerce, and in reply a very general 
opinion was expressed by those who. were consulted that all reference to 

* * tie expunged from tho Act, and that the law should proviae 


en 



movers should no expungea from tno Act, ana tnat tne law snouia proviae for 
the inspection of boilers only. This, however, did not seem an 
satisfactory solution of the question, as it would be a distinctly 
step in legislation. It did not appear desirable that the Government 
should ontiroly surrender the power of examining the condition of prime 
movers, and the proposed change would also place the law in Bengal on a 
very different footing from the law which prevails in other provinces of India. 
Tho law in Bombay and in British Burmah is in some respects far more 
stringent than tho law which prevails in Bengal. Not only does it .require 
that a license should be issued for permitting the working of boilers and 
primo movers, but it declares that no license shall be granted for tbe working 
of a boiler or prime mover, unless the engineer in charge is an engineer 
who has received a certificate of competency from tho Government. That 
very stringent Regulation has no corresponding clause in tho Bengal Act. 
The law in Bombay is contained in Act V of 1873 of tho Bombay 
Council. That Act does not apply to prime movers of loss than ten 
nominal horse-power ; but with regard to othor primo movers, it pro- 
vides for tho examination of persons who intond to become engi- 
neers in cliargo of boilors and prime movers, and for the grant of 
certificates of competency to such persons ; and it further providos that 
no person shall bo in charge of a boiler or prime mover unless ho possesses 
a certificate of competency, and that no license shall be granted for tbe 
working of a boiler or primo movor unless thero is a certificated engineer 
in charge. Tho law in force in British Burmah is Act XVIII of 1882, and 
it provides in the same way for tho grant of certificates of competency to 
engineers, and it divides engineers into first and second cIusb engineers, 
and it declares in the same way as the Bombay Act that no boiler 
or primo movor sliall be licensed unless it is in charge of a certificated 
onginoor. But it contains a further provision which docs not appear in 
tho Bombay Act, and this declares that' on the certificate of an

If we are to give the 
same power as is given under the Burmah Act for either boilers or prime 
movers to be licensed oa the report of the engineer in charge, we should have 
to he very cautious in granting certificates of competency to engineers : and 
moreover we should be talcing a step for which no practical necessity has been 
shown* as there are no complaints of the working of the present law tn connec- 
tion with boilers 

The BiH, therefore, as at present drafted, proposes that any engineer who 
has obtained a certificate of competency as engineer shall be permitted to 
make a report in respect of a prime mover; but it dees not .extend this provision 
to boilers, which will remain under the same inspection as at present. I now 
move that the BUI be read in Council.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING THE 23*n OF JANUARY 
1885. 


Dciuno the first few days of the nresent week, winds at the head of the Bay, in many 
instances, became decidedly southerly and south 'Westerly, and brought up very considerable 
amounts of moisture into south- West Bengal, Orissa, and Chutia Nagpur. The changes of 
pressure were also considerable, and though the barometer rose slightly on the Saturday and 
Sundav, it fell again considerably on the following two days ; the changes of pressure were, 
however, rather irregular, and on Tuesday a very distinct area of low pressure was developed 
in Orissa. This slightly disturbed condition of the atmosphere gave rise to a considerable 
number of local storms with rain, and thns up till Wednesday local showers were reported 
from Orissa, South-West Bengal, and Chutia Nagpur. From the 21st, however, pressure 
commenced to n e, and on tnc following day ( 1'hursday, the 22nd) an extremely rapid 
increase of pressure took place, amounting in some instances to as much as 0*16 * On this 
dsy pressure at ail the stations was extremely high, and fully 0 2" in excess of the normal 
at seme of the stations in Orissa and E»st and South-West Bengal. A pressure of no less 
than 80 8* was reported from Halasore, Midnapore, Calcutta, and Bnrdwan on this day, and 
this of course *s exceptionally high. 

The meau pressure for the week has thus been considerably m excess of the normal. 
The average excess over the whole Province h>is been O'OH", while the extreme variations have 
been from 0'044>" in excess at Purneah to 0 10-1" in excess at Dacca and Chittagong. On 
the wholo, East Bengal shows rather a larger excess pressure thau the other districts 

Temperature was during tne previous week considerably above the normal in all 
districts, and for the hrat few days of the present week the changes which occurred were 
mainly in the direction of increased temperature. Ou the 22nd instant, however, with the 
very rapid increase of pressure noted before, a very rapid decrease of temperature took place, 
which m Borne instances amounted to as much as H° iu the mean daily temperature ; the 
temperature continued to fall ou the following day, hut nevertheless the mean temperature 
for the week has beeu in excess iu Orissa, youth- West Bengal, and East Bengal, while it 
has been slightlv m uefect m Bchar aud t huua Nagpur. The variations are fairly evenly 
distributed over both day and night temperatures, as will be seen from the following table 
which gives the normal and actual mean maximum and minimum temperatures at eight 
selected stations lor the week .— .

The rainfall for the week has been confined to the local storms above mentioned, and 
there was no general rainfall at all during the week. Rain has thus only fallen at eleven out 
of forty-nine stations in South-West Bengal, at two out of sixteen stations in Orissa, aud 
at four out of ten registering stations m Chutia Nagpur In no cases have the amounts 
recorded been large, the average rainfall of the whole district of Chutia Nagpur being 0*11 
inob, that of South-West Bengal 0*')4 meh and of Orissa 0‘03 inch. With the exception 
of a slight shower of a tenth of an inch at Buxa (Darjeeling Hill), all the other districts have 
been absolute) rainless during the past week. It need searoelv therefore be said that in all 
districts, except Chutia Nagpur, the rainfall has been below the average for the week, though 
in this district it has been 0‘03 inch in excess.

KANUNGOE8 AND PATWARI& 

The Hon. Mr. MaoDonnell said : — I have the honour to move for leave to 
introduce a Bill for the amendment of the law relating to Kemmgeee and 
Patmrie in the provinces un d e r die administration of the Lieutenant-Governor 
of Bengal

In asking for leave to introduce this Bill, I would remind Honourable, 
Members of Hie remarks which you, Sir, made in connection with ^ subject 
on the occasion of our first meeting this session* You stated that one of the 
most salutary provisions of the Bengal Tenancy Bill is that ttoe which content* 

Q s a cadastral survey and record of righto wherever the relations between 
ord and tenant are strained or uttsatisfactopr. Dwelling on the difficulties 
which your Government experiences in ascertaining even the wmplest agricultural 
facto, you said — and in saving it von but expressed the opinion of all competent 
judges on this question — that in toe ascertainment and proper registration of 
the various rights and interests in the soil lay the true remedy for most of those 
agrarian troubles which now beset the path of the administrator in Bengal. 

But to ascertain facts and to record them is but the initial step in a policy 
of agricultural and administrative reform in Bengal. Circumstances alter from 
time to time, and a record true to-day may be inaccurate to-morrOw, if no 
provision be made for a competent ana trustworthy agency for its. maintenance 
up to date. You have informed the Council that plans are now being matured 
with the consent of the Secretary of State for a survey and record of rights in 
Bohar as an experimental measure, but if we carry these plans into effect, yet 
have no agency to maintain that record in harmony with the march of events, 
we shall have laboured in vain. We work for the future, not for the present 
only, and we therefore deem it essential to establish a competent agency to 
maintain the record in a correct and useful condition. Granting the necessity 
in Bengal for a record Of facts, — and I presume no one will deny the neces- 
sity, — the rest follows as a matter of course. , 

Sir, during the discussions on the Tenancy Bill, which have occupied so 
much of the public attention, no charge has been more frequently levelled 
against the supporters of that measure than the charge of needless innovation. 

1 am not concerned on the present occasion with defending the policy of the 
Bengal Tenancy Bill ; I am content to leave that policy to the verdict of history, 
confident that history will, in the fulness of time, approve it, as instinct with 
the spirit of true conservatism which prunes the plant to secure for it a fuller 
growth. But if there have been even a semblance of reason for the charge of 
needless innovation made against the Government in connection with the 
Tenancy Bill, there is surely none for such a charge in connection with the Bill 
which 1 am to lay before this Council. In regard to it, at all events, we may 
claim from our opponents the respect which may be due to those who follow 
authority and who venerate ancient custom. For, as I proceed to show, Hie 
measure I now propose is built on lines of immemorial antiquity, and is vindi- 
cated by the results of a century’s experience. In order to prove this, I must 
ask the Council to bear with me, while, at much risk of being tedious, I 
explain the origin of the system of patwaris and kanungoes, ana the causes 
which have brought that system to its present most unsatisfactory condition. 

In Bengal, Sir, from the earliest historic times, the land has been the prin- 
cipal source of public revenue as well as of private wealth, and the regulation 
of matters connected with the land lias therefore always been a chief object of 
attention with tho ruling power. From Hindu times, we possess but little 
information as to the policy practically adopted in reference to land revenue 
administration, or as to tho effects of Hiat policy. We know indeed from Hie 
Institutes of Manu that the Hindu rulers of the country claimed a certain 
proportion of the produce of the laud, but we have no reliable means of know- 
ing how the righto of Government were enforced, or what agency. was employed 
to enfoice them. There are good reasons for believing that the village patwari 
played an important part in the Hindu system of land revenue administration, 
and that, when the Mahomedan system was established, Hie conquerors did not 
create tho office of patwari, but finding it in existence, skilfully turned it to 
use. 

The earliest authontio information which we possess on the Mahomedan 
system is contained in the Institutes of Timur, but it was not until Sher Sh ah 
came to power in 1540, a century and a half after Timnr bad India, 

that systematic efforts were mfcde to- regulate the assessment and fl ec tion of 
land revenue. Sher Shah, however, did not live to carry his plans into effeot 
and it thus remained for the renowned Emperor Akbar to establish, through the 
agency of his great Minister, the Hindu Rajah Toder Mull, an effecftvpsyBton 
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Thus Hunting my consideration ol the question, I may my that the first 


The next flop 'was to meertain the average produce o! each bigha of land and 
to fix the proportion payable to Government. The third step was to lay down 
rules tinder Which .the Government share of the produce might be commuted for 
a money payment. - By this procedure the contribution of each ryot of the soil 
was programmed to his capacity to pay ; in other warda the rates at which he 
paid were ’ adjusted to the productiveness of the soil. These rates were called 
the mammal rote, and having regard to the principles on which they were 
fixed, it is no wonder that throughout the length and breadth of the land the 
people dung to them tenaciously. They still cling to their memory, though 
through circumstances which 1 need not now describe, what was a boon to tne 
people has' become a bane. What was their shield against unjust exactions has 
been converted into a formidable weapon by which unjust exactions are 
enforced. 

So much for the assessment of the revenue : I will now say a few word 
regarding its collection under the Mahomedan system. The revenue was actu 
ally collected by officials who were the prototypes, and doubtless in some fev 
esses the progenitors, of the zemindars of to-day. But to secure the interest 
of Government, it was obviously essential that tne dealings of those tax-collect 
ors and their subordinate agents or gomastas with the actual cultivators shoulc 
be subjected to some check. . Accordingly, in order to obtain and preserve th< 
accounts necessary to exercise suoh a check, the system of patwans was remo 
delled, and the system of kanungoes established. 

As originally constituted, the kanungo or “expounder of laws” wai 
an agent of the Imperial Government associated with the tax-collector oi 
zemindar for the purpose of checking and supervising the zemindar’s proceed 
ings in regard to the collection of the public revenues. The patwari was th< 
kanung o’s subordinate, just as the village gomasta was the zemindar’s, and h< 
bore to the gomasta the same relation which the kanungo bore to the zemindar, 
Thus there was created a double check on the proceedings of the zemindar, 
while there was also established an office of record and account to which the 
cultivators could appeal in defence of their rights and privileges. 

The kanungo and patwari were therefore, under Akbar’s system, entirely 
unconnected with the actual collection of the revenue. Their business was to 
see that no more than the due amount was taken from the people by the 
zemindar and his agent, the village gomasta ; that the fact of. payment wot 
duly recorded ; and that other matters connected with the agricultural well 
being of the community were duly attended to. In the language of the Fift) 
Report, “ the kanungo was the confidential agent of Government, the deposi 
tory and promulgator of the established regulations, whose office was intendec 
as a check on the conduct (in financial transactions) of all the other villag< 
officials. Under the superintendence ol the kanungo, or of one of his appointee 
agents, was placed a certain number of adjacent villages, the accounts of which 
as kept by the patwans, were constantly open to his inspection, and the transac 
tions in which, with regard to the occupancy of land and the distinction o 
boundaries, came regularly under bis cognizance in a form that enabled him a 
any time, when called upon, to report to the Government the quantity of lam 
under cultivation, ‘the nature of the produce, the atqpunt of rant paid, am 
' generally the disposal of the produce. To his office, moreover, reference migh 
be had to determine contested boundaries, the uSe of rivers or reservoirs fo 
Irrigation, and generally in all disputes concerning permanent property o 
locatusage wfthm&o limits of his official range*” 

. ToderHuil’s le$tks»mt, m the above principles of the Soubah of Bengal 
was introduced aboutthe year 1682 AJX, ana lasted without material alteratioi 
for more than a century* At the end of that period, however, the Jdogu 
had passed its zsnnffi, its J hold over the outlying provinces had beeon* 
and wreak, and the a^ani was introduced of fuming the revenue q 
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the highest bidder — a system which, in Eastern countries at least, bale always 
had pernicious results. This state of things soon! became, incompatible with 
the maintenance of a system of minute local supervision, and the farmers 
of the revenue set at nought the inspection of the Jfcanungo, who thus lost his 
status and power. In fine, the system of village accounts, which had worked 
efficiently under the strong rule of Akbar and ms great successors, had fallen 
into decay before the commencement of British rule. * 

It is generally known, Sir, that although the victories of Clive made the 
British power paramount in Bengal in 1757, it was not until 1772 'that tire 
East India Company assumed the Dewani, or formal administration of the pro- 
vince. Having added the semblance to the substance of sovereign^, one of the 
Govornor-General’s first acts was to resolve his Council into a Committee with 
tho object of prescribing cortain regulations for the conduct of business and the 
government of the country. In the proceedings of this Committee, under date 
29th August 1772, occurs the earliest mention of the kanungo’s office which 
I have boen able to discover in the rocords of our Government. ** The Com- 
mittee, 1 ” so runs the passage, “ are of opinion that the utility of the kanungo’s 
office is almost totally suppressed from the change which has taken place in 
the revenue system. Out of tenderness, however, for the ancient form Of Gov- 
ernment, ana deferenco to the grants which they hold for their office from 
the Court of Delhi, tho Committco think the head kanungoes may be continued, 
either receiving their present rusooms, or whatever may be considered as an 
adequate pension, but that all the dues allotted for the support of their officers 
in the districts may be attached, and those officers enrolled among the monthly 
sorvants of each Collector’s cutchorry. 'liras the Government will still reap the 
benefit of thoir knowledge and experience in carrying on the business, whilst a 
considerable saving will be ^ produced from the resumption of the dues they 
have hitherto received.” This, as I have said, is the earliest reference that 
I can find to the status of the kunuugoes at the time of the assumption of the 
Dewani bv the East India Company. The Company had a few months previ- 
ously (in May 1772) arranged to let zemindaries throughout the country in farm 
to the highest bidders with a view to ascertaining what their real assets were, 
preparatory to a more permanent arrangement. Under a fanning system, as 
I ha vo already said, a knowledge of agricultural details was deemed pf slight 
importance. Henoo the kanungoes were at a discount and of as little use to the 
Company as they wero under similar circumstances to the Emperors of Delhi. 

'1 he results of letting estates in farm wero not, however, satisfactory; and 
it was doomed expodiont to collect additional information by more direct 
mothods as to the real produce and value of the land. A Commission was there- 
fore appointed for the purpose, -with the result that in the now settlements 
made in 1777 the farming system was abandoned, a preference was given 
to the zemindars, and a settlement made with them, when they agreed to the 
terms offered. But with tho abandonment of the fanning system the necessity 
for agricultural statistics again became apparont, and therefore in February 
20th, 1781, by an order of Council, “ kanungoes were reinstated in the com- 
plete charge and possession of all the functions and powers which constitu- 
tionally appertain to the office.” During the enquiries made by the C ommissi on 
to which I have just alluded, the cxistonco and status of patwaris had been 
already recognized; so that in 1781, a few years before the completion of 
the decennial sottloraout, tho system of pitwaris and kanungoes was formally 
re-established in Bengal. 

Tho next landmark in tho history of the question is the Act 24, Geo. Ill, 
Ch. XXV, known as the “ liegulating Act.** In forwarding this Statute to 
India, tho Court of Directors expressed their opinion that it would be most in 
accordance with the spirit of tho Act to fix a permanent revenue on a review of 
the collections of former years. Thoy added that the settlement should in 
every practicable instance be made with the semindars, rules being at the sam e 
time made for maintaining the rights of other classes according to the usages 
of the country. Lord Cornwallis was tho bearer of these instructions ; and on 
his assumption of office, enquiries were at once set on foot preparatory to the 
decennial settlement, which was afterwards made permanent: Am o ng oth er 
matters the k&nungo question was dealt with, and, as may be infested from 
appendix III to me Fifth Report, it was proposed to draw up specific roles 
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fafti tOeriabfahmeat of kanu hgees. The proposal, however, nevfer eeme to 
anything, ahd to, under the permanent settlement, a detailed knowledge of 
ylgg^al ^etot l i tioi wife kid laager n o s e — siy to tbe collection of the refute. 
wM ktnuflgtf* o flee- iw ibolittsd lb July 4th, 1798, as wmeesaait and 
expensive* 

No sucfe fete, however, overtook the patwari. Under the original rales for 
tbe decennial settlement, every proprietor sms bound to establish a patwari 
in each Tillage of his estate to keep the ryots’ accounts, and when these rules 
were rS>en acted in Regulation VIIl, 1798, special provisions regarding patwaris 
were 'inserted. It is true that, owing to the limitation of the Government 
demand, patwaris’ accounts were no longer needed for revenue assessment and 
settlement purposes, but patwaris’ accounts were neoeasary to facilitate the 
decision of suits in courts of justice between landlord and tenant, and to 
enable the Collectors to divide estates under the partition laws, Vrithout loss to 
individuals or to Government. Rules were accordingly framed in section 62, 
Regulation Y1II, 1793, and proprietors laid under an obligation to appoint 
patwaris. This obligation remained, however, honoured, more in the breach 
than in the observance. 

The zemindars’ inaction did not pass without remonstrance from the 
revenue officers, for we find from certain, papers described as the Revenue 
Selections, No. 288, that they soon felt the want of the detailed information 
which tbe patwaris and kanungoes’ accounts used to furnish. The remon- 
strances had some effect, and Regulation Vll, 1799, section 28, directs Collec 
tors to ascertain whether patwaris had been universally appointed, and if 
not, to appoint them. The injunctions of 1799 were followed up by Regu- 
lation 29 of 1803 prescribing in detail the procedure for the appointment 
of patwaris, and-the accounts which they were to ‘furnish. It was, however, 
all to no purpose. The zemindars met the orders of Government with passive 
resistance in most cases * while, where patwaris wero appointed, the position 
of semindari servants, into which they soon sank, nullified the value of their 
accounts as public records. 

At the Permanent Settlement, patwaris (to use Mr. Shore’s words) 
“whether they received their nomination from the kanungoes or from the 
zemindars, or from any public officers, wore servants of the State, and respon- 
sible to it for their trusts. In that light they had ever been considered by 
every native Government ; they had formed a necessary link in the chain of 
public functionaries belonging to the Revenue Department. The Court of 
Directors therefore rocognizing, in 1816, the utility of the patwaris’ services 
for the protection and security of public as well as of private rights, resolved 
that their position should be improved, and that a reversion should bo made 
to the state of things which prevailed before Lord Cornwallis’ legislation. 
Accordingly, in the Government letter of 12th August 1815, tho Board of 
Commissioners wore directed to give effect to the order of the Court of 
Directors. “It is the wish *of Government,” says this letter, “that you 
should not confine yourselves on the present occasion solely to tho establishment 
of aiich rules as may be necessary to render the patwaris more immediately 
the officers of Government, but that, faking the most comprehensive view 
possible of the subject, you should submit a well digested plan for the 
prostitution of those offices and likewise of tho porgunnah kanungoes in 
one manner best calculated to promote tbe best interests of Government and 
of the community.” “ It will,” continues Mr. Secretary Butterworth Bay-ley, 
“be of course understood from tbe preceding remarks that tho principal objects 
to be accomplished are the means of defining the rights of the peasantry 
and of adjusting with facility such differences as may arise between landlord 
and tenant.” Such, I may add, are some of the mHects which the Bengal 
Government has nowin view in introducing this Bill. The objects of its 
policy are those of Lord Moira’s Government, with this addition, that we do 
not wdy on the pitwari for a definition of ryots’ rights, but for thoir mainte- 
nance when domed by competent authority. 

The policy' of tbe Oourfc of Directors and of the Government of the day was 
wrioomedTW the Boasd of Revenue, and the minutes recorded by the Acting 
President of the Besttd, Mr. Rontut as well as by that very distinguished 
revenue authority, Mr. Henry Oolebrooke, are 4 of extreme value, not only on 
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the question now before the Council, but' on the « 
p| ltmfUnrcL and tenant as established. bj the Pe rmanen t 
minute of fir. Colehrooke is very important, but too loqg 
Honourable Members who desire to ponaqlt it will finp. it pt 
Revenue Selections, volume 1) 

Thus there was no doubt in the minds of theGavernmcnt and its ^revenue 
advisers in 1815 as to tlie expediency of the proposed revival of the system# 
village accounts, but the Judges of the Sudder Doyani Adaulut took ,* .djdxerapgk 
view on the subjoct. The Sudder Adaulut wee oppressed, by the Idea, that, the 
cost of a system of village Accountants and Registrars would be prolpbitiy§, 
while the advantages of the system would be neutralized, to quote the Gptyrtff 
words, “ by the interest and probable disposition of the landholders tp employ 
other agents in keeping thoxr village accounts a n d to cpnceujl as much ftp 
possible their actual receipts from publio officers,, whom they will naturally 
view as checks upon their conduct and as protectors of ,upd e rtej^h8/' 

There w©re other objections of a trimita nature urged, opt the objections,# 
the {Sudder Adaulut in my opinion resolve themselves into the (two heads, pf 
financial difficulties and the opposition to be encountered from ,tho zemindars. , 
The objection of the Sudder Adaulut had weight with the (government of 
Lord Hastings in 1817, and there was much to justify the conclusion that ,e 
system of village accounts, which would wholly rely , for its information ,on 
materials derived from the zemindars alone, would be altogether valueless, SS.S& 
independent record of agricultural facts. To be of value, such a system should 
be based on information derived' from sources whose impartiality could not be 
impugned; from sources independent of the interests of either party : , speh 
sources, for instance, as our proposed survey and record of «%ht© will girp 
us. I am therefore . free to admit that, while the objects aimed at by the 
Government of 1815 were laudable and necessary, the defect dwelt upon by the 
Sudder Adaulut was fatal. A survey, as was well pointed out by Mr.. Sisson, 
Mag istrate of Rungpore, in bis remarkable report of 2nd April 1815, No. 8308, 
was essential to tho re-ostablishment of order and the protection of the interests 
of tho peasantry. But a survey did not form part of the Government scheme in 
1815. It was too expensive, and some hope was still reposed in the possibility of 
ami cablo arrangements being come to between zemindar and ryot. As a purvey 
was not thought of by tho Government, the Sudder Adaulut’s objections to 
tho patwari system wiere practical objections, which convinced the Government 
of the day that a general measure of reorganisation on the linos proposed was 
inadvisable. The result wsb, as far as concerns the patwari question, the com* 
promise embodied in Regulation XU of 1817, ana as far as concerns the 
k anun go quostion, the enactment of Regulation I of 1819. 

The compromise resulted in no practical good; for the improvements 
effected by it were altogether incommensurate with the object in view. Jji 
fact, where it has not been entirely ignorod, I am ready to admit that Regula- 
tion XII, 1817, has only had the result of causing inconvenience to the zemindar 
without benefiting to any material degree the ryot or the Government. Under 
it the patwari is regarded as a Government servant appointed by the Collector 
on the nomination of the zemindar, and subject to the Collector’s orders in 
regard to the production of his accounts. As tho patwari* however, is paid by 
the zemindar, or by the ryots with the zemindar’s approval, it will lie readily 
understood that whore tho patwari and landlord Rave not quarrelled, fibs 
former is practically the latter’s servant ; while where they have quarrelled, 
tho patwari loses not only bis occupation, but practically ms emoluments too. 
In met, wherever the patwari is not the zemindar’s servant he was a mnepprp. 
It is truo that tho Regulation provides for the enforcement by the CoUeotpr 
of the patwan's dues ; hut it does not compel the zemindar to allow the* patwari 
access to the village accounts. In my experience? as district Colloctqr, I have 
known patwaris practically shorn of emoluments apd duties of their oflwe by 
tho will of the zemindars, yet maintained in nominal office by Jhp ordersipf the 
Collector. It may bo that '

less wise, I find it difficult to imagine experienced men in !8i£ 'satisfied ath 
Regulation XII, or baling to peretite that it was from its wary aaascs, fare- 
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administration of the Lower Provinces of Bengal, which forms one of Em papers 
to he presented to Council. Briefly, I may my that the G overnment of 
1837 was satisfied of the uselessness of maintaining an expensive staff 
of kanungoes fa# compiling accounts which, when not worthless, were 
mischievous. “ The kanungo system accordingly disappeared, and has not 
since been revived, for, as Honourable gentlemen, know, the kannngoes 
of Sir George Campbell’s subordinate executive service scheme bad nothing 
in common with the kanungoes of the regulation but the name. The 
disappearance of the kanungoes, however, did not affect the patwaris, who 
were supposed td be in existence everywhere ; and on the* abandonment of the 
kanungo system, an effort was made to turn the patwaris to greater account. 
But this effort only served to bring to light the fact that in many districts of 
Bengal the patwari too had disappeared, his place being taken by the 
bailiff or gomasta ; while if in other districts patwaris were still found, they 
had either sunk into the position of zemindars’ servants, or the tusk of turning 
their records to any use was altogether hopeless. Impressed with the hope- 
lessness of the task; the Board of Revenue recommended the abandonment 
of the attempt, and even the repeal of Regulation XII of 1817. This, how- 
ever, was not done ; and tho question remained in abeyance till rimes within 
the memory of Honourable Members now present. The Commissioner of 
Patna broached the subject in 1863, and was promptly told to let it rest. 
It was not till the administration of Sir George Campbell, to whom adminis- 
trative reform in Bengal owes so much, that the enquiries and consultations 
were begun which tho papers before the Council exhibit, and which find 
their fitting outcome in the measure I have now to propose. 

I have thus, at, I fear, wearisome length, traced the history of this 
measure. I have shown that in the earliest days of systematized native 
rule, the kanungo and patwari were essential factors in the revenue 
administration of the country ; that they were essentially Government 
servants, whose function it was not only to record all agricultural statis- 
tics, but also to act as a check on the zemindar and his gomasta; that 
they gradually lost much of their independence when the exigencies of 
Mogul finance and the gradual decay of the imperial authority induced recourse 
to the fanning or the tlnkadari system ; that the patwari’s status and utility 
were still acknowledged when the country emerged from the troublous first 
half of the 18th century into comparative peace under British ascendancy; 
that efforts were then made to restore the entire system to its pristine vigour 
and utility, as the custodian of the reciprocal rights of all interested in the soil * 
that these efforts ceased for a time when tho Permanent Settloment was made 
and the direct interest of the State in the soil curtailed. Finally, I have shewn 
how thoso efforts, when afterwards renewed, proved equally fruitless owing 
to the opposition encountered, and to the half meas-ures adopted to overcome 
that opposition. No measure of reform could prove thoroughly successful 
unless bosod upon that knowledge of actual facts which a survoy gr»d record 
of rights alone can give, as Mr. Sisson and oth&r experienced men of hie 
day perceived. What we want in these provinces is a knowledge of the ele- 
mentary facts of rural economy, such as is possessed by every civilized Gov- 
ernment ; such as in one form or other is possessed by all Governments in India 
except Bengal ; such as is essential to all efficient administration. We want 
to know the precise area of every holding ; the quality of its soil ; the statue 
and rights of the ryot who cultivates it ; tho rent ho pays for it ; the landlord 
to whom he pays, and so forth. Wo have been engaged for ninety years m a 
futile strugglo to obtain this information. Our prolonged defeat he# plun g e d 
us in an ever-rising sea of agrarian and administrative difficulties, and wo 
now purpose, as far as iu us lies, to bring them to on end 

I now come to the provisions of the Bill, which are few and simple. They 
are entirely connected with matters of principle, questions of detail and of 
practice being left to rules which, following the precedent of the legislation on 
this subject in the North- Western Provinces, will be framed under the Rip , 
The leading principle of the Bill is that the patwari and kanungo are to be 
Government servants, owing no longer a dual allegiance. The mnonnif 
principle is that they are no longer to be an agency for the collection of 
but an agency exclusively concerned, with the record and attestation of 
accounts. These principles will no doubt alter existing relations between 
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gain to landlords to hare in an official record of rights proof supplied to eofoa 
doubts of that description. Finally, the duty of collecting toe cess will be toe 
same ax in the case of the Road and Public Works Cess. 

Such then are the outlines of this scheme of reform which it has been my 
privilege to lav before this Council. It is, as you have already said, Sir , a 
corollary to tnat larger measure of agrarian reform which is approaching 
completion in the Governor-General’s Council. Without this supplementary 
measure the Tenancy Bill will fail of its full beneficial effect in Bchar, where its 
beneficial action is most needed. 

I have now explained to the Council all that it seems necessary to 
on the presciit occasion. The Bill will be in the hands of Honourable M ember s 
this afternoon, and the papers which are voluminous can bo laid at ones upon 
tho table on Monday. If leave be granted, I shall be prepared to introduce toe 
Bill next Saturday, unless Honourable Members desire a longer interval to peruse 
the papers. There is no desire on toe part of tbe Government to pnsh toe 
measure hastily through the Council, and though I would deprecate unnecessary 
delay, I should be the last to deprive all interested in the measure of any 
reasonable opportunity for considering its provisions 

In conclusion, I would bespeak for this Bill the best attention of this 
Council. Taken in conjunction with the Tenancy Bill, it will, to some extent, 
enable us to discharge a debt long owing to the people, especially to the people 
of Bchar. It also possesses other and independent claims upon your attention 
as an effort to supply that greatest want of, our time in connection with toe 
administration of Bengal — a knowledge of facts. Fortified with an accurate 
knowledge of facts, with a true record of the precise relations between landlord 
and tenant, and with a competent ugcncy to maintain that record, we may 
confront with a confidence winch none cun now feel those problems which tbe 
growth of population and its pressure on the soil are daily producing ih ever- 
increasing complexity. And I entertain the hope that in our efforts to place 
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the system of village accountants on a solid basis, we shall carry with ns the 
good wishes and assistance of all reasonable members of the zemindari party. 
No one knows better than they do what a pestih nt member of society the 
patwari often is, and always may becomo. He proys upon tho tenantry and 
foments dissension among the landlords His peculations know no bounds, and 
his conscience no scruplo. He does nothing without a fee, and if for a fee he 
giatifies the ryot, be also for a fee forswears himself to please the zemindar. 

When to this I add that the patwari of to-day is, as a rule, as remarkable 
for intelligence and astuteness as for complete want of moral principle 
Honourable Members will understand how desirable it is, apart from toe larger 
questions of agrarian reform to which I have referred, that he should be 
brought under proper control. It will, I grant, be no easy task to reduce him 
to older, and to check the evil propensities which a century of mismanagement 
have engendered. But the task has been successfully accomplished in toe per- 
manently-settled districts of the North-Western Provinces, and what has b oon 
done on the right bank of the Karamnassa is surely feasible on the left. I 
believe that on the success of our present scheme largely depends the agricul- 
tural future of many millions of people, and impressed with this conviction, I 
commend to toe best attention of the Council toe Bill which I new ask fanro 
to introduce. t 

His Honor the President said : — “ I would desire to take toe earliest opor- 
tunity of explaining to the Council the course which I would propose toSsl® 
in toe ovent of its assent being given to the introduction of this Bill. The 
measure is, one of very great importance. The measure is one which ean 
scarcely be put aside or postponed, if the intention of a survey and of a pre- 
paration of a record of rights in Behar forms finally a part of toe Tenancy 
Bill which is now under the consideration of the Legislative Council of the 
Government of India. Now, having regard to the importance of our proposals 
regarding these village fispal agencies, and toe fact that, though an mSaj 
and historical institution, it has, for reasons explained by the Hoa’hfo Member 
in charge of the Bill, lost much of its vitality and usefulness, I fully xeeoflrniM 
that any measure which contemplates the revival and m rmt n TitipTi iTuiiii I Jf 
these bodies should receive toe most complete examina ti o n and toe, widest 
publicity. I would wish therefore that if the motion before th e

is ataried, and the BiB is introduced at our next meeting and referred to a Select 
Committee* no farther atop shou Id be taken daring the oarrent session to 
put the Bill into law. It may nous ably be necessary towards the middle of 
rite year to convene the Council for a farther consideration of the Bill then. 
But whether inis be necessary or not, advantage trill be taken of the interval 
. to refer the Bill to all district officers in Behar, end to consult the opinion 
of ell public bodies and others who may be interested in the subject The 
official papers bearing upon the question will be placed before the Gonneil v 
and thus all the information whioh Government possesses will be before 
them.* 

The Hon. Jot Pbokash Lall said that, as the subject of this Bill was a 
meat important one, and the papers connected with it were said to be volumin- 
ous, he hoped that a somewhat longer time than the usual period of one 
week would be allowed for their consideration. 

Bis Honor the President said he proposed to adjourn the Counoil for 
a fortnight, and he hoped the time thus allowed would be considered suffir 
edeat for the purpose. 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 14th February 1884.

The Report of the Committee appoiuted to enquire into the system of Special Pilots oh 
the river llooghly 

In the Resolution of this Government, dated the 19th September 1881, 
the following scale of tonnage was laid down for the purpose of determining 
what class of vessel pilots of each grade shall be entitled, under ordinary 
oircumstancc9, to take charge of in the river Hooghly — 

Mate Pilots up to 800 tons 

Junior Master Pilots 800 to 1 ,350. 

Senior „ „ 800 to 1,700. 

Branch * „ 1,700 tons and upwards. 

It was observed at the same time that the tendency of shipping in the 
Port of Calcutta appeared to be towards a reduction in the number of* vessels 
and a corresponding increase in their tonnage ; and it was added that, should 
this tendency continue, it might he neeessaiy to make a further redisti i- 
tution of tonnage among the members of the Pilot Service. Since the fore- 
going scale was fixed, the results of its working have been repo* t< d on from 
time to time by the Port Officer, and have been biousrht to the notice of Govern- . 
ment in memorials from members of the Pilot Service In p • rrieular, it has been 
represented by officers of tho .Master’s grade that they obtain an inadequate share 
of the work done by the Pilot Service, while on the other hand more ships fall 
to the lot of tho Hi nncli Pilots than they can actually take charge of. Thus 
the earnings of the Master Pilots from vessels within their proper tonnage 
are, it is alleged, unduly small, and their incomes fluctuate in propor- 
tion to the amount of work the Branch Pilots are able to do. As 
a remedy for this state of things, certain Master Pilots have suggested that alt 
pilots of 20 years’ service should at once be promoted to tho grade of Branch 
Pilots, thus raising the numbers of officers in that grade from 12 to 30. 
It is, however, very doubtful whether tins propot-al, if adooted, would effect 
the objects which the memorialists have in view. Hy dividing the ships of 
Branch Pilot’s tonnage among 30 ofheers, the earnings of the grade would 
he reduced to an extent which would entail grave ha idship on the preseat 
incumbents without materially improving the prospects of the officers 
promoted; the scheme would throw upon the remaining Masters more 
work than they could do efficiently; while it would iivolve the finan- 
cial difficulty in connection with pensionary and leave all«>wames Without 
entering in detail upon the consequences *of the proposal, the Lieute- 
nant-Governor is satisfied that tho injury it would iuflict upon ibo»e 
officers who have worked their way up to .the responsible position of 
Branch Pilot is sufficient to warrant its rejection. The same obj<otii>n 
applies, though less strongly, to the proposal put forward hy the members of 
the Special Pilots' Committee (tho President dissenting), that Master Pilot# 
of 25 years' standing should be allowed to take charge of the same class of 
vessels as Branch Pilots. 

2. After careful consideration of the many complicated questions involved 
in the problem of adjusting the earnings of pilots equitably m relation to the 
oo&flioting claims of the several grades, and the continually changing condition! 
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under which their work is done* the Lieutenant-Governor is ol opinion that the 
only practicable eolation of the difficulty it that which fane been retorted to 
before — a redistribution of tonnage. Statistics furnished by the Port Officer 
•how that within the last four years the average tonnage of steamers visiting 
Calcutta has risen from 2,000 to 8,300 tons, while during the same 
period tike average tonnage of all vessels, both sailing ships and steamers, baa 
increased from 1,001 to 1,824 tons. Concurrently with this increase in tonnage 
the number of vessels has fallen off during the year 1883-84 by 134, the 
decrease being almost entirely under the head of sailing ships. Apart, than, 
from* any special representations of hardship, it would be reasonable to 
expect that the earnings of the Master Pilots should have been to 
some extent reduced, and the Lieutenant-Governor sees no reason 
for doubting the allegations of the memorialists, corroborated as they 
are by the records of the Fort Office, that this has actually been the 
case. Here, however, it may be observed that tbe system on whioh the officers 
• of the Pilot Service are remunerated of itself involves oooAsional fluctuations 
of inoome. Any depression in trade whioh affects the number of vessels 
visiting Calcutta results, os a matter or course, iu reducing the earnings of 
some of tbe Filots, and it must be insisted upon, as a matter of principle, 
that temporary vicissitudes of this kind cannot be put forward as giving a 
claim to redress in the form of a redistribution of tonnage. In the present case, 
however, there are strong reasons for believing that the reduction of earnings 
complained of by the Master Pilots arises from the permanent cause of a 
change in the size in vessels, aggravated, it may be, by the slackness of irade. 
The Lieutenant-Governor considers that the lower grades of Pilots arc fairly 
entitled to such a measure of relief as will counterbalance the effects of the 
former cause upon their earnings and in this view he is pleased to order the 
introduction of the following scale of tonnage with effect -from, the 1st of 
February 1885 : — 

Mate Pilots up to . ... 900 toon 

Junior Master Pilots ... 900 to 1,400 tons 

Senior Master Pilots ... ... 900 to 2,000 tons. 

Branch Pilots ... 2,000 tons and upwards. 

This redistribution will of course bo subject to the existing rule whereby 
each lower grade can pilot ves«els allotted to higher grades when a higher 
grade Pilot is not available ; and higher grade Pilots can pilot vessels of lower 
tonnage when a lower grade Pilot is not procurable. 

8. In tbe course of the present discussion some doubt has been thrown 
upon the accuracy of the statistics available for testing the effect of a particular 
scale of tonnage on the earnings of Pilots. The Port Officer will, therefore, be 
requested to pay special attention to this question, and to report, for the infor- 
mation of Government, the precise manner in which these intricate calculations 
are made.

Resolution of this Government, dated the 23rd February 1888, prescribing the condi- 
tions upon which appointments will in future bo made to the Subordinate 
Executive Service in these Provinces. 

Resolution dated the 21st Apul 1884. 

Notifications dated the 18th Deoember 1883 and the 8th January 1886. 

In the Resolution of the Appointment Department of the 23rd February 
1883, it was stated that tho Lieutenant-Governor had determined on gradually 
introducing a system under which appointments to the Subordinate 
Executive Service should be thrown open to competition. It was then 
resolved that in order to meet the claims of those who, under the 
nomination system, had been waiting their turn for appointment, all vacancies 
during 1883 should be filled by candidates then borne on the Government list; 
that in January 1884 those on the list who had not succeeded in getting 
appointments should, together With the men in the first and second grades of 
8ub-Deputy Collectors, bo allowed to compete for the appointments foiling 
vacant in that year; and that iu January 1885 all appointments in the 
Subordinate Executive Service should be throwu open to public competition. 

In 1883 there were unfortunately only two vacancies, and in consequence 
several candidates borne on the Government list, and who had received pledges 
of appointment, were left unprovided for. Among these was an Inspector of 
Police who had been promised an appointment under the following circum- 
stances. In 1882 Sir Ashley Eden, on the recommendation of the Inspector- 
General of Police, authorized the latter to send up each year the name of a 
first grade Inspector of Police to be entered in the Lieutenant-Governor's 
list as a candidate for admission to the Subordinate Executive Sorvice, in 
which lie \t as to bo provided with an appointment within reasonable time. 
In July 1882 Sir Rivers Thompson directed the Inspector-General of 
Police to submit, in March 1883, the name of a first grade Inspector for the 
post of Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector, while a similar nomination 
was to bo made in March 1884. In compliance with this order, the name of an 
Inspector was submitted to Government duiiug the year 1883, but it was 
found impossible to provide him with an appointment duriDg that year* 
Subsequently, in 1884, the name of another Inspector was submitted by the 
Inspector-General. 

In order to meet the claims of these gentlemen and others similarly 
situated, the Lieutenant-Governor decided to fix six as the limit of the number 
of appointments to bo filled up by competition in 1884, and to fill up any 
\acancy which might occur beyond that number from the list of those 
who had received promises of appointments before the Resolution of 
February 1883. On this principle there were four appointments made without 
examination during the past year in addition to six filled up by competition. 
But there still remain on the list some candidates whose claims to direct 
appointment oannot, m the Lieutenant-Governor's opinion, be overlooked, and 
Sir Rivers Thompson, while adhering to his expressed determination to intro- 
duce the system of appointment by competition, has' decided that its complete 
introduction must be temporarily postponed. He has therefore fixed twelve as 
the number of appointments to he tilled by competition daring the current 
year, and any vacancios which may occur above this number will be filled up 
irom the list of those who had received positive promises of appointments 
previous to the 23rd February 1883. There were three vacancies available on 
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the Slat December leaf, end the Lieutenant-Governor has decided to appoint 
the following gentlemen to them 

Baboo Probhat Chandra Chatterjee, a first grade Inspector of Polios. 
Recommended bj the Inspeotor-GenenU of Police in 1888. 

Baboo Tools! Das Mt>okerjee, who received a promise of appointment in 
Maroh 1879* and Baboo Toolsf Churn Pal who received a similar promise 
in April of the same year. 

All appointments falling vacant daring the ourrent year, up to the number 
of twelve, will be filled up acoording to the results of the recent examination.

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING THE 30th OF JANUARY 
1885. 


• 

For the first three days of the week the weather conditions in Bengal do not call for 
much comment. The alterations from day to day were of the usual oscillatory character, 
and this period was not marked by any sodden or rapid changes of any kind, though it may 
be noted that pressure decreased rather more rapidly than it increased, and .that the 
temperature was decidedly higher than the avenge, and that it appeared to be steadily in* 
creasing. Skies were clear and no ram was reported, except one or two local showers in 
Bchar of no importance On Tuesday, the 27th, howevqp, a rapid fall of the barometer 
commenced in the Punjab, which was continued on the 2#th and extended on that day also 
to the North-West Provinces, So rapid was the action, that m some instances the foil of 
the barometer on the latter day was nearly a quarter of an inch. The Tapid reduction of 
pressure was accompanied by general rainfall, in some cases very heavy, over the Punjab 
and North-West Provinces, Delhi receiving 4 6 inches on the 28th. The disturbance 
reached parts of North Behar also on the 28th, and gave light ruin to districts, but 
it extended in area on the 29th and gave light to moderate general rain to North Bengal 
and to North and South Behar. On the following day pressure increased at most stations and 
the disturbance disappeared, and on this day, except at one or two stations in Bebar, no rain 
was reported. A noticeable feature in the meteorology of the past week has been that 
the wiud directions at the southern stations in Bengal have become decidedly more 
aouthcrly in character, and this tends to show that the north-east monsoon is now steadily 
weakening in force * * 

Pressure had been during the previous week distinctly above the normal. For the first two 
days of the present week pressure decreased steadily , this w»s followed by a rise extending 
over two days and by a further fall for the same period, and again the mean pressure for the 
week has been decidedly above the normal. The excess pressure has varied from 0*091* 
at Durbhunga to 0 017* at Saugor Island, so that again Behar shows a relatively high 
pressure as compared with the remainder of the Province. 

The changes of temperature have also been of the same, oscillatory character, and it 
fell generally during the first three days and rose again at the end of the week. The mean 
temperature for the week has been above the normal at all stations except Gya, but the 
average excess temperature far the whole Province has been only 15° The greatest excess 
has been at Ilazaribogb, where it equals 3 9°. It is again m the night temperatures that the 
greatest variation from tho normal has occurred. In tho following table are given the 
normal and actual mean maximum and minimum temperatures at eight selected stations and 
these show that, while the night temperatures at these stations have been 2*4° m excess, the 
day temperatures were only 1 8° in excess.

Rainfall has been practically confined to the two days, the 28th and 29th, as above 
mentioned, and the divisions which have received light general rain have been North Beng al, 
except in the Pubna, Boera, and Rajshanye districts, and North and South Behar. One or 
two local showers were also recorded m East Bengal and Ohntia Nagpur, but these were of 
no importance. The average amount received dunog the week in North Behar was 0*38 
inch, in North Bengal it waa 0*32 iuch, and in South Behar 0*13 inch. The quantitie* 
received in Chutia Nagpur and East Bengal were insignificant. In North Bengal and North 
Behar the amount of rain received during the week has been considerably above the normal ; 
in South Bebar it bas been about equal to the normal foil, while in all other diftneta it has 
been for below the normal fall.

woo years ago to something like starvation point ; that even now the food is so 
vile that prisoners cannot* wallow it ; that penal diet consists of an uneatable 
paste;- that while prisoners are on this diet they ara pot to do full tasks; that 
the morfafity of jsus in Bengal is in a great measure due to insufficient food 
and inhuman punishments ; that in the Presidency Jaii prisoners are worked till 
3 or 4 in the morning and again turned out at 5, while a man finishing 
his task at 9 or 10 is-ndt allowed to go to sleep till hiijcomrades have finished ; 
that Mr. * Beadon, the Superintendent of ' the Presidency Jail, never allows 
a prisoner to defend himself before him ; and that if a prisoner ever went up 
to complain, or speak to him he was gagged and confined in the dark cell 
for two days. The above seems to the Lieutenant-Governor to bo a oorrect 
representation as a summary of the charges which have appeared from time to 
time in the Statesman newspaper and elsewhere since the 90th November last up 
to the date of the conclusion of the enquiry which the Lieutenant-Governor 
ordered to be made. 

Turning now to the reports of the visitors and of the Inspector- 
General of Jails, the Lieutenant-Governor is very gind to find that, although, 
a certain substratum of fact underlies some of these statements, by 
far the greater number of them are either absolutely falso or grossly 
exaggerated. It is true that Mr. Beadon, the Superintendent, in introducing 
the system used by him in applying ’back handcuffs, acted in a manner 
unauthorised by the Jail Code, and which would certainly not have been 
approved by Government ; but it is not true that the prisoners’ hands were 
drawn up in the manner described to the nape of the neck or till the 
fingers could touch the crown of the head, nor that they suffered the 
punishment when fasting, nor that water was denied to them. The 
statements that they were thrown into colls while so handcuffed; that a 
man so handcuffed was rescued from drowning by the Jailor; that the latter 
was qfton aroused by the cries and groans which filled the prison ; that 
the oonvict warders who applied the handcuffs had boon oonvioted of man- 
slaughter or murder, and that their tickets of leave had been cancelled for 
ruffianism are also false. The statements regarding Jordon are a tissue of 
falsehoods. The Deputy Commissioner made no entry about lum in the visitors’ 
book; he was not handcuffed for days together, and never in the manner 
described in the columns of the Statesman; he was punished with 
back handcuffs on three occasions in August and September, bat he was 
not in hospital for any cause whatever ofter May. Tho official visitors bad 
him examined by Dr. Sanders, the Superintendent of the Mayo Hospital and 
a distinguished officer, who has never had«any connection with the Presidency 
Jail. He certified that Jordon had no bruises on his body, nor any marks 
of old injuries ; that he had no dislocation of any of his joints and no ribs broken, 
and that he appeared to be in good health. ^ So far from num tiers having diea 
from similar treatment, it is shewn by the prison registers that among the prisoners 
who have died in the jail sine* the introduction of the punishment, only four had 
ever been sentenced to it, and that it was certain that the deaths of three out of 
these four could not be connected directly or indirectly with the punishment. 
The fourth was Rutlun Das, whose case formed a prominent part of the enquiry, 
and will be considered further below. 

The statement that inquests in cases of death in the Presidency Jail 
are held by the Superintendent of the Jail is also untrue. They are invariably 
held by the Coroner of Calcutta with an independent Jury. The other 
prisoner referred to as admitted all. but dead at the same time as Hutton Das 
appears to bo Sharafat, whose arm was swollen and had to be punotured. 
This seems to have been caused by the punishment; but it is not truef .. 
that the man was half dead, and he has since recovered. The statements v» 
regarding floggings in Bengal jails are almost all false. 1 here was a very great 
number, of floggings, for the most part of alight character, in 1879, but the free 
recourse to thus punishment was checked immediately on its coming to the notice 
of Government, and as a matter of fact the number of floggings in the whole 
province has fallen from 8,894 in 1879 to 849 in 1883. The maximum number 
of stripes which can be awarded is thirty, which must be inflicted with a cane 
on the buttocks. Consequently the statement* regarding the horrible lash 
alleged to bo wsed in some jails and prisoners receiving two hundred Lshes and

the like are pure fabrications. The statement* about the photograph takes 
by Dr. Mackenzie is a misrepresentation of an actual fact. It is true that' 
such a photograph Was taken several yean ago of a prisoner sentenced 
judicially to be flogged when tied up to* the triangle j but the photograph 
was taken before the punishment was inflicted, so that the story of blood 
streaming from the body, which formed the gravamen of die charge, is untrue. 
This photograph, winch the Lieutenant-Governor has seen, was one of several 
tak«»n under official orders to illustrate answers to enquiries winch hod been 
made respecting the modes in which various punishments were inflicted* 

The story about the Afghan prisoner whose brother is supposed to have 
assassinated Mr. Justice Norman resolves itself, when examined, into 
almost pure fable. The official visitors report that an Afghan was- 
sentenced to three years’ imprisonment by Mr Justice Norman on die 
24th January 1870, and was again sentenced to two years* imprisonment for 
striking a warder with a hammer on the head in the middle of 1872, nearly a 
year after the assassination of Mr. Norman. This man did not die in hospital. 
He was released on the expiry of his sentence, and Bent to the frontier on the 
28th January 1875, and since that date nothing has been heard of him. The 
connection of this prisoner with the murderer of Mr. Justice Norman could 
exist only in the mind of the fabricator of the fiction. 

Referring to the subject of the food of the prisoners, it is found that on the' 
recommendation of the Prison Conference, appointed by the Government of 
India in 1877, a scalo of diet was introduced, which was afterwards con- 
sidered insufficient. It was, however, increased early in 1880 under the 
orders of Sir Ashley Eden. The sickness and mortalitv in' the Bengal 
jails were heavy in 1879, and it was held by the Inspector-General 
of Jails, and by the Government of Bengal, that this was to some 
extent due to the reduced diet ; but the Government of India, in a Reso- 
lution dutod the 3rd January 1882, recorded that, in the opinion of 
the Governor-General in Council, good grounds had been shown for the 
conclusion that the connection between the mortality and the Conference diet 
had been too hastily assumed. The diet scales, however, still maintained in 
the Bengal jails, are the more liberal ones introduced in 1880, and not 
those recommended by the Prison Conference of 1877, and approved by the 
Government of India The rules forbid penal labour being exacted from 
prisoners while on penal diet, and the Inspector General of Jails reports that 
there is no reason whatever for supposing that this rule has ever been broken 
in die Presidency Jail. 

It now remains to examine the actual facts- which have been brought 
to light m the com sc of the enquiry. Rule 655 of the Bengal Jail Code 
is as follows : — Handcuff* placed upon the prisoner f s wrists behind hie book map 
be wed as a punishment for very badly behaved or stubborn prisoners. Ho prisoner 
shall be handi uffed for more than sin hows at a time. The entry in the JPuniahmmt 
Book shall shew the mode in which the handcuffs are applied. 

In 1880 the Superintendent of the Bhagtilpore Central Jail represented that, 
when a prisoner was merely handcuffed with his hands behind, he could without 
much difficulty pass his hands and wrists under his legs, ana so bring them in 
front of hiB body, and in order to meet this it was proposed to handcuff the 
prisoners in a standing position to a chain suspended from a beam or to the 
grating of a oell or wooaon door during work hours. This proposal was disallowed' 
by Sir Ashley Eden, who wrote that though the punishment had been recom- 
mended by tno Jail Conference. he had, when reporting on the subject to rite* 
Government of India, rejected it on the ground that it was open to gross abuse* 

In the same year Mr. Beadon, who was then Superintendent of the Midn a- 
pore Jail, introduced the practice of tying two pieces of jute rope to the wrists 
of die handcuffed prisoner and drawing them over the shoulder and under the 
armpits until the hands reached nearly to between the shoulderblades ; the xopea 
were then tied, and tlio culprit turned loose for one, two, or three hottriL as 
the case might he, or until bo premised to go to work with a will. The’ 
sanction of the Government was not obtained at the time to the introduetkm 
of this punishment, and no’ special report on the .subject was ma d # to the 
Inspector-General of Jails. It is true that Mr. Beadon did mention and 
describe the punishment in his annual report for the year 1880, bat thepassage 
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state* that Ram Stinker was sentenced to fetters for two months on the 
3rd of last September; that between the 3rd and 16th September he was* 
onee punished with Are hours 4 back ' handcuffs and twice pardoned for short 
work ; that on the 17th he bad to be sent to hospital with terribly bad sores 
on his legs caused by the fetters ; ana that he remained there till the day of his < 
release on the 21st November, when he had to be sent in a gharry to the 
Campbell Hospital. It appeared to the Lieutenant-Governor surprising that the 
existence of these sores should not have become known to the Superintendent 
of the Jail or the Medical Officer previous to the 16th September, and he asked 
the Inspector-General of Jails to cull upon those officers for an explanation. 
Mr. Hendon’s reply is to the effect that prisoners undergoing the 
punishment of fetters are always supplied with leather gaiters or soft jute to 
protect the skin, and that consequently a sore would be likely to escape 
his notice until it became extremely aggravated, unless the sufferer himself com- 
plained. He also explains that prisoners frequently produce such sores inten- 
tionally in order to get sent to hospital. But Mr. lleadon has himself urged, as 
a reason for disliking the use of fetters, the fact that they are likely to cause 
sores, and it might have been expeoted that, knowing this, he would have 
taken special precautions to watch • cases in which this punishment was 
inflicted, and have satisfied himself from time to time that sores were not being 
developed either by the fetters or by the prisoner’s own action. 

In the 83th paragraph of their report, the visitors give the following 
account of the circumstances under which some convicts had been kept at work 
after hours in August and September last : — 

In the beginning of August there vat a tort of combination among ike 
European prisoners grinding wheat to reduce the task of 15 seers per diem. 
Mr. Beadon , in order to deprive them of the excuse that they could not finish the task 
in time, gave orders on August 7th that all who wished to escape punishment for Short 
work might go on with their task after the usual closing hour (5 p.m.) till if was com* 
plsted. We think it is pretty evident that this was interpreted into an order that they 
should be bequibed to go on, and, as a consequence, on the following dag some men were 
kept up Ml 3 a.m. The lateness of the hour may , we think , be taken as shewing 
conclusively that the convicts were not voluntarily endeavouring to finish their tasks. 
It looks more as if they were resolutely refusing to work , and the warders squatty 
resolutely resolving that they should stay till they did. Mr. Beadon then ordered that 
they should never be kept up beyond midnight, so that it was only on one occasion 
that they were kept up till 3. Shortly afterwards Mr. Beadon states that the hour 
was reduced to 10 p m. The extracts from the Jailor J s Report Book shew that the 
combination continued till the 5 ih September , after which the number of defaulters 
rapidly diminished till the 0th, on which date all European prisoners engaged on 
wheat-grinding gave their full task. After the 101A September Mr . Beadon stopped 
the practice, because, as lie says, it caused much inconvenience and trouble to the 
prison officers, but it seems that by that tuns the combination had been overcome. 

Rule 681 of the Jail Code fixes the hours of labour for intramural convicts 
at 6-80 a.m to 11 a.m. and 12 noon to 4-30 p.m., from between the 15th March 
and the 14th October, and these hours cannot be altered without the sanction 
of Government, in 1881 the experiment was tried of keeping incorrigibly idle 
prisoners on work until 0 p.m. if their task were not completed before, and of 
postponing their evening meal until the work was done or until 9 p.m. When 
sanctioning this, it was distinctly stated that it should be regarded as merely an 
experiment, and in 1882 it was discontinued by the order of Sir Ashley 
Eden. Mr. Beadon’s action in the present case was not even reported to the 
Inspector-General of Jails. 

Now upon a review of the whole c&se--and the Lieutenant-Governor is not 
conscious of having omitted any part of it — it is quite clear that the result of 
the enquiry held by the official visitors shows that the grayest of the allegations 
made in the Statesman end elsewhere are absolute falsehoods, or gross 
exaggerations, or wilful distortions of facts; and the Lieutenant* overoor 
must express his surprise that such statements should have been published 
in a newspaper like the Statesman, apparently without any effort to test their 
truth. Sir Rivers Thompson is willing to recognise the right fafey 
which prompted the Editor of the Statesman to call attention to matters 
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No. 143 VP, dated Calcutta, the 94th November 1684.

Toe attention of the Lieutenant-Governor has been attracted to a letter 
signed “ Humanity” in the Statesman newspaper of the 20th instant, and 
to the statements made in a leading article of the same paper, purporting to 
be on t the authority of an official, regarding the alleged uso of oruol punish* 
meats in the Presidency Jail. # As the Inspector-General of Jails is absent on 
tour, the Lieutenant-Governor has directed mo to communicato with the official 
▼isitora of the Presidency Jail on the subject. Mr. Rivera Thompson thinks 
that it would be desirable for you to call a very early meeting of the official 
visitors, and to moke a full enquiry into the allegations contained in tho letter 
and article referred to. He would be glad to receive a formal report of the 
result of the enquiry.

Ik accordance with the orders of Government No. 1437P, dated the 24th 
November, the official visitors of the Presidency Jail met there on tho 
morning of the 29th November, in order to make a full enquiry into the allega- 
tions contained in a letter, signed Humanity, in the Statesman of tho 20th 
idem* and also in an article of the samo date, and have subsequently hold 5 
meetings. 

2. During the progress of the enquiry other articles on the same subjoct 
have also been published in the Statesman, and so far as they contain further 
allegations against the management of the jail, the visitors have deemod it 
their duty to bring those articles also within the purview of their enquiry. 

3. For convenience of reference the letter of Humanity is herewith 
reproduced : — 

To thh Editor. 

Sts,— Some short time back, I remember to have read in your paper the reproduction of 
some remarks that originally appeared m the columns of a native contemporary, touching tho 
very great and brui al extent to which the lash is used us a punishment upon tho prisoners in 
the Presidency Jail of Calcutta, and advising all your local contemporaries of tho necessity of 
watching the mortality bills ot that jail. But putting tho lash on the shelf for tho prosent, 
will you permit me to refer to ohe of the several truly Oold-hoartod modes of punishment to 
which the unfortunate prisoners in the said jail have been subjected £>r tbe pjst six or eight 
months? The punishment to which I desiro to allude is tho “ back-handcuff*.” It is a 
punishment prescribed in the Jail Code, and if appliod in tbe way intended by those who 
framed the 0>«de, would not amount to anything very severe, as it would consist simply of a 
man being handcuffed with his hands behind bis back, or resting upon his buttoolcs, and which 
I presume most have been, beyond donht, the ouly way lit which tins punishment was 
originally intended to be appli<*d. But tbe present Superintendent, almost immediately alter 
be took charge of the Presidency Jail, adopted his own mode of applying it, and converted a 
punishment that was intended to involve ordinarily a little pain and inconvenience only into 
one attended with absolute torture and cruelty. 1 shall now doacnlie bts plan of administering 
it. The man's hands are handcuffed then behind his back, two rope traces attached to the 
left and right sides of the handcuff are made to fit roun i the shoulders, and n third is attached 
to the centre of tbe manacles The bands are then drawn upwards until the palms fairly 
rest on the nape of ths neck, or nutil the victim is able to reach the crown of his head with 
the tips of bin fingers ; this latter cord or rope is then fastened to his neck, thus throwing his 
whole frame into a crescentic form. With bodies thus arched, s dozen or more unfortunates at 
• tune am made to perambulate up and down a yard, in the hot burning suo for five nod six 
boom, daring which they are not allowed a drink of water, and are permitted to partake of 
their first meal only alter they have undergone this torture. Tbe application of this barbarous 
punishme nt is entrusted to a convict warder, who is undergoing transportation for 10 years for 
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manslaughter not amounting to murder, but perpetrated under ' most cold-blooded ciroam- 
ataucee. Tbia man, a« may be fairly imagined, not only does all that hie truculent nature eaa 
suggest to harass bis victims, but belabours and otherwise maltreats them to an extent truly 
dreadful. The cries of the unfortunate sufferers at times, 8ir, have been so great, that the 
Jailor who lives at the furthest end of the jail bat been routed out of his slumbers, to prooeed 
to tho rescue, and on one occasion was just m the nick of time to save one poor fellow front 
a watery grave, be having stealthily found his way to a tank in the jail for the purpose of 
having a drink, accidentally fell into it whilst m tho act of stooping, his hands being 
manacled at the time On another occasion the Deputy Commissioner, whilst on his ronndo 
daring the latter part of August last, noticed the fearfully bruised condition of the body of a 
lad of tho name of Jordau who had been subjected to this spvage punishment, end on ascertain- 
ing the cruel way in which it was applied, made a note in the visitors’ register, that it 
amounted to even something mure than torture. But cut bona ? So long ns the authorities do 
not interfere, the humane officers of the jail care not a jot about the life of a prisoner under 
their care , and it is no exaggeration to say that hale, hearty strong men who are tortured In thin 
truly fiendish manner are uot only disabled sometimes for life, but almost always have to ba ad- 
mitted into hospital. Oo Sunday, the 14th September last, a robust hearty native who under- 
went this punishment whs tortured and belaboured, moreover, to such an exteut that soon after fats 
admission the poor follow died. While suffering the greatest pangs he pointed out to the 
medical officer, who was enquiring into the circumstances, the convict warder, and affirmed 
that he had maltreated him whilst he was. undergoing this awful punishment, which was the 
result of his suffering. And it would be truly interesting to know, Mr. Editor, what Dootor 
Hums attributed this poor man’s death to. It is well known by every mortal m the jail, Sir, 
and I challenge on) body to ropudiute it, that this tnoa died from the effects of the torture and 
brutality pjto which be was subjected Another native, equally healthy and Btrong, was 
admitted iuto hospital all but dead from the tame cause, ana at the aame time with the 
deceased man. And it was rumoured that this poor fellow al»o had succumbed, hut I never 
ascertained his fate, although 1 saw him being conveyed to the hospital. 1 am dealing with 

J ositivo facts, which very little investigation, conducted in the proper way, will prove, and 
unhesitatingly uflirm that murders of a moct atrocious character may be committed at any 
tune m the Calcutta Piesideucy Jail if things are allowed to continue as they are. It is a 
positive slur upon the nd mm intuition of Mr. Thompson to permit them to exist. I have been 
au eye-witness to all this, Sir, and fur tbo sake of suffering humanity, make these disclosures 
ill view to put a stop, if possible, to a state of affairs which no one would bclievo could exist 
in tho very heart of n civilised community, and if you will accept them, I am prepared to 
supply you with a set tea of letters on mutters connected with the Presidency Jail of Calcutta— 
nssuiitig 3 ou that 1 shall he able to disclose matters tho cxistenoe of which nobody but an 
6) e-witnrns would ever believe. In conclusion, 1 might add that native prisoners are treated 
in o meet merciless manner. It i« n common thing to see them with bleeding and lacerated 
bodies wending their way to the hospital daily for treatment. The Jail Cudo lays it down that 
30 stripes shall be administered only in very extreme cases, but from the time the present 
Superintendent took chatge of the jail up to September last, m no instance did he administer 
less than the maximum number of stripes upon a native prisoner whom he thought it necessary 
to flog, no matter how trivial the offence. I can prove every word I have written, and you 
are at liberty to give up my name, if called upon to do so. 


HUMANITY. 

4. It will be seen that the main object of this letter is to draw attention 
to the punishment termed back-handcuffs which the writer describes as “ one 
attended with absolute torturo and cruelty.” Various other details are given, 
some of which are admittedly true, some are exaggerations, some are certainly 
false. Wo will first state the facts as we have ascertained them, and then 
submit our opinion on them for the consideration of His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

6. Three kinds of handcuffs are authorised as a punishment; 
Sections 05 *, 051, and 655 of tho Jail Code describe the mode of imposition, 
which is as follows : — 

053. Handcuffs placed as a punishment on a prisoner’s wrists, in front of him, shall in 
no case he kept, ou for more than 12 hours at a time by day or night ; and they shall noc be 
imposed for more thuu four days or nights consecutively. 

05 1 Incorngbly idle prisoners on whom other punishmente have been tried without 
off»ct shall be fastened with handcuffs to a staple in the wall of the workahea during the hours 
of work only. They must he released and taken to the bathing, feeding, and latrine parades with 
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tbs other prisoner* of their (rtnr. The staple in the wall will be high enough to prevent the 
prtoner sitting down, bat shall not be higher than the prisoner's shoulder. This punish- 
ment shall not be combined with handcuff* uebind the back, or solitary confinement, 

656. Handcuffs placed upon the prisoner's wrists behind bis back may be used ss a 

f mnishmsnt for very badly behaved and stubborn prisoners. No prisoner shall be so handcuffed 
or more than sis bourn at a time. The entry in the punishment book shall show the Mode in 
wbiob handcuff* are applied. 

6. One of these methods is with the wrists behind the back — apparently 
it, is intended to be the most severe of the three. Mr. Larymore, 
who was Superintendent of the Presidency Jail till the month of March last, 
told us in his evidence that he never resorted to this form of puuishment, 
authorised though it is. One of his chief reasons for not doing so was that 
many convicts are so lithe that if their bands are simply handcuffed behind 
ttfHr back they can slip their body and legs through their arms, and bring 
their hands in front of them. Henue some arrangement of straps is necessary 
to fasten up the hands nearer the shoulders, and as tiio Jail Oodo is silent on 
this point, he thought it better not to resort to tho punishment. He added 
however, that had he ever imposed it he would have applied straps. Dr. 
Mackenzie, a previous Superintendent, informed us that ho had sometimes 
resorted to this modo of puuishment, and had ou such occasions also strapped 
up the hands for the reason stated by Mr. Laryworo. 

For ourselves, we cannot accept the necessity for the shoulder-straps, 
firstly because wo thick the number of prisoners who could pass their bodies 
through their arms m this way must be very small ; secondly, because the 
convicts were all the time kept under the eye of a convict overseer ; thirdly, 
because a simple belt round the wrist passed through tho chain of tho hand- 
cuffs would be completely effectual to prevent any attempt to evado the punish- 
ment. 

7. Mr. Beadon, when at tho Midnapore Central Jail, had tried the effect 
of this punishment as he considered with great success. In tho annual report 
for the year 1880, ho thus described his method of applying it : — 

Paragraph 31. — “It is often difficult to deoide upon the most applicable form of piinmh- 
ment for any of the above-mentioned offence*, because the effect depends to a groat extent 
upon individual circumstance*. Corporal pumehment being now only permissible for 
heinous offences, and abolished except as a very last resort for cusos oi idleness, it becomes 
difficult to devise means to induce many prisoners 10 pci form full tasks. 1 bare introduced 
a punishment here that seems to a great extent to meet the difficulty Whenever a prisoner 
persistently refuses to work, or when he has been repeatedly bi ought up for short work, £ 
place his hands behind his back and handcuff them together, making the palms meet ;• 
two pieces of jute rope are theu attached to the wrist and drawn up over bis shoulders 
sod under his aria-pit*, until the hands roach nearly to between the nhouldei blades ; the 
ropes are then socurely tied and tho culprit is turned loose, like a trussed hen, for one, two, 
or three hours as the oase may be, or until he promises to go to work with a will, it m a 
certain means of bringing a refractory prisoner to terms, and is an excellent punishment fur 
repeated short work, and rotght, 1 think, with benefit be introduced luto all our jail*. Cure must 
be taken tv pull the string only so tight as to cause no actual patu, the chief merit of the pluu 
being that alter a short time the position becomes so irksome to the offender, that he begs to be 
released, and it also makes him an object of ruhoule to his comrades, which 1 find bus with 
many men a deterrent influence. ” 

8. This may be taken as a description of tho punishment as applied under 
Mr. Beadon* $ orders in the Presidency Jaii, with the exception of the immaterial 
error noted regarding the palms meeting ; but in the Presidency Jail it does not 
appear that it has ever been, awarded unlit a prisoner promises to go to work, 
hut always as a fixed punishment for a fault already commuted. The duration 
of the punishment never depended on any promise the prisoner might make. 
Back-handcuffs were applied in our prcsence^jund the convicts admitted that the 
apparatus was put on 'before us in the usual rrianner. It will bo seen that with 
the exception of a rope round the neck (which is a misdescription), the description 


* Tbifl, m Mr. Beadon admits, i» an incorrect description. The tint/# are handcuffed together, the palm* 
aeparate or the linger* in opposite direction* 
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given in the letter of Humanity fairly corresponds with the admitted method 
of application, except aa regard* the all-important point of the degree of 
tension or force applied. Humanity says that the hands are drawn up- 
wards till the* rest oa the nape of the neck, and the victim can reach the 
crown of bis bead with the tips of his fingers. This in the case of most men 
would be impossible. Individuals as we found differ greatly in this respeot, 
and some could reach a point between their shoulder blades without pain 
which another person could not reach without breaking his arm. We take it, 
however, that the real question at issue is whether such foice was used in 
drawing the hands upwards as amounted m any way to torture. 

0. On this point, we find it extremely difficult to report with confidence. 
The custom was for the Superintendent to order the punishment during his 
daily round at about 9 a.m. The sentence was nearly always for 5 but occa- 
sionally for 6 hours* handcuffs. The prisoners were then taken to the refractory 
yard, and the handcuffs put on by a convicr-warder, Sullivan till he 
was released in September, and then Kelly or Watson. This was done in the 
presence of a paid warder, who often assisted in the operation, how we may take 
it as being admitted, and in any case it is undoubtedly a fact, that the hands 
were raised very much higher than is necessary to prevent the convict 
slipping his legs and trunk between his arms, raised high enough to mako 
the position irksome. It is also evident thut the border line between 
making the position irksome and painful is a narrow one, and that it rested 
more or less in the discretion of a convict-warder whether it should be 
overstepped or not. The convict, at the time of having the handcuffs put on, 
was required to bend forward with his head against the chest of the 
convict- warder or of the paid warder who was assisting. Nothing would be 
easier than for this man even unintentionally, still mar » intentionally (if 
so disposed) to drag up the hands so far as to make the position extremely 
painful. The jail officials assure us that there are some prisoners, 
especially habituals, who make it a practice to groan and complain of pain even 
from the simplest punishments, sucu as having to wear gunny-dotning, in 
order to convey the impression tbat they are suffering severely, and they 
stated that some of them would groan in this way while the back -handcuffs 
were being put on. The jailor, who had often been present on these occasions, 
stated that he believed in' all such cases that tho groaning was make-believe. 
But it follows that if the jailor or the paid warder who was present while the 
back-handcuffs were being put on could not attach any value to the 
groaning of the convict, he had hardly anything to enable him to judge 
whether the convict- warder was or was not applying that extra force whioh 
would mako tho position ono of pain. Moreover, as the joints and musoles of 
one man differ so much in stiflhess from those of another, the mere height 
to which the wrists wore drawn up would be no sufficient test. 

10. The evidence therefore oomes to this. Several convicts and ex-oonvicts, 
both European and native, say that their hands were foroed up so high as to be 
very painful. As regards the European witnesses, their evidence oame before 
us under the following oiroumstances. Bason, who w»s released on the 29th 
November, applied to the Deputy Commissioner of Police for relief from the 
Claudo Martin Fund. Mr. Lambert, who is one of our body, took the opportu- 
nity of questioning him about the jail, and obtained from him the names of 
Wakefield, it obeiro, Francis, and Williams as prisoners who had been very recently 
released, and who were willing to oozne forward. Mr. Lambert then arranged 
with them to appear at our next meeting. Nearly all these witnesses, we 
are bound to say, were evidently quite willing to exaggerate and were often 
proved^to be exaggerating ; they are not therefore the class of witnesses on whom 
we should like to build witu confidence any conclusion hostile to the jail officials; 
but still we can only say in reply that there is nothing to prevent tneir allega- 
tions that their hands were tied up painfully high being true; and assuming that 
the oonviot-warder had the will to make the punishment very painful to 
any particular convict, he could, we think, easily have done so. 
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U. But one of these witneeseewas of adifflnant cl a ss, i n whose statement we 
could place greater confidence. A young man, named Williams, who wes released 
freih a tour months* term of imprisonment on the 4th December, gore evidence 
before ns on the 9th. He had uniformly behaved well in jail, hod done his tasks, 
had never been punished, and admitted that prisoners who behaved themselves 
ooold get on without punishment. He had therefore no cause to feel any ani- 
mosity against the jail officials, and he did not seem to feel any. He stated that 
when in hospital in August he could hear the prisoners groaning in the penal 
yard, about 60 yards off, as they were walking up and down book-handcuffed. 
He'took ns to the place, showed us the window from which he eould see the men 
and hear them groaning, and we found on testing it that a man groaning in 
that yard could be heard in the hospital. 

12. These considerations seem to us fully to justify Mr. Larymore's view 
that the punishment as practised is open to objeotion, because it may have the 
semblan ce of torture. It is not intended by Mr. Beadon that it should be torture, 
and we hesitate to say that it is proved that any jail official or even oonrict-warder 
has ever made it torture; but it is our opinion (1) that it oould easily be made 
very painful ; <2) that many convicts allege that it was so ; (8) that the power of 
waiting it painful must rest in the hands of subordinates and eren of follow* 
convicts, beoause the very habit whiob somo convicts have of eomplaining on 
insu fficie nt grounds would operate to prevent superiors discriminating between 
cases of real and only of pretended pain. Henoe we have no data to justify 
us in denying that in many oases the suffering has not been simulated. 

13. As regards the charge of marching the conviots up and down in the 
burning sun for five or six hours during whioh they are not allowed a drink 
of water, and are permitted to partake of their first meal only after they have 
undergone this torture, we stand on surer ground. We have not heard of 
a single instance in whioh back* handcuffs were imposed on men fasting. Bach 
prisoner receives 1} ohittacks of soaked gram with salt before he goes to his work, 
and this he would reoeive about 6 i.v , long before the Superintendent cornea 
round ; but (< Humanity," who after muoh delay presented himself before 
Mr. Lambert on the 26th Deoembcr, under a promise to conoeal his name, 
said that he referred to the first regular meal, at 1 1-0 a.m. This meal the prisoners 
were (he says) not allowed to partake of till after they were released, whioh 
would be about 2 or 2} p.m„ ana the correctness of this is acknowledged. The 
Superintendent adds that the men have never been exposed to the sun during 
the heat of the day, and that water is always stored and given in limited quan- 
tities to those who may at any time require it. Our enquiries fully bear out the 
latter statement ; the convict-overseer in whose charge they were plaoed, might, 
ofoourse, refuse water at his discretion, but it was provided and it was intended 
that it should be given, and it is not a complaint made to us that water was 
not given. But as regards exposure to the sun we think Mr. Beadon mistaken. 
The refractory yard has many walls, but no verandahs under whioh men can 
walk up down, and we take it as certain that between 9 a.m. and 2 p.m. 
in April to August there are many hours when the sun is too vertical to allow 
sufficient shade to be obtained for men to walk up and down in it from walls 
only 9 or 10 feet high on the B. and S. and 15 to 20 feet high on W. 
and N. After midday these latter walls would give some shade. Indeed, 
paid warder 8hevelin, who impressed ns very favourably, virtually admitted 
that it was because there was no protection in the refractory yard against 
son and rain that he got permission to bring the convicts undergoing this 
punishment into the adjacent penal yard, which has two verandahs in it, 
while about the end of September they were moved into the corridors, where 
they would be fully protected against sun and fain. Prior to this they must 
often have had to walk np and down in the sun, and the oonviot-overseer in 
charge could always make them do so if he liked. 

14 . To sum up, it is obviously a very grave objeotion to the mode of 
punishment that it leaves so moon more to the discretion of the oonviot- 
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' warders than other punishments do; and though tile evidence that this dis- 
cretion has been abused in the Presidency Jail is not such as wo can implicitly 
trust, there is evidently great danger of abuse. 

16. Asregards the effects of the punishment on the prisoners submitted to 
it, we <ure in a better position to speak. The evidence on the 89th November 
trill shew that at our first meeting we picked ont .the 9 convicts who had 
been the last to undergo this punishment, and not one of them exhibited atoy 
external murks. Subsequently we had up in a row 44 more of the convicts 
who had also been most recently pmushed with back-handcuffs, and in no case 
did we find any injury of a serious kind. Some 6 had either slight 
bruises on the shoulders where crossed by the straps, or abrasions on the wrists. 
This confirms Mr. Lewis's evidence to the same effect. Either their flesh may 
have bruised more easily or their hands may have been tied up tighter than 
the remainder. Moreover, the evidenoe of Moons hee Abdul Guffoor, the Deputy 
Superintendent of the Jail, goes to shew that for one or two days after under- 
going this punishment, the arms of prisoners would be so stiff or so painful that 
they could not work as efficiently as before, and that for nearly a week he 
would hardly expect full task from them. Of prisoners who had previously 
undergone this punishment, we have been able to find out three oases iu which 
' serious injury was alleged to have been caused by back-handcuffs, all of which we 
enquired into. The first of these, Hutton Das, who died ou the 14th September, 
is evidently the man referred to by “ Humanity. ” The second, Sharafut, is pro- 
bably tbo Beoond case referred to by “ Humanity, ” as he was admitted to hospital 
on the 16th September. If so, he has not succumbed, but he has still a bad hand. 
The third is Kebeiro, released on the 24th August, who says that his left wript 
has been injured. As regards the third case, Mr. Lorymore, who was present, 
made Rebeiro admit that when he was in jail in Mr. La rv more's time he made 
the weakness of this very wrist a pretext for getting lighter work. Under 
such circumstances, the risk of injury to his wrist was obviously greater, but 
whether it has been made weaker than it was before or not, we cannot say. 
The witness certainly endeavoured to conceal the fact that his wrist bad 
always been weak. 

16. Sharafut had been discharged from hospital on the 29th November. 
His arm had swollen from back-handcuffs, for which it had to be punc- 
tured. His hand when seen by us was still bad, but it was not caused 
by back-handcuffs. They were imposed on him on the same day as on Button 
Das, 12th September, and he did not go to hospital till four days afterwards. 
In hospital he was found with a piece of glass which ho had been using for 
cutting the sore on his right hand, and ou another occasion also he was found 
aggravating it with a hit of bamboo. It may be doubted therefore whether 
the condition of his arm is fairly traceable to the handcuffs. 

17. Button Das was punished with back-handcuffs on the 12th September. 
On the 13th he was admitted into hospital with high- fever, and on the 14th 
he died of heat apoplexy. An inquest was held as usual, and the jury found 
that he died from natural causes. The proceedings are annexed (Appendix H). 
The medical officer of the jail sees no reason to oonnect his death with the 
punishment, and it is in evidence that he eat his food on being released on the 
12th, and it was not till 24 hours afterwards that his high fever set in. Still there 
is the fact that heat apoplexy among natives is a very rare disease, so rare 
that we have to go hook 10 years for a similar death in the jail ; that in his case 
the punishment was imposed in the refractory yard, in which if the sun was not 
clouded over, he must, have been exposed to it, and that no other cause is 
forthcoming to explain why he should have had heat apoplexy. 

18. The allegation that “ while suffering the greatest pangs, he pointed out 
to the medical offioer who was enquiring into the circumstances the convict, 
warder and affirmed that he had maltreated him ^while undergoing this awful 
punishment" is one of the exaggerations which disfigure the letter of ‘‘Humanity." 
** Humanity ” admitted to Mr. Lambert that this was only hospital gossip, of the 
truth of whioh he had no personal knowledge, and we see no reason whatever 
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to doubt Sr. Harris*# statement that when Bolton Bos trot admitted to hospital 
Id# tempqwiuee «w ,106, and that he never opened hi# mouth in hospital 
till be (Wt itbe follo wing day. It is, of course, possible that before becoming 
unooOseitu he m ay toed# tome such statement to his fellow convicts, but 

tjhis^e pore rumour, of whioh we have no evidence. ■ 

Ife We ought tb sap here something regarding the ease of another man, 
Ishwar Chunder Majumdar, though the injuries whioh he saps he received from 
b> iag pushed down while undergoing back-bandcuffli were only abrasions on 
the /elbow. He is one of ** Humanity V* principal informants, and we only 
heard of his case after “ Humanity " came forward to Hr. Lambert on the 
86th December. Wo thought it proper to have an extra meeting in order 
to inquire into hie oase and the incidents arising out of it. 

80. He is a Sub-Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector who was 
sentenced to 4 pears* imprisonment at Dinagcpqrd, and after transfer to the 
Presidency and then to Buxar, camo back to the Presidency in the beginning 
Of February 1884. He was punished with bhok-handcuffs once on the 
19th August for stealing tape from tbe Prrss to tie up bis junghia, but it is 
shown as his 16th offence since he came back in February. He states that the 
handcuffs were pht on while he was in a sitting position. His head was held 
between the knees of paid warder Johnson while convict warder Watson dragged 
up his bands till he suffered most exoruciating pain. Convict overseer Sullivan 
afterwards pushed him down for not walking up and down and when he fell he 
hurt his elbows, rubbing the skin off them. He saps that back-handouffs are 
much more painful than stripes, whioh he had a month or two previously. When 
released he could not eat ins food. We are bound to sap, however, that wo 
cannot accept his evidence (which he gave in English and very coolly and 
collectedly) as trustworthy in all points regarding the manner in whioh back- 
handcuffs are applied. Not only was bo oontradioted by Johnson and 
Sheo Chum, a prisoner who was back-handcuffed at the same time, but also hia 
exaggerations were evident. He said that Dr. Harris refused to admit him 
into hospital because he had orders from Mr. Beadon not to admit men suffer- 
ing from back-handcuffs, a fact which Dr. Harris flatly denied, but also that 
Mr. Beadon used to strike prisoners with a thick stick, holding it in both hands. 
We thought it but fair, however, after what this witness had said, to ask the 
Inspector-General, Mr. Westmacott, who was present, to transfer him at onoo 
to Alipore, and this was done that same day. 

21. Mr. Beadon claims for this punishment various advantages. He says 
that it proves an excellent deterrent ; that it causes less corporeal injury than 
fetters which frequently cause nasty sores ;• and that by its ageney he has been 
able to diminish the number of punishments, and at the same time to improve 
the working and discipline of the jail ; lastly, that his hospital and mortality 
returns will eompare favourably with those of periods during whioh this punish- 
molt has not been resorted to. 

22. We have carefully gone into the evidence of these contentions, and 
are in a position to report that it generally bears out all that Mr. Beadon 
says as summarised above. That the punishment is an effeotive deterrent 
is admitted; that it causes fewer sores and external marks than fetters do, may, 
we think, be also conceded ; that it has enabled Hr. Beadon to reduce the 
number of punishments is also clearly shown from the comparative table 
(Appendix I) whioh we annex to, this report. We have contrasted the period 
during which tbe punishment has been in vogue — March 18th to Novem- 
ber 18th in 1884— with a similar period in 1883 and^l882. 

28. It will be seen that during that period in 1882 the sentences to stripes 
were only 41 and to penal diet 177, but the total number of punishments

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amounted to 5,298, the favorite punishment being simple fetters, which were 
imposed in 8,227 eases. In 1883 the total sentences declined to 4,585 : 41 
sentences of stripes, the same number as before, and only 4 sentences to penal 
diet. The staple punishment as before was simple fetters imposed in 2,918 cases. 
In 1884, during the eight months tested, the total number of punishments 
fell to 3,480: stripes were inflicted only 27 times; penal diet 117; back* 
handcuffs appear as a new entry, and were imposed in the simple form 710 times, 
in lieu of whioh simple fetters fell to 1,037, being 1,881 less than in 1883, nod 
2,190 less than in 1882. In short, by imposing the more severe form of punish- 
ment about 760 times, nearly three times that number of lesser punishments 
hare been saved. We have also reliable evidence that discipline and order have 
improved in the jail. Mr. Lewis, the Superintendent of Printing, and Mr. Ross, 
who is now Assistant Superintendent of Stationery, both testify to the improve- 
ment in the discipline of the Jail, which they consider better than it has ever been 
before, and we consider their testimony entitled to the highest weight. Again 
during the present year it has not been necessary to send, aa it usually is, a con- 
signment of the most incorrigible offenders from the Presidency Jail to Alipore. 
Mr. Beodon has proved equal to ooping with his Incorrigibles. Lastly, as regards 
mortality, the deaths whioh were 63 in 1879 fell to 37 in 1880, 26 in 1881, 28 
in 1882, 82 in 1883, and 25 up to the end of November in 1884. This shews 
no inoreaae, and unless Button Das is an exception, no death can be in the 
remotest degree connected with back-handcuffs. 

24. Again we give (in Appendix Q) the figures showing admissions to 
hospitsl from 1873 to 1884 ; from 1879 onwards the figures are as follows — 
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1884 (ap to end of November) 
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During all this period the average strength has not fluctuated materially. 

26. We think therefore it must be admitted that so for as it is to be judged 
by the results olaimed for it by Mr. Beadon, the new mode of punishment has 
been sncoessfal, and if we cannot ooncur with the Superintendent in " recom- 
mending that the sanction of Government be obtained to its being made a dearly 
defined and recognised punishment," it oaonot be on the ground that it has failed 
in its object. That such sanction would be necessary admits, we think, of no 
doubt; for apart from the fact that lying up the hands so as to make the position 
irksome seems hardy to be in accordance with the spirit of the Code, it is equally 
dear that the pnnisnment has not been reserved in the words of the Code for 
* very badly behaved and stubborn prisoners.* Wakefield, it Will be observed, had 
handouffs imposed twice, though only in for one month, and we came across 
several oases in whioh convicts bad been sentenced to it as the first punishment 
after admission. Our obieotion to the punish meat especially as au ordinary 
resource is, as we have said, that it leaves the oonviot too much in the hands of 
the convict-warders and jail subordinates ; that what is termed its irksomeness is 
too approximate to pam, and not improbably sometimes becomes very severe pain. 
The habitual who has become a confirmed malingerer is a well-known embarrass- 
ment in all jail*, and especially in the Presidency Jail, and in the contest which 
he carries on with jail officials, these officers are under a constant tempta- 
tion to resort to more and more painful punishments to break him. He, 
on the other hand, becomes more and more dogged in his resistance. Dealing 
with men of this class is apt to blunt the sensibility even of the kindest 
officers, and it is therefore that they need the oheck of a Oode limiting them. 
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save in most exceptional oases, to punishments which are of a compara- 
tively humane character, and it may well be that it la bettor that a certain 
percentage of convicts should seem to triumph acd spend a largo portion 
of their confinement in separate cells or undergoing other mild punishments, 
than that the iail officers should be in a position to conquer the most obsti- 
nate convict by being armed with powers whioh are greater than can be 
safely entrusted to any one who is placed in charge of persons so helpless as are 
convicts in iail. 

26. 1 he case of Iahwar Chunder Masumdar seems to us to be very much 
in point. At Bgxar he did pretty well, but in the Presidency he has 
been continually offending in petty ways and manifestly braving the iail 
officers, with the result that he was constantly punished. He was sentenced to 
one month's heavy irons on April 2nd for refusing to take his night-soil 
gumlah to the Hospital. On the 6th May he was sentenced to wheat-grinding 
in irons. Then on the following day to bar fetters for ten days for leaving 
work and being noisy. While in irons be gave short work,* for which he was 
first warned; and continuing to give short work while in bar fetters— a very 
severe punishment in itseir — was on the 14th May given, 80 stripes for a third 
case of short work, though only 6 lbs. deficient out of 80 lbs. It would seem 
probable that having only recently been put to this kind of task, and being in 
oar fetters, he hardly oould rive tbo full quantity at the time when this severe 
punishment was imposed. His ticket shews generally that he was a man 
who by this time was doggedly resisting, and that he was very severely dealt 
with. 

27. The doubt we feci whether this sort of contest ought to go on lies at 
the root of the question, and if our view in this respect is not admitted, but 
it is considered that the Jail Superintendent must be in a position to conquer 
within a limited period the most determined malingerer, then ite must have 
some effective deterrent, and there is something to bo said for back-handcuffs 
as compared with other equally deterrent punishments 

28. Dr. Harris, it will be seen, is of opinion that if tbe punishment is 
legalised, a prisoner ought to be cot tilled fit before undergoing it, though he 
thinks that it would only bo detrimental in the case of one in every 200 or 800 
oonvicts. Back-handcuffs were discontinued by Mr. Beadon as soon as this 
enquiry was ordered, the last case being on 26th November. It will be under- 
stood from the tenor of this report that our opinion is adverse to this mode of 
punishment as applied in the Presidency Jail, and with these remarks we would 
leave the matter to the decision of Government. 

29. The other allegations made against the management of tho Jail cau 
be more briefly disposed of. A prisoner undergoing back-handcuffs did onee 
make his way to the adjacent tank to drink while tbe entrance to the 
refractory yard was left open, but he did not fall into the tank nor was ho 
nearly drowned. The jailor was called, but arrived after he was back again 
in tbe yard. 

80. Tbe Deputy Commissioner of Police, Mr. Lambert, once noticed a 
small bruise on the convict lad Jordan, but he made no entry in the visitors' 
book as alleged, as Jordan attributed it to a fall. It having been stated 
in a petition forwarded to us by Government that Jordan had been most 
brutally treated and injured, we examined him oarefully, and also requested 
the Surgeon-General to appoint a medical officer specially for that purpose. 
Accordingly Dr. Sanders came to tbe Jail, examined Jordan, and certified that 
" he has no bruises on his body, nor aoy marks of old injuries ; he has no 
dislocation of any of his joints, nor ere any of his ribs broken." He is a 
half-witted hoy, and we have no, reason to believe that he has been maltreated* 
He has just been released. 

t 81. We disbelieve the statement that it is a common thing to see oonvicts 
with bleeding an&locerated bodies wending their way to hospital. '* Humanity " 
arid to Mr. Lambert that he referred to prisoners who had been flogged. 

82* Mr. Beadon admits that he usually imposes tbe maximum number of 
stripes, because he inflicts that punishment so rarely aud only in had 
cases. He certainly has resorted to this punishment but rarely. 

38, Dr. Mackenzie has himself explained in an annexure the circum- 
stances regarding the photograph of a prisoner at the triangles. We have 
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seen a copy of the photograph ; it isnot the photograph of an Affghan prisoner, 
hut of a well-known Calcutta thief sentenced to a judicial flogging, and it is 
taken before the punishment was inflicted, so that the ‘insinuation that the 
man was kept in a painful position so as to be photographed is certainly 
untrue. Dr. Mackenzie withdrew from the enquiry after our second meeting in 
consequence of the remarks made against him, and for this reason his name is 
not attached to this report. 

84. The belief that the assassination of Mr. Justice Norman was in some 
way connected with cruelties in the Presidency Jail is. We believe, entirely 
unfounded. It is true that an Affgban prisoner, named Mudday Khan, 
was sentenced to three years* imprisonment by Mr. Justice Norman on the 
27th January 1870. Mr. Norman was assassinated on the 20th September 
1871, and the incident referred to, viz., this prisoner being put on the treadmill 
and striking a warder with a hammer, took place in the middle of the year 1872. 
The Judge who sentenced Mudday Khan for the new offence was Mr. Markby, 
and the sentence imposed was two and not seven years. Mudday Khan did not 
die in Jail, but was released on the 28th January 1875 and conveyed to the 
frontier. 

85. In the issue of the 3rd December the Statesman draws attention to a 
fact which had come out in evidence that convicts had been kept at work 
till 8 A.ii. to complete the daily tale of wheat-grinding. The facts of this matter 
are that m the beginning of August there was a sort of combination among 
the European prisoners grinding wheat to reduce the task of 15 seers per 
diem. Mr. Boadon, in order to deprive them ol the excuse that they could not 
finish the task in time, gave orders on August 7th that all who wished to 
escape punishment for short work iqight go on with their task after the usual 
closing hour (5 p.m.) till it was completed. We think it is pretty evident that 
this was interpreted into an order that they should be required to go on, and as 
a consequence on the following day some men were kept up till 3 a.m. The 
lateness of the hour may, we think, be taken as showing conclusively that 
the oonviots were not voluntarily endeavouring to finish their tasks. It looks 
more os if they were resolutely refusing to work, and the warders equally 
resolutely resolving that they should stay till they did. Mr. Beadon then 
ordered that they should never be kept up beyond midnight, so that it was 
only on one occasion that they were kept up till 3. Shortly afterwards Mr. 
Beadon states that the hour was reduced to 10 p.u. The extracts from the 
jailor’s report book show that the combination continued till the 5th September, 
after which the number of defaulters rapidly diminished till the 9th, on 
which date all the European prisoners engaged on wheat-grinding gave their full 
task. After the 10th September Mr. Beadon stopped the practice, because, 
as he says, it caused much inconvenience and trouble to the prison officers, 
but it seems that by that time the combination had been overcome. We have 
examined the books on the days following the 10th, and find that nearly all 
the prisoners are reported as having completed their tasks. 

36. It thus- appears that there was a combination to reduoe the daily task, 
that the Superintendent adopted this arrangement for overcoming it, and 
that be virtually gained his object. Whether he was justified in resorting to 
this expedient is a matter for the Government to decide. Oar own opinion is 
adverse to it, beoanse we think that in the interests of both jail officers snA 
convicts, it is desirable -that the powers of the former should be strictly lilhited 
by the Code, and it is better that attempts to give short work should Succeed 
than that officers should strain their powers in the endeavour to break down 
a combination. We should add that the et idenee before ns goes to show that 
15 seers is not. too large a task, except for a new admission, till he gets accus- 
tomed to the work. 

37. In the Stoteme* of the 5th December there is another article In the 
course of which it said “ another old jail official paid ns a visit a day Or two ago, 
and in the course of conver&tion told ns that he had himself known 200 iahnhs 
inflicted upon a prisoner, and had seen a man so brutally flogged that every 
atom of the flesh had' been torn from his haok until toe bare shoulder blade of 
the man glittered in the sun." So astounding an assertion, In Which no due is 
given to the year, the jail, the victim, ortheirroundings of toe alleged outrage, 
it is of oourse impossible to disprove, but we are bound to say that we have 
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come across nothing wirfch affords the leant colour to the supposition that «a j» 
thing of the hind oan have happened in the Presidency Jail within 1&ny reason* 
aide period of time. Such at atrocity would certainly be oontrary to every 
rule sod tradition of the jail, and ho far as we oan ascertain the lash on a 
man’s shoulders has never been need in this jail, and the regulation maximum of 
80 stripes with a rattan on the buttocks never exceeded. 

88. In the Statesman of the 7th there is another article in which the 
heavy mortality of toe jails is attributed to the starvation of the prisoners and 
the cruelties practised on them. It is said " are floggings till the men's backs 
are gangrened, back-handcuffs until their arms are torn from the sockets, 
imprisonment in total darkness for days together with nothing but the prison 
floor to lie on* and without a blanket even in the ooldeat weather, food 
so vile that the prisoner cannot swallow it, hard labour for 21 hours of the 84 
day after day, not sufficient, we ask, to account for the death of these 
woebegone despairing wretches ? " 

89. We oannot regard this passage as anything but. gross exaggeration, 
which is the more to be regretted as it must prejudioe fair-minded persona against 
representations, whioh when made in an unvarnished manner fully deserve to be 
dispassionately considered on their mexftfc 

40. The substratum of truth which underlies this sensational paragraph is 
that in 1879, when floggings and penal diet were very frequently imposed, the 
mortality did rise to an extent which makes it maintainable that there was 
some connection between the two. 

Hie following table brings the figures so far as this jail is concerned 
into easy juxta-position. The periods compared are not the entire year but the 
8 months March to November in each year, beoause it is for this period that 
the figures of 1884 are instructive : —

The year 1879 was not a year of exceptional mortality in Calcutta; on 
the contrary, the death-rate was slightly below the average. 

41. In the Statesman of the 2 1st December some of the evidence givoo 
before us is reproduced. Apparently it is a narrative from memory and somewhat 
coloured of what the witnesses said to us. As the evidence given boforq us 
is annexed to our report, it is Unnecessary to pick out the passages whioh 
seem inaccurate. There is a note however attached to Rebeiro's evidence which 
is entirely incorrect. Mr. Beadon was not asked to produce the apparatus of 
back-bandcuffii, and he did not say that they had all been destroyed. There is 
absolutely no foundation* for this assertion. At our previous sitting they had 
been produced and applied in our presence. 

42. In the paper of the aarne day there is an ortiole commenting on some 
of the evidence taken before us which had been printed, a copy of which had 
apparently reached the editor. We do not know how this oocurrcd, but wo do 
not in any way complain of the occurrence, as there is no cause whatsoever for 
secrecy or mystery as regards our proceedings. Wo have not ourselves 
taken any steps to make our proceedings public only because wo considered it 
more proper to send them in to Government in the first instance and leave the 
question of publicity to His Honor. In this article it is said that in the 
evidence of the Deputy Superintendent of the jail he stated that he bad heard 
prisoners yelling under the torture from back-handcuffs in another portion of 
the jail. This m an Ottor, though justified by a misprint in the papers. 
Mr. Hoes stated that he had not heard the prisoners yelling from the torture, 
but by a clerical error the M not ” was omitted. Mr. Boss himself came forward 
bo correct the error. There is no evidence to justify us in concluding that 
prisoners used |o " yell " under the infliction of back-handcuffs, but on the 
other hand it is admitted that they would often groan and complain, especially 
during the process of application, either from pain, or to simulate pain. 

48. It is also said if any prisoner went up to Mr. Beadon bo would straight- 
way order 'him 'to he gagged and confined in the dark cells for two days. We do 
not find any reliable evidence to warrant so general a conclusion, but we are 
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boond to aw that many of the convicts complained that the Superintendent 
would not Allow them to defend themselves, out would receive as true any false 
charge that might be made, Mr. Beadon seemed4ndeed to admit that he would 
not allow prisoners to speak except on Sundays, on which day any prisoner 
would be heard. The impression left in our minds* by the evidence is that 
Mr. Beadon has been less ready to allow prisoners to speak in their own defence 
than the interests of justice necessitate No doubt he has experience of the 
shifts and excuses to which habitual malingerers resort when reported for short 
work or other such offences, and probably he finds it more conducive to discip- 
line to refuse to listen to such excuses, but the inevitable result is that the 
subordinate jail officers and convict warders become more influential, and 
the prisoners certainly seemed to think that some of the convict warders could 
do anything they liked with them, and would make them have a very 
hot time of it if they complained. Moreover it was ascertained by us that 
convict Weston who on one occasion made a complaint to an official visitor, 
Syud Amir Hossein, which that gentleman on enquiry considered groundless, 
was punished for so doing with one month's irons. We think it is improper 
that any prisoner should be punished for making even groundless complaints 
to an official visitor unless that visitor himself asks that this should be done. 

44. In com lurion we may add that the only one visitor who ever saw 
back-handcuffs on is Dr. Mackenzie. This is easily accounted lor by the hours 
during which they were applied. The visitors are nearly always obliged to 
visit the jail in the morning, while the handcuffs would not be put on till 
0 or 0-80. Back-handcuffs being an authorised punishment so far as the 
name is concerned, there was nothing to attract attention to it in the punish- 
ment register which each visitor examines, and on no occasion did any prisoner 
make any complaint to an official visitor regarding it. 

45. It is but just to draw attention to the fact that the Presidency Jail is 
a particularly difficult one to manage, on account of the large proportion of the 
convicts who were habituals, and also the large proportion who are educated, 
and therefore less given to passivo obedience than convicts in mofussil jails. 
Also the jail is not provided with any solitary cells, except the few dark cells. 
These are characteristics of this jail which greatly augment the difficulty 
of managing the convicts. 

46. * We do not know whether we are exceeding our function in report- 
ing that wc are unanimously of opinion that the Jail Superintendent ought to 
reside at the Presidency Jail, as he did till very recently. It is not fair either 
to the prisoners or to the officer who holds the appointment that he should not 
be constantly on the spot. 

47. In conclusion we would express a hope that we have exercised a 
reasonable disoretion in enquiring into some of the most important complaints 
which have cropped up in the oourse of our enquiry, and ignoring the details 
which would have delayed our roport indefinitely without any Equivalent 
advantage. We have endeavoured to make our enquiry as complete as could be 
done within a reasonable period.

I have freely praotiM*d this form of punishment since early in 1880, and in my annual 
report on the administration of the Midnapore Jail for that year, I fully and accurately 1 
dirfOribed bow the handcuffs were applied. I know of no instance irt hfidnapoie when tt 
prisoner so pnniched was ever the' worse for it, and it has been scoti in practic e by oifioiat 
Visitors, medical and other Officers, without apparently exciting their cuumiscratibii of 
disapproval. w ' * 

During the past seven or eight months, out of 4,000 warnings and punishments, as many 
as 734 prisoners, weie punished with back handcuffs It will thns be seen that si&m} 
1 have been in charge of the ' Presidency Jfeil about 20 per cent of offences have betm 
treated with back handcuffs. I only know of one instance diirmg that period ot a prisoner 
having afterwards suffered in consequence, and having had to go to hospital Wot,- 5 
withstanding that “ Humanity u says it is a common imug tti sce them with bleeding and 
lacerated bodies wending their way tb h capital daily Mt treatment/' 1

Jfr Bnufca. — The bade hsndouffe are always applied in the preaenoe of the paid 
European warder on duty at the time, and they are taken off in the presence of the same 
officer, who certifies to toe fact in his book. The prisoners undergoing the punishment are 
always kept together in one piece The handcuffs arc always put on by one of two European 
warden (eonvwta) — Kelly and Watson. These two men ware oonvieted under section 884, 
end each hae six months' special remission for services in quelling an outbreak at Burma. 
The oonvieta are then left in the custody of a native convict overseer 

la and before September a prisoner named Sullivan was oonviot overseer, and he need to 
put on the handonfib as well as supervise theuprisoners while undergoing the punishment. 

They would usually be kept ou five hours. They would be put on about 9, when I go 
round- Water » provided for oonviot* undergoing this punishment They would certainly 
have their early meal first. The punishment is always imposed for one day, and on the day 
of the orders. Never ordered one day for imposition the next. To the best of my belief 
Sullivan was a mild tempered man, in for theft. He was released in September. I cannot 
remember any instance in which a prisoner under bsokhaudouffs oom plained of punishment. 
The hands would be fastened up as high m they oould go without great atraiuiug. The 
p unishme nt is muoh disliked, and frequently awarded because so effective. 

The Last t«o dajs it has been discontinued. I was threatened with assault by a oonviot 
about five months ago. The plot was revealed to tLe Deputy Superintendent, and six of the 87 
prisoners that have been flogged in my time were flogged on aooount of that. The cause of 
She disoontent was that I kept the men more at work, so that I got 22 lakhs of impressions in 
plaoe of 12 lakhs weekly. 1 would grade the most ordinary jail punishments as follows 

Night handcuffs, 

Seven days irons, 

Ten days bar fetters. 

Five hours bnok handonfib. 

One month’s irons. 

And the most severe — Stripes. 

Penal diet is more usually imposed for bring found with forbidden articles, as tobaooo ; but it 
is seldom imposed now. Forfeiture of marks is given to prisoners who are near their release, 
and feel the loss 

Dark oells, I ooxudder, useless, and I rarely order them. Solitary confinement la good 
but I have no solitary oells. 

Dr. Hams . — I remember the case of the man Button Das who died of heat apoplexy 
on the 14th September. He was admitted on the 13 th suffering from high fever. His tem- 
perature wm nearly 106°. His temperature rose to 107° in the mouth, and he had all the 
symptoms of heat apoplexy. He never opened his mouth in the hospital, and it is 
absolutely untrue that he pointed out the oonviot warder and affirmed that he had been 
maltreated while undergoing the punishment. At the post nutrtem I observed a few superficial 
marks on bis wrists. None of his joints were swollen, there was no dislocation and no 
fracture. 

I have seen back handcuffs on prisoners perhaps 20 times. Hr. Boadon introduced the 
punishment : Hr. Larymore did not employ it. I do not consider the punishment dangerous 
unless a man has some constitutional complaint, such as heart oom plaint ; perhaps dangerous 
to one man in every 200 or 800. I think it would be advisable to have a prisoner medically 
certified fit before back handcuffs are imposed Prisoners have to be certified fit before 
they can either be flogged or put on tbe treadmill. A flogging is I think a much severer 
strain on a men than back handcuffs. I do not see any reason for thinking that the hack 
handcuffs bad anything to do with the high temperature of Button Dae the following 
day. 1 hardly know whether the punishment would be much more dangerous if those 
undergoing it ere kept in the sun. It might be. I have never seen tbe men in the sun. 

I have never seen the men with their hands higher than their ehoulderblades. When I 
have seen the men thejr hands liave been raised with very little tension. The hands did sot 
seam to me to have been polled up so high as to inflict torture. What little I saw of 
finlHvan 1 thought ha got on very well with prisoners. 

Leg irons occasionally cause sores and ulcers by tbe men purposely taking off the, 
leathers. 1 think that from a medical point of view I should perhaps prefer leg irons. I 
hate only noticed two cas e s of injury from book handcuffs during the last right months, 
One was a ease of blister which aauaed a men to be in hospital for about a fortnight. The 
Ulster was on the hand oauesd by his rubbing his hand. In tha other case, that or Bbarafui, 
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(he’ right' hand, forearm, and half the npper arm swelled, and the hand is still a little swollen 
lie was discharged fiom hospital this mornings I •met strongly suspect that he did some- 
thing to bring it 'about.

After- men have been taken away to have bade handcuffs imposed, I have heard them 
screaming out. and can prove it also by two European convicts who also had 
appliedl After the death of Button Dae the severity wae relaxed. I myself have be e n 
grinding wheat up to 11 o’olock at night. 

A boy named Wakefield and many others have been kept grinding wheat up to 3 » m 
and. havo then been made to get up at 5 or M*. . . _ 

In the case of a Manilla man who had baok handouflh on, he shouted out— for God’s sake 
release me, or some suoh words. I oould not hear what the words were, but T oould hear hi*, 
shouting in the press department, and he was in the refractory yard.

Peter W nh'Md . — I live at No 11, Ohampatollah Lane, and was santmineJ jp August, 
to nine months rigorous’ imprison ent for theft. * 

X have been sentenced to baok handcuffs twice; each time for short work. My hand s 
were tied up. They were pulled up. Shews which. Xt wae very painful. I could nob 
Bind wheat afterwards, and got another man to help me. When I first mm* in it took me 
r, 8, or 9 o’clock to grind 15 Beers. Afterwards I could finiA by 5 o’olock. A man j 
Gregory also had hack handcuffs on at the same time. We were not with the native prisoners. 
Many times we hear the native prisoners crying out when- the back handcuffs were put on 
Bwr* heard no complaints for the last month. I am now working m the press.

* JMeri Rebeirc. — Was released on the 34th August ftp a usntenee of one month’# 
imprisonment for theft. X had been in jail onoe before fear theft— five years before. Then 
rise for one month. I was twice punished with hack handbufls— for short work e ac h time 
i had 15 seers of wheat to grind. I oovdd not eomplete the quantity, thoug h X was. 
constantly kept working till 1, 2, and‘3, and ee a fow oee sri o M tHl 4 o'clock in themenrinr, 
beginning work at fi o’olook. Several other ooftriet* ware wise* kept wotking late— all -wheat 
gnnd«u s. The rule was to take the oonviet to tit cell ae he finished. ; but otteu Watson, t he 
oonvict warder, would refuse to take us one by pne> and would keep us till all or seveml 
had finished. Watson and Kelly war* not the day Warders— Ewing was. He is a emmet’ 
mate. Sometimes we used to deep is theeelL I always slept- in tike oell becau se I never 
finished my work.

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I hare been ia oharge of four other, jails— central jail* — sod I look 0 tt 6 »R«ili By i> 
more dangerous to manage than a ay ocher, because of the number of educated 'fmaomm 
who oaa get tip charges. 

I have discontinued back handcuffs at Alipore, because 1 deject Kke the mod*. More 
punishments have to be given proportionately at Alipore than here,. beeauae the tasks are 
more easily exacted in a rigorous and strict manner; but the 'prisoners are mare eerily 
managed. There are 60 solitary cells at Alipore, hat not one hare. I would wish to add 
that almost half the prisoners in this jail are hahituals who axe always more di ffi cult to 
manage, and they often go out in far bettor condition than they come in. 

Buaaunt Lall— Has Win transferred to this jail 20 or 24 days. A fen yearn* s en ten c e^ 
reduced to seven yean. Has been convicted six times. Has twice had back handcuffs. Has 
a mark on the shoulder from the straps. Both the two European warden spat on hi* face. 
Has also hod stripes— 24. Thirty were ordered, and 64 inflicted.

Marks were found on the persons of five — 

Bussunt Loll — On the shoulders. 

Abdur Iiahmun — V cry slight on the shoulders. 

Heralloll Ooja — Soar on both wrists, and complains of pain on the shoulders. 
Alim Oddeen — Slight exooriatiou in the wrist 
Sanjia Noshy an — Mark on wrist 

A convict named Sushee Bhushun Chucherbutty said that after the death of Button Has 
the severity of the punishment was relaxed 

Mr. Bfiadon — With reference to keeping oonviots up to a late hour of the night 
wheat grinding, volunteered the following statement : — 

The custom has been for the native oonviots who grind wheat to sleep beside their wor k . 
They ore all either short term prisoners, recent admissions, or prisoners undergoing wheat 
grinding os a punishment. They are all aware that they are liable to be brought up for 

S unishment if they do not perform their allotted task, and as an act of graoe at any tima 
uring the night they are allowed to get up and finish their task— this is the rule. 

Now, as regards the Europeans, I have introduced a new practice I found that there 
was an organised effort on their part to get the task reduced, and I ordered the experiment 
of allowing them to remain and finish work after hours if they like. It was not ordered 
that they mould be kept at work against their will. 

Statement put in by Da. Mackenzie * 

* The paragraphs in the Statesman to which this statement refers are the following : 

44 As we have resolved to try a fall with this system, we may as well say at onoe tha t the 
enquiry which the Lieuten ant » Govern or has instituted into the matter may be abando ned, if 
any implicated offioial is to have anything to do with it, or any of the gentlemen exoept one 
or two, who have been in oharge of the Presidency Jail in the last ten or fifteen yeaxu We 
all know, unhappily, how easily we beoome accustomed to the sight of human s uffering , and 
insensible even to the agonies of our fellowmen. Da. Mackenzie is not worse, we due say, 
than other men, and yet we are assured as a foot, that while iu oharge of the Presidency JaU, 
this gentleman had a famous pioture photographed of a man at the triangles, with the blood 
streaming from him under the oruel punishment he was enduring, and that this pi c t ure, 
which was upon a large soale, and is well known in the jails of the Presidency, was i^nrThad 
below, “ Dr. Mackenzie’s new tanning prooess ** The fact is so illustrative of our atKtement 
that men unhappily beoome quickly familiarized with cruelty, and demoralised by it, 
we refuse to suppress it Here is the broad fact that while the Legislature believes that it 
has suppressed the praotioo of torture altogether, and our Judges show humane and utter 
repugnance to every semblauoe of approach to it the mere ofBoials in oharge of our jails are 
permitted to employ torture to maintain what they call 4 discipline ’ within their walls. We 
were greatly impressed nearly twenty yean ago with the frank confession of an 
Police offioer, to ourselves in England, of the tortures to whioh he himself had been e#ed to 
resort, with prisoners in India. And he was a humane man generally, and left Tndi« with 
the reputation of being the finest polioe offioer in the oountiy. 

“ Not many of our readme probably are aware that the assassination of the lata 
Mr. Justice Norman is believed to have been directly connected with theso jail tortures. An 
Afghan or Pathan prisoner in the Presidency Jail, who was there for some offenoe committed on 
the Punjab border, and whioh probably was no offenoe at all .in the estimation of his 
msn, was put upon the treadmill for refusing what he regarded as the deep degradation of 
being forced to break stones. He went on the mill, and as all men do wbeu first put thereon 
failed to keep step properly, and fell off the mill, when he was savagely kicked by the 
warder. The man rose, and being n powerful fellow, struck the warder in the face with Vr 
fist, and broke his jaw. He was pow tried in the High Court for this new offence, and 
sentenced by Mr J ustioe Norman to seven yean* penal servitude. The man oould not sp ea k 
English, but is said to have passionately implored the Judge to sentence him to death, 
assuring him that it was impossible for him to endure what he had seen p riaon en 
suffer m the jail — particularly instancing the flogging*— without killin g the who 
attempted to subject him to such panteSmtat, Whether he was understood or not, w» 
cannot say, bat he was sent back to the jsf 1, and refuting absolutely to break atones, was 
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' mu back handcuffed once or twioe. The last time I woe haadouffed ie about four mouths ago. 
It woe for not working. Sometime# I did not work : I was placing about Th« sailonnidl put 
on the handcuffs. I we* handoufM for five boom. I did mf work after the handcuffs were 
tasen off. I have been twiee in the hospital. The last time I have been in the hospital is about 
three months ago. I was laid up for three weeks. I was suffering .from fever (His ticket 
shews that he was in hospital from the 5th to the 7th April wi*h contusion, and again on the 
29th Aprti with diarrhoea, and was discharged on the 1st Mav.) ‘A sni toman strath t»e 
four weeks before I oume to jail. I hare been to jail three times. 1 hare not written any 

r itition to the Xieutenant-Governor. 1 have never petitioned to the Lieutenant-Governor. 

am well now I can use uiy both hands (He takes off his clothes ; no marks whatever 
except a small blue stain on his left wiist of very longstanding ) When the hath handcuffs 
were put on they were fastened up to a string. It hurt me a good deal. The hurt 
remained about four hours after the handcuffs were taken off. 1 am all right now. I am in 
good health.

if r. John Wdkereon, — I am Jailor at the Presidency Jail ; was so appointed on 18th 
January 1879. I have been in the Jail Department 9 years and 8 mouth-*. 

Regarding the lato working hours, 1 wish to explain tuat early in August it was 
brought to my notioe that the European prisoners had oombmed not to d> full task, m hones 
of getting the task lightened The task was 15 seers wheat-grinding all round.’ All alike 
haa this task, but now-oomers had a few days’ graoe ollowod them jb'rorn new-comes we 
should take 10 seers. for four or six days All short-term prisoners who are passed by the 
dootordo wheot-gnnding. Short-term means not exceeding three or four month s. The 
combination to do short work was reported by me to the Superintendent At mv sugg estio n 
the Superintendent ordered that the men should be kept at work till they did finish their full 
task. At the time I xneutioued to the Superintendent that in Mr. Larymore’a time under 
oonviot warder Kelly all prisoners completed their full task within hours. Working hours ore 
from 6 a.m. to 4 p.m. with an interval of one hour 11 a.m. to noon 

The prisoners who did not complete their task in time would remain in the corridor, which 
is the usual place of work. If they finished work or refused to go on, they were sent to their 
cells. Muoan on one oooasion was sent to his cell, because he o«V»d to go. On one 
occasion, the 1st August, they were kept till 3 o’olook, but ever afterwords the order wae to 
take them to their oells at 12 o’clock. The men who had not finished their work were kept in 
the corridor os a matter of course, but if any man declared that he would not flni«h but prefer- 
red to go his cell, he was sent there. The alternative was being reported for short wort The 
fact of their not being reported the following day would show that they hod finished or very 
nearly finished their work. After the 19 th August the men were never kept up after 10 o’ cl ock* 
from the 9th to the 19th they were kept up tdl a maximum of 12 o'clock ’Ihe effect of the 
order was that eventually oil the Europeans, exoept Bason and Scott, had been subdued and 
gave their full tasks. ’ 

On reference to the register it appeared that full work was virtually given by all the 
prisoners at wheat-gnuding, after the 18th, including Bason and fcoott; while during the 
7th August to 10th September only 8 wore punished, eaoh with two days’ penal diet. 8 
To Baboo Jodoo Nath MuUwk . — I did not make the suggestion in writing. I had never 
before seen each an amount of short work. ° 

To Chairman.— 1 often see back handcuffs being put on. I never heard of any water 
being thrown on the rope to contract it till I read it yesterday It could of oonrse be done 
without my knowing it it the prisoners did not oomplain. I think there would always be 
shade in the refractory oells at midday of July or August The order was if ever it rained 
that they were moved into the verandahs or into the corridors; while walking np and down 
they would he under the oharge of a European oouviot overseer. It may be Mild that tall the 
latter part of September the men were marched up andetowu in the refractory yard and after 
that in the corridors. As regards easing themselves np order was passed, so that the oonviot 
overseer would exercise hie onto discretion in the matter. I never heard of prisoners erabw 
themselves in their drawers* Cannot say whether anything would be data to let a p rison e rmake 
water. I have never heard tUpnsonen groaning in the refractory yard, though Ihave looked 
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m upon them, it may be four or five times. On one or two oowasioos they have done so latterly 
w he n t have visited them in the corridors. I have often seen the handouffs while being applied. 
Occasionally the men have groaned, intending thereby to make me understand that 
fludy were being painfully drawn up I believe it was all pretonoe, because the 

men who oomplained were habituals and sohemers. As applied I believe it to be not 
painful — very irksome. I«never saw great force being used. When I wane round mostly some 
bttokhandoufb would he on, others would be in tbe course of being put on, and I should wait 
to see it fl«ii»h«d- When they were being applied the usual method was for the warder to 
stand in front, moke the couviot bend bis head and, from over his shoulders, fasten up his hands 
(attitude shewn) 

To Mr. W&tmacott — I have never soen the hands drawn up so a* to rest on the nape of 
the nook, or so that the oonviot could r*-noh the orown of his head with the tips of his fingers. 
I have seen the haudouffs applied wholly or partly almost doily. I do uot know that the straps 
have ever been changed after they hud been put ou (shews about how high the hands usually 
are—- just below the shoulder blade) Have uever seen the hands on the shoulder Made The 
prisoners have their find meal at 6 o’clock 'I he handcuffs have never been put on before the 
m yy have had their first meal. They wore put on about 9 o’clock. 1 have never heard of the 
oat bei ng used in the jail. It is always the rattan used ou tho buttooks, and never over 
30 stripes. At llae&riuagh also 1 have never seen the oat used. 

To Mr Gupta — l have never seen back handcuffs applied in this way in any other jail. 

To Mr. H'cxtmncott — 1 havo uever heard of any complaint of oonviot warders Sullivan, 
Kelly or Watson striking the prisoners while undergoing book handouffs, and never had any 
reason to suspect that they did so. 

To Mr. Lory more — When wearing gunny-olothing prisoners would complain just as when 
hav ing haudeuffs put on it was not the putting ou of them which was painful. 

To Chairman . — Back handcuffs were usually imposed for persistent short work and not 
for refusing to work. The men would not therefore bo released for consenting to work. 

1 remember one or two instances where the Su|>ermtendent being present released men because 
tbey promised to do better lit the time when the handouffs were boiug put on After they 
were mice applied, 1 oaunot call to imud a singlh instance in whioh a prisoner was released 
before his time was up. The prisoner who was found trying to dntik from a tank was not 
Jordan ; it was a native whose uume I forget. Lie had been taken bank to the yard 
when I arrived I did uot save him 

Dr. Maekentir . — I see in yesterday’s Stair* wan it is stated that the man photographed 
was an Afghan. This is not true ; it was an old Calcutta habitual well known to tho polios. 

Darnel Shetelin — 1 am a paid warder. 1 have had charge of tho refraotoiy yard in my 
time. I was on duty wbon Sharafat was tied to tho door of tho coll The door was 
locked He was fastened to it by a gumeha over his chest. Not tied up by tho hands with 
lus tdes touching tho ground as he sa'd As a rule when in charge 1 should go round 
about onco an hour I remember Hutton Dus I released him from back handouffs. Ho 
did not complain but eat his food well. He had been in tho refnotory yard. If I 
remember right, the prisoners were taken from the refraotoiy yard into the penal yard, 
and walked up and down in the verandah to avoid tho sun and rain. This would probably 
be done some time in September 1 have mvself walked them into the penal yard. 1 got 
permission to do it if neoessary both from Mr. Boadon and the jailor. It was deoidedly before 
Hutton Das’s death that this was done. Hutton Das was not taken to the penal yard. It 
must have been a cloudy day. is probably correct, to say that as the refractory yard was 
found unsuitable, I obtained permission to bring them into the penal yard, and then soon after* 
■wards it was thought better to move them into the corridors, where they would bo in shelter 
all day long. It is a habit of all the habituals to pretend to be suffering more than they 
are and these men when undergoing book handcuffs would often groan when I oome 
round The convict overseer is not allowed to have a stick; neither are tho convict warders, 
nor the paid warders. 

I have been in the Jail Department 1 year 10 months. I was 24 years 7 months in 
the army. I earned a pension which I am now in reocipt of. 

I was once char ged to Dr. Harris for striking a prisoner but it was false I was a 
serg eant for 19 years. My pay is He. 90 aud my pension 2*. {d a day. I get free quarters, 
and my pay rises to Hs. 120. 

I have always been present when back handouffs worn put on when it was my turn for duty 
(explains the method of puttiug on). The hands were tied up^iust below tbe shoulder-blades. 
Have never seen the hands on the nape of the neck or so that the fingers could touch the crown 
of the h ea d 1 have never heard of water being thrown on tho straps. Ou one or two occasions, 
when the men were going to faint, I have known of water being thrown on their faces to revive 
them. That was only pretenoe to the best of my belief. The water was thrown on the man to 
tset the validity of his pretence. Can never recollect a man’s hands being released to let him 
urinate Never remember being asked to release Would have released his hands if asked. 

Dr. Harrio .— Hutton Das was not suffering from any inflammation of the shoulder joints 
I am quite certain ol that. The cause of death was clearly marked. This is the only oaae of 
heat-apoplexy j have seen in the jail in 2f yean. I have seen similar oases of heal* 
anofelec/ outride the jail Zn 1374 one sttoh death is reported as having occurred in the jail. 
Itia a most eommoa oooutrenoe for prisoners to injure themselves in order to get into 
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or remain in jbospital. I hay* known of proouring and oven swallowing sulphate of copper in 
order to avoid work. They get it from die press. I hare known prisoner* eat other 
poisonous food so as to aggravate dyaentry. 1 remember a prisoner who pat time into his eye, 
which eventually led to total blindness.

With regards to the entry of 5th May, I was unable to give full task at press work aa 
required after three months instead of six months, the usual period. 

On the 14th May I received 30 stripes for 5lbs short work at wheat-grinding; at 

the time in bar-fetters. I was never able to give full work at wheat grinaiug. 

On the 20th August I was sentenced to nve hours’ back-hand oumi for tape from 

the Press. Another prisoner gave the tape to me. I

Moonshee Abdul Guffoor, Deputy Superintendent, who report- 
ed me to Mr. Beodon who has all prisoners taken up to him for punishment at No. 1 yard. 
The Superintendent questioned me himself. I admitted that I knew it was stolen I knew 
that it was a punishable matter. The order was passed about 9 a.m. The prisoners rentenoed 
were eight in all We were all taken to the refraotoiy yard, four half oastes and four natives. 
Mr. Johnson, paid warder, took my head between his knees, I sitting down at the time, and 
Watson, convict wardor, drew up my hands Ho employed more foroe than I oould describe, 
so that I oould not bear it. I cried out. One man was a strong a&n from the North Western 
Provinces, who had 12 times hod hack handcuffs, lie did not cry His name is Shoo Churn. 
Ho however tried to commit suicide one night. The other two natives aried out, and I think the 
same foroe was used to them as to me bomewhafc less force was used to the Eurasians. We 
were made to walk up and down the whole time for live hours, from 9 to 2. We wore not allowed 
to sit down. We wore in the sun. After 12, we went on the western side, where there was a tittle 
shade. There was shade for our lower limbs when we began walking, but not for our heads 
8ullivau, oonviot overseer, wns present during the whole time we were walking up and down. 
(Tho handcuffs are put on in presence of the visitors in the manner explained Kelly, who 
put them on, says that they are put on standing, not sitting, bo far as he has ever seen). The 
usual hour for breakfast is 11 o’olock, and on that day I did not get it till 2 o’olook. W hen 
released that day, 1 oould not oat Watson released me in the refraotory yard. I was taken to 
the work-shed and given my mool, which I could not take, and then taken to the working-shed 
by Watson 1 oould not raise my arms for about two weeks. I was taken the next day to 
Dr. Harris, who Bent me baok, saying that it was an order of the Superintendent that men were 
not to stay in hospital for bock-handcuffs. While I hod the hondouffs ou I was pushed down 
by Sullivan— -I by mistake Baid Kelly yesterday to Mr. Lambert. Kelly picked me up. (Shews 
the hruisos on his wmts). It was about 9}. Kelly was standing by wiiite my lumdnnfff were 
put on, and he remained present the whole time while my hondouffs were put on The next 
evening whon the foltoo took mo to hospital, Dr. Harris put oil on my elbows and sent me 
hook. Nono of those warders, paid or oonvict, hod sticks No oue struck me with a stick. 
1 went to hospital throe times for these abrasions on my elbows 

I have never been asked for money while m tho jail by any warder, oonvict-warder, 
oonvict-ovcrseor, or any one. My brother oame to see me twiue. The jailor himself stauds 
by whilo an interview is allowed 

I did not toll Dr. Hams how the injuiy to my elbows was caused. I havo never seen 
oonviot-warders or overseers carrying stioks except Hussainee, who hod a piece of atiok to 
strike prisoners with. After 1 was flogged I went to hospital, hut was sent hock to work ; 
but the next day I was detained in hospital and kept for four days 


handcuffs, i uitt not take any objection to being flogged for short-work 1 was afraid to do so. 

Shto Chum — I tried to commit suicide in dime because I got distressing news of my 
family and had a long term, and was tired of jail life. I had baok-liandouffs 3 or 4 times as 
a punishment, and have twice hod stripe*. Stripes are worse than back-handcuffs. The latter 
are not veiy severe On release frffm them I oould work at once Handcuffs were applied 
standing, not sitting. I saw Isliwar Uhose’s (i>., Mujumdor) handc uffs put on. He was 
staudmg, not sitting. I did not hear him cay or complain. 

Dr Harr it.— I have no recolleotion of lshwar Cn under M'>jutndar coming to hospital. 
Tho marks oould hove been oausfed by falling on tho ground. It is not trite that I ever 
received an order not to admit prisoners to hospital alter back-bandouffs, or had I done so, 
that I should obey it. 1

Weetmaoott he wilt he transferred to- 
day to Alipore. Orders made out in his presence, and asked if he has any more to say. 
Aims that Hr. Beadon, who is present, may withdraw. Ur. Beedon had withdrawn 
during his previous statement, and did so again]. 

a have seen the Superintendent strike men with a stirk. He struck 8beo Churn He 
struck very hard with a thick stick He took the stick in both bands,. I have seen this about 
10 or Id times. The day I was flogged as I was going away, he was going to strike me 
because I delayed to go to my work. T said, if you* strike a man like me, I will have you put 
in jail He then desisted. I heard that Button Das died from the effects of a blow by 
Mr. Beadon. 1 did not see it. 

Further Statement put in by Hr. Beadon. 

In continuation of my explanation of the 0th December regarding the convicts being 
sometimes at work until a late hour, l would now bog to place before the Committee a copy 
of extracts taken from the Jailor’s daily report book from the 7th August last until the 10th 
September, both days inclusive, from which it will be seen that some Europeans on one noon* 
non, vis., 8th August, were working at 8 a.m.. hut that it was at onoo ordered that evou if 
work was not completed by fciiduigTit, they must never again be allowed to remain up after 
that hour. Very shortly after that date l passed verbal orders that they must leave off work 
at 10 r M. at latest, and on tho 11th September I stopped the practice^ of allowing Europeans 
to remain working after hours, as I found it caused much inconvenience and trouble to the 
prison officers. 

I desire further, if permission be granted me, to draw attention to the fact that of thy 
m'n« prisoners examined before the Committee on the 1st day of their enquiry, alL exoept 
gn g nuh Ally, were pronounced by Dr. Mackenzie to he absolutely markless and free from 
any sort of injury. Sarafat’s statement to the effeot that he was suspended so that he was 
landing on his toes is false He had, I am told, been throwing himself on the ground and had 
batted his head into Sullivan’s face, and in order to keep him from doing this he was made to 
in the verandah with his book to a door of a oell, and a aumcha was tied loosely, but secure- 
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p unishment was inflicted, aud it is therefore only presum&Mo tbat,the Handcuffs might nave in- 
jured him. Dr Harris says that he admitted outting his hand with glass, and ho was, 1 may 
remark, on another occasion found aggravating the sore with a piece of bamboo in order no doubt 
to it worse, and so prolong his stay in hospital. The paid warden of the jail will testify 
to the falsity of Sarafat’s statement. 

Prisoner Bissoo wob tied up by convict warder Watson . in the presenoe of the Com- 
mittee, in which position he remained during the examination of the other eight prisoners. 
He was in my opinion tied about as tightly as I intend shall be the ease when I award the 
punishment of book handcuffs. Of these nine men only Seetul Slunk said ho hail been 
be a t en ; Sobrati complained that his hands had been fastened up a little higher, than Bissoo’s 
were ; and Kodan Meer said bis were fastened much higher, though it was evident that to 
W.n them as he explained would df necessity have broken or dislocated his arms. The 
others had no complaints, some on the contrary admitting they were tied even looser than 
was Bissoo. 

None of the offieers of the Press Department appear to have thought the prisoners hod 
grounds for complaint, neither have they ever heard the ones of the supposed victims nor 
witnessed them suffering, either under or after the punishment. The Deputy Superintendent, 
Moonshi Abdul (Jc floor, has often seen the punishment inflicted. His duties take him to all 
parts of the jail, and it is therefore the more extraerdiqgry that he should nevor have 
heard or seen anything amiss had such in reality been the oboe. There is a misprint in 
lfr Boss’s atetemwit, lor that officer tells me that when exanffned by the Committee he said 
<♦ | have not heard man screaming out from pain on account of back handcuffs.” Tho 
printed oopy says “ 1 June heard,” Ac. ; the word not has been omitted 

On the 2nd day the released prisoner Baton stated that he had aeon men with handcuffs 
ongs high as the hack oNheir peeps. This can be proved false, as in Sullivan’s time these 
muoa&m ware pmmhed in the refractory yard, where nobe can see them. Certainly 
Bason could not see from where he worked, which was either in the corridors or in the 
pnaa, and after Sullivan’s time they were pieced in ohaige of a native convict overseer, who 
jus now in jail and osn testify to the eonfrsrjr, It is inexplicable hew Bason alone should 
hare heard the “ Manilla man ” shooting from the refractory yard, though none of the prison 
offiemt nor the Em* Dspsqfewit h**rd him. Boson pm on to say that^Beter Wakefield

With reference to the statement of the lately released prisoner Behary Singh, who was 
brought to the jail by Bason, I would point out that he raoutions “ >obratee ” as one of those 
injuied and marked by back handouffg. Sobratee happens, however, to have been wm)iiim>J 
before the Committee on the first day, and it is reoorded that he is without mark or injury. 
Behary’s other statements are undoubtedly oqually false and malicious. 

On the 9th December Bason again brought three released prisoners to the jail. Of these 
“ Robert Itobeiro ” was first examined. It v to be regretted that Robeiro’s labour tioket can- 
not anywhere be discovered, llis statement that he was punched every seoond day can be 
proved false in reference to the punishment register for the month during wbioh he was in 
jail. Besides, had he boon so repeatedly up for punishment, 1 should certainly have notioed 
it, and should have resorted to some severer mode of punishment than book handcuffs. 

The weights of prisoners on admission and release are taken in the presenoe of Babu 
Peary Lall Shome, the assistant jailor, and are recorded by him. He is prepared, if neces- 
sary, to swear that Robeiro weighed 110 tbs. both on admission and on release. Mr. Lary- 
more detected him lying about his hand wliioh was injured yearvbofobe, and it may, I think, 
be concluded that his other oomploints are equally groundless and false. 

The next man examined was released prisoner Francis. The paid warders of the jail are 
able to prove the falsity of his statements both about the handcuffs having been tied up 
as high os they would go and about his head being put between the warder’s knees while 
his hands were wrenched upwards ; also about the water ho says was thrown on his shoulders. 
And the extract herewith submitted taken from the Jailoi’s report book will testify to his 
never having been kept at work till 4 a.m. 

With referenoo to the statement of Edward Williams that when in hospital he heard 
European and natives grousing while walking about m the refractory yard, I can only 
say 1 disbelieve it ; bu< even it differs from Boson’s account of yells and screams that he 
heard as far off as the other side of the jail. 

It is worthy of note that the teleased prisoners Bason, Behary Sing, Robert Robeiro, 
and Franois are all old offenders, ci* : —

(4) Behary Singh, turee times.

APPENDIX B. 

Extract from Mr. Beadon's Annual Administration Export of the Mtdnapore Central Jail for the 

year 1880. 

Paragraph 81.—“ It is often difficult to decide upon the most applicable form of punish- 
ment for any of the. above-mentioned offenoes, because the effect depends to a great extent 
upon individual circumstances. Corporal punishment being now only permissible for 
heinous offenoes, and abolished except os a very last resort for oases of idleness, it becomes 
difficult to devise means to induoe many prisoners to perform full tasks. I have introduced 
a punishment here that seems to a great extent to meet the difficulty. Whenever a prisoner 
persistently refuses to work, or when he has been repeatedly brought up for short work, I 
place his hands behind his back and handoufi them together, muring the palms meet ; 
two pieoes of jute rope are then attached to the wrist and drawn up over his shoulders 
and under his arm-pits, until the hands reaoh nearly to fcctweon the shoulder blades ; the 
ropes ore then Becurely tied and the culprit is turned loose, like a trussed hen, for one, two, 
or three hours as the case may be, or until he promisos to go to work with a will. It is a 
certain means of bringing a refractory prisoner to terms, and is an excellent punishment for 
repeated short work, and might, I think, with benefit be introduced into all our jails. Core must 
be taken to pull the string only so tight as to cause no actual pain, the ohief merit of the plan 
bring that alter a short tune the position beoomos so irksome to the offender, that he begs to be 
released, and it also mokes him an objeot of ridioule to his oomrades, which I find has with 
many men a deterrent influence.”

George Franois Angelo Harris upon oath, soith — I am in medioal charge of the 
Presidency JaiL I identified the body ox Ruttun Dass to the Coroner and Jury. He was 
admitted into Jail on the 17th September 1883, in transfer from Ghurpan {««>). 

His health on admission was good. He was admitted into hospital on the 1 8th instant 
suffering from high fever. I saw him in the evening at about i past 6 r.M His temperature 
was exceedingly high, nearly 107. He was unable to speak at alt and could hardly swallow. 
He was barely oonscious. The fever was reduced but he never recovered, and the next day 
the fever rose nearly as high again and he died last night at 5-10 p m. 

In my opinion he died from excessive high fever and from heat apoplexy. 

I mode a post mortem examination this morning. I found extreme congestion of 
the brain with congestion of the liver and basis of the lungs. The catue of, death was 
due to exhaustion from extremely high temperature.

STATEMENT MADE BY “ HUMANITY *' 

1 am the writer of tho lettor whioh appeared in the Statesman of the 20th November 
last. I was employed all my term m the Press I never saw men in back-hundcuffp under- 
going tho punishment ; but 1 often saw men who bod just beeu released from tho handcuffs. 
The Press men would bo brought straight back to the Press to work, generally by a convict 
warder. Many of them were unable to work properly for some days after ibe punishment. 
They oomplamed of great pain in their back, uhost, and upper part of their bodies. I 
thought the punishment too severe, and I promised them to bring the matter forward when I 

f it out. Just before my release they reminded mo of my promise. That is why I wrote. 

waa able to describe tho manner in which the handcuffs were applied, beoauso one day some of 
the men shewed mo. It was in the Pross They had no handouffs, but they made up the 
applianoes by bits of rope whioh were lying about. I have desoribed the mode of applying 
the back-hondouffs just as tho men described it to me. They shewed me how high them 
hands were drawn up. 

I oannot say of my own knowledge that the men were marohed up and down in the eon, 
hut it was a well-known foot that they were kept in the sun. Every one talked of it. 

By “ first meal ” I meant breakfast ; this is served out about 11 a m., bo prisoners under- 
going book-handcuffs would have to wait till 2 p.m or 3 f m. They had the usual parched 
gram early in the morning. The convict warder to whom I referred is Watson. The 
prisoners who had been in book-handcuffs always complained of having been beaten 
and punched by him. Conviot warder Sullivan was bad too, but ho is released Kelly's 
name was not muoh mentioned in connection with back-hondouffs. I have seen braises 
and marks on the bodies of men who had boon released from back-handcuffs. I remember 
the oase of a Deputy Collector, a man from Mymensingh, I think : he was brought 
book by Watson bleeding at the elbow. He said Watson hod hit him witfeA stick, and had 
kioked him. This prisoner is in the jail still. Many others oomplshled of having been 
struck by Watson, Kelly, and Sullivan. Watson and Kelly often oarried a stick, a stout 
walking-stick. I concluded they had permission to cany a stiok for self-defence. 

My infonqption regarding the jailor’s having been “ aroused out of his slumbers by the 
cries of the prisoners" undergoing back-handcuffs was derived from hearsay talk among 
prisoners in the jaiL _ 

As regards a prisoner being rescued by the jailoi from a watery grave, this too was 
told me by others, — a native prisoner ran out of the refractory yard with his back-hand- 
ouffs on, and was caught at the tank. I oannot say who knew the man’s name. 

My statement regarding the entry whioh 1 was told was .made by the Deputy Com- 
missioner {yourself) about the oondition of lad Jordan was derived by hearsay from 
another prisoner, who told me Munehi Abdul Guffoor had seen your remarks in the 
visitors’ register.

directing the official visitor* of the Presidency Jail to make inquiry, during 
my absence on tour, into certain allegations of the use of cruel punishment 
in the said jail contained in a letter addressed to the Statesman newspaper 
on the 20th November 1884, and in an article published by the said newspaper 
of the same date, and in which you also forward a copy of a report by the 
said official visitors, dated the 10th January 1885, of the result of their in- 
quiry, for such remarks as I may wish to make, I have the honour to submit 
tne following observations for the consideration of His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor. 

Ihe letter referred to in the Statesman of tho 20th November 1884, signed 
by “ Humanity, ” drow attention to tho manner in which the punishment of 
back-handcuifs, which is prescribed in the Jail Code, was applied in the 
Presidency Jail, and assorted thnt it amounted to “ fiendish torture,” and had 
in one instances caused death. On the 30th November the Statesman in another 
article spoke of the frequent publication in newspapers of the most harrowing 
and sickening details of tortures commonly practised in our jails, of a photo- 
graph taken by Dr. Mackenzie of a wretch fastened to the triangle and bleeding 
from the rods, and assorted that the murder of Mr. Norman, Judge of the High 
Court, was due to exasperation caused by the torture of the murderer’s brother 
in tho Presidency Jail. Tho Statesman quoting statements published in the 
Indian Daily News in 1877, as to fearful floggings with the cat, thirty to sixty 
in the Presidency Jail daily, declarod that “we are assured” tha t these in- 
famous brutalities or similar ones are practised still, and wont an to demand that 
when death oocurs in the jail hospital, the inquest shall be held by the Coroner

that inquests are now held. A few days later the same newspaper informed die 

! >ublio that an “ old jail official ” had mentioned having known two hundred 
ashes inflicted on a prisoner, and having seen a man so brutally flogged, that 
his bare shouldor-blado glittered in tho sun. Later, again, the Statesman re- 
produced a remark from a native contemporary, unnamed, to the effect that 
there is a general belief among the people that prisoners ere starved and 
flogged to death in tho Presidency Jail, and announced that the Statesman 
had been forced to the conclusion that “ the dreadful mortalifrtr in nMdAMfl 


had beon forced to the conclusion that “ the dreadful mortality in our prisons 
is tho work of cold-blooded atrocities which can only be described Correctly 
as murder.” He further assorted that prisoners “ have been killed by the double 
process of starvation ana torture,” and said that “ we may be as sure as of our 
existence that tho death-roll was furnished by the prisoners who Were flogged, 
gagged, back-handcuffed, consigned to the cells, and starved.” About this pearkicl 
a petition was forwarded to the Lieutenant-Governor asking for tho 
of a youth named Jordan, said to have been incapacitated for life for any workbv 
the severity with which he had been treated, and asserting that numbers had 
died under similar treatment. This petition was sent to the visitom far 

inquiry. On the 21st December the official visitors having met several times the 
Statesman published an account of some of the evidence given before them by 
certain released convicts— Bason, Rebeiro, Francis, and Williams. The 
ments of theso men that convicts in dark cells were not let out, as the rale® 
require, for half an hour twice a day, that the Superintendent would not allow 
men to defend themselves, and had admitted it) that prisoners in August 
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and September were commonly kept at work for 30 or 21 hours a day 
successively, end that Mr. Beadon when asked to produce the back-handcuffs 
«A.id that they had all been destroyed, will be fully considered. The 
Statesman at the samfe time published a memorandum by one “ E.O.,” who 
states that he has known men’s hip-joints injured for life by cross-bar leu 
irons and that prisoners are fed on salt dholl to proyoke thirst and then looked 
up deprived of water. 1 do not observe other points requiring notice until the 
Statesman brings forward figures showing the mortality of 1879, and saying that 
the* jail records should be examined to show how many of those who died had 
been tortured. The Statesman particularly asks for the prison history of Rutton 
Dass, who died in September last. On tbo 80th December the Statesman 
published another letter from “ Humanity,” and also made some remarks upon 
the boy Jordan, who had been one of the editor’s visitors. On the 80th 
December a statement was made by “ Humanity 1 ’ to the Deputy Commissioner 
of Police, Mr. Lambert, under promise that his name should not be published. 

On the 10th January the official visitors submitted their report upon the 
allegations into which they had to inquire and which refer to the Presidency 
Jail, but as the attack of the Statesman is not confined to the Presidency Jail, 
being also directed against the general management of prisons in Bengal, I 
th in k it necessarv for mo to examine also the allegations which have a wider 
application. I will first examine how far the allegations brought fbrward by the 
Statesman or others are true, or based on truth, and how for they aro false or 
exaggerated, and mischievously calculated to mislead the general public as to 
the character of the management of jails, secondly 1 will consider whether in 
any points Mr. Beadon’s conduct, as Superintendent of the Presidency Jail, 
requires correction and censure, and thirdly whether thero is in the system of 
management of Bengal jails generally anything repulsive to humanity or cal- 
ling for reform. Below I have as far as possible reduced to distinct charges the 
assertions made, and have, in parallel columns, noted the finding of tho official 
visitors, or the opinion which 1 have formed, as to the truth or otherwise of 
those charges. 


Charges. Besults of inquiry. 

1. That Mr. Beadon on taking 1. Tho punishment of back-handcuffs 
charge of the Presidency Jail is prescribed in tho Jail Code, but without 
adopted his own mode of applying detailed instructions as to tho manner of 
back-handcuffs, and converted it application. Mr. Larymoro, who preccd- 
into a punishment attended with cd Mr. Beadon as Superintendent of the 
absolute torture and cruelty. Presidency Jail, did not use this punish- 

ment, because ho found that without straps 
convicts could slip their bodies through 
their arms, and bring their hands in front, 
and he did not feel justified in using straps 
in tho absenco of any mention of them m 
tho Code. He did not, however, think that 
back handcuffs could bo used effectively 
without straps. Dr. Mackenzie, a previ- 
ous Superintendent of the Presidency Jail, 
used back-handcuffs, and always used 
straps. The Code had not then been 
issued. Mr. Beadon had used tho straps 
in the Midnapore Jail in 1880, And de- 
scribed their application minutely in his 
' report on the administration of that jail. 

As his report was received by the In- 
spector-General of Jails without any 
comment on the point, bo concluded that 
his action was unobjectionable. He dis-

Some were jail officers, and some Wore 
convicts, several of whom had worn back- 
handcuffs, and I havo made them show 
me the height at which the wrists were 
suspended. In no case have I seen the 
wnsts higher than a point which brings 
the forearm into a horizontal position. 
I should say that the forefinger is never 
higher than the lower odge of the 
shoulder-blade. I feel no hesitation in 
saying that it is falso that hands have 
ever been drawn up to the nape of the 
neck, or till the fingers reach the head. 
I agree with the official visitors in think- 
ing that tho punishment might easily be 
made very painful, and I would novor 
sanction tho use of straps without some 
contrivance whereby the maximum height 
to which tho wrists could be drawn could be 
strictly limited. I receive with extreme 
caution the evidence of those convicts 
who came forward to give it, and place 
much more dependence on that of other 
convicts whom I have questioned casually 
in the jail. I see no reason to believe 
that the wardors have over indicted 
torture by unduly shortening the straps, 
or that any pain has ever boon caused 
by tho act of drawing up the wrists, 
but I am of opinion that very painful 
cramps would after some time ensue from 
their maintenance in the same position.

4. The official visitors (paragraph 13) 
think that at one time the convicts wear- 
ing back-handcuffs must often have had 
to walk up and down in the sun. They 
think it impossible that there can 
always have been shade in the yard 
in which the punishment was indicted. 
Upon this point I will not express a con- 
trary opinion, though Mr. JBeudon and 
the jail officials assure me that there 
always was shade in one part or other of 
the yard. 1 am, however, satisfied, and 
the official visitors do not express any 
opinion to the oontrary, that there was no 
intention of making exposure to the sun 
part of the punishment, and that on the re- 
presentation of warder Shcvoliu of the 
want of protection from sun and rain 
the convicts were moved into the penal 
yard, and oventually into the corridors. 
If the convicts were at one time exposed 
to the sun, they were moved as soon as 
the jail officials observed it. It is true 
that they were walked up and down.

Results of inquiry. 

There are in the jail three paid warders — 
Shevelin, Johnson, and Richards. — all old 
soldiers of very good character, and one 
or other of tliese* was always not only 
present but actually assisting when back- 
iiandcuffs wero being put on or taken off. 
The former two wero examined by tho 
official visitors, and Richards has been 
examined at great length by me. With 
them wero tho convict wardeis Watson and 
Kelly, and at one time convict overseer 
Sullivan. Not one of these three convict 
officers is imprisoned for manslaughter. 
Kelly and Watson are sentenced under 
section 994 of tho Indian Penal Code for 
committing robbery with hurt, and Sullivan 
was convicted of theft. In the first place it 
is untrue that the infliction of tho punish- 
ment of buck-handcuffs was entrusted to 
any of theso convict ofliceis, without the 
supervision of a paid warder, and in the 
second placo they are none of th*m con- 
victed of manslaughter, so that the 
attempt to show that the infliction of the 
punishment was left to tho discretion of 
especially ruffianly men breaks down 
entirely. 

9. Tho official visitors have not record- 
ed any finding on this point. Several 
convicts deposed before them to rough 
usage on tho part of the convict warders, 
but I disbelieve them. One convict, Ishwar 
Cliundor Mozumdar, appears to have had 
bleeding elbows after the punishment of 
back-handcuffs, and attributed it to being 
pushed doAm by Sullivan. Considering this 
man's demeanour while under examination, 
and his attitude towards tho jail officials, 
as shown by Ins prison history, ever since 
he has been a convict, I should not be in- 
clined to placo any reliance on what he 
said, nor do tho official visitors (paragraph 
20) appear to regard him as more trust- 
worthy than 1 do. I examined a number 
of persons as to tho conduct of the convict 
warders, and am quito satisfied that 
they never used sticks. Although no 
prison officer, convict or free, is over allow- 
ed to strike a convict, force must some- 
times be used in the case of activo resis- 
tance, and 1 think it possible that they 
may have pulled or pushed refractory- 
convicts who refused to march in line, hut 
find no reason to believe that they ever 
inflicted what could be called a blow. 
Convict Ishwar Ckunder Mozumdar 
appears to have been veiy refractory, 
and I think he may have had a fall 
when struggling with the warders, which, 
with his hands tied up, might easily 
abrade his elbows.

There is no evidence of 
any injury being caused by back-hand- 
cuffs beyond the swollon arm of Sharafat, 
possibly the death from heat apoplexy of 
Button Das, and possibly some injury to 
the wrist of a convict named Rebeiro, 
who having been roleased appeared before 
the visitors to give his testimony. He 
endeavoured to mako them believe that 
the weakness of his wrist, which he 
showed, was caused by back-handcuffs, 
but Mr. Larymorc, in whoso custody he 
had been when convicted once before, 
made him admit that lus tasks had been 
reduced on account of the weakness of 
this wrist five years before. It does not 
therefore appear what injury was caused 
to it by the back-handcuffs. It is true 
that tho shoulders remain stiff for one 
or two days after wearing back-hand- 
cuffs, but as to any permanent injury 
caused by them, nothing has come to 
light. I have pushed my inquiries on 
this point much further than tlie official 
visitors .did. 

25. Tho official visitors (paragraph 32) 
report that Mr. Beadon admits that he 
usually imposes the maximum number of 
stripes becauso he infliots that punish- 
ment rarely and only in bad cases. 
As stripes had only boon inflicted 27 
times between the date of Mr. Bcadon’s 
taking charge in March, and the 18th 
November, it is scarcely probable that 
they were ever inflicted in trivial cases, 
nor does the Punishment Register show 
any reason for supposing that they were. 
Rule 640 of the Jail Code requires all 
official visitors to examine the Punishment 
Register and bring to the notice of the 
Inspector-General of Jails every instance

That prisoners are starved and 
flogged to death in the Presidency 
Jail, and that this alone increases 
the death-rate of tho jail popula- 
tion. 

That death has been at the rate 
of one man in every four or five 
every year.

whipping prisoners unnecessarily, it 
would undoubtedly bavo been brought to 
my notice by the visitors ; they have 
apparently seen no occasion for doing 
so. It is not the fact that Mr. Beadon 
never inflictod less than thirty stripes, as 
I find entries in the Punishment Register 
of a less number being given. 

26. The official visitors (paragraph 31) 
report that they disbelieve this statement. 

“ Humanity ” has explained that ho re- 
ferred to prisoners who had been floggod. 
As only twonty-sovon floggings were 
inflicted in eight months, or less than 
four on an avoi age each month, the spec- 
tacle of a flogged convict wending his 
Way to hospital can scarcely liavo been 
a daily one, * oven if every one wont to 
hospital after a flogmng, which is very 
far from being usual. 1 And that only 
seven out of the t w on ty- seven flogged were 
admitted to hospital m consequence, and 
1 have rarely seen convicts under treat- 
ment in any jail hospital in consequence 
of being flogged. 1 havo already spoken 
of tho prononess of convicts to aggravate 
slight sores by artificial irritation, m 
order to prevent their healing, and to 
prolong their stay in hospital. 

27. Tho official visitors (paragraph 40) 
report that tho substratum of truth which 
underlies one of the most sensational of 
tho paragraphs from which these charges 
are extracted is that in 1879, when Hog- 
gings and penal diet wore very frequently 
imposed the mortality did rise to an extent 
which makes it maintainable that there was 
some connection between tho two. Thoy 
have, howover, omitted to notice the 
general reduction of tho diet of prisoners 
in that year, or the fact that it was in 
1880 found necessary to increaso it. Of 
this T shall speak presently. 

Appendix C shows that out of 20 pri- 
soners who died in 1884, 10 had never 
been punished at all. Not one of them had 
been flogged. 

The death-rate in the Presidency Jail, 
so far from being one in four or five con- 
victs every yettr, or from 20 to 2.0 per 
cent., is shown m Appendix D to have 
rison to 6*12 per cent, in tho y ear 1879, 
but in no other year fiom 1874 inclusive 
to have been above 3* 1 6, which was the 
rate in 3 880.

29. That an Afghan or Pathan 
prisoner sentenced for something 
committed on the I’anjab frontier, 
probably no offence m tho estima- 
tion of his clansmen, was put on 
tho tro'id-null for refusing to break 
stonos, fell off, and was kickod by 
the warder, whom he struck in the 
face with his fist, breaking his jaw. 


That tho lato Mr. Justice Nor- 
man sentenced him to sovon years’ 
penal servitude for this offence. 

That ho begged to be sentenced 
to death rather than imprisonment, 
saying that ho could not endtiro 
such flogging as ho had witnessed 
without tiwngtokill his pumsliei.

28. The official visitors have reported 
upon this ( paragraph 33) that the convict 
was not an Afghan, but a well known 
Calcutta thief, that tho flogging had not 
commenced when the photograph was 
taken, and was not ordered by a jail 
official, but by the sentence of a judicial 
court 

The photograph was ono of several 
taken in answer to enquiries that were 
being made as to the mode of inflicting 
various punishments. 

29. Tho official visitors have (in para- 
graph 34) reported on this caso that a cer- 
tain Afghan was sentenced to three years’ 
imprisonment by Mr. Justice Norman on 
the 27th January 1870. 

That Mr. Norman was murdered 20th 
September 1871. 

That tho convict was put on the tread- 
mill, and assaulted a warder in 1872. 

That ho struck a warder, not- with his 
fist on the jaw, but with a hammer on 
the head 

That, for this he was sontenced, not by 
Mr. Norman, who was dead, but by 
Mr. Markby ; not to soven yoars’ imprison- 
ment, but to two 

Of this there is no evidence. 


That he was flogged for refusing to 
break stone there is no evidence. He 
did not dio in tho jail, but was released 
and conveyed to the frontier on tho 28th 
January 1875. 

Of this thero is no evidence, but the 
man’s second conviction occurred after 
Mr. Norman’s death. 

30. The lash is never used. Flogging 
is inflicted by a cane on the buttocks, 
and nothing has been heard of intervals 
of one minute. See official visitors’ report 
(paragraph 37). 

81. No oat is known to have been 
ever used in a Bengal jail. 


32 No lashes have ever been inflicted* 
Flogging is always administered with a 
cane on the breech, and the greatest 
number of stripes ever given is thirty.

Since taking charge of 
tho department in March last 1 have 
visited and carefully inspected 37 out of 
tho 45 jails of Bengal, and unhesita- 
tingly pronounce these charges to bo falso. 

That the death-roll of prisoners ,1 was absent from India dunng tho whole

Tho figures produced for 
the Prosi den i y Jail, showing how inanv 
of the convicts who died in 1884 luul 
nover been punished, aro a very fair sample 
of what the registers of other jails would 
show, and I feci suro that most of our 
deaths have occurred among convicts who 
not only have never been punished, but 
who have been admitted into jail in such 
a sickly state that no proper tasks could 
ever bo exacted from them. I have

That prisoners have not died, 
but have been killed by the double 
process of starvation and torture.

carefully read through the prison history 
of 27 out of the 29 prisoners who died 
in 1884, the tickets of the other two, 
who were never punished, being lost. 
Except button Dass, whose case 1 shall 
discuss presently, not one had been treat- . 
od with any severity, and many of them 
had been under medical treatment and 
on light labour or none for the whole or 
the gi outer part of their residence in 
jail. 


37. Confinement in dark cells (Rule 
676 A, added to Jail Code by Government 
order of May 1884) shall never exceed 72 
hours. 

Twice a day the convict is let out for 
half an hour. 

Bedding is not allowed during the day, 
but is put into the cell after the convict’s 
evening meal. 

Convicts in cells are allowed their 
ordinary clothing, which includes a blanket 
coat. Convict Bason says he was not 
let out of his cell for halt an hour twice 
a day. I cannot positively assert that 
this is false, for it iH always possible that 
a rulo may be broken, but there is no 
evidence to support the convict’s state- 
ment, nor did he make any complaint to 
tho Superintendent or to any official visitor. 

38. Upon this point the official visitors 
have not reported. I think Baboo Jodoo 
Lai Mullick is the only visitor who has 
ever suggested improvement in the food. 
I havo moie than once seen tho food 
myself, and consider it good and whole- 
some If it were so bad as is alleged, 
I have no doubt the official visitors would 
have heard of it. According to Rule 902 
the Superintendent and Medical Officer 
are requited to examine tho cooked food 
at leust once a week Rule 907 requires 
tho Superintendent to inqniro into all 
complaints respecting food. Rule 61 
requires the official visitors to see that all 
rules and orders are adhered to, and tho 
visitors. I know, frequently inspect tho 
food. Copies of all visitors’ remarks are 
sent to me, and I do not think it possible 
that vile and uneatable food could be 
served out in any jail, oven if the Superin- 
tendent neglected his duty, without my 
hearing of it, and I hope I need hardly 
say that I should not receivo such infor- 
mation without paying due attention 
to it.

40. Rule 649 prohibits the exaction of 

E enal labour from convicts on penal diot, 
ut under medical sanction lighter forms 
of labour are allowed. Tho usual labour, 
which is by no means hard, in the Presi- 
dency Jail, is on the printing pross. There 
' is no evidenco or reason to supposo that 
the rule forbidding penal lubour on penal 
diet has ever been brokon. 

41. Tho official visitors have reported 
(paragraph 43) that Mr. Beadon appoared 
to have been less ready to allow prisoners 
to speak in their own defence than tho 
interests of justice necessitated, and it is 
proved that convict Woston was punished 
with a month’s irons for making a 
complaint to a visitor which tho visitor 
himself considered groundless. I consider 
that Mr. Beadon has boon to blame in the 
matter of not listening patiently to convicts, 
but tliut tho official visitors make a 
mistake in thinking that ho docs not 
allow them to defend themselves when 
charged before him with oifences. Into 
this 1 have inquired very carefully, and 
I think that Mr. Beadon 1ms done his 
duty in listening to the defence of convicts 
ohargod with offences, but not in listening 
to complaints which prisoners may wish 
to make of their own motion, except on 
the Sunday parade, and he bus broken 
a rule in holding tho Sunday parade only 
once a fortnight instead of onco a week. 
Under Rules 91 and 541 the Superinten- 
dent is directed to hold a muster of pri- 
soners every Sunday or at other convenient 
time in tho week, hear their complaints, 
and take such action on them os may be 
necessary. Mr. Beadon appeurs to have 
hold this muster only onco a fortnight, 
but when lie did hold it, he appeal s to 
have heard complaints patiently. Rule 
281 requites all officois to listen patiently 
to prisoners’ complaints and grievances. 
Rule 540 requires tlio Superintendent 
to visit all tlio prisoners once a day, and 
give them the oppoitumty of making re- 
presentations ftr complaints, but no pri- 
soner is allowed to leave Ins work or his 
line for the purpose. When M r. Beadon 
first came to tho jail, I understand that 
he found eonsid'-rablo laxity as to the 
rule that prisoners should not leave th nr 
places, and on one occasion an official 
visitor was fairly mobbed by them. This 
might be utteuded with very great danger, 
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Charge $. Semite of inquiry. 

and has in some jails facilitated attacks on 

{ ‘ail officers and visitors, which would have 
>een impossible if the rule had been strictly 
enforced. Mr. Beadon very rightly insisted 
on strict adherence to the rule, but I have 
reason to fear that strictness was by the 
over-zeal of subordinates carried too far, 
and that prisoners were not allowed to 
complain without previously obtaining the 
permission of the overseer or warder in 
immediate charge of them. Such a re- 
striction is obviously open to the gravest 
irregularities, as the convict officers would 
naturally put obstacles in the way of any 
complaints respecting their own treatment 
of the prisoners. This I have pointed out 
to Mr. Beadon, and 1 have lost no time in 
directing that prisoners shall be allowed 
to make any complaint they like, so long 
as they do not leave their places, ana 
that extreme caution shall be exercised in 
punishing them for making false com- 
plaints. I consider it most essential that 
prisoners shall be allowed to represent 
their real or fancied grievances to the 
Superintendent or to visitors without being 
• prevented by any of the subordinate offi- 

cers, convict or tree.

for punishment, allowed them to work 

after hours. On one day and one only 

this went on till three in the morning, the 
convicts resolute not to perform full tasks. 
After that one day they were not kept 
up alter midnight, and after a few days 
extra work was stopped at 10 p.m. The 
whole period during which work was 
thus carried on after hours was only from 
7th August to 10th September, by 
which time the convicts gave in ana 
completed full tasks. I should not have 
sanctioned this working in extra hours 
if it had been reported to me. It is not 
left for the Superintendent of a Jail to 
decide what is a reasonable task, but the 
Jail Code prescribes what task shall be 
enforced in every kind of labour, and this 
is never exceeded, and in many jails has 
been reduced. At % a , for instance, the 
stone is so hard that convicts are only 
expected to break four cubic feet instead 
of ten as laid down in Rule 583, while in 
several jails, no convict works more than 
half the day at the oil mill, spending 
the other half on lighter labour. It is 
also considered by the Medical Officers,

especially where there is any loss of weight, 
• whether any individual convict should be 

. excused part of the full task, and 1 think 

* thore is ample safeguard against the 
dunger of overtasking tho convicts or 
any one convict This being the oase, if 
any convicts wilfully neglect to perform 
their allotted tasks, 1 would, after reason* 
able warning, punish until they find the 
work nioro tolerable than the punishment. 


Having thus discussed, in parallel columns, tho sovoral charges brought by 
the Statesman or its correspondents, and tho petition relative to tho boy Jordan, 

I will make some comment on other points which have boon brought forward 
in evidence or otherwise during tho inquiry. 

Ishwar Chunder Mozunidar states that Dr. Harris informed him that the 
Superintendent had ordered that men wei o not to stay in hospital for back 
handcuffs. This Dr. Harris absolutely denies, and 1 am satisfiod of its 
falsehood. This man, Mozunidar, also speaks of Mr. Bcadon striking prisoners 
with a thick stick held in both hands. Had ho spoken of a blow struck 
with a stick held in one hand, there might be somo possibility of its 
truth, but this use of a two-handed bludgeon is ovidoutly false. I may 
here observo that the official visitors havo mado a singular mistake with 
reference to this convict, Mozunidar, in stating (paragraph 20) that at 
Buxar he did protty well, but began to misconduct himself whon ho reached 
the Presidency Jail. A reference to his ticket, of which tho official visitors 
uppend a copy, corrects this impression. Ho was sent from tho Presidency 
Jan to Buxar on the 10th February 1883 to act as a convict writer, which 
implies considerable relaxation in the severity of his punishment, but by tho 
1st July I find him degraded to mason’s work, and on tlio 25th August lie was 
sentenced to penal labour in cells fora month. On the 1st January 1884 be was 
again sentenced to penal labour for a month, on 27th January one month’s irons, 
30th January penal diotin cells, and on 27th February 1884 he was rotransferred 
to tho Presidency Jail. So far from doing pretty well, as tho visitors think, 
at Buxar, tho labour ticket shows that Mr. Donaldson found him a very 
troublesome convict, and this is confirmed by 1 otters from Mr. Donaldson 
and his Jailor, a high caste Brahmin. Mr. Donaldson says that Iswar Chunder 
Mozumdar was perhaps one of tho most troublesome men lie ever had to deal 
with, and the Jailor’s opinion of him is equally unfavourable. 

Statements havo been made aB to warders striking convicts with sticks 
I havo satisfied myself that no warder, convict or free, ever carries a stick, 
or even tho baton authorised for paid warders, insido the jail, and these 
statements being evidently false, I do not boliovo that tho warders ever struck 
or maltreated them at all. 

The Statesman's correspondent ‘ numonity ’ told Mr. Lambert that two 
pressmen were punished with 80 stripes each for accidentally breaking a stone 
in the press. I have inquired into this and gone through tho Punishment 
Register, and find that nothing of the kind ever occurred. On the 15th July 
I find that a convict received 24 stripes for breaking a stone, it being bis thirty- 
third offence. The stones in question are valuablo, and are used for grinding 
and spreading the printing ink, and I find that it is common for convicts to 
break them either for sheer mischief, or to burn tho pieces in the engine-room 


to get lime. 

1 ex amined convifet D’Urilla as to * Humanity’s ’ statement that ho 
(D’Urillat had been punished for complaining, and he told me that such a 
thing never happened, and that he was never prevented from making 
complaints. 

* H umani ty ’ says be saw warder Richards strike the boy Jordan with a 
gt fafr. I cannot find that Richards or any other warder ever carried a stick 
in the jail. 

, He also says ho saw the Superintendent strike a prisoner, but he forgets 
who it was. I do not believe it. 
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IIo says that an old man, an apothecary, had his punishment increa sed 
from 48 hours’ cells to 72, because he remonstrated. This man’s name is 
Austin. He appeared before the visitors, in my presence, and answered all 

? uestions put to him in a very frank manner, which satisfied me of his truth, 
fe admitted that what ‘Humanity* calls remonstrating consisted in his 
losing his temper and being extremely impertinent to the Superintendent and 
that ne fully deserved the additional 24 hours in colls 1 

It is alleged by the Statesman that details of tortures inflicted in jails have 
been frequently published in newspapers, but unless these publications are 
produced, I do not think it possible to make any reply. 

Of statements of prisoners being gagged and being fed on thirst-provoking 
food and kept without water, it is needless, in the absence of all evidence to 
say anything, but f have somo observation to make upon the fact, noted by ’the 
visitors and also observed by myself, in more than one jail, that sores on the 
logs are sometimes produced by fetters. One especially bad case has been 
mentioned. Gaiters or guards of leather or some other material are sometimes 
used, and where the use of fetters on tho march is required by the police, 
Rulo 755 provides that leathern guiters shall always be used. I think it would 
be advisable to make tho use of gaiters of somo kind compulsory in evory caso 
in which fetters arc worn. Fetters are always lemoved as soou as a soro is 
observed, but tho sore sometimes heals with great difficulty, especially when 
the convict’s blood in rendered unhealthy by ins physical condition, as is tho 
caso with the fever-stricken population of such districts as Dinagepore or Julpi- 
gorcc. Convicts aro also frequently observed to removo their guiters in order 
to provoke sores, so as to obtain the removal of their fetters and their admis- 
sion to hospital, and also to aggravate and lnitate slight sores so as to prevent 
their heulmg. I think the punishment of back hand-cuffs with strans far loan 
likely to produeo injury than fetters. 1 088

convicted at (Jhumparun on tho 20tli June 188:1, and sentenced to rigorous 
imprisonment for two years and a half. Ills height was 5' 7", his health 'good 
and his weight 1 niannd 22 seers, or say, 12Ttt»s. Ho was employed first on 
string making and then on the oil-mill, and his appeal having been dismissed 
he was received in tho I ’residency Jail on tho 17th September 3883. His 
health was good, and his Weight 132lbs.

On tho 1st Juno 1881 he was allowed to writo to his brother On tho 3rd July 
ho received a letter, and was allowed to trato one.

On tho 8th September he was removed from this 
office, and punished with threo months’ fetters for leaving his work and 
gossiping with a prison or, and on the 0th Sopteiubcr was taken from press work 
and sent to wheat-grinding. On tho 12th September he was reported for cheat- 
ing at work, and on tho sumo date was punished with five hours’ baek hand- 
cuffs. On tho 1 4th September ho was admitted to hospital suffering from heat- 
apoplexy, and died tho samo ovening. His weight, when last ascertained on 
the 31st August, was 120nis. Tho convict was fed throughout tho period of 
his imprisonment on the scale of diet prescribed for labouring convicts m the 
Jail Code, ami his weight every fortnight shows that he had good health 
His ticket shows him to have boon a well-conducted prisoner up to the date 
of tho 8th September, so far as the jail officials knew.it, and his punishments 
therefore appear severe, but it must be considered that in the Presidency Jail 
the jail officers know nothing of a convict’s Work unless tho press officers 
report him, and they do not report him so long as he is amenable to warnings 
or until actual punishment Appears to be required. In another jail there 
would probably bo entry after entry of short-work and warnings^ or Uirht 
punishments, gradually increasing, hut in the Presidency nothing is recorded 
on the ticket of work m the press, and tho first entry is made when he is 
handed over to the jail officials as a hian whom it is requisite to punish. It 
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most therefore be considered that the ‘warning, or mild punishment, which 
would be appropriate when a convict is first reported for misconduct by the 
Jailor to the Superintendent, would be out of place when a convict has 
exhausted the patience of the Press officials, and is at lost scut up for 
punishment, 

1 must now make some ro mark Upon the management of Bengal Jails in 1879. 
The mortality in that year was very severe. The death-rate, which in 1877 
had been 4*88, rose in 1878 to 6 91, and iu 1879 to 9‘48 per hundred. The 
number of prisoners who gained weight in jail in 1879 was only 14,623, while 
19,229 lost ; in 1878, 17,560 had gained ana only 17,210 lost. The number of 
couvicts admitted into hospital iu 1878 was 23,54s ;in 1879 it was 28,974. The 
daily average number of sick was 750 iu 1878, 903 iu 1879, or 4*43 per cent, in 
the formerand 5*31 in the latter year. The explanation of this will be found 
in paragraphs 102 to 107 of Dr. Lethbridge's report on the administration 
of jails for 1879. A conference of prison officers was held under orders of 
the Government of India in 1877, Dr. Lethbridge not being of tho number, 
and in consequenco of their recommendations, prison diet was reduced early 
in 1879, although opinions appear to have been on record that tho former scale 
was insufficient. Dr. Lethbridge was not long in forming an opinion that the 
food given to prisoners in 1879 w r us insufficient, nnd that to this a very serious 
increase of sickness and mortality was due, Sn Ashley Eden, in his Resolution 
on Dr. Lethbridge’s report, expressed his conviction that tho chief cause of the 
increased sickness w’aa the adoption of the diet scale proposed by tho Prison 
Conference, and recommended by the Government of India. As soon as its 
dofects were brought to notice, a change was mude, imd curly in 1880 a special 
Committee, consisting of the Surgcon-Gonoral, tho Sanitary Commissioner, 
and the Inspector-General of Jails, being directed to inquire into tho mutter, 
reported the diet scale to be decidedly insufficient, and recommended certuin 
additions to it. These additions, im lusive of an extra meal given in the early 
morn : ng, further appear to havo been made by Dr. Lethbridge us soon 
as ho saw the necessity for them, and without wuiting for the Committee’s 
report. The immediate improvement in health wus most marked, ns noted 
by Dr Lethbridge in paragraph 111 of his report for 1880, and is illustrated 
by the following figures.

Ever since the early part of 1880, when tho disastrous effects of the 
reduced dietary were observed, every effort has been made to keep prisoners 
in health, the test of fortnightly weighment being, as a general rule, carefully 
applied, and prisoners losing weight being specially observed by tho medical 
officers. The tickets which I have recently examined of convicts who died 
in the Presidency Jail in 1884, exemplify the extreme care with which the 
health of prisoners is watched, and I find entry after entry of special or extra 
diet allowed, while I have observed that in other jails the same care is taken. 
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In 1879, not only was the general scale of diet insufficient, but reduction 
of diet was frequently ordered as a punishment, and tbe great mortality of 
that year may in pure bo ascribed to this. The number of flogging* inflicted 
was, moreover, very great, as Dr. Lethbridge observes, with grave disapproval, 
in paragraph 89 of his report for 1879. The increase in the number of 
punishments was duo to systematic efforts throughout the province to exact 
rogular tasks from convicts, and to subject them to some kina of discipline, and 
the majority of Superintendents appear to have had very little idea of managing 
convicts, or controlling the refractory, except by whipping Sir Ashley Eden, 
in his Resolution on Dr. Lethbridge’s report, expresses his objection to rash and 
indiscriminate flogging, and the infliction of a few light stripes for a petty offence, 
while he considers that there is probably no form of punishment available 
which bus so powerful an effect upon prisoners as flogging, if it is severely 
inflicted, and only on rare occasions, and for offences about which there is 
no doubt. The Government of India has also more than once expressed 
its preference for rare, exemplary, and severe punishments, rather than numer- 
ous ones of a mild nature. Hy the month of June 1880, the Superintendents 
of Jails had received very stringent orders on the subject of more sparing 
Use of the punishment of flogging, and the ann“xed table shows that whatever 
mistakes may have been made in 1879 in reducing diet as a punishment and 
in frequent flogging have since been corrected. The numoer of eases in 
which diet was reduced Imvo fallen from 13,64.) in 1879 to 4,712 in 1883, 
and the number of taggings from 8,3J4 in 1879 to 349 m 1883. I regret that 
I have not yet collected the figures for 1884, but I know that great caution 
has been exercised in the infliction of both these forms of punishment. I submit 
that to quote the figuros of 1879 ns illustrating the management of jails 
at the present time is grossly misleading.

I consider that Mr. llcndon lias been wrong in applying back hand- 
cuffs with shoulder straps without the sanction of the Jail Oode The offi- 
cial visitors icport that they cannot accept the necessity for shoulder straps, 
firstly, because they think the number of prisoners who could pass their bodies 
through their arms must bo very small, secondly, because the convicts wearing 
hack hand-cuffs ure Kept, under the eye of a prison officer, and, thirdly, because 
it would have been sufficient to fasten the Imnd-cuffs to a belt round the waist. 
I am unable to agree with the wsitors as to the first objection. The hand- 
cuffs used allow t-lio wrists to bo separated for three or four inches, and almost 
any nativo could pass his body through them. 'lbe second objection has 
some force, but it is not necessary that an officer should always be present, 
and I should certainly prefer fastening the handcuffs in such a way that they 
could not possibly ho brought in front. A belt round the waist is no more 
mentioned in the Code than shoulder straps, anti I think the sanction of supe- 
rior authority would bo required to its use. 1 shall probably recommend 
Government to allow straps over the shouldois, but combining them with 
a collar nt the back of the neck, and attaching buckles to them at such a 
length as to render it impossible t<> raise the wrists beyond a certain 
point. Perhaps some form of w»i-tcoat will best secure the object in view. 
I consider Mi. Beadon’s method, which leaves it in the power of awarder 
to wreneh the wrLt* upwaids to « painful extent, decidedly objectionable, 
though I do not believo that tbe ytower has actually been abused, and am 
quite satisfied that Mr. Beadon had no intention that tbe wrists should be 
laised so high as to be paiuful. Having reported to the Inspector-General in 
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his M id napore report for 1880 his method <f applying back hand-ouffs, 
having received no commeut upon it, and seeing no mention of it in the 
Jail Code issued in 1882, Mr. Bcadon may well have believod that his practice 
was considered by the Inspector-General to bo unobjectionable. I consider that 
he ought not to have'intioduced it without special sanction, and tout m doing 
so ho exceeded his powers which the Code is intended to limit. 

I have already stated my opinion that Mr Beadon has not been suffici- 
ently ready to listen to the complaints of prisoners, though I do not believe 
that lie neglected the duty of hearing what prisoners had to say in their 
defence wnen accused bcfoie him ot any fault. IIo has also buen wrong 
in holding Sunday parades once a fortnight instead of ouco a week. As regards 
severity of punishment of which Mr. Beadon has been accused, I cannot 
find any ground for blame. As the official visitors (paragraph 45) admit, 
the Presidency Jail is a paiticulaily difficult ouo to manage. It contains 
inmates taken from the criminal classes of the large city of Calcutta, European, 
Eurasian, and native, and also educated convicts from every part of the pro- 
vince. Many of the convicts are practised in every trick by widen they can evade 
the discipline of a jail, or set at nuught tho vigilance of the officials, whilo 
others, of whom tshwar Chundor Mozunidar may be taken as a typo, are skilled 
in every form of subterfuge, and resolute not to obey authority if they can pos- 
sibly defy it. When Mr. Bcadon took charge of tho jail, discipline was very Tax. 
The ordinary punishments were confinement to eolls, or the imposition of 
fetters, and it was a common thing for a number of convicts already wearing 
fetters, to refuse to work, not caring for confinement in the open colls which are 
all that this jail contains. Every now and then a batch of incorrigibly bad 
characters were transferred for treatment fo Alipore, whore thero are good 
cells. Mr. Beadon very naturally objected to send away convicts who defied 
him, preferring to subduo them himself, and as corporal punishment is only 
allowed in extremo cuses, ho tried his Midnaporo experiment of back hand-cuffs, 
and with them succcoded in attaining the object ho had in view. In eight 
months housed this punishment 750 times, with the result that other forms of 
punishment fell from 5,290 in the corresponding period of 1882 and 4,53 5 
in 1883 to 2,730 in 1884. No convicts were sent to Alipore; and press officers, 
who are not subordinate to Mr. Beadon, unite with jail officers in unani- 
mous testimony to tho great improvement in discipline. Mr. Beadon has 
succeeded in managing the juil, without sending any refractory convicts to 
Alipore, with considerable reduction in the number of punishments, and with- 
out any increase in tho number of deaths, or in tho number of sick admitted 
into hospital. 

I am decidedly in favour of allowing the use of back hand-cuffs with 
shoulder straps, if a satisfactory pattern of the latter can be devised. Tho 
official visitors consider (paragraph 25) that it may well be that it is better that 
a certain percentage of convicts should seem to triumph, and spend a large por- 
tion of their confinement in separate cells, or undergoing other mild punishments 
than that the jail officers should be in a position to conquer the most obstinate, by 
being aimed with powers which are greater than can be safely intiusted to any 
one who is placed m charge of persons so helpless os are com lets in juil. I con- 
sider that life in jail should involve such an amount of irksome and distasreful 
restraint as is a fitting punishment for crime, that food, if wholesome and sufficient, 
need not be selected to tickle a dainty palate, and that tasks should be as hard as a 
convict can perform without injury to his health. Punishment should be reserved 
for the wilfully idle and refractory, but for them it should bo so severe as to 
induce them to do their work and submit to diswipline. When a convict has 
been seriously warned that punishment will ensue if his resistance to autho- 
rity is continued, lie should be punished with one of the milder forms of 
punishment. 1 object to inflictiou of Bevere punishment until it has been found 
that milder punishment has failed to subdue, but in cases of obstinate resis- 
tance to authority, I would give more and more severe punishment every 
time the convict is brought up, until it becomes necessary to inflict a flogging. 
No punishment, such as reduction of diet, flogging, or anything which can 
possibly affect the health, is inflicted without medical sanction, and this res- 
triction might well be extended to the punishment of back hand-cuffs. 
XI it the duty of official visitors to visit the jail frequently, and inquire 
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into the infliction of punishment, and 1 think these are sufficient safeguards 
against any abuse of power, and I cannot agree with the three visitors 
who would like to deprive the Superintendent of the power of flogging. 
In graduating punishments, much must be left to an officer’s discretion. Con- 
finement in oaik cells, for instance, is a severe punishment to an intellectual 
European, whereas an ignorant native, when suut up in a cell, goes peace- 
fully to sleep and enjoys the respite from labour. When Mr. Beadon took 
charge of the Presidency Jail, he found that nianv of the convicts were in 
an insubordinate state and not amenable to the milder forniB of punishment, 
and ho tried the severe punishment of back hand cuffs "with shoulder straps 
with which he succeeded in managing them without recourse to flogging. Iris 
fault consisted in modifying the punishment without proper sanction. At one 
time convicts were allowed to work aftor hours to complete their tasks, rather 
than be punished next day. This I could not approve, but it was only once 
that they worked after midnight, and only for a few days after ten o’clock in 
the evening. 1 do not believe that Mr. Beadon lias punished convicts hastily or 
without due inquiry ; and the figures published by the official visitors showing 
the number of deaths and the number of admissions to hospital provo that he 
has succeeded in enforcing discipline without causing any physical injury to 
prisoners. 

With reference to tho attacks made on the general character of jail manage- 
ment m Bengal, I may say that it is for persons who bring charges to give details 
of time and pluce which can bo proved or disproved. Unfortunately it has not 
been the custom invariably when convicts die or are released to preserve tho 
tickets on which their pnson history is recorded, but I boliove enough would be 
forthcoming if required to establish my assertion that the majority of those who 
have diod have been in such a state of health that they could neither be tasked 
nor punished. In some jails convicts are admitted m such a wretched state ot 
health that the regulations as to labour cannot be enforced, and when the con- 
victs wilfully refuse to perform even the light tasks assigned to them, it is found 
impossible, on medical grounds, to punish them. In the 37 iails and 20 sub- 
sidiary jails which I have visited, I do not remember ever finding it necessary to 
relux tho discipline, while in many cases I liavo had occasion to observe that it 
was by no means so strict as I consider it ought to be. I think i* would 
bo impossible for tho medical officers who are Superintendents of jails 
to be more considorato for tho health of their prisoners than they are, 
and I find that tho management of non-medical Superintendents, is 
closoly watched and checked by tno medical officers It would be im- 
possible with iny limited offieo establishment to record the prison history 
of every convict who dies, and I cannot feel that there is any reason for 
suspecting that there is any undue severity requiring watchfulness. If, however, 
His Honour tho Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that there is any general 
boliof among tlio public, which it is necessary to dispel, that convicts are treated 
with such seventy as to shorten tlieir lives, I would suggest that tho Magistrate 
of the district should hold an inquest in tho case of every death, examining 
especially tho convict’s labour ticket and hospital ticket, and reporting the 
result to me, especially bunging to notice cases m which punishments have 
lioon inflicted on convicts losing weight, or m which severe punishment has 
been iuflictecl shortly before tlio admission of the convict into hospital. I cannot 
say that I think any smli safeguard is required, as there is not a single jail in 
which 1 fool tho slightest doubt as to the immunity and caution of the Superin- 
tendent or medical otfirer 

I ngiro with tho official visitors (paragraph 40) in thinking it desirable that 
tlio Superintendent should reside at the Presidency Jail, but there are 
no qn iitoi 8 provided for him. Mi Beadon now lives’ within ten minutes walk 
ot tlio Jail.

With reference to vour memorandum dated the 28th instant, in which you tisk me to 
furnish you with furtbor details regarding the punishments nnd sores of Ram Sunker 
Chuekerbutty, ond other information as to the Medical Officer's visits, transfers of prisoners, and 
accommodation of officers, I have the honour to say thnt— 

(1) Prisoners awarded the punishment of fetters arc nlways supplied either with leather 
gaiters or soft jute to protect tho skin, the ankle joints thereby being hidden from mow. Until 
it became extremely aggravated, or until tho limb in consequence began to swell, it is 
improbable that an ordinary abrasion caused by log-irons would attract my attention, unless 
the sufferer himself complained about it. Prisoners are frequently m the habit of purposely 
creating sores, m order that they may be pardoned irons, and perhaps too admitted to hospital. 
Swollen legs “ nnd terribly bad sores,” such as were thoso of Ram Snnkur Chuekerbutty, eon 
be manufactured, I may confidently affirm, within a couple of days, or even within 24 hours, by 
the application, either of sulphate of copper or of lime (both of which ingredients are easily 
procurable in th>s Jail), and by increasing at the same time tho tightness of the leather. On 
reference to Kam Sunkei’s ticket, I observe that he was brought before me on tho 3rd Septem- 
ber (Wednesday) and awarded “ two months' iron,'' winch, through some oversight, were 
apparently not put on until the 5th idem (Friday). On tho 6th September (Saturday) ho was 
again brought before me for " short work ” and punished with “ five hours' back handcuffs " 
The next entry on his ticket is dated tho 13th September (Saturday), when ho was ** warned " 
by the Jailor for having “ 121h«. short work" and when his task was reduced Upon that 
occasion he was not brought before me. On the 16th September (Tuesday) bo was brought 
before me ngnin for “ short work,” and it was then that I cancelled tho cose recorded, 
and sent him back to press work, with orders that his irons should immediately ho 
removed. On the following day (the 17th), he was admitted to hospital for "ulcer," and 
there ho remained until released. It will thus be seen that, except at the Sunday 
parade, either of the 7th September or of the 14th September, it is unlikely that I had any 
opportunity of observing his legs between tho 6th and the lflth, and though it is true that 
the Jailor must have interviewed the prisoner on the 13th September, it is unlikely that 
he would notice Ins logs unless special reference to them bad been m ide by ltam Hunker, or 
unless they had alrendy swollen up to an abnormal Bl/e. 1 hnvo confidence enough in Mr. 
Wilkerson to be quite satisfied that had his nt lection been drawn to any saffi ring that tho 
prisoner might have been undergoing, lie would at once have either acted hiinsrdt or I n tight 
the matter to my notice T' is not onlv po*»Mhh , but it is most prohibit*, that, the mm di«lik<*d 
the hard work at wheat grinding, and so, between tn<> 13th and 10th, nurposclj create l and 
aggravated the sore*. The medical officer, unless tlm prisoner went to hospital, whu.li was not 
the case, would be no more likely than was I t*> detect Ins sores. 

(2) Doctor Hams, to the best of my belief, visits the jail every Sunday 

(3) The accompanying statementwillsiicwth.it out of 59 prisoners trnnr.fi rrod from 
the Presidency Jail from the date of taking t barge, only ono man win sent to Buukooru on 
account of bis being a leper , none were tiam*ferred on a< count of bad health 

(4) I am informed by Mr. Wilkerson that when l)r. Matkenaie occupied tho quarters 
over the main gate, now used by the Jailor and two of the European wnrdtrs with their 
families, the printing industry had not hem introduced On the removal cf tho Pros to tho 
Presidency from the Alipore Jail, it was deemed desirable that the Deputy Superintendent 
should bo found quarters on the premises, nnd that officer was therefore uccomrnod ited in the 

S carters that till then had been occupied bv the JaiUy, while tin* latter was given Dr 
Csckenzie's rooms over the main gate. Great diffioul Ly bad always been experience') in 
procuring good men to serve ns European war iers who would uftci wards remain with us, owing 
to onr not being able to offer them good bouse accommodation. Jl was to enable Mi 
Wilkerson, and two other married men, to live over the gate th it Dr. Nicholson, the then 
Superintendent* removed to the medical officers’ quarters near the General Hospital, end had 
the quarters over the gute partitioned off for tl rc*e fanuln** 

A third European warder and hi# family 1 ve in a budding near tho mam gate used in old 
dsya by the Superintendent of the Guard A fourth lives m a place formerly partitioned off 
end occupied by the whole of the European warder staff, the partition screens having been 
removed ; and the Reserve Head Warder, Mr Lutlemorc, lives in the quarters that used 
to be occupied by the Inspector of the Calcutta Police Guard* prior to the introduction 
of the warder system. 
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I may mention that the Jailor's present quarters are neither suitable nor healthy. 
He is so situated that he cannot look inside the jail, and he should, I think, be allowed 
to occupy the whole building* 

Estimates were, I believe, submitted in 1870 for quarters for all'the European warders 
to be built over tho native barracks in front of the jail, but owing to the Afghan War 
having broken out, the money could not be spared at the time, and the scheme fell through. 

Unless Government is prepared to build suitable quarters for all these warders, and 
to sanction house allowance lor the Deputy Superintendent, I see no way of accommodating 
the Superintendent of the Jail with quarters m the premises short of building him 
a new house. 


Since drafting the above, I havo received the accompanying “note” by Dr. Harris, 
describing his method of carrying out the instructions laid down in Jail Code Rule 99, 
which I forward in original for your information.

NOTE. 

As ordered in Rule 99J C , I do my best to examine all the prisoners m the jail in 
tho week, either going round the tiles on Sunday, or else walk through the work sheds oa a 
week day aftor my visit to the hospitul. As between the fetters and the skin a leather strap or 
stocking m interposed, I cannot see any ulcer or swelling on the ankles caused by the fetters 
unless the prisoner specially draws my attention to tho condition of his feet, and if I find the 
foot swollen or ulcerated, I invariably order the fetters to be removed. I snould soy that 
scarcely a day passes without my ordering leg-irons to be removed from tho bodies of 3 or 4 
prisoners in the tail for reasons above stated. 

A “skilful 99 prisoner with assistance can " produce ” a swelled and even ulcerated leg, in 
the former case from 30 to iS hours and in the latter 48 to 72 hours. Any irritating substance, 
such as lime, sajimatti, &c , will inflame a simple excoriation. Swelling and chafing of the 
ankle and foot nnd even of the leg can be very readily produced by removal of the prescribed 
lentner stockings nnd skilfully applied ligatures above the irons. 

As long as irons are used, I must say I cannot see how one can prevent the development 
of ulcers or swellings of ihe legs, either naturally , from their continual weight and pressure 
when the men walk about, causing chafing and swelling, which may or may not go on to 
ulceration, or artificially as 1 have above indicated. 

During 1884 only one leper was transferred to the Babko ora Jail from the Presidency. 
This was done at the special request of the Superintendent Dr. Peck (as be was specially 
investigating tho subject of leprosy), and sanctioned by the Inspector-General of Jails. Since 
1 have been in medical charge of the Fresidenoy Jail, 1 have only known of three transfers to 
other jails for the reason of bad health, and these three were specially sanctioned by the 
Inspector-General of Jails. 

At my general inspection, my attention is specially drawn to the following points, and I 
think they are the most important 

1. General physique. 

2. Marked loss of weight or gam of weight. 

3. Antenna and malarious cachexia. 

4. Scorbutics. 

5. Special complaints made about ehange of work or diet, ulcers osnsed by fetters, fee.

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METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL SUMMARY OF THE PROVINCE OF 
BENGAL FOR THE MONTH OF JANUARY 1885. 

The normal meteorology of Bengal in January ia very similar id all its more important 
featnres to that of the two pre\ious cold weather mouths, the characters of which have been 
described in the reports for thosp months. U mi ally temperatures are low with considerable 
difference between the day and night temperatures, and in certain cases January is the 
coldest month of the year. Pressure is also high, though it begins to fall towards the end 
of the month. Cool light northerly winds, with almost cloudless skies, also usually prevail 
quite to the end of the month, though the character of the wind directions begins to change 
at the close of the month or the commencement of February. This ebauge is due to the 
rapidly increasing elevation of the tun, which, heating the land surfaoe more rapidly than 
the aea, causes differences of temperature between the land and sea, which are followed by 
the setting m of southerly winds The dry northerly winds are thus roplaced gradually 
along the sea-coast by southerly moist winds, though these are at first confined within 
narrow limits, aud it is not nntil these conditions have been some time in existence that the 
southerly current acquires any considerable strength. Directly, however, the southerly 
winds begin to set in, the character of the weather is liable to change, for by the interaction 
of the two opposing wind currents, an ascensional motion is produced, which results in the 
formation of cloud, and which is frequently attended by the precipitation of rain 

The normal meteorological conditions for January are thus liable to be disturbed by 
the action juat described, and in addition atmospheric disturbances of a second kind some- 
times occur in this month as in the two previous months These are due to the occurrence 
of areas of depression, accompanied by overcast skies and rain, which commence usually mthe 
Punjab, and t avol southwards or south-eastwards into the North-West Provinces, Behar 
and sometimes extend even iuto Lower Bengal. These disturbances give rise to southerly 
winds in Bengal, and to damp cloudy weather generally with incteased temperature and fre- 
quently accompanied by rain, and thus completely reverse the normal meteorological condi- 
tions for the month 

The average rainfall of the month, it will he seen, must be small The heaviest amounts 
usually occur in North Behar, but even here the average for the whole division only equals 
0 55 (noh. East Bengal follows next with an average of 0 51 inch, South-West Bengal^ 
South-Behar and Chui is Nagpur receive amounts varying between four and fiie-tenths of 
an inch, while Orissa and North Bengal only receive an average of between three and fonr- 
tenths of an inch of rain during January. 

The chief features of the meteorology of January 1885 were — 

1. Excessive pressure in all districts, particularly in Beliar and East Bengal. 

2. Increased temperature in Onssa, South-West Bengal and Chutia Nagpur; and 

slightly docreased temperature m Behar and East Bengal. 

8. A decided tendency for southerly winds to set in earlier than usual. 

4. A deficient rainfall in Orissa, South-West aud East Bengal and in Chutia 
Nagpur. 

Pressure— -Over the whole Province has been 0 , 055*' in excess ; but the extreme varia- 
tions were from an excess of 0 07 " at Patna, Dnrbhunga, Dacca, aud Chittagong to an excess 
of 0*04* at False Point and Calcutta. Pressure has been above the normal for the greater 
part of the month, but during the second week the excess was very small, and in South-West 
Bengal daring thia period a deficient pressure was registered. 

At the commencement of the month temperature was below the normal in almost all 
districts ; it, however, increased very rapidly during the second week, and from that period it 
lias been in almost all cases in excess of the normal. A feature m both the excess and 
deficient temperatures for the month has been that the variations from tho normal have 
been greater in the night than in the day temperatures. 

The other two features in which variations have occurred 'are dependent upon the two 
above-mentioned causes of disturbance, and of them the second has been the cause of the 
principal variations of the meteorological conditions during January. 

There have been several disturbances of the second class whioh have formed over 
Northern India dunug January, but only two of them have been of sufficient intensity and 
area to affect the weather in Bengal. The first of these depressions occurred from the 7th to 
the 9th of Jaunary, and it brought light raiu to some of the stations in Behar. The con- 
ditions ia Bengal continued, however, slightly disturbed, and a few local showers fell on the 
13th and 14tb, and were followed by a senes of dust-storms on the 16th, which gave ram to 
almost the whole of South Behar and to a few stations in South-West Bengal, particularly in 
the Moorahedabad district. With the exception of a few local storms, no general ram again 
fell until the JWth and 29th of the month, when North and South Bebar and part of North 
Bengal were influenced by another large depression which had formed m the Punjab and 
North-West Provinces, and light to tnoderate rain again was received over the whole of North 
aud South Behar and over the greater part of North Bengal. A noticeable feature in the 
meteorology of the last week in the mouth was that the wind directions at the southern 
stations in Bengal became dueidedly more southerly in charaoter, and this would show that 
the north-east monsoon was steadily weakening m force, and that the period of oscillation or 
of interaction of the opposing winds, noticed under the normal features of the month, had 
commenced this year rather earlier than is usual. 
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The rainfall for the month bu thne been rather limited in area and also in amount. 
North and South Behar and North Bengal have reoeived nearly the normal amounts of rain, 
though in each ease they are slightly in defect. Chutia Nagpur has received ouly about one* 
half the normal quantity, but South* West Bengal, Orissa, and East Bengal have not received 
more than about one- tenth of the amount which usually falls in tnese divisions m January. 

The following table 'gives the summary of the temperature and rainfall data of each of 
the seven Meteorological Divisions of the Province for the month of January 1885 : —

Thf meteorology of the past week has been rather more important than that of several 
previous week*, lor light to moderate rain has occurred in all those districts in the 
Province which previously had received little or no ratn’all during the north-east monsoon* 
f Jhc whole of the Pmvircc, except the Chutia N*>gpur Division, has now received almost the 
overage amount of rainfall since the commencement of the year, while in some divisions the 
nmounts received are e onsidcrably above the normal. In the Chutia Nagpur district, 
how* ver, tlic amount received is up to the present time scarcel? hair the usual quantity* * 
In the report for the preuous week, it was stated that one of the 'most 
noticeable ieatuics in its meteorology lmd been that the wind directions at the southern 
stations in Bengal had become decidedly more southerlv m character These south 

vp cL were particularly noticeable in Orissa and South-West Bengal, and they of 
course earned up inucn moisture into Bengal Northerly winds were, however, sull 
l'li wing in the interior of the Province, and the interaction of the two opposing wind 
currents gave use apparently to ascensional moti n, and this was followed by an 
increase hi the amount of cloud, anu was also accompanied by a falling barometer, 
vi Inch continued uu to the 2nd These disturbed conditions produced fairly general 
nun in the southern and western districts of South-West Bengal, and in many of thcdistncts 
ol East Bengul on the lur, and on the 2nd the area ot rainfall extended, and light rain was 
general in Orissa, in Fast Bengal, and in South-West Bengal, «\eei»t in ilic Hurdwan, 
liankouiii Becrbhooin, Nudd< a, and Moorshedabad districts. Outlie 3rd and 4th instant 
the weather in Bengal denied up, avid practically no rain fell ; hut during this period a very 
rapid decrease of presume occurred over the Punjab and North-West Provinces, and a large 
depression was there formed, which was followed by moderate rain over those districts 
This large disturbance was accompanied by several smaller centres of disturbance, a lid these 
dul ting southwards, the weather m Bengal was much affected by them. Strung southerly 
winds set in over the whole Province, being part of a general cyclonic circulation, and very 
many local storms occurred, while general and in some eases heavy rain fell on the 5th 
and (ith This ram extended over the whole of South-West Bengal and &9 far as some 
stations in South Behar, Chutia Nagpur, and North Bengal, on both days, while on the 
(Hit rain became general over the whole of East Bengal. On the latter day, however, 
the depre sion filled up, and with the exception of a slight disturbance, which still existed iu 
Central Bengal, the weather conditions weic becoming more settled 

l*)eftswe — During the pirviou* week had been m all parts ot tho Province above the 
average, hut this was Mioeeided by a fall which lasted generally during the first three days 
of the present week A slight increase took place during the f blowing two davs, but this 
was succeeded by a verv rapid fall at the West Bengal and Orissa stations, where in some 4 
msrances on the 5tli the decrease amounted to consideiubly more than a tenth of an inch , 
on the following day also pressure decreased at many stations, and thus the mean pressure 
for the week was below the normal in Orissa, South-West Bengal and Chutia Nagpur, while 
it has been only slightly in excess in E ist Bengal and Behar. The extreme variations are 
a deice ot 0 ()24>* at Calcutta and an exocss pressure of 0'0i8" at Durbhunga. 

The changes of temperature during the week have been very lapid, it commenced 
by being on tho avemge rather above normal temperature, and for the first three days the 
changes were small and oscillating, on the 3rd, however, temperature fell very rapidly, the 
ditlcience iu mean temperature between the 2nd and 3rd being at Dacca no less than 8 1°, 
while the uvernge dectease at some of the Southern Bengal stations was between 6° aud 
7'. This was followed bv u very rapid rise on the following two days, and again on the 
<iih the mean temperature rose another 4° to 5° With the exception of Orissa uud 
Noith Debar, the mean temperatures for the wrek have been slightly below the noimal in all 
disturbs, but it is noticeable that while the night temperatures have been above the normal, 
the day temperatures wt rc considerably below it. This is shewn olearly by the following 
table, where the noimal aud actual mean maximum and minimum temperatures at eight 
selecttd stations are given —

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Am before noticed, the rainfall for thoflit week has been decidedly important. With 
the exception of Bebar end Chutia Nagpur, the rainfall in all meteorological divisions has 
been in exeees. In Soutb-Wr*t Bengal the mean fall has been three times as great as the 
normal In East Bengal and Onssa the average raiufall has been five and one and n half 
times respectively greater<han the normal fall. In North Bengal, however, it has been slightly 
in excesr onlv j on the other hand South llehar has received only half the normal fall, and 
Chutia A agpur about one quarter, while in North Bebar rainfall has been practically 
abaent. .

The diurnal range of 
temperature is also greater at Alipore, and the meen temperature apparently about 2-5 lower; and 
finally, the thermometer, which has furnished the record of temperature at the Surveyor- (ieneral’t 
Office during the last 20 years and upwards, is found to read 0*6 higher than the Kew standard 
thermometer, which is the standard of reference at the present Observatory.

From the annexed table, exhibiting the mortuary statistics of the diatriots in Bengal 
for the month of Deoember 1884, the following results have been gathered : — 

1. Thtifc 145,089 persons died among a population of 66,163,884, representing an annual 
death-rate or 26 28 per 1,000, against 27*48 per 1,000 in the preoedmg month, and 26 62 
per 1,000 in the corresponding month of the past year, showing, as oompared with the 
resulis of the preoedmg month, a large doorcase in the registration of cho events.

THE BUDAPEST GENERAL NATIONAL EXHIBITION, 1885.— I. GROUP. 


Special Programme and General Regulations or the International Section— Seeds, 

Cattle-Food, and Manuring Substances. 

I.— Object and Direction of the Exhibition. 

Simultaneously with and within the limits of the Budapest General National Exhibition, 
1885, there will be held an International Exhibition of Seeds, Cattle-Food, and Manuring 
Substances. 

Tho immediate management of this International Exhibition has been intrusted to tbe 
General Committeo of tho General National Exhibitiou, 1885, residing in Budapest (No. 6, 
Forencz Jdzaef-ter). 


//.— Tlace and Duration of the Exhibition. 

The General National Exhibition and simultaneously with and within tbe limits of the 
same, the International Exhibition of Seeds, Cattle-Food, and Manuring Substances will be 
held m the Town-Park of Budapest, on the territory designated for this purpose by the 
Capital. 

The Exhibition will be opened on the 1st of May 1885 and closed on the 15th of October 
1885. 


III. — Object of the International Exhibition. 

Tho object of the International Exhibition of Seeds, Cattle-Food, and Manuring Substances 
is to acquaint the Hungnuan agriculturists with foreign produces and, in the interest of the 
interchange of seeds, also with the foreign places of import, besides to furnish detailed parti- 
culars of the foreign agricultural situations, rendering it possible at the same time to foreigners 
to procure themselves a favourable market for their produces in Hungary. 

JF ,— Grouping of Object*. 

Tbo International Exhibition comprises the following classes : 

(A) Seeds of Bread-Corns. 

Comprising : summer and winter wheat, spelt (German wheat), and the like ; summer and 
winter ryo ; spring and winter barley, distichous, square and hexastich ; white and black oats ; 
Indian-corn (maize). Book- wheats, millet, beans, peas, lentils, and nee may likewise be 
exhibited in this doss. From all the above kinds of corn there may also be exhibited the 
respective varieties. 

(B) Seeds of Medieinal Herbs. 

Comprising: Seeds of Medicinal Herbs; the herbs themselves as well in raw state as in 
their different states prepared for the trade. 

/

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(C) Seeds of Textile-Plants. 

Comp rising : hemp and flax, ramie (China •grass), nettle-plants, and seeds of other textile- 
phmt a. It will be advisable to exhibit also whole plants. 

The drawings of machineries and implements for the culture of hemp and flax, models of 
raiting-pools and of buildings may also be exhibited in this olass. 

(£) Seeds of commercial-plants and of agricultural industry-plants. 

Comprising: rape, tnrnip, gold of pleasure, beetroot (sweet turnip), and hops; models or 
drawings of stools, implements, machineries, and buildings required for the cultivation and con- 
servation of bops, potato, chicory; kinds of sorghum, wood, madder, mallow (Althea 
rosea), Sapponaria (soap-root). The plants may be exhibited in raw condition or as products 
of first manufacture. 

(JF) Seeds of Forage-Plants. 

All kinds of clover, lucernes, red clover, and esparset; autumn and spring vetolies, 
beans, horse-beans; all kinds of peas, lupines, swedes, mangel-wurzel, turnips, and entile- 
CMTOta, fro. ; topinambur, mohar, panicum, and other kinds of millet ; all sorts of liorha and 
other forages or their respective seeds. Plauts of the above seeds may likewise be exhibited in 
dry and rooted samples. 

(F) Other kinds of Cattle-Food. 

Befuse of factories, germs of malt, ground-malt, remains of beetroots (sweet turnip) ; all 
sorts of oil-eake, bran, and artificially composed cattle-food. 

((7) Manures. 

All kinds of mineral-manures, as plaster, lime (calx), marl, kali-salt, and tho manures 
of kali-salts ; phosphate and phosphates made of. 

Of animal manures there may be exhibited : All kinds of guauo, manure of bones, 
depressed and diffused bone-dust, born-shavings, and the like. 

Of composed manures : poudrette, and all kinds of compost, &c. 

All the objects of this olass shall be provided with labels containing the following 
particulars : 

(«) Are the exhibited seeds produced by the exhibitor or did he buy them ? 

(4) Denomination of the exhibited kind of seed and other nearer particulars. 

(e) The place and, as far as possible, also tho soil upon which llic seed has grown. 

(rf) The quantity of hectoliters grown in tho year 1884 on one hcctaie of the exhibited 
seed, if it hue been produced by the exhibitor himself, or if be is able to furnish such 
particulars. 

(e) Whether the exhibitor generally sells the exhibited seeds for cultural or for technical 
purposes ? If yes, how much a year and at what prices ? 

All the seeds are to be exhibited iu proper glass vessels provided cither with lids or with 
stoppers, or a sum of 2fls. =4/. shall be sent as the price for every such vessel. 

Of every kind of seed at least 3 liters shall bo sent. 

In order to complete the exhibition of seeds, it is very desirable that tho ripe exemplanes 
of plants shonld be exhibited with their roots, spikes, cods, and spailixcs. 

It is further desirable to get proper particulars respecting the ingredients of the soil, the 
chemical analysis of the seeds, or other qualities being of importance for the valuation of the 
seed. All the necessary notes shall be represented either in form of tables, graphic drawings, 
or in any other way. 

In elass (A) (Seeds of [cereals] Bread-Corns) the weight of a hectoliter shall be espe- 
cially noted. 

In dass (B) (Seeds of Medical Herbs) there is especially to be remarked 

(a) the scientific T i -fip name of the seed respectively of the plant, together with the 
usual local denomination ; 

(4) whether the exhibited seed of the medical herb has grown wild or been especially 
cultivated ? 

(*) where, in which community, on what ooil, eventually on what places of a special 
onltare (forest, meadow, See,,) in which situation (mountain, river, bank. See,,) the exhibited 
object hae been produced or gathered ? le it regularly gathered ? Which are the therapeutic 
elements of the plant? 
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Respecting the way of exhibition of the objects of this else* it is deeirabU that the 
medical-plants should be exhibited in whole, rooted, and perfectly-developed samples, fastened 
upon a pasteboard or upon other small boards. 

The ingredients of plants and the seeds employed for therapeutic purposes shall he 
exhibited also m their different degrees of preparation likewise in glass vessels or cylinders. 
Besides, there are to be exhibited the different ways of packing, as well as the ingredients of 
plants classod according to their different commercial qualities. 

In class ( C ) (Seeds of Textile-Plants) there shall be likewise sent perfect plants with roots 
and fastened upon small boards provided with a long-measure. 

In Class (D) (Seeds of Commeroial-Plauts and of Agricultural Industry-Plants) the follow- 
ing particulars should especially be given : — 

(а) which method of culture is employed by the grower ? 

(б) wlmt ways are employed for the conservation, preparation for the iharket, and for the 
packing of the produce ? 

Here too, as far us possible, there are to be sent perfectly developed plants os well ae 
their produces in their different states of preparation as well as in the shape of ready 
oommeroial articles. 

With the potatoes thero is especially to be remarked* The designation of the species; 
whether they are grown as table-potatoes or as cattle-food ; whether tbe latter are used for the 
manufacture of alcohol or of starch ? 

Of hops there are to bo sent at least 300 grams in glosses, besides at least 3 klgr. in sacs, 
for the sake of comparison. Tbe method of drying and of tbe conservation of hops is likewise 
to ho shown. 

Of beetroots and of potatoes there is to be sent a quantity of at least 3 klgr. and 
exhibited upon glass or wooden plates. 

Of beetroots in dry condition 2 klgr. will be sufficient. 

Models and drawings of machinery aud tools for the conservation of beetroots and hops, 
as well as the buildings for tho drying of hops, may bo exhibited m this -class iu models or m 
drawings. 

The different methods of packing are to be shown respecting the hops as well as the dye- 
ing plants. With the dyeing plants there shall bo exhibited, besides the seeds, also such parts 
of plant which are used for tbe extraction of colour, as they are generally classified in 
commerce. 

In class {E) (Seeds of Forage* Plants) the drawings and models of the implements or build- 
ings destined for the preparation or conservation should also be exhibited. Besides, it will be 
advisable to give information respecting the method of cultivation employed by the exhibitor ; 
how often he mows, in which way he proceeds with the conservation aud preparation 
of oattle-food, as well as the proportion observed in the mixing of the several kinds ot 
forages. 

Together with the exhibition of tho forage-plants, there shall also he submitted the report 
of a Control-Station of Seeds, and remarked whether the seeds themselves are likewise used 
for eatUo-food ? 

Besides, it will be required that the forage- plants should he exhibited in their different 
states of development and from the different seasons, m perfectly rooted exemplanes as well m 
their state ripo for mowing as entirely developed with perfectly ripeseeds. 

Also hero thero may be used white paste-boards, containing a long- measurement as well as 
the pnuoipol particulars respecting the nature of the soil, quantity of produoUon in green and 
dried state, aud the chemical analysis, &c. 

Of swedes and of topinambur there shall be sent 5 klgr. of each with special designation 
of tho species, likewise to bo exhibited on glass or wooden plates. 

In class (g) (Other kinds of cattle-food, as oil-cakes, &e.,) thete Shall be sent likewise 5 
klgr. Oil-cakes shall be exhibited as whole cakes as well as ground. The bruised (crushed) 
forages as well os those exhibited in small pieces shall be put in glass vessels with lids. 

The exhibiting faotones and merchants are requested to oommunicate, besides the prioe of 
the objeot, also the freight up to the principal European railway, or steamboat-stations . 

In class (2>) (Manures) 3 klgr. of each sort are to he sent in glass vessels, as hermetically 
closed as possible. Here too the freight up to the principal European ■taHpna should fee 
remarked besides the price of the objects* 
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V.—Prizet. 

The most eminent objects exhibited will be distinguished in the sense of the Jury. Regala* 
tions. 

The prixes ere the following : 

1. Great Diploma of Honour. 

2. ’Bronze-medal. 

The one side of the Medal eoutains the chief merits of the exhibitor in terms as : 

For excellent produces, for excellent manure, &c. 

Besides the Medals there will be distributed special Diplomas containing detailed designa- 
tion of the merits. 

The General Committee will take care of tbe interests of foreign exhibitors by admitting 
into the Jary a corresponding number of loieign members 


VI.— 'Reduction qf Freight. 

The General Committee has taken the necessary dteps in order to prooure the greatest 
possible reduction of freights, on nil lines (railway and steamer) of the Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy, for the objects of exhibition, as well on the entry as on the eventual return-journey 
of such objects. 


VII. — Exemption from Duty. 

The duty-free importation of tbe objects of exhibition lias been granted by Art. 10 of 
the XVI -Law of 1882. 

The Royal Hungarian Ministry of Agriculture, Industry, and Commerce will claim the 
assistance of the Imperial and Royal Ministry of Foreign Affairs, to obtain, whenever it shall 
be necessary, the duty-free transport to the respective countues of all exhibited articles that 
should not have been sold during the Exhibition. 


VIII.— Application. 

Applications must be made on special blank forms, to be forwarded free of charge by 
the General Commission, which blank forms shall bo filled up properly and legibly 
and sent in duplicate to the office of the General Commission (Budapest, V, Forencz Jdzsef. 
t£r No. 6) at the latest till tbe last day of August 1 884. Tbe same Committee will be answer- 
able for a prompt and quick despatch of all applications, and will pay every attention to the 
correspondence with Exhibitors. 

IX.— Acceptance and Admittance. 

The General Committee will decide upon the acceptance of the notified objects. 

In cose of acceptanoe of any object to be exhibited, the Exhibitor will receive a Certificate 
of Admittance within 30 days after sending m his application. 

X.— Rent for Space. 

The rent for space has been fixed as follows : — 

( 0 ) For • space of one square meter 8 fls. = 16/. 

(j) 1 apace of one square meter beside the wall 6 fl. as 12// 

The wall itself to the height ot 3 meters being included in this latter case. 

No space less than a meter can be hired. 

Half of the rent to be paid down to the counting office of the *' Magyar orsztigos bank 
r&cvday-tfrsnlat Budapest” at tbe latest within 80 days from the remittance of tbe Certificate 
of Admittance, and the other half at the latest till the 15th of May 1885. 

If the rent is not paid in due time, the General Committee will be entitled to dispose other- 
wise of the space claimed. If, after having paid down the first half part of the rent, the appli- 
cant does not exhibit, no money will bo returned. 

If, after the placement of articles, it should appear that more space has been occnpW 
stated m the application, the difference shall be paid up to the 15th of July 1885. \ 
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a National Question ; tbe Government being charged with the preparatory and organizatory 
works, aa well aa with the duration of this Exhibition. 

A General Committee baa been appointed by the above-named Minister and intrusted 
with the jimr******* management of the affairs of the Exhibition. 

Due General Committee will be presided by Dr. Alexander Matlekovits, Secretary of 
State, while Count Eugen Zichy, President of the National Industrial Society, will be Second* 
President, and Dr. Julios Schmerer, Ministerial-Counselor, will be Director of tbo Committee. 

The General Committee, all by maintaining tbe limited character of tbe Exhibition, 
infjmitmg to produce in the first line only aa complete and faithful a picture as possible of tbo 
Natural and Industrial Produoes of Hungary, has decided to organize, simultaneously with and 
within the limits of tbe General National Exhibition, an International Exhibition of Seeds, 
Cattle-Food, and Manure, with the participation of any Foreign Countiy. 

The object of this International Exhibition is to acquaint tbe Hungarian agriculturists 
with foreign produces and, in tbe interest of the interchange of seeds, also with foreign places 
of import, and generally to give a clear picture of foreign agricultural production, whoreby 
opportunity shall be given to foreigners to procure themselves a favourable market for their 
produces in Hungary. 

These general points are tbe mam cause which have induced the General Committee to 
admit into the Agricultural Section seeds, cattle-food, and manure also from abroad, and to 
permit also foreign products to compete, whereby tbe interests of foreign Exhibitors shall bo 
taken into due consideration and protected by way of appointing foreign members into 
the Jury.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING THE 13th OF FEBRUARY 
1885. 

Thk week under review has again been rather important, for moderate rain baa o c curr ed 
generally 'u Orissa, Cbutia Nagpur and South-West Bengal, while showers have also been 
reoeived in East Bengal, and portions of North Bengal and of SonHh Behar. North Behar 
has, however, received no rain. 

At the close of the previous week a large depression whioh had existed over 
Northern India had rapidly filled up, but it had been suoeeeded on the 7th instant 
by a slight and shallow depression, which existed over Orissa and South-West Bengal. 
The weather over this area was consequently disturbed on this day, and (he area of low pres* 
sure was again slightly noticeable on the 8th over South-West Bengal and Orissa, but it had 
practically disappeared on the 9th. On the following day relatively low pressures again existed 
over the whole of the Deccan and a large pert of the Central Provinoes, and this unfavourably 
affected the weather in Bengal, rendering the conditions disturbed, and rain was reported 
from name rous stations. These unsettled weather conditions continued in Bengal on the 
following day, and again rain was general over the southern and western districts. On the 18th 
the area of disturbed conditions diminished, and it was confined principally to the south- 
western portions of South-West Bengal and to Oman, while ou the last day of the 
week weather conditions in Bengal itself became more settled though an area of 
slight disturbance still existed over Orissa, from which district again rain showers were 
reported. Consequently it will be seen that for the greater part of the week the conditions 
in the southern and western parts of the Province were those of slight disturbance,* and 
this has been accompanied by moderate general rain in these districts, while smaller amounts 
of ram have fallen in tbe other districts previously mentioned. 

The mean pressure for the week over the whole Province has been only very slightly in 
defect of the normal, but, as might be expected from the meteorological conditions for the 
week above described, the area of greatest defect has been Orissa and South-West Bengal, 
and the average defect here is equal to more than 0*02*. In the other districts the mean 
pressures are not far removed from the normal, in some instances being slightly in exoesa, 
and in other mstuucca slightly in defect. 

Temperature has been in defect in all stations except in Orissa, the greatest defeet 
being in Behar and Chutia Nagppr, where at Gya and Hazanbagh it has been about 4°. 
In Orissa the mean exocss temperature has equalled 1*4°. In South-West and East Bengal 
the defect has been less than 1° ; in North Behar the defect has been nearly 2°, while in 
South Behar and Chutia Nagpur the defect has been between three and four degrees. The 
reduced temperature has been principally iu the day temperatures, and in many instances, 
where the mean daily temperature has been below the normal, tbe night temperatures have 
been decidedly above the normal. This is shown in the following table, where the normal 
and actual mean maximum and minimum temperatures for the week at eight selected stations 
are given *

Rainfall has been very general in the southern and, western districts of tbe Province, 
and at most of these stations light ram has fallen on two or three, and in some cases on four 
days during the week. Rain waa moat general on ‘the 7th and on the 10th, 11th and 
lath, but iu addition local showers fell on the 8th and 9th South-West Bengal has 
received an average rainfall of 0*63 inches, which is considerably more than twice the 
normal fall ; chutia Nagpur reports an average of 0*ol inch, again more than twice 
tbe normal fall. Orissa lias also received a mean All of- 0*67 inch whioh is six 
times tbe normal. In East Bengal the amount recorded waa 0*18 inch, a fall decidedly 
less than the normal, hot North Bengal and South Behar have only reoeived small fractions 
of the usual amount of rain, and Norm Behar reports no rain at all dnnng tbe week

• GANUKOOES AMD PUTWABIS. 

The Hon. Me. MacDqnnsxl introduced the Bill to amend and eoiuolidate 
the Jaw reteting to Canungoea and Putwaria, and moved that it be road in 
(h mfl . In doing ao, he «ud : — <■ 

When aaking for leave, Sir, to introduce the Bill, 1 took the opportunity 
of explaining the origin of the ayatew of canuugoaa and putwttm and the 

. * 
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causes which have reduced that system to its present uratirfactory condition. 
It is, I think, unnecessary that on this occasion I should go over the same 
ground, but it may be well that I should remind hon. members of the chief 
conclusions which I deduced from the history of the system. / The first eon* 
elusion whiohaf deduced was that these village accountants were; under native 
as well as unaer British rule, always regarded as servants of the State and 
responsible to the State for their trusts. My second Conclusion was that 
zemindars are, end always have been, under an obligation to maintain these 
village accountants. My third conclusion affirmed the complete failure of the 
attempt made by Regulation XII of 1817 to make the putwari serve two 
masters — the zemindar and the State? My fourth conclusion pointed to the 
hopelessness of expecting any permanent good from the provisions of the 
Tenancy Bill regarding records of rights, unless existing village establishments 
were reorganized, and unless a competent agency under official control was 
established to maintain the record np to date m a correct and useful condition.) 
I trust I am not oversanguine in hoping that the remarks which I made at our 
last sifting have secured for these conclusions the assent of this Council. 

In the Bill which I have now the honour to introduce an effort has been 
made to give effect to the principles which the history of the question seems to 
me to justify. The Bill is a short Bill, and hon. gentlemen have no doubt so 
fully mastered it that any lengthened explanation on any part of its provisions is 
necessary. Should, however, the course of the debate which may be raised 
bring to light the existence of any misconception as to its nature and extent, 
or should any assaults on its principles be made, I shall have, in accordance 
with the rules of # this Couuoil, an opportunity afforded mn for explanation and 
reply. At present, therefore, I propose to be brief in my account of the 
nature and objects of the measure. 

As I stated this day fortnight, the fundamental principles of the KB 
are three in number. The first principle is that the putwaris are to be 
Government servants, and no longer directly controlled by the zemindar. 
The seoond principle is that thoy are to be altogether severed from the 
collection of rent, and restricted to the registration and maintenance of 
the village accounts. The third principle is that thev are to be paid by the 
parties interested in the lands of which they keep the accounts. The first and 
second of these three principles are embodied in sections 4, 20, and 22 of the 
Bill, which constitute the putwari a Government servunt and his accounts 
public documents. To the third principle effect is given in sections 5 to 11 
generally on tlio plan followed in the Road Cess and Public Works Cess Acts. 

When asking for leave to introduce the Bill, I expressed a hope that it 
would be found possible to provide the funds required for an efficient establish* 
ment of village accountants by regulating payments now made by the raiyats 
in accordance with long standing custom. I added that, as long as the amount 
leviable from the raiyats did not exceed half-an anna in the rupee of rental, 
we might reasonably continue to levy that amount from them. We accord* 
ingly take power in section 10 of the Bill to levy a putwari cess from the raiyats 
up to half-an-anna in the rupee of his rent. If the raiyat now pays a putwari 
cess of half-an-anna in the rupee, whether it be credited separately in zemin- 
dar’s accounts or consolidated with the rent, we propose to levy no more from 
him. We shall control the amount already payable, and make use of it for 
the purposes of this Hill. Should the amount be, however, insufficient for these 
purposes in any locality, we propose to increase the fund to a sufficient sum bv ' 
raising an additional pice or one-quarter anna in the rupee from the zemind ars. 
As I pointed out at our last mooting, the zemindars are now bound by law to 
maintain village accountants, so that they can have no valid legal ground for 
objection to this portion of the Bill. Ana apart altogether from the legal 
aspeot of the case, the advantages zemindars will derive from .an eateb llzhed 
and careful system of aocounts will fully reward them for the Might expendi- 
ture to which we ask them to agree. The limits of assessment, however, are 
subject to reconsideration by the Select Committee, should the Bill be referred 
to a Committee, and no doubt further light will be thrown noon their appro- 
priateness before the Bill 4 assumes its final shape. * Assuming, then, that we 
have our putwari and the money wherewith to pay him, it remains 4o say 
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iiroid w to the manw-rnwhieh wpro^owthftthfiAonld perform oudaty. 
On this put of the nbject aurpro jmsel 1* that the semindar should he left to 
keep his private accounts, to collect lthesm rents, end to give receipts without 
let or hindrance from the Government putwari* But we at the some time 
propose to hgr the semindar under an obligation to deposit, periodical! wgwith 
the Govnrament putwari, copies of his accounts in forms proscribed mf the 
Government, and also to inform the putwari of aU changes which occur in the 
tenure of land in the village. To enforce the fulfilment of the semindars* 
duties in this respect, we propose to make him liable to fine on default, in the 
usual way,; ana we further propose to revive the provisions of Regulation IX 
of 1833, which deprive semindars of the power of suing for arrears of rent 
if they have not filed the putwaris’ papers with the Collector, 

When the putwari has thus received the semindars’ accounts, it will be 
his duty to compare them with the information recorded in his own registers, 
and to test their accuracy in any other way provided by rules which the 
Government will prescribe for his guidance. Toe putwari will be specially 
bound to explain the semindars’ accounts to the raiyats, and to record the 
raiyats? objections against disputed items. As the putwari will be a public 
servant, all persons will be bound to supply him with information as far as 
may be, ana to assist him in the enquiries which in the due dischsrge of his 
functions he taay have to make. The canungoes and rovenue officers trill 
supervise the putwari iu the discharge of his duties, will see that his papers 
are duly maintained as an efficient record of foots, and that proper statistical 
returns are submitted to the Government. 

This is an outline of the plan on which we propose to proceed, but the 
outline is, of course, subject to modification, should the need for change 4n 
anv direction be suggested by the criticisms to which, no doubt, this Bill 
will, when published, be exposed. The only other explanation I need now give 
is that the Act will not extend suo vigore to any district ; and that until it 
is extended by order of tho Government to any particular truct, the existing 
law will there remain intact. With these remarks, I now beg leave to intro* 
duce the Rill and to move that it be read in Council. 

The Hon. Abdul Jubbar said : — I beg leave to make a fow observations 
on the Bill which has just been introduced by the hon. member to tho loft. 
The object of the Rill is, I understand, to reorganize the system of canungoos 
and putwaris, — a system which has entirely ceased to exist iri Bengal, and has 
worked mischievously in Behar. The reason for this stato of things is not far 
to seek. In Bengal the law which requires the zemindars to appoint putwaris 
has been rendered nugatory by inexecution, and in Behar putwaris have boen 
looked upon as servants of the zemindars and not as responsible publio func- 
tionaries. If putwaris are to properly discharge the duties required of them, 
tney should be placed under the control and supervision of the revenue 
authorities and made quito independent of the zemindars. By imposing on 
the zemindars the*obligation of maintaining an establishmout of putwaris, 
the statesmen of the time of the 'decennial settlement meant that they should 
be servants of the rotate. It was not intended that putwaris should owe 
a dual allegiance, and have to serve two masters. Therefore by converting put- 
waris into a Government agency, the Bill does not contemplate the enunciation 
of a new principle o£ law, but purposes to legislate on the lines of tho earliest 
Regulations on the subject 

I have said that the putwari system has worked mischief in B< bar, and 
I think that I ought to explain what I mean. From my seventeen years’ 
experience of that province, I know that under the existing system it is 
impossible to get from the putwaris reliable information on any point in 
dispute between landlords and tenants. Where the putwari is under the 
orders of the zemindars, he is hostile to the rsiyattj and where ho takes 
the ride of the latter, he does all he can to sacrifice the interests of tho 
former* Thence is at present no record of the rights and interests of the 
agricnttncal community to which evidential value can safely be attached, and 
from the absence of such records arises the difficulty of protecting the raiyats 
from ever assessments and over-payments* The authors of the Permanent 
Settlement seem to have considered that a trustworthy putwari or village 
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accountant was a* necessary lor the preservation of the myatfs interests 
in land as the village chowkidar for guarding hie moveables. The village 
chowkidar is no longer the zemindar's servant, and Ido not see why the notvsri 
should be otherwise. If the potwori did what is desired, much of the unpro- 
fitab^ litigation in which zemindars and raiyats are often involved would come 
to an end, and the Government would be in possession of the agricul tu ral 
statistics essential to efficient administration, and sb the re-establishment of the 

E utwari system on a sound and satisfactory footing would be advantageous 
oth to the Government and the landlord. Put wans’ records, if accurately kept 
up, would efiable the zemindar and the raiyat to settle disputes out of Court, 
and would be a help to the Government in all matters of administration . No 
one, 1 presume, can deny that the public at large will benefit by what improves 
tho machinery of good government. 

The question may be raised whether it will be practicable to secure on low 
salaries the services of a staff of putwaris who will fairly do their work. It is 
true that for putwaris’ places we cannot get men who will be above suspioion, 
but 1 am not hopeless that under proper supervision and surveillance they 
will do their work satisfactorily. By close and constant supervision of their 
work, and by subjecting them to penalties for neglect and dishonesty, we may 
change their character and force.thcm to be honest In no department of the 
public service will underlings do thoir work well if they are not placed under 
efficient and strong control of superiors. 

The last point for consideration is how and by whom putwaris are to J5e paid. 
The Bill provides for the levy of a cess, and if it becomes law, the putwaris, 
like all other Government servants, will receive their pay from the Collector. 
The cess will not be an additional burden on the raiyats, as where putwaris 
exist the raiyats pay them in some shape or other. The zemindars should not, 
however, be called upou to contribute towards the cess. As the Bill imposes 
upon them tho duty of collecting the ooss, 1 think they are entitled to some 
consideration. Not only will the putwaris do no work for the zemindars, but the 
zemindars will have to advance tho cess before it is collected from tho raiyats. 
With these remarks, I bog to support the introduction of the Bill, to the general 
scope of which I have not the slightest objection. 

The Hon. Kumar Boikantonath Dey said: — Hon. Sir, — I have very 
carefully studied the papers connected with the subject now before the Council, 
and the learned dissertation with whioh the hon. member in charge of 
the Bill moved to obtain sanction for itB introduction. The remarks made 
this day are equally valuable, and include all that can be said in support of 
tho Bill. I regret, however, that I do not feel convinced that the proposed 
measure is, as it now stands, fair and expedient. It is not usual at the first 
reading of a Bill to discuss its details : the rule, I understand, is to oonfino 
the attention of the Council solely to the general principles involved. I do 
not find this in the standing orders, but I shall not on that account venture 
to disturb tho course of the ordinary procedure of the Gouncil. Confining 
myself to the general principles involved, I have to face, first, the propriety 
of reviving the putwari system ; and second, the responsibility of the people 
connected with land to defray the oost of the scheme. These are the two 
grand principles which govern the Bill. The history of the measure given hy 
the hon. mover is as foil as could be desired, and members situated like 
me must feel thankful to him for the exhaustive resumi he has given. The 
papers laid on the table bear him out in every particular, and conclusively 
demonstrate that for well-nigh a hundred long years the scheme has repeated- 
ly broken down, notwithstanding the most strenuous efforts, both legislative and 
executive, made to give it currency ; and the questions arise, what causes have 
hitherto defeated the efforts of Government, and liow are they now to be 
avoided? Under these heads the information given, I feel compelled to con- 
fess, is not sufficient. The causes are patent enough, but tho remedy proposed 
is, in my humble opinion, totally inadequate. In fact, the only remedy pro- 
posed is to make the putwari* a servant of Government, acting exclusively 
under the orders of the District Collector. This is, however, not a new plan 
It was proposed many, .many years ago by the late Court of Directors, and 
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the Government of Indie in their despatch of 6th January 1815 emphatically , 
condemned it as pernicious. They said .* * 

"By sueh an s gfco fa rtmeni, if IS* natural' eonnaxtau with the muMim maw not 
destroyed, itWright M had that the putwari in many oaew would be rendered only the more 
capable (fromJu* ehamoMr as e public officer) of bring the tool of oppression on the mjyat 
mid of fraud on the Government. In other owes, fostering the lutrigues of Jibe nrijmts, 
he might bring rain on the aemindam, end seriously injure the publio revenue ; while, if the 
putwari maintained his public character, his intrusion would, m all probability, be odious 
both to the end the raiyat, end oil their efforts would he directed to defeet the 

object of his office.” 

What have we now before us to show that these apprehensions were not 
well founded ? Nothing. On the contrary, the hon mover quoted largely to 
show that every effort has been made by both zemindar ana raiyat, and not 
ineffectually, to frustrate the object of. the putwari system. The canungoe 
supervisor was there, and the Collector too, but they failed to prevent the 
epithets “ worse than useless ” and “ positively mischievous ” being applied 
to it ; and wbat have we to show tnat things will get on better now ? The 
Collector has more work now to do than whut he had before. His time is fully 
occupied by multifarious and harassing duties, and he cannot now prove a more 
effectual supervisor than what ho was before, and the canuntro changes not his 
position in the least. I admit that higher pay is promised, but 1 am 
sure it will not, and cannot, under tho nature of things, be so high as to 
place the canungo and the putwari beyond temptation. The present pay 
of the putwari varies from Rs. 2-8 to lts. 4 a month. Let the amount be 
doubled or even trebled, and still he will not be better off than many menial 
servants in Calcutta. A good coachman here costs Ks. 16, and who will 
think that he is above a gratuity, and that gratuity so easy of access and so 
proof against detection os the putwari’s will be The Government revenue 
is fixed now, and there is, of course, no fear of its suffering ; but between the 
zemindar and raiyat, what is there to protect them ? Tho rich zemindar with 
his long purse will vitiate the putwari, and the ruiyat must Buffer the evil, or 
the poor small zemindar must suffer by tho machinations of tho rich raiyat, or 
a combination of raiyats. The Bill provides no (otucdy for these inevitable 
evils, and 1 cannot but condemn it on that ground. 

Supposing, however, for the sako of argument, that measures could bo 
devised to make the putwari honest and useful, I beg to ask, how can the zemin- 
dars, in fairness, be made to contribute towards his maintenance ? Originally, 
he was a village officer serving for tho commune, and was paid by the commune. 
The Bill, however, does not rocognize this, and tho zemindar and the raiyat are 
thereby not free. Tho hon. members to my right and front will show clearly 
the state of things in Bengal and Bchar, ana I shall not anticipate them. But 
as regards Orissa, the case is peculiar, and nothing short of a positive breach 
of contract can justify tho Government in imposing a cess of this kind on the 
people of that province. That province is temporarily settled, and at every 
Battlement the question of communal lands was carefully considered. Lands 
were originally provided for the village watch, the village barber, the village 
putwari and others, but most of these have been resumed during different 
settlements. At the last settlement the lands for putwaris were, with 
a few exceptions, Resumed by Government and included in tho mal land, and 
the Government cannot, after taking away the land, insist upon a cess for the 
putwaris during the currency of the present settlement, which will last for 
many years vet. Such a cess cannot but amount to an arbitrary addition to 
the jutuma fixed at the time of settlement. The Board of Rcvenuo was con- 
sulted on th*s point in 1871 j and I take the liberty of quoting a paragraph 
from their report. They say : — 

** The Beard, depreoate any alteration in the present arrangement of tho canungoes, or 
any reduction in the existing strength, and are of opioseu that the zemindars cannot be 
required to provide for the remuneration of putwaris in estates in which no provision at 
thO time of the settlement bos been mode for the purpose, and that the procedure of liofju- 
htaon ITT pf 1817 cannot be enforced in Orissa because, subsequently to its enactment, that 
provine was subjected to a regular detailed settlement, in which the appointment and remu- 
nonstiAU of oertain putwaris were distinctly provided for. The Board are also of opinion that, 
if putwaris ore to be generally introduced in the district of Orissa, whether in each estate or 
a circle of estates, the expenses of their remuneration must be provided by Government.” 
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The report of Mr. Ravenshaw, the Commissioner of the Orissa Division, 
was equally emphatic. It says that “ out of 8,304 estates in Orissa, there are 
' only 404 in which provision was made for putwaris at the time of settlement” : 
that “if it be determined to appoint putwaris to every estate during the 
currency of the present settlement, the cost must fall upon Government” ; that 
“ he does not trunk that sub-divisional canungoes are required,” and that 
“ the whole district statistics, reports, and returns should be tabulated and 
recorded under the Collector’s eye by the Sudder Canuiigoe.” Of course, in the 
404 cases in which special provision was made for putwaris, there can 
be no objection to Government resuming the land, or, letting alone the land, 
insisting on a cess, but they cover only a small fraction of the total of £,304, 
and I leave thorn ontirel v out of consideration The Government has full right, 
and is welcome to do whatever it thinks proper with them. 

I respectfully pray, therefore, the Council will take this matter into serious 
consideration before adopting any measure which is calculated to produce in 
the minds of the people tne impression, and a well grounded one, that contracts 
with Government are liablo to do sot aside in the way proposed. The people 
cherish the highest confidence in the inviolability of Government contracts, 
and, in my humble opinion, nothing should be done to disturb that confidence. 
It is tho furthest from my wish to offer the smallest opposition to the collection 
of regular and systematic statistics of the rural economy of the country. They 
are necessary for efficient government, and they should by all means be collected. 
But I hold that such statistics belong to the Government, and the community 
at largo benefit by them, and Government, as representing tho community, 
should defray tho cost of tho scheme. The zemindars and the raiyats 
are not the only parties concerned, and they should not bo specially selected 
as tho parties responsible for the cost. Tho subject was fully discussed in 
all its bearings by Sir Georgo Campbell, and he was convinced that the cost 
should fall on the Imperial Funds, and the canungoes lie employed for the 
collection and tabulation of statistical returns are to tins day paid out of the 
Imperial Funds Nothing has since transpired to show«that he was wrong, and 
nothing has yet been said in this Council to prove that tho work now being 
dono by canungoes in evofy district and sub-division of this Government 
rightly falls only on zemindars and raiyats 

Tho Bill docs not at all disclose the particular duties which the putwaris 
are to perform, and tho owners and lessees of land are called upon by section 13 
to submit to the putwari whatever may be cullod for, leaving tne widest possible 
margin for tho most diverse and discordant returns. A Commissioner of Orissa 
wants putwtiris for census work, and somo Collectors look upon canungoes as 
useful assistants in tho collectorate office. Surely these are not duties for which 
owners of land alone should pay. In tho orders of Sir liichard Temple of 
February 1876, seven different tables wore named as required to be filed, and 
two of them were soon after shown to be what could not be supplied by zemin- 
dars, ami bad to be sot aside by specific orders. The others proved so unman- 
ageable that they had practically to be abandoned. At present, of the different 
returns to which the Lon. mover of tho Bill has callod attention, I find some 
ore already supplied to Government and others cannot be supplied by owners of 
land, and if supplied by them must be worthless for all correct statistical pur- 
poses, if not positively mischievous. For instance, the first itfem is the “precise 
area of every holding.” This can be best suppliod only by a cadastral survey, 
and not by men who are taught in Bengali arithmetic tif they are ever taught 
that) that half or even one-fourth of a katha should be reckoned as one full katha. 
Tho second is tho quality of the soil, and this zemindars cannot give precisely, 
and what they can give will bo of no practical uso. “ 1'he status and rights 
of tho raiyat” have yet to be determinod by regular suits in Civil Courts, and 
until they are so determined no returns can be worth tho paper on which 
they are written. The zemindar will call a man “ a tenant-at-will,” and the 
tenant will claim the right of a khudkast raiyat, and no pntwari can settle the 
dispute satisfactorily. Moreover, returns of ail the raiyats and their rents are 
rogularly furnished now by all owners under the Road Cess Act, and a second 
set of the sa ne papers cannot be wanted. It is true these returns are not pew 
properly used : they are generally allowed to rot in the archives of the oollec- 
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torate. These should certainly be digested and tabulated, bat that is just 
the week. which belong* to Government, end Government should pay for it. 
desks eve now 1 wanted to do that work, and it cannot be commendable to 
call the clerks putwaris and canungoes, and under cover of those names to 
demand a cess from the owners of land. I may bo mistaken in this idea, bat 
I cannot shake it off. The putwari of old acted as the umpire in dividing die 
produce where rent was* paid in kind; the proposed one will do no such 
thing. The putwari of old cast the little acoounts of the raiyats; the new one 
will do nothing of the kind, but insist upon the account being done elsewhere 
and regularly filed in his office, every default being visited by a fine of 
Bs. 50. The putwari of old collected the rent due to the zemindar ; the new 
one will* lose his official independence if he did so. The putwari of 
did kept the village accounts of the zemindars ; the new one will demand such 
accounts to be ready prepared for him by the zemindar under heavy penalties. 
The putwari of old was one of the people, a servant of the commune ; the new 
one will be a Government officer, serving as a potty tyrant and spy on the 
community 1 must confess that 1 fail to see uny similitude between the two 
pictures, except in the name, or any trace of the “ immemorial antiquity” in 
the new one to which the hon. mover has appealed. 

Taking these facts into consideration, 1 am of opinion that the principles 
involved in the Bill are wrong, and that the Bjll should therefore be withdrawn. 

The Hon. Mb. Reynolds said : — 1 have a few remarks to make with refer- 
ence to what has fallen from the lion, member who last spoke. I cannot help 
thinking that in a good deal of what he said he overlooked what 1 understood the 
hon. member in charge of the Bill to put forward as rather an important 
element in his proposals. The lion, meutbor in the course of his remarks 
observed that persistent efforts had been mado for many years past to revive the 
putwari system, and to give effect to it, but that heretofore all these efforts hud 
ended in failure. The argument now used is that the present efforts will be 
equally unsuccessful, as the only remedy now proposed is to make the putwaris 
the servants of the Government. Then, after speaking of what he considered 
the inequity of expecting the zemindars to pay the putwaris, ho referred to 
the case of Orissa, which 1 shall mention hereafter. He then brought some 
objections to bear on the nature of the returns which he understood would be 
called for from putwaris. I think the hon. member quite overlooked a very 
important passage in the speech of the hon member when ho moved for leave 
to introduce the Bill. The hon. member said — “ I have stated that this Bill, 
if passed into law, will ordinarily be enforced only in districts or tracts in 
which a survey and record of rights have been carried out.” I would ask the 
hon. member opposite to obsorve that that makes a very important and funda- 
mental difference in the conditions under which it is now intended to rovive 
the system, as compared with the conditions under which it was previously 
a ttem pted. It is not the case that the only remedy now proposed u 
to make the putwaris Government servants. The remedy is to have an 
effective and authoritative survey and record of rights, with the formation 
of which the putwari will haVe nothing to do. This survey and record 
of rights having been completed, it will then be the business of 
the putwaris and canungoes, under the supervision of the Collector, to 
maintain and keep up these records That is a very different tiling from 
any proposal which would invest the putwaris with power to decide dis- 
putes. All that the zemindar would be required to do will bo to give the 
putwaris notice of the changes in the record which it is their business to main- 
tain. Then it is said that the Collectors are overworked, and that they could 
not supervise this work. It is quite true that the Collectors are overworked, 
and I rear they are likely to become more aod more so, but I think that I may 
say that the Government of Bengal will look upon thg effectual supervision 
and maintenance of village reoords, and the preparation of as correct statistics * 
as it is possible to obtain, as one of the most important duties of district officers 
* With regard to the case of Orissa, I understand the hon. member to 
say that it wul be impossible to impose a cess or any contribution for the 
mai ntenan ce of putwaris there without a breach of faith on the part of the 
Government Bat what 1 have already stated will show that it is not intended 
to bring this Act into operation except where a survey and record of rights is 
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to be maintained, and I may remind the boa. member that the Bengal 
Tenancy Bill ie not by ite own application to extend to Orissa, and I do not 
think that there is any great probability of ite being extended to Orissa > during 
the term of the present settlement. When the settlement of Orissa falls in, 
1 think in about twelve years to come, it will be open to the Government to 
mak e such arrangements as it thinks necessary for the maintenance of village 
records in that province. I believe that if these considerations are taken into 
account, many of the objections which the honr. member put forward as 
objections to the introduction of the Bill will disappear, and I therefore trust 
that the hon. member will not press his objection to the motion before 
the Council. 

The Hon. Joy Pbokash Lall said: —Sir, — The Government of Beugal is 
to he congratulated on the recognition of the principle that the present anomalous 
position of the putwuri as a ^uasi-Govcrnment official with obligation of ser- 
vice to tlio Government which do not pay him, and the zemindar who pays, 
should not be allowed to exist. This was condemned by the Behar Rent Com- 
mission and the Behar landholders have persistently urged that whatever 
other directions the revision of the putwari laws may take, the preseut ano- 
malous system under which the nomination of the putwari was vest'd in them, 
and appointment and dismissal with the Collector, and under which, while they 
have to pay the putwari, the Collector can at any time, and for any length of 
time, command Ins services should not bo allowed to exist. In so far there- 
fore as tlio present Bill proposes to repeal Regulation XII of 1817, under which 
this dual systom was established, 1 have only to oiler my heartiest thanks to 
Government lor this concession made to the complaints of the Behar land- 
holders. . 

But, Sir, while the presont Bill proposes to repeal an admitted evil, it will 
servo to create another and a more serious one in its stead. It will divide the 
provinco into putwaris’ circles, and place a putwari, whom it will create a public 
servant, at each ono of those circles. A petty Government official on .a paltry 
salary, furthor removod from all manner of official supervision, will be a veri- 
table tyrant, under tlio cloak of his official authority, to tlio pooplo over whom 
he will bo placed Truo, there are to be canungoos to check them, but the 
salary which will possibly be given to those canungoes cannot tempt to set up 
honest men to accept service. In 1815 the Court of Directors said — “ By such 
an appointment, if his natural connections with the zemindar were destroyed, 
it might bo foarod that the putwari would, in many cases, bo rendered only 
the nioie capablo (from his character as a public servant^ of being the tool of 
oppression on the raiyat and fraud on Government. In other coses fostering 
the intrigues of the ruiyats, ho might bring ruin on the zemindar and severely 
injure the public revenue.” 

It is* said that, if the putwari system, as at present proposed, has succeeded 
on the right bank of the Karamnassa, there is no roason why it should not 
succeed ou its left bank. Well, Sir, as to this success we know only that from 
only a few yoars tho putwari has been declared to be a public sorvant, and 
a metamorphosis has not yet reached beyond tho experimental stage, oven on 
tho other side of the Karamnassa ; and oven at this stage, if the true feelings 
of the pcoplo were known, it would not redound to the credit of the experiment. 
But, Sir, tho reasons which make it expedient and necessary for the interest of 
Government to have such an officer located in the villages in the North-Western 
Provinces, not yet permanently Bottled, except a few districts, do not oxist in Ben- 
gal. Well, Sir, it is hard to understand how the putwari, unless he was bent on 
mischief, could furnish any other accounts regarding rights in villages beyond 
those to bo placod in his hands by the raiyat and the zemindar. When thus as so, 
what is the good of having him at all r If he does not, however, accept these 
accounts as correct, who will care to test his accounts ? The canungoos cannot 
•do it, and the Collector and the Deputy Collector have no time to do it, especially 
when the Government interest will in no way be endangered thereby. The 
matter will thus cease creating endless disputes as regards private rights. 

Sir, I do not exactly know what is the precise number of villages in 
the territories under the Government of Bengal, but I was reading the other 
day Mr. Wilson’s report on the Bengal Tenancy Bill, and he roughly 
estimates tha t number at four lakhs. If we are to have a putwari at a group 



of, say, four nHa|*» in average, their number will thud be one lakh, 
and at even the em*ul amount of salary of Ra. 10 per mensem, the Government 
of Bengal Would have to spend one orore of rupees for putwari* alone. Then 
there me eanungoea, their establishment and a number of in numerable etceteras. 
The present rental of these provinces has been grossly computed at 18 crorea. 
How where it this money to come from ? Surely a 5 per oent. putwari cess on 
the rental which is proposed to be levied will not cover the amount. Will the 
Provincial revenue be then spent in paying the establishment of putwari ? 
Why, your Honor’s Government might surely utilize that amount, if available, 
to better purposes. This matter ox cost alone might induce your Honor’s 
Government to drop this Bill. It will, perhaps, besatd that it will be experi- 
mentally introduced in some portions of the territories under your Honor’s 
Government; but the principle applies to the whole and in giving sanction 
to the principle, your Honor’s Government ought to see to the cost it will 
entail. 

Then, Sir, as to the extra cess to be levied from the zemindars and raiyats. 
It will be shortly an infringement of the principles of the Permanent Settle- 
ment. In the language of the fifth report, the cess would bear so strong an 
affinity to a direct increase of the land tax as almost inevitably to be viewed as 
an infringement of the Permanent Settlement — a consequence to be most anxious- 
ly avoided. Already, Sir, the cesBes amount to 6} per cont. of the rental. 
The additional 5 per cent, would ma&e it more than 1 1 per cent. The Maha- 
rajah of Dumraon alone will have to pay more than Rs. 40,000 a year as the 
putwari cess, and why should the zemindars and raiyats pay alone ? The 
statistics needed will be for public purposes, and if surely a separate establish- 
ment is necessary, the expenses ought to be met from the Provincial funds. 
It is said that the zemindars and raiyats pay this nag for the putwari at the rate 
of half an anna on the rupee, and the cess will be nothing more than the collec- 
tion of this amount. But admittedly it is proposed to levy the cess at a higher 
rate than the neg, whereas the neg is at two pice a rupoo, it is proposed to 
make the cess tliroo pice. 

Now enquiries would have shown that the neg or hiaabana do not exist in 
all the districts of Behar, and where it exists, it is not paid by all the raiyats, 
and by none to the extent the Bill proposes to levy, whereas in some places it 
is considered as an illegal abtvab. Again, wherever paid, it is paid for services 
rendered. In the lieu of the neg the raiyat expects that all his rent roceipts should 
be properly written out by the putwari and other writing business dono. The 
zemindar expects that he (the. putwari) should keep all his village accounts. 
These duties no longer pertaining to the offico of the putwari, the zomindar will 
have to seek out another man for the performance of these duties, and to find 
means to pay. The raiyat will find nis old friend, the putwari, in this new 
servant of the zemindar ; thus tvhilo the neg will come to be levied by Govern- 
ment as a cess, the raiyat and the zemindar will have to find out money to pay 
for the services of their own putwari. 

I may also add that in the North-Western Provinces the zemindars and 
raiyats have been relieved of the putwari cess. 

Then, Sir, as to the collection of the cess. They are to be levied from 
the zemindars by the same process as other cesses, which means of course the 
issue of certificate of demand, arrest, seizure and sale of properties, movoable 
and immoveable, belonging to him. Will the zemindars receive any compensa- 
tion for the fresh liabilities and responsibilities to be thrown on them ? Thoy 
may or may not be able to collect tne cess on their own account, but they will 
nevertheless have to pay, if not under the Sunset law, but a law not less strin- 
gent. I pray your Honor to pause before throwing these fresh responsibilities 
On the zemindars who are already burdened with too much responsibilities, and 
what they are already paving is at a very heavy sacrifice. The collection of 
a tax which Government chooses to impose forms no part of the zemindar’s duty 
under any regulation or law ; The Bill simply forces this duty of a public 
zerVunt with grave responsibilities, even to the extent of having his all sold for 
default of this duty without giving him any wages for his labour, trouble, and 
anxiety. 
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The present Bill, I believe, originates in a certain >x:am meudatum pf the 
Famine Commission. They say m one^ paragraph of their Report— w In 1%m 
case of Bengal, what is specially needed, in addition to the reforms suggested 
above, is the introduction of field registers and village accounts, together up 
more active administration. In order to effect the first of these two reform*, 
it is necessary, as you have already urged, to carryout $ field survey and fte 
restore or create the body of village accountants. The position and duties tof 
therfe officers should be denned with as much distinctness as possible, and it 
should be made quite dear that, though paid by a rate on the land, they ate 
public servants amenable to the authority of the Government. We cannot too 


strongly condemn the present system under which the putwari, as far as he exists 



adminis tration. If a link is really wanted between the officials and landholders, 
a local ,unit in aid of more active administration, better people themselves may 
supply the link. In time, under your Honor’s fostering care, under the 
Local Self-Government Bill, the whole of the territories under your Honor# 
ad minist ration will come to be thickly strewn with Union Committees and 
Local Boards, jt will be more in accord with the spirit of the times, and, In 
fact, much better if these Union Committees or Local Boards were to be utilised 
With such help of establishment for the purposes of general statistics and as 
centres of more active administration than an undor-paid official, a little tyrant 
wi thin his little work, furthest removed from all manner of official supervision. 

As for the zemindari statistics, statistics relating to the zemindars and 
raiyat, why the zemindars have at present to filo periodically jamabundies ip the 
Road Oess office These, certainly, if properly looked into, will furnish all the 
inf ormations required and available, and then with the spread of primary 
education every raiyat can certainly be expected to look to his own, ana to be 
the custodian of liis own record of rights. What then, 8ir, is the necessity of 
such a measure ? With these remarks I beg to say that the Bill should not be 
introduced. 

ThoIIoH. Ban Beharv Kapur said: — I desire respectfully to oppose 
the introduction of this Bill into the Council. In my opinion, a law of

not required. I do not entertain any hope of its prov- 

beneficial to the raiyat or to the zemindar. In fact, it 

cannot faif, if passed into law, to lead to great misunderstanding between 
the landlord and his tenants. The putwari will be a middleman, who 
will merely enrich himself at the expense of both raiyat and zemindar. 
If the Civil Courts have to depend upon the papers submitted by tbe 

J ratwaris, and if those papers are received as evidence in courts of justioe, 
t will, in iuy opinion, substantially defeat the ends of justioe. The 
times are completely changed, and the circumstances are totally different 
from those which nave been referred to by the hon. member in charge 
of the Bill. What was found effective and possibly necessary in the time 
Of Akbar would prove useless and even injurioiu at the present time. The 
hon. mombor is of course perfectly correct in stating that the putwari 
system existed in old time, as is clearly evidenced in the “ Ayeen Akbary.” 
But a careful consideration will show that the system was introduced Dy 
Akbar whon the rents were collected under the system of “ KhoahtasbeeV’ 
His especial object w$s the collection of rents immediately from the raiyats, 
hence the necessity for the putwaris in those days, but at the present time the 
imposition of such a system in Bengal, at all events, would be a mischievous 
anachronism. We should do well to remember that the putwari oea» oar 
“ Hisabanna’.’ which the raiyats are stated to pay at the present time in Bphar 
is not compulsory. It may therefore be maintained, with much show of reason, 
that if Buon a oess be made binding upon the tenants, they would neqessftqlj 
regard it as a very great hardship. j0ls <ar as the zemindars are concerned, they 
trill naturally not only feel acutely the indignity of being subjected to the 
supervision of a class of men who at the present time are their own paid 
servants, but they will in addition have imposed upon them the nec ewStynf 
r etaining other men to realize their rents and keep their accounts. Virtually , 
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thm dor*, they w£9 be required to pay two pipe or more in the npe^ which 
wi# oper ote a* % veiy oppressive and additional harden of taxation. The 
nemie will also, la my opinion^ if permitted to mm into law, have the 
effect of opening a flood of litigation, which “will result la proving a constant 
«0u me of harassing irritation, both to zemindars and raiyata. On these grounds, 
aa pell as other* wbicb it is needless to mention at present, I venture to 
object to the whole polioy* of the Bill. 

I w*mld, however, suggest also, with reference to the details of the Bill, 
that there are means ready to hand of avoiding the imposition of the proposed 
ossa* There is a large saving in Bengal from the reoeipts of Court 
leas* A portion of this could not he better applied, if this Council were 
to determine to pass the Bill, than in paying the oost of a system which, 
it is alleged by the Government, will be an improvement of the admitus* 
tsathm of justice “with reference to landed interests. This, however, is 
a question of detail which may at present be postponed. I deem the whole 
policy of the Bill to be so injurious as to think it incumbent on mo to oppose 
.even its introduction. I beg, therefore, respectfully, in conclusion, to oppose 
the introduction of this Bill. 

The Ho®. Mb. Miller said:—- 1 desire to object at this stage to the 
introduction of the Bill, and for one reason cnly, namely that this Bui appears 
to me to be absolutely premature. It seems to me that this Bill is a sup- 
plement to uncompleted legislation which is being discussed at the pre- 
sent moment in another Council. If the Bengal Tenancy Bill fails to paps 
into law, we will be placed in this very illogical position, that we shall 
have been engaged in inaugurating and discussing a measure absolutely 
useless and absolutely unprofitable. If this Bill is to pass merely as 
a measure supplementary to the Bengal Tenancy Bill, it appears to me that wo 
ought at least to wait until that Bill passes into law, and then we shall be in 
a logical position to discuss a Bill which deals with the policy of that measure. 
For this reason 1 think this Bill ought not to be introduced at the present time, 
and that we ought to wait until we know whether the Bengal Tenancy BUI 
passes into law. It will be very inppnveniont to open out a discussion on the 
principles of the Bengal Tenancy Bill in this Council ; but it appears to mo 
that by introducing a Bill here, which is avowedly supplementary to that mea- 
sure, we give occasion for a discussion of the principles of the Bengal 
Tenancy Bill, which some members at all events of this Council believe to 
be vicious in principle, and the result of which will be vicious in practioe. 
I beg, therefore, to protost against the introduction of the Bill at the present 
time as inopportune. 

The Hoh. Mr. MacDonnell, in reply, said : — Sir, — In rising to answer 
the objections which have been urged against this Bill, I promise the Conaoil 
that I shall not trespass upon their attention longer than 1 can help. The 
first objection which I desire to notice is that taken by the hon. gentleman 
who bus just sat down (Hon. Mr. Miller). The hon. gentleman objects to this 
BUI because, being under the impression that it is a mere supplement or corol- 
lary to the Tenancy Bill, he Considers it to be premature. But it seems to 
me that in making this objection the hon. member is labouring under some 
misapprehension. It is no doubt true that the enactment of this measure is 
essential to the successful working of those most useful provisions of the 
Tenancy Bill which refer to records of rights and settlements of rents. But 
apart altogether from the Bengal Tenancy Bill, the measure now under notice 
will, be of use in estates managed by the Court of Wards, and in temporarily 
.settled estates on the occasion of a resettlement. These two classes of estates 
.cover each a large area that in regard to them alone the introduction of this BUI 
wopd be justifiable^ and this way of looking at the question borrows additional 
{force from the consideration that such estates do not exhaust the lands to which 
teis Hill, jf it becomes law, would be applicable, without any reference to the 
provision* of the Tenancy Bill which deal with records of tight*. 1 trust that 
the <hon» member will thus see that, even if the Tenancy Bill were not to 
hec ^aal»w > there would still be a proved necessity for the measure now before 

I turn now to the objections taken by my hon. friends opposite (Rai Joy 
Prokash loll and Kumar Bykantonath bey), and by my hon. friend to my 
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right (Leila Ban Behari Kapur). Well, the remark* of the hon. gentlemen, 
a* I hare been able to follow them, *eem to fall under two heads. My hou. 
friends object to the Bill, firefly, because of the alleged impropri e ty of 
reviving the existing law; eeeondly, because the Bill provides for the' imposi- 
tion of a new tax, contrary, as they allege, to the engagements of the 
Permanent Settlement. These heads seem to me ttNtorer the objections 
that hare been urged against the Bill by my hon*. friends, and if I cannot 
compliment them on the freshness of the arguments or the accuracy of the 
information by which they hare supported tbeir objections, I may' at all 
erents acknowledge the temper with winch their views hare been urged. 
The first objection with which I desire to deal is that this Bill is a needless 
interference between landlord and tenant. The gravamen of this objection is 
that in the relations between landlord and tenant in these prorinees no such 
cause for misgiving is to be found as would justify a measure of this sari 1 . 
I confess, Sir, to a feeling of surprize that after all that has passed in connex- 
ion with the Bengal Tenancy BUI, a member of this Council could be found 
to commit himself to a statement of that nature. At all events 1 should 
deserve the disapproval of this Council if I were to inflict on them a repetition 
of the evidence which has satisfied the Local Government, the Government 
of India, and the Secretary of State, that interference between landlord 
and tenant is both necessary and desirable. Human life would be too 
short for repetitions of that sort ; and patience, a limited commodity with 
most people, would bo exhausted. I therefore think that I shall meet the 
wishes ol the Council by declining on this occasion to be led into a discussion 
as to the necessity of legislative interference between landlord and tenant 
in Bengal. Those who are not convinced of the necessity from all that 
has passed during the past ten years are not likely to have their prejudices 
abated by any words ot mine. All I can do under the circumstances is to 
advise my hon. friends who question the necessity for such a measure 
as this, to study the literature on the rout question. But white giving them 
that advice, I cannot help pitying them if they adopt it. It is, I think, 
Lord Macaulay who tells us that a criminal was once offered a choice 
between instant death and a perusal of Guicciardini’s history. The 
criminal weakly chose the history, but repenting of his choice, after years 
of torture, craved immediate execution. Now, at the risk of suggesting to 
my hon. friends an obvious retort, I would advise them not to imitate the 
indiscretion of the Florentine criminal, but to accept this Bill as a lesser 
evil than a thorough study of the rent question. 

The second head of objection urged against the measure is, that it 
is a violation of the engagements made with the zemindars at the time of 
the Permanent Settlement. I meet the objection with a two-fold argument. 
In the first place, I maintain the legality and justice of this measure 
on the special ground that it is precisely such a measure for •* securing 
the welfare and prosperity of the raiyats” as the Government by 
Article VII of the Permanent Settlement proclamation reserved to itself 
the right to enforce. In the second place, I maintain the legality ’and 
justice of the _ Bill on the wider ground of the supremacy of the 
State, and of its right to impose taxes, if necessary, witn a view to the 
public welfare, or for the special benefit of the particular class affected by 
such taxation. In regard to the speoial ground of justification, name ly 
that defending on the interpretation of Regulation I of 1793, I need 
not trouble the Council with many words. In my speech this day fortnight 
I established the position that these village accountants were always regarded 
as public servants, and the zemindars were bound, by the Regulation which 
made them what they are, to provide for the maintenance of these vfiEtage 
establishments. I would again invite the attention of the Council to the 02nd 
section of Regulation VII of 1793, and again submit that its terms fully support 
the argument I have based upon it In farther support of argument, 1 %ow 
call attention to the extract from the letter of the Court of i>irecto& dated 
12th July 1820, which embodies the final views of the highest authority on 
the controversy which the hon. gentlemen opposite seeks to revive. This 
letter is, it will be observed, of s later date than that quoted by the Hon. Kumar 
* * 4 * / 
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Boyiantonath De, and the decision contained in it, being the final orders 
passed on a contro verpy in which the letter cited 1 by the hon. gentleman 
wee only an incident, meat he taken as crverruHng the opinion on which my hem 
friend laid such great stress The extract will be found at the commence* 
ihent of the Blue Book which > has been presented to Council The sixth 
paragraph of that extract runs as follows : — 

“ With regard to put warn, the offion did not require to be re-established, for it continued 
in existettoe, and the maintenance of a putwari for over y village was imposed as an obligation 
upon the seraindan by the terms of the perpetual settlement. It had been found, however, 
that the aeopuuts which were kept by those putwaris were altogether unworthy of trust and 
m framed a# to promote the sinister interest or the semindars by whom they wore paid, both 
in defrauding the Government and iu oppressing the raiynts. when we turned our .attention 
to the means of rendering the anoient aooounta of the country subeerviont to the affording of 
that, knowledge which might enable us more perfectly to secure both the interest of the 
Government and those of the raiyats. it was necessary, of course, to consider the means of 
obtaining true iostead of false accounts f i om the putwaris. For this purpose it appeared to 
us to be absolutely neoessary to remove them from all dependence upon the wminwa We 
accordingly give you exphoit directions to make them servants of Govern moat by transferring 
the choice, tee pay and sui>eriut«udonoe of them wholly to the t olleotor ” 

Thus wo have tlio regulation imposing on zemindars the duty of 
maintaining these village accountants. We have the supremo authority 
of the Court of Directors declaring, with ‘no uncertain voice, the right 
of Government to bring those accountants under official control. We have 
the fact established that, as at present constituted, the system of village 
accounts does not fulfil its objects. We find it manifest that if the Bystepi 
be not remodelled on tho plan we propose, tho boncficiul results of the 
provisions of tho Tenancy Bill regarding the records of rights will bo wholly 
frustrated, while the beneficial action of Government in wards’ and temporarily 
settled estates, and other tracts under official management will bo seriously 
impeded. . Thus the necessity for the proposed control exists, its legality is 
established, and the financial responsibility of tho zemindars for the mainte- 
nance of those village establishments is interwoven with their titles to their 
estates I find it therefore very difficult to understand how any member, with 
these facts before him, can seriously assume a position of antagonism to this 
part of the measure. 

I now wish to say a few words on the objection raised by the Hon. 
Ban Behari Kapur, who declaros it to bo impossible to make a system 
of village accountants an efficient means of safeguarding the interests of 
the agricultural community. A similar point was also taken by the Hon. 
Bai Banadur Jai Prokasli Lai, who affirmed that whatever necessity there may 
be for such a measure os this in the temporarily settled parts of India, there 
is none m permanently settled Bengal, if I wero to meet this objection with 
a recital of the reasons why in permanently settled Bengal such legislation is 
necessary, I should largely occupy tho timo of this Council. 1 content myself 
however, by saying that the proposals now made by tho Bengal Government 
cm this matte? are not without prccodent. I will remind the Council of the 
foot that what we now proposo to do has boon done in tho permanently- 
settled districts of the North-Western Provinces. The legislation we now 
propose closely follows the lines of the legislation which has there proved so 
successful. The questions now raised, the ohjeoions now urged, against 
our proposals were no doubt raised and urged at its inception against the law 
now prevailing across the Karacnnassa. Such objections, too, must in that case 
have been raised and urged, not in a Provincial Council, but in the Council of 
Indifu It is surely a guarantee of the correctness and justice of our principles 
thatebimilar principles under t-imilar circumstances were approved and carried 
i&tasucoessful action in the districts bordering on thete provinces. 

Bottbe objection that this Bill is outside the power of interference reserved 
to Government by the Permanent Settlement Regulation has another and a wider 
aspect than those to which I have been referring. The wider ground is in 
test a Claim on the part of the zemindars to the exemption of tho land from 
all future taxation, and its assertion in this Council requires that I should 
allude to a controversy which I had thought had been long ago consigned to 
tee Umbo of exploded fallacies. The point was fully discussed in 1870, 
when the road cess was introduced, and again in 1877 in connexion with the 
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Provincial Public Work* Ceaa. On the first occasion the Secretary of State, 
after mature consideration, decided that zemindars are not under the terms 
of the Permanent Settlement in any way exempted from taxation for local or 
other purposes. I will quote the words of this important decision, dated May 
19 th, 1870— 

“ In view therefore of these various facts and considerations, Her Majesty’s Government 
have now to intimate to your Exoelleney the conclusion to which they have come, after 
a earuful consideration of a controversy which has now been going on for a long oourse of yean. 
This conclusion is that rating or local expenditure is to he regaided, as it has hitherto been 
regarded in all the provinces of the Empire, as taxation separate and distinct f rom the 
ordinary land revenuo ; that tho levying of such rates npon the holders of land, irrespective of 
the amount of their land assessment, involves no breach of faith on the port of the Government, 
whether os regards holders of permanent or of temporary tenures ; and that, where such rates 
sre levied at all, they ought, as far os may be possible, to be levied equally, without distinction 
and without exemption, upon all the holders of property accessible to the rate.” 

These orders were passed, as I have said, in connexion with the Hoad Cess 
Act, but the question was again re-opened by the zemindars in connexion with 
the Public Works (Jess, and again tho zemindars received, this time from Sir 
Ashloy Eden's Government, a very forciblo repudiation of their claim, and in 
that repudiation the Government of India expressed their entire concurrence. 

" If,” said 111© Yiooroy m Council, “ the arguments which are now urged, and whioh 
have been repeatedly refuted, were to be admitted, it is hardly too much to say that uo fresh 
taxation, which in any way touched the landholders of Bengal, could he imposed by the 
Putish Government If such taxes as tlio moomo tax and cesses for works of local utility 
oannot be imposed, it would be ditlicult to spcoify any taxes which would not he liable to 
similar objections, and we should be brought to the conclusion that iu consequence of an 
arrangement made with the zemindars of Bengal nearly a century ago — an arrangement, it 
must bo added, which now loads to the annuul loss by the State of several millions sterling 
of rovenuo — the Government. muBt virtually abandon the right to levy fresh taxation iu the 

g ovineo which is naturally nolior and which is far less hea\ ily taxed than any provinoe of the 
mpiro. Fortunatoly. as tho Lieutenant-Governor has observed, no such questions aotuolly 
anso, because no such claims for exemption can ever be admitted.” 

It is in faco of them) repeated declarations of the highest autho- 
rities in India and iu England that wo are now told that this Bill is 
ultra vires. In effect wo aro told that, because of tho advantages conferred 
on zemindais by the Permanent Settlement, they are entitled to claim 
still further advantages to which no other class of the community lay 
any claim. It is possible that, the lion, gentlemen who havo raised these 
grounds of objection were not aware of tho despatches from which I have 
quoted, and if this be tlio case, they will, now that they are aware of them, 
probably withdraw from an untcuablo position. But if, oh the other hand, 
they persist in claiming exemption fiom taxation for all future time for sueh 
purposes as that which forms the subject of this Bill, then all I can say is that 
argument with the lion gentlemen would lead to no useful result. There 
would he no room for argument, and I should have to content myself 
with affirming it to he clour that the Government, both under the strict 
letter of the settlement aud in accordance with its general power to impose 
rates for local expenditure, has an indisputable right to levy a cess on 
zemindars for tho maintenance of these village establishments. 

I do not think, Sir, that I need say more on the present occasion. I will 
therefore conclude by repeating that the method in which the cess should be 
levied, or its precise amount, or other matters of detail not touching the princi- 
ples of the measure to which hon. members have referred, are questions which 
no doubt will reoeive due attention from the Select Committee if the fill be 
referred to one. To the adoption of the provisions on these minor points of 
the Bill as now drafted tho Bengal Government does not absolutely bind 
itself ; and if any modifications on these points are proposed and supported 
by copent reasons, no doubt they will be fully considered by th,e Select 
( ommittee. But the principles of 'the Bill seem to me to be above the reach 
of attack, and 1 trust that I may have so far brought the hon. gentlemen 
who have opposed the" Bill round to the same view, that they will not 
persist in the attitude of opposition which they have assumed. I now 
propose that the Bill be read in; Council. 
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Hit Homob tbs President said:— I -wish only to say a few words, before 
putting the motion to the Counoil, to remove a misapprehension which has 
arisen in reference to what has fallen from one or two non. members regard* 
ing the objects of this Bill. I would allude, first, to the objection which was 
taken by my hon. friend Mr. Miller, that wo are legislating here admittedly 
Upon a Bill which is Supplementary to the Bengal Tenancy Bill, now under 
fhe consideration of the Government of India; that as the Tenancy Bill has 
not yet passed, it is premature to initiate legislation of this kind, and that 
we are in an illogical position in attempting to do so. My hon. friend who 
is in charge of the Bill has shown that, even if wo had to deal only with 
our own khas melutls, a Bill of this kind would be necessary, though it would 
Be a very small measure compared to the number of estates and extent to 
which it would apply as regards the whole of Bengal and Behar. Still, even 
if we had to legislate for our own property only, i think it would bo necea- 
. sary to legislate. But beyond this, 1 hove told hon. membors that I have no 
intention to pass this Bill this session ; and if the motion to-day is carried 
and the Bill is referred to a Select Committee, and if tho Select Committee 
submit their preliminary report before we break up in tho ordinary time, my 
desire is to circulate tho Bill with the report of tho Select Committee for the 
consideration of all district and local ollicers. Consequently there will be 
no possibility of our passing this Bill, if wo carry out that intention, before 
the supreme Legislature has come to a decision on tho Bengal Tenancy Bill. 
Therefore the argument 'which my hon. friend has adduced as to the 
illogical position in which wo uro placed is dispelled, for wo shall certainly not 
legislate here finally until we know the rosult of the larger measure before 
the Government of India. 

Then as regards tho objection which I think my bon. friend Baboo Joy 
Prokash Lai put forward. 1 will not enter with luui into a discussion as 
to this Bill being a broach of tlio intentions of the Permanent foettlomont, 
because they have been partly answeiod by my friend to tho right 
(Mr. MacDonnell.) I wall only observe tins, that any measure of tho kind Which 
is brought forward, whether an income tax or a road cosh, err a customs duty, 
is always opposed by zemindars as a breach of the Permanent Settlement. Tt 
seems as if no legislation which at all touches land can bo attempted without 
raising the plea, which is so frequent and common in tho mouths of zeinindurs, 
that we are breaking faith with them as regards tho Permanent Settlement. 
Now I would remind hon. members that the zemindars of Bengal are very muoh 
better off than the zemindars in other ports of tho country Considering the 
extent of Bengal, its population and its richness, it pays infinitely less revenue 
than any other province in India. If wo have regard to tho details of my con- 
tention, let us look to the irrigation system as it is carried out at tho expense of 
tno Government. In the North Western Provinces the Government lias boon able 
to recoup itself to s >mo oxtent by a chaige on tho zemindars for tho benefits 
derived by them from the use of the water, but hero in Bengal the zemindars are 
absolutely free against any such charge, and not only uro they free, but they 
enjoy all the advantages of the large expenditure which the Government has 
incurred in the construction of canals for the supply of water, and gain the 
whole benefit of enhancement of rent resulting from our irrigation works. 
Therefore I say that tho zemindars of Bengal are a favoured class ; they pay 
much less revenue than any otlief similar class in any other part of the country, 
and have less right than others to object to their liability to assist the Govern- 
ment in a measure of this kind. 

w Objection has been taken by my hon. friend who has recently joined the 
Council (Baba Ban Behary Kapur), and by tho hon. member from Dumraon, 
as to a Bill like this not being required, and as being one likely to create 
and promote litigation. Weu, I must answer to that, that Bengal again in 
this matter enjoys purely exceptional advantages and art exceptional position. 
In every province in India some system of this kind of village agencies 
obtains. There are Thougyies in Burma, patois in Bombay, mouzadars in 
Assam, and pntwaris in the Central Provinces, in the North-Western Provinces, 
and in the Punjab. Benge 1 is the only province which has no such village 
system at all ; and not only has there been no litigation, and no trouble in those 
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provinces by the existence of such institutions, but a very superior and direct 
advantage has accrued in them, both to the Administration and to the people, 
including proprietors and tenants, and I think we may fairly look to the same 
advantage resulting to Bengal by the proper introduction of a measure of this 
nature. I have no doubt that its first introduction may cause some litigation, 
but by its tentative introduction and gradual assimilation to the circumstances 
of districts, I believe that the fears which have been expressed to-day regarding * 
litigation, disputes, and disturbances between zemindars and raiyats are very 
much exaggerated. It is proposed to apply it very gradually to one district at 
a time, and it will depend upon its success there bow soon and quickly it can be 
extended to other parts of the country. 

I will now turn to the objection of the member who represents Orissa, 
lie may bo perfectly sure that, not only as long as I am Lioutenant-GovCmor, but 
as long as other Lieutenant-Governors occupy the place I do, thore nover will 
be any intention of breaking tho engagements which the Government have made 
with the zemindars in any part of the country during the currency of a settle* 
meat. The settlement in Orissa will come to an end in 1897, and I 
hope by that time the Government of the day will be able to take up 
the detailed survoy and settlement of tho provinco on a proper and com- 
plete system. It will bo time enough’ then to consider whether a measure like 
this will bo required in Orissa. As mutters stand, tho lion, member 
is crying out before ho is hurt. He has twelve years more to onjoy 
tho current settlement, and at the end of that time, if this measure is 
successful in Bengal and JLiehar, it will bo for the Government then to extend 
it to Orissa. , 

The object of tho Bill is to get at the facts connectod with the agricultural 
economy of tho country. For the last ninety yoars wo havo been endeavouring 
without any success to arrive at the * ho facts. Kverj body complains ; those who 
have boon discussing the Rent Bill for tho last *>ix or seven years complain ; 
gentlemen who cornu to India to make enquiries about it complain ; the zemindars 
themselves ancl the raiyats, if they could speak, also admit, that neither the Gov- 
ernment nor tho zemindar, nor the raiyats, have any positive knowledge of the 
facts which exist iu regard to their relations to one another as regards their own 
property^ Tho zemindars have always contended that any interference of 
'this kind^is unnecessary, because they possess the information themselves. 
But there are two objections to that statement. First, tho information that they 
posst ss is not always correct ; and second, whenever it is brought forward in 
Courts, it is objected to as coming from no authoritative source and founded upon 
no proper basis. 1 will give an illustration of what I mean. We were discussing 
tho other day a question in Select Committee on the Rent Bill as to the form of 
receipts. The form of receipt submitted for acceptance simply proposed to 
give the name of tho tenant, his father’s narno, the extent of his holding and 
position, and some sort of information as to the crops ho grew and the inclu- 
sion of miseellai eous payments in rogard to phulker , bunkur, and jhalker. An hon. 
member in the Select Committee, speaking with a good deal of experience, said 
that not one zemindar iu a hundred would be able to give a return of that kind 
of tho raiyats on his estate. That assertion seemod to me to exposo the darkne ss 
which prevails as between raiyats and zemindars in a more marked manner than 
I had over concoivod to be possible ; that the zemindar should not bo able to say 
how much every raiyat m his property holds, what rent he pays, what crops 
he generally grew, and so on. If the zemindar has not been able to give 
wliat tho Government has hitherto been unable to get, it seems to me to open 
the door to overy kind of collusion and fraud, aud I am satisfied that until 
you get to the basis of that knowledge you will never get any peace in the 
oountry. In this dark ignorance lies the chief cause of the litigation of which 
you complain. In this Bill it is attempted to got at those facts which every one 
desires to obtain, and yet not to attempt to get at them too hurriedly, but 
carefully and tentatively. Certainly there is no wish to force ourselves into' 
legislation which can he seriously regarded as a breach of the Permanent 
Settlement, and as an unjust interference with the zemindars’ rights. The 
experience of othor parts of the country shows that this is not the ease. 

1 therefore most strongly support „ tbe Bui. I do not say that I support every 
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detail which appears in it, tout I hojpe it will he allowed to go to toe Select 
Committee to receive that attention which a BiU of this character should 
receive. I am glad to know that it is proposed to place on the Select Com- 
mittee three native gentlemen possessing an intimate knowledge of the subject, 
and 1 hope that that Committee will in time plaoe before us a measure which 
will realize our hopes said, wishes, and place in our possession that united 
knowledge and information which it is necessary for the Government to secure 
for effective administration and the maintenance of peaco and order. 

The question that the Bill be read in Council being put. the Council

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RESOLUTION ON THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATION 
OF THE PORT OF OHITTAGONO IN 1883-84. 


GENERAL DEPARTMENT— MARINE.

RESOLUTION. 

Bead— 

The Anniml Report of the Administration of the Port of Chittagong in 1883-84. 

The trade of the Port, which had been growing steadily for several years, 
has somewhat fallen off during the past year, owing to a depression in the rice 
trade with the West Indies and the Mauritius, and owing to diminished export- 
ation of jute. It is noteworthy, however, that, though lesser quantities of both 
rice and jute were exported during the year under review than in the preced- 
ing year, the value of the exports in the former period exceeded the value 
of the exports in 1882-83. 

2. The number and tonnage of vessels visiting the Port during the 
past two years are shown in the following statement : — 
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3. It will thus appear that as regards the foreign trade of Chittagong, 
the same tendency towards inert used tonnage is observable as has been noticed 
in tho case of Calcutta. The numbots of ships diminish, but the tonnage 
increases. 

4. In the Resolution for the previous year, flip Lieutenant-Governor 
desired that information should be furnished regarding the quantity and 
value of tho jute exported, that boing the most important of the exports. 
This has now been supplied, and the following statement exhibits the statistics 
for tho main items of trade during the past two years : — 
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Tho decrease in the quantity of jute and rice and paddy is compensated by 
the increase in value. The statistics as regards the jute are sufficiently 
explained by the shortness of the crop ; but the falling off in the quantity of 
rice and paddy, amounting as it does to 15,723 tons, and affecting both the 
home and foreign trade, should, the Lieutenant-Governor thinks, have received 
full explanation, ’jthe increase under the heads of salt and mineral oil is 
satisfactory ; and the Commissioner remarks that kerosine oil has now entirely 
superseded earth-oil in Chittagong. The iucreaae in the trade of Chittagong 
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and other native vessels is said to be due to the deorease in the Narainganj 
inland trade. Unable to get a jute cargo, the Chittagong vessels cleared with 
rice and paddy for ports on the west coast., and the native boats, whioh oatne 
in the expectation of earning freight by the jute trade with Narainganj, were 
obliged, on acoount of the short jute crop, to return to their own ports either 
in ballast or with other cargo. The doclme as regards balam boats is natural 
underftbe narrowed business of the Pott 

5. The receipts of the Port Fund (composed of port dues, pilotage 
and mooring fees and miscellaneous items) amounted to Its 81,340 as against 
Its. 78,855 in 1882-83, the inorease being due to pilotage and mooring fees. The 
new rules under which the mail steamer captains pilot tlnir own vessels work 
well, and satisfaction is expressed at the increased mooring facilities provided 
in the port. 

6. The expenditure of the Port rose from Its. 78,917 in 1832-83 to 
Re. 82,807 in the year under review, the chief sourco of enhanced expenditure 
being dockyard charges and the new pilot rules, under which the captains of 
mail steamers receive half the pilotage fees for piloting their own vessels. 
The dockyard charges have been heavy and have swallowed up most of the 
balance that had accrued in former year'*, but the Port has been greatly 
improved and the expenditure will no doubt prove remunerative. 

7. Twelve new vessels were built at the port with a tonnage of 1,829 
as against six with a tonnage of 900 in 38^2-83, the increase being due to 
the prospects of the jute trade. Permission was granted tb dig one new dock 
on the river bank. 

8. The jetty is reported to be in satisfactory condition and uso. The buoy, 
age of the river has been now completed according to the orders of the Govern- 
ment of India No. 2941, dated 30th September I860, black conical buovs 
marking the right side of the river, and red can -shaped buoys the left side. 
The whistling buoy oil the South Patch, unlike the buoys at the mouth of 
the Hooglily, is reported to have been found ot benefit by vessels making for 
the port, but information has been received from other sources whioh attaches 
but an indifferent value to it Slight modifications have taken place at the 
mouth of the river, which the Commissioner conjectures will tend to improve 
the navigation there, but higher up ilie channel has in parts deteriorated. 
The leading marks for the navigation of the river arc satisfactory. One con- 
spicuous mark exists for every track, and the piloting has been rendered very 
easy. 

9. The light tower and revetment at Kutubdoa are in satisfactory 
condition, but the existing lights and lanterns wore condemned by Colonels 
Trevor and Lovett, who inspected them. Estimates for new dioplrio lights 
have been sanctioned. 

10. The number of casualties was six as against nine in the previous 
year, and nono appear to have entailed serious damage. The number of 
wrecks was large, five vessels engaged in the jute trade with Nuruinganj 
having been wrecked to the north ot Sundccp, and several lives lost, tli rough 
under-ballasting and the ignorance of the uiuRtcrs. The Port Officer reports 
that the native serangs still give trouble by their neglect of the rules as to 
lights and fog signals, and the Lieutenant-Governor approves of the measures 
that Mr. Good has taken to ensure compliance with the Bo-ird of Trades* 
requirements. Finally, the health of the Port bus been very good, aim 
although the year has not been one of active trade, theio is much to show 
that the Port is rising in favour. Its situation in the midst of a lai go rice and 
jute-producing tract is advantageous, and with the provision of reasonable 
facilities for the ships visiting the Port, the stability of its trade should be 
assured. Those facilities in the shape of better buoyage, lighting, mooring, 
and water-supply have been and are being attended to as far as finances will 
permit. 

11. The Lieutenant-Governor thanks the Commissioner for liis report, 
a nd is glad to notice the commendation passed on the Port Officer.

RESOLUTION. 

Read — 

Tito Report on Public Instruction in Bengal in 1883-84. 

The Report is submitted by Mr. A. W. Croft, c.i k.. Director of Public 
Instruction. Mr. Mel left officiated as Director from the beginning of the year to 
the 9th Docember 1883, when he was relieved by Mr. Croft. The chief event of 
the past year was the publication of the Report of the Education Commission, 
which, for some time to come, will determine the diroction of educational pro- 
gress m Bengal. There will, however, be less disturbance of existing conditions 
in these provinces than in other parts of India, for on many, if not most, of 
the leading points discussed by the Commission the principles ultimately 
adopted were those already recognized in Bengal. Even where reform is 
aduiittod to be called for, no conflict of principle is discornod between the 
policy already followed in Bengal and that rocommended by the Commission. 
That the grant for primary education is insufficient ; that tho standard of 
instruction should be raised ; that primaiy schools should be inspected more 
frequently and the qualification of their teachers improved ; that private 
colleges have a claim to more liberal aid from Government, ana that 
a supply of femulo teachers should bo provided — all theso are objects 
which havo been steadily kept in view in Bengal, and which have been 
furthered from time to timo as funds permitted. The financial 
difficulties by which this Government is hampered in tho matter of education, 
and the uncertainty as to the shape that may be taken by the sections dealing 
with education in tho Local Self-Government Bill, havo already been represented 
to tho Govommont of India in a separate communication. Here it is sufficient 
to remark that the ideal scheme for tho development of education in Bengal 
laid down by tho Commission will be steadily borne in mind and worked up to, 
though tho Provincial finances will not admit of its being introduced in its 
entirety at onco. 

2. While the Education Commission was sitting, a special Committee 
was appointed to revise educational forms of statistics, and their suggestions 
havo been followed in tho present report. The new forms, although tending 
to obscure financial differences, do not differ from the old sufficiently to prevent 
an intelligible comparison being made of general educational results. The 
progress iqpdo during tho year in schools of all classes which submit returns 
to the Department is exhibited in the following statement : — 
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4. The classification of pupils during the last two years, according to the 
stage of educational progress they hare reached, is illustrated by the following 
abstract table : —

Tho decrease of pupils in the middle stare is attributed to mote accurate 
classification, while that in the lower section of tho primary stageis due partly 
to bond fide progress, and partly to a change of system under wbioh the only 
point taken into account is the mode of instruction, without entering upon 
the question whether a given pupil cun actually lead a printed book or not 

5. From another table, dealing with caste and creed, it is gathered that 
of the pupils in all public institutions, 69 per cent, aie Hindus, 28 per cent. 
Muhomeaans, nearly 1 per cent Christians (half being Native Christians), 
and nearly 2 per cent, aborigines. Of the Hindus at school, 40 per cent 
belong to tho dominant and literate castes of Brahmans, Rajputs, Kayasths, 
&c. ; 27 per cent, to the “ Naba'-akh,” or group of nine castes, from 
whom a Brahman may take wattr ; -7 per cent, to Banias and 
artizan castes ; and 6 per cent, to tho lower or servile castes of Chamars, 
Domes, Haris, &c. The relative strength of the different groups varies with 
curious regularity in the different classes of schools. Thus in colleges the 
literate cantos outnumber the rest by five to one, and in higlr schools by 
three to one ; while in lower primary schools they form less than one-fourth 
of the pupils. In tho case of the lower castes, on the other hand, the order 
of distribution is reversed. For every 1,000 pupils of the literate castes there 
are of tho lower castes 7 pupils in high schools, 17 in middle English 
schools, 40 in middle vernacular schools, 115 in upper primary and 211 
in lower primary schools. Mr. Croft appeals to these statistics to prove that 
the constitution of the pathsalas, maintained by tho village community, has 
always been perfectly democratic, and goes on to remark that Government 
interference with tho village schools has diminished the relative proportion of 
the higher classes among the pupils. In village pathsalas outside the departmental 
system the proportion of pupils of the superior or literate castes is said to 
be 57 per cent., wliilo in tho aided primary schools it is only ‘28 per cent. 

It is possible, however, to draw another conclusion. The figures might 
suggest that tho original constitution of the pathsala was hardly so democratic as 
the Director’s observations would imply it to be. Education, in fact, was tho 
privilege of the literate castes, whoso superior status was fully recognized in the 
village community, and the lower castes were only gradually admitted to share 
in this privilege. The supervision of pathsalas by the State has tended, as the 
Diroctor points out, to diminish tho proportion of boys belonging to the literate 
castes, but it lius done so, not by reducing their numbers, but by increasing the 
numbers of tho other castcB — in short, by making tho pathsala more democratic 
than the traditions of native society would of themselves permit. 

6. No administrative changes were mode in tho controlling agencies of 
the Department during the year. Complete information is, for the first time, 
furnished regarding the amount of inspection done by the various grades of 
inspecting officers. Excluding the Inspector of European Schools, whose 
duties are of a special kind, the ‘average length of tour made by the ten 
superior inspecting officers was 155 days, during which 141 schools were 
visited in situ, and in the caso of eight officers a large number of pathsalas 
was examined at a central gathering arranged for tho purpose. For 
Deputy Inspectors of '‘Schools a tour of 150 days in tho year is considered 
reasonable, having regard to the heavy office work they have in many 
districts to perform. Of the 43 officers of this grade, 25 attained or exceeded 
and 18 fell short of this standard. The average for the grade was 
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156 day*, daring which 163 schools were visited t* situ. In the case of 
Sub-Inspectors the demands of office work are, or ought to be, less pressing, 
and the minimum tour is therefore fixed at 200 days in the year. On an 
average each of the 178 officers employed on Sub-Inspector’s work spent 
204 days on tour and visited tn situ 327 out of the 387 schools under his 
inspection, independently of the number collected and examined at central 
gatherings. Reviewing this branch of work as a whole, the quantity of inspec- 
tion done during the year must be pronounced sufficient and satisfactory, and 
tlte Lieutenant-Governor has much pleasure in acknowledging the activity 
shown by all classes of officers. Where, however, the numbor of schools ana 
the area over which they are scattered is so large, it is clear that in manv cases 
inspection must have been got through in a hurried mannor, and can have 
done little to improve the character of the instruction given In dealing with 
the proposals of the Education Commission, the Lieutenant-Governor has 
already accepted the conclusion that the expansion and strengthening of 
the inspecting agency has the first claim in point of urgency upon the 
Provincial finances, atid in the estimates of expenditure for the coming ) oar 
an effoit will be made to cnrrv this conclusion into effect. It may also be 
remarked here tbut the I )iret tor is alive to the advantages which tho systom 
of ehif f gurus seems to offer as an effective and comparatively inexpensive mode 
of strengthening the inspecting agency of the Department. 

The Director concludes this portion of liis n port with some woll- 
considcred remarks on the desirubxlity of periodic transfers of inspecting 
officers, on the functions of District Committee's, on tho advantages of occasional 
conferences of educational officers, and on tho usefulness of n system of rules 
governing the admission of pupils to schools. On most of these points tho 
Lieutonant-i governor, in his review of the Education Commission Report, has 
already expres*ed his opinion in favour of tho policy advocated by Mr. Croft. 
The action taken by the Diiector to give effect to that policy lias the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s full conscirt 

7. University Education. — The number of Government collogos rose 
during tlic year from 12 to 13 the number of aided and unaided colleges remain- 
ing the same. The number of college students declined from 2,000 to 2,82(1, 
the loss in Government colleges being 87 and in aided colleges 238 ; while 
unaided colleges show a gmi of 201 pupils. The marked decrease in tho 
numbers under tho head of aided colleges is due to the loss of 237 pupils 
sustained by tho iieneral Assembly’s Institution. Apart from this special 
cause, it is satisfactory to find that the unaided colleges are steadily gaining 
popularity, and that their low fees offer special attractions to students. ( )f the 
students who by passing the Entrance Examination qualified themselves for 
matriculation, 83 per cent, actually entered colleges, against 00 nor cont. in 
previous years. No special cause is assigned for this reduction, winch appears 
to be merely an accidental fluctuation. Tho average, cost of each student in 
Government colloges rose from Rs. 311 in 1882-83 to Rs. 337 in 1883-84, owing 
partly to increased establishment and higher rates of pay, but chiefly to 
docrease in the number of pupils. The increase is most markea in 
the case of the Hooghly College, where tlic average cost per pupil 
amounted to Rs. 275 against Rs. 178 in tho previous year. This is attri- 
buted to the fact of a large number of pupils having bt**n drawn away 
to the free college established by tho Maharajah of Kurdwan, and to 
tho new colleges in Calcutta Midnapore, on the other hand, shows a sub- 
stantial decrease from Ks 2(19 to Rs. 178, Patna from 11s. 213 to Rs. 207, and 
Chittagong from Ks. 219 to R«. 196. 

8. 1 he following table shows the results of ^the First Arts Examination 
of the University : — 
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A comparison of this table with the results of 1882 shows that 51 per 
cent, of the candidates from Government colleges passed, against 41*8 per 
cent in 1882. Aided collegos again passed 4 1 per cent of tlieir candidates, 
against 28 per cent, in 1882 ; while unaided colleges were successful in 45 per 
cent, against 27 per cent, in 18b2. '1 he proportion of candidates passing in 

tho first division is higher in all classes of institutions than it was in the pre- 
vious year. It gives tho Lieutenant-Governor spocial pleasure to observe that 
the numbor of Mahomed an students who passed the First Arts rose from 7 in 
1882 to 21 m 1888. This result, which, as the Director observes, is independ- 
ent of the establishment of college classes in the Calcutta Mudrassa, indicates 
ail extended desire for English education among the higher classes of Mahome- 
duns, and it is the Lieutemuit-Goveruor’s hope that it may continue to increase. 

9. Out of 411 candidates, including 89 teachers, who presented them- 
stives for the 1J. A Examination of January 1884, 205, or 46 48 per cent., were 
successful, 29 passing m the first division, hi in tho second, and 95 in the third. 
These figures show a fair measuro of progress as compared with the results, 
of 188.1, when tho percentage of successful candidates was only 41. The 
Government colleges passed 50 per cent, of their candidates, against 43*8 per 
cent, in 1888 ; the aided colleges passed 48 per cent , against 40 per cent, in 
1888 ; while the Metropolitan institution, the only unaided college that was 
repiesented, maintained its high reputation by passing 40 per cent against 
44 per cent m 1S8J. Among the larger Government colleges, Hnoghly was the 
most successful with 19 passed candidates out of 24, or 79 percent , while Dacca 
stands lowest with 10 out of 80, or 28 per cent. It is explained, however, 
that, owing to three changes in the olHcer holding the post of Principal, the 
Dacca students had haidly so good a chance as usual. Of the aided colleges, 
the Free Church Institution passed 80 candidates out of 56, or 64 per cent., 
but only one of these passed in tho first division. Tho statistics of the 
religion of candidates hIiow that out of 21 Mahomedun students who 
presented themselves 12 passed, — three in tho first division, five in the second, 
and four in tho third This satisfactory result is attributed by the 
Director to tho measures taken in 1881 for assisting collegiate study among 
Mahoiuoduns from the Molron Fund. 

10. Out of 71 candidates for tho M. A degree, 46 went up for 
honours, ami 25 for the oidnmry dcgiee Thirty-five of tho former 
and 19 of the latter were successful. Comparing the total results with those 
of tho previous }cur, it appears that 54 out of 71 passed against 36 out of 74. 
Although the number of candidates has slightly declined, there hu9 clearly 
been u substantial advance in the standard uttninod by those who presented 
themselves, and this is tho best test of genuine progress. Of tho sucoessfnl 
candidates for honours, 22 were students of the Presidency College, seven of the 
Free Church College, two of tho Sanskrit College, and two of the Metropolitan 
Institution. Tho Cuttack College and tho General Assembly’s College were 
represented in tho honours’ list by one student apiece. 

11. Secondary Education . — Tho following statement shows tho number 
of high English schools and of pupils attending them during the last two 
years *— * 
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The figures for 1882-83 include eleven European schools which have been 
excluded from the returns for the year 1883-84. Consequently, the apparent 
increase of three schools shown in the statement docs not accurately represent 
the facts, and there has been a real gain of 14 aidod schools for native boys. 
Tho number of Government schools has remained stationary : two lugh schools 
at Santiporo and Chittagong have been taken charge of bv Municipal 
Boards, and a third school maintained by the Municipality of Burdwan has 
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28 ; and the Presidency school, with 066 pupils, passed 23 candidate*. Ths City school 
passed 41 candidates with 646 pupils on its rolls, and the Shompukur branch of the Metro* 
politan Institution, with 482 pupils, passed 21 candidates. The Jogannaih and Pogoee 
schools iu Dacca passed, respectively, 26 and 20 candidates. 


The importance of the work done by unaided schools is strongly brought 
out by the fact that in Calcutta alone there were during the past year 
21 schools with 8,088 pupils on their rolls, and that they passed 209 pupils 
for the Entrance Examination. 

The Lieutenant Governor has read with much interest the Director’s 
remarks regarding the success attending the policy of encouraging the estab- 
lishment, m places where there is already a flourishing Government .school, 
of a school under privato management. Tlio prosecution of such a policy 
relieves the pressure in the overgrown zillah school, tends to > educe the State 
expenditure, and to foster private effort. By a rigid adherence to this policy 
the gi eat schools of the Province will be icstricted to moderate size, teaching 
and management in them will become moie efficient, and thus they will furnish 
a high stnndurd up to which these other schools, called into existence by 
a wise abstention on the part of Government, will strive to work. The 
substitution of efficient private schools foi schools under Government manage- 
ment will always receive the Lieutenant- Governors support. 

14. The following statement illust i ates the progress of middle English 
schools during the past yoar— 
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— 1 Th* flgtirst for 1883 include European Softools, while thorn for 1881 exclude them 

Tlio number of Government schools has been reduced by two by the 
exclusion from the returns of the KurBeong school for Europeans, and the 
transfer of the Bliootea Boarding School to tlio class of high schools. The 
single municipal school is the Model school at Bogra, which is under depart* 
mental inuuagement, though its cost is met from Municipal Funds. Aided 
schools have advanced from 500 to 521, and the number of their pupils has 
increased from 82,228 to 84,804. The real increase, however, is greater, as 
eight schools for Europeans have been transferred to a separate heading. 
Unaided schools, on the other hand, show a net decroose of 21, some of which 
have boon merely converted into aided schools, while others woro institutions of 
am ephemeral character, which liavo collapsed withtho disappearance of the con- 
ditions out of winch they aroso. The middle English scholarship was attended by 
085 candidates from 837 middle English schools, of whom 453 were successful. 
Adding to these 28 students who passed the examination from schools classed 
as vernacular, the total numhor of successful candidates was 481 against 427 in 
the preceding year. On the general question of the gradual conversion of 
middle vernacular into middle English schools, the Director makes the 
following remarks : — 

1 have m previous reports pointed out that the distinction between middle 
J'nglmlv and middle vernacular schools tends to become effaced by the gradual passing over 
ot vernacular mhools to the English class. But the proooss of transfer and conversion is on 
nit crating one to watch and record ; and I do not propose to dostroy the possibility of this 
by amalgamating tbe two classes of schools on our returns. A constant process of change 
is going on * upper primary schools begin to teaoh the next higher standard, and to be ranked 
as middle vnimculor schools. Of these last, some year by year tako up the study of English, 
and tinall) make good their claim, by success at the examination, to be ranked as rmdd l e 
English schoolr . of these last, again, some drop the teaching of English from various rtmnrr, 
and fall baok for a time into the ranks of middle vernaoular schools These chauges should 
be carefully n ted froSk year to year ; for in proportion as they go on with steadiness and 
regularity they show the elasticity of our educational system and its suitability to the varying 
needs of village communities. 

The process of conversion, will he greatly facilitated, and the organisation of the 
sohools strengthened and improved, by the adoption of more stringent rules than it has 
hitherto been found neoessory to prescribe for the classification of English scholars iu verna- 
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milar adteols. la Ute Resolution of Government on thslaat report, I wm asked to eondder 
tiii* rahjeot It was pointed cut that the option given to the hoy* of middle schools to take 
up ov abandon the study of English a* they wished, English not being e oompubory subject 
in them soUools, necessitated the keeping up of two sets of clause*, » one eooordmg to progress 
in the vernacular, end the other aocording to progress in English. Jt was suggested that there 
wo uld he a gaiu in effion*noy if the same set of ho a read together both English and the other 
subjects ; subject, however, to the doubt whether such an arrangement would not lead to the 
extinction of purely vemaculoV schools. I have no sort of doubt that the proponed arrange- 
ment ts the right cne. ') he fundamental character of our middle system ie that, whether in 
English or in vernacular schools, the classes are arranged accoidmg to progress lu the subjects 
of the vernacular examination. It follows as a necessary oou«equenoe that the boys in each 
who read English should read the same standard m English and not different standards ; 
m other words, that to on<*h vomaoul ir class should correspond a definite standard m English, 
add that all hnys in the class who take up English should read that standard or nono at all. 
Otherwise the utmost confusion will result and the work of the sohool*will inquire addi- 
tional masters It is alleged that boys frequently drop the study of English for a year or 
more; and that when they take it up again, they must join an English class lower than that 
in wlmh their vernacular oiasa-felDw* ate reading. Naturally : and the only and sufficient 
remedy is to prevent a boy from disorganizing th« school through his caprices. No boy m a 
vernacular school teaching English is compelled to take up English ; that should always 
re mai n a matter for Ins own option But if lie takes up English, we can at least require that 
he shall take it up sistemaiuaiily ; and if he drops it at any stage he mn*t drop it for good, 
unless he can private Iv make up his loo-way and keep on level torms with his olass-follows. 

The principle here laid down by Mr. (.Toft has the full approval of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, und the necessary measures should at onco be tuken to 
give effect to them. 

15. 'I he number of Middle Vernacular Schools roso during the year from 
1,070 schools attended by -9,219 pupils to 1,1<»8 schools attended liy Hi, 702 
pupils. ’I hero was thu> a net gam of V9 schools and 2,4*?9 pupils In 
dealing with this brarnh of his department the Director sketches the 
history of the Government model vernacular schools started in l v 44 under 
the name of “ Hardin ire’s Schools” and extended, tn 18*15, as Hull iduy Schools,” 
and shoves how they have served as model schools in advanced und pioneer 
schools in b ickwartl localities, although owing to fioquont transfers it is often 
difficult to traco them now. He goes on to point out that owing to the develop- 
ment of upper nrin»ar\ schools their relations to middle schools have been 
greatly altered, and that a school of the upper primary class will now bo 
sufficient for a village which on the pi iueiples hitherto accepted would have 
been held to he entitled to u middle vernacular school. While, however, 
dispensing with Government middle vernacular schools as a means of 
im,iai ting in backward places a putoly vernacular education, Mr. (Toft 
would extend their scope in another direction, and by placing them in villages 
selected with reforenee to their capacity for advancement, would utilize them as 
a means of spreading more widely an elementary knowledge of English and of 
maintaining by force of example' the highest possible standard of education 
through the vernacular. In this view the upper primary school will serie 
the highest purpose-* of thosa classes who do not look beyond a vermicular 
education, while every middle vernacular school of standing will aim at adding 
an English class and at finally becoming a middle English school. Consider- 
ing how rapid ha* been the development of tho upper primary schools, tho 
Lieutenant Go\ ernor finds no difficulty in accepting tho general principles 
now enunciated by the Director, it being idwu\ s understood that tho charge 
•will involve no additional expenditure from public revenues. There can 
be no question as to the widespread desire of all classes tor opportunities 
of acquiring some knowledge of English, and it is proper that this 
desire should be mot in all cases where tho people themselves are willing 
to contribute for tho purpose. Caution will of courso bo required tn 
giving effect to the changes, and anything likeya sudden reversal of the 
existing state of things should be avoided. Subject then to these remarks, 
and to the obvious condition that no middle vernacular schools should bo tiuus- 
ferred from backward to advanced villages unless upper prih ary schools are 
readv to take their place, the Lieutenant-Governor sees no objection to the 
Depat tment making Government model schools do for the lower section of 
vernacular education what tho zillah schools already do for the upper. It 
may be hoped that many aided middle vernacular school* will under proper 
« encouragement follow their example. 
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16. Primary Education . — The following statement illustrates the progress 
oi primary education during the year under report : — 


Upper Primary Schools 

m*-» 19U64 
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One remarkable chunge is apparent on tho face of this statement In all 
roceut years the incieasu in the number of primary schools has ranged from 
6,000 to 10,000 in tho year. In 1833-84 this rapid progress has for the first 
time been arrested, the increase in schools being only 1,1 Go and in pupils 
69,708. The reason is, os explained at length by the Director, that the former 
policy of searching out indigenous schools, and bringing them within the 
cognizance of the Department, has given place to one which seeks rather to 
place existing schools upon a stable footing, and declines to recognize schools 
whicl have only a small number of pupils or which do not sit regularly through* 
out tho > oar On this important point the Director writes thus : — 

lu all riHiont yoars there has been an increase of t»,000 8,000, or 10,000 schools 
a year Iu 1HH0-84 the increase, as we have iust soen is less than 1 200. In only four 
divisions has thore been any oonsnlerablH addition to the list of schools, and in two there has 
been n maikod diminution of the number The explanation of tbu striking change is to be 
found m the di-ooumgcnient which was given, in the Government ltcsolution on the last 
annual report of this department, to the further soarch for indigenous schools beyond the 
range of effective supervision “ It is not,” tho Lieutenant-Governor observed, his wish to 
disoournge the establishment of new sohools in districts where their number is still small m 
comparison with the extent of country and population ; but there oan be no doubt that 
in many districts the dev elopmout of the system of pnmnry education Iihb already reached, 
if it has not in some actually exceeded, the limit compatible with sound administration ; and 
it is desirable that ui these districts them should be no further extension for some yean The 
consolidation and improvement of existing sehoo's,” it was added, “ should now bo the main 
object of local offiecis, and the search for old indigenous schools should bo generally aban- 
doned ” The relations of locul officers towards ltidi.-onous schools were by these orders sensibly 
changed. In former yearn no school was too humble, no group of pupils gathered together 
for a few months too mHiuuiftcant, to be entered in tho returns. The objeet was to find out 
by detailed inquiry all die existing means of instruction with the object, or at least in the 
bopa. of improving them horeaiter. I lie necessary result was that the number of sohools 
ou the returns far outgrow the limits of efficient inspection, even with all the aid that could 
be derived from subordinate agencies of various kinds. Under the limitations now set, the 
searoh for additional school* 1ms been in a great measure laid aside In some ports of the 
oouutry, long kuown or believed to jiosseas a large uumber of unregistered schools which were 
gradually being brought to light, the same process of disoorory has gone ou during tho print 
y««ur In other pnits, hitherto distinguished above the rest for the abm dance of tl iieir 
schools, a distinction has now for the first time beeu made, with the result of excluding from 
the returns a largo number of sohools which have but few pupils, or which do not sit regularly 
throughout the year. 

This procedure has yielded good results even during the past year, 
as the increase in the number of pupils show that existing acliools have been 
better attended. The increase is most marked in Dacca, which gained 30,060 
pupils, Kajshahye with 19,000, Patna with .15,000, and the Presidency with 
10,{-00. Tho Government expenditure on aided primary instruction shows 
a turther increase from Rs. 5,81,000 in 1882*83 to Ha. 6,67,330 in 1883-84, 
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number of pupils of sD kinds baa naan from 27*9 to 23- 1 5 per cent. The 
proportion of Mahomedans to the population of the part of Bengal included in 
the educational return* is 31*3 per cent., while their education percentage 
ranges from 8*1 in Professional colleges and 1*6 in Arts colleges to 14*9 
per cent, in upper primary and 31 7 per cent, in lower primary sohools* 
On the strength of general calculations of the kind it has hitherto been the 
practice to assume that , the comparative absence of Maliomed ana from the 
nigher educational institutions is duo to their sectarian dislike of the kind of 
instruction given them. A closer examination of tho statistics tends, however, 
fo throw some doubt upon this view. It is true that in the Presidency Division, 
where Mahomedans of the pooror agricultural classes compose about half the 
population, Mahomedan pupils contribute only about 27 per cent, to the 
school-going population. In Sarun, on the other hand, the school percentage of 
Mahomedans is 13 against a population rate of 7*5, while in Durbhunga it is 
24 against a population rate of 14. Again, in tho high schools of Orissa, the 
proportion of Mahomedan pupils is 11 per cent., and in middle English 
and middle vernacular schools 9 per cent., although tho proportion of 
Mahomedans to tho total population of Orissa is only 2*3 per cent. If, then, 
a low educational percentage of Muhomodans is c> nfined to those districts 
where they occupy a low place in tho social scale, and tho conditions are 
reversed in those parts of tho country whero they nr© comparatively well 
off, the facts seem to support the conclusion that the traditional explanation is 
incorrect, and that it is the comparative poverty of Mahomedans, rather than 
any special prejudices of theirs, which accounts for their apparent neglect of 
the facilities for higher education which the existing system offers. 

19. In spite of the merger of the Rajshahyo Madrassu in the Kajshahyo 
College, tho number of students at tho five Madrassos under Government manage- 
ment rose from 1,139 to 1,191. The Calcutta Madrnssa aud tho Mooridicdabad 
Nowab’s Madraasa (formerly called the Nixamut College) are maintained from 
provincial revenues, whilo Dacca, Chittagong, and llooghly receive assignments 
from the Mohsin Fund. Tho total expenditure on Mahomedan education from 
tho Mohsin Fund amounted to Rs. 37,771, of which Its. 32,042 wore devoted 
to the maintenance of Madrossas, Rs. 4,827 to the salaries of Maulavis in 
high schools, Rs. 10,370 to scholarships, and Us. 9,932 to tho payment of 
two-thirds of the fees of Mahomedan hoys in English colleges and schools. 
The number of candidates appearing at the central examination of tlioMadiassa 
was 180, of whom 110 passed — 30 in the first division, 19 in the second, and 41 
in the third. There was no material difference between those statistics and 
the corresponding figures for the preceding year. Ihe number of students 
in the Calputta Madrossa and the Collinga branch school attached to it 
increased from 1,116 to 1,233, and tho number of English students from 727 
to 814. While recognizing the fact that the number of students learning 
English is increasing, and that of purely Oriental students declining, tho 
Lieutenant-Governor agree* with tho Director in thinking, not only that tho 
Oriental course should be maintained, but that such subjects should be added 
to it as are best fitted to qualify the students to conduct tho business trans- 
actions of ordinary life. Before, however, coming to any finul decision 
regarding tho subjects to he included, Sir Hirers Thompson would bo glad to Ixi 
furnished with fuller information regarding the extent to which Oriental 
students have found themselves at a disadvantage in obtaining employment 
by reason of the shortcomings of tho Madrassa course. The Dacca and 
Gnittagong Madrassas appear to have gained in popularity, while llooglily has 
remained stationary. 

20. Female Education . — The progress of female education during tho last 
two years is clearly illustrated by the following statement : —

It will be seen that the somber of schools rose from 1,308 to 1 ,785, and of 
pupils from 27,485 to 82,167. As at the same time the number of girls in 
boys’ schools increased from 31,187 to 33,646, it follows that tbe total number 
of girls under instruction during the past year was (excluding 930 little boys 
attending girls’ schools; 64,883 against 57,328 in the foregoing year. There 
were also at the close of the year 12 private (indigenous) schools for girls 
attended by 339 pupils. The total cost of the 1,785 girls’ schools was 
Rs. 2,26,787, of which Rs. 84,324 was contributed by Government. The 
expenditure from municipal funds was Rs. 5,218, from fees Rs. 17,985, and 
from all other sources, mainly subscriptions and donations, Rs. 1,19,260. 
There can be no question that the great progress made by female 
education in Bengal within the last few years has been largely due to 
the establishment of girls’ classes in primary sohools for boys. This system 
of mixed schools was not regarded with approval by the Education 
Commission, but their views on tho subject had reference to certain general 
principles which do not affect the special circumstances which have contributed 
to mako mixed schools peculiarly successful in Bengal. In remarking on 
the report of the Commission, tho Lieutenant- Govern or has already expressed 
liis opinion that boys and girls may well be taught together, as in fact they 
play together, up to the uge of ten year*, and he is satisfied that the keen com* 

E etition which tlio mixed system gives rise to acts as a healthy stimulus to the 
oys as well as to the girls. Of tno two Government girls* schools, tho Eden 
Female School at Dacca shows a falling off in tho number of its pupils from 
191 to 157. Tho Bothuno School m Calcutta gainod two pupils, its strength 
being 117, of whom 112 wero in the school department ana five in the college 
department. Two candidates wero successful in tho First Arts Examination. 
During the past year Mrs. Wheeler, luspectross, roportod that out of 3,024 
pupils reading in zenanas and schools, for infants in Calcutta, Hooghly, and the 
24-Fergunnalis, 1,192 wero more infants and were not presented for examination 
by any of tho standards ; while of tho remaining, 1,8,32 who appeared for 
examination, 64 passed by tho lower and 89 by the upper primary standard, 
64 by tho middle, and only three by tho upper standard. The percentage of 
success was therefore 0 2 excluding infants, or 5 6 if infants be taken into 
acoount. The causes of this comparative failure are rather obscuro, and the 
Director proposes to considor them at a Conference of school managers during 
this cold season. His report of the conclusions arrived at will, it is hoped, 
tend to clear matters up and to enable measures to be taken in future to secure 
progress of a kind that can be tosted by examination. 

21. Turning to girls’ schools outside Calcutta, it appears that, with 
a few exceptions, they read the ordinary departmental standards pre- 
scribed for boys, and aro under tho inspection of the regular Deputy and 
Sub-Inspectors of Schools. In commenting on this state of things, the Director 
remarks : — 


“ If special standards are to be prescribed for girls* sohools generally, as the Education 
Commission reoommonds, separate scholarships must be provided for them ; and however 
desirable in other ways that course may be, tho special advantage of pittiug tbe hoys of 
a district against the girls, and stimulating both to increased exertions through the competiti o n 
thus excited, would at any rate be lost. t 

“ There is one danger to he specially guarded against in this connection. Tutting 
aside mi ss ion ary effort, it is to be feared that there is very little enthusiasm for female educa- 
tion among the population generally Natives of intelLigenoe know perfectly well that 
when the women of the country begin to he generally educated and to learn independence, 
troublous times are in store, for tnora. They may thoroughly allow that when the process 
has been completed, the nation will rise in intelligenoe, in character, and; in all the graces of 
life. But they are equally well aware that while the prooess of education is going on, the 
period of transition will be marked by the loosening of social ties, the upheaval of 
ary ways, aud by continued and severe domestio affliction. A sub-inspector l atel y 
observed to Mr. C. B. Clarke in strict confidence : — ‘ 1 am opposed to girls’ schools. Sir, really : 
the female mind is very vain, and even a little reading and writing makes them useless for 
all the work they should do far us * Mr. Clarke calls this omoer a man of superior 
honesty, and that he doubtless is ; but if his views axe widely shared, and if no real desire 
or enthusiasm is felt for the spread of ednoafion among women, it is well to reflect fc>y 
keeping, either altogether or in great part, the same standards for girls as for hoys, wa me 
doing what we can to prevent girls* schools and the education given in them from degener- 
ating into a sham . If the girls leant in essentials file same standards as the hoys, they will 
have a jdhanoe of being educated in a nntsh more robust and genuine fashion than if th e 
course is framed bo as'to include a number of fanoy subjects, moludiair the hideotts wool- 
work, with its mixture of greens, reds and yellows^ in which girls* schools commonly taka 
so keen a delight, to the serious degradation of the national taste.’* 
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ir^k expenditure from . private sources increased from $&> 18*50,000 
to Its. 13,54,000. lie classification of primary ecboots into upper end 
lower remains unaltered. The schools of the former class have advanced 
from 2,214 with 75J420 pupils to 2,464 with 90,805, and those of the 
latter clam from 60,337 with 1,016,482 pupUs to 61,252 with 1,073,904 
pupils. The upper primary scholarship examination was attended by 3,955 
candidates from 1,465 schools, of whom 1,945 passed. In the previous year 
there were 4,255 candidates from 1,674 schools, of whom 2,286 passed. The 
apparent falling off in results is due to tho exclusion, for the first time, of 
successful candidates from the lower departments of middle schools. If these 
be added; the total number of successful pupils risos to 2,500. The lowdr 
primary examination was attended by 40,706 pupils from 10,979 schools, of 
whom 20.011 passed, the figures for the previous year showing 16,792 success* 
fill candidates out of a total of 39,798 from 10,387 schools. A comparison of 
those results with the statistics of 1876*77, when 3,1 10 schools sent up 11,462 
candidates, of whom 5,246 passed, shows how great the advance has been. In 
connection with the lower primary scholarship some interesting statistics are 
given in the report to illustrate tho hitherto obscure subject of tho classification 
of lower primary schools. It appears that out of a total of 59,937 schools 
of this class, "which were reported on with tho object of determining the stage 
of progress they had attained to, 15,205 with. 333,635 pupils had reached the 
primary scholarship standard, 33,943 with 594,008 pupils woro bolow that 
standard but read printed books, whilo 10,789 with 131,518 pupils bad not 
advanced sufficiently to use printed books at ull. 

17. The standards of instruction now prescribed for tho two classes of 
primary schools include the following : —

In tho case of the upper primary schools this courso of instruction has 
come to be adopted by degrees, but it is not altogether in accordance with the 
principles now accepted us determining tiio objects of primary education and 
its relation to secondary education. These principles are thus stated by tho 
Education Commission — 


“ Primary education should ho regarded as tho instruction of tho massos through the 
vernacular in suoh subjects as will best fit them for their jiosition m life.’* “ There is a clear 
Hi)« of distinction between secondary and primary cduoat'on, in that the former no longer 
ha* exclusive reference to the practical requirements of the student in after life. In however 
■mull a degree, it begins to do definitely associated with what is understood as liberal educa- 
tion, and with the exercise of the higher faculties of thought.” 

In other words, primary education is intended to be complete in itself 
up to the limits of the aim it has in view on tho principles now accepted. 
The upper primary schools, which represent tho highest development of 
primary education, are not intended to serve os a connecting link with schools 
of a higher grade, aud subjects which were introduced into their curriculum 
with that objeet may now properly be replaced by others of greater prac- 
tical utility. Elementary mensuration for example may be substituted for 
the first book of Euclid, and in pursuance of tho recommendations of the Educa- 
tion Commission an experimental beginning may be^inado of instruction in tho 
industrial arts. Thero is much room for the doubts expressed by Mr. Croft 
whether* the application of the elements of natural ana physical science to 
agriculture can usefully be taught in primary schools ; but the question may bo 
farther co nsid ered in consultation with the Director of Agriculture, who 
will probably be aide to determine whether anything of the kind should be 
at tem pted. Tho lower primary course requires little alteration, except perhaps 
the substitution of an easy treatise on the preservation of health for 
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the sanitary primer which has proved too abstruse and difficult Jqr lower 
primary students. A further question, upon which considerable differences , 
of opinion are apparent, is whether the existing primary schools are not 
inferior to their predecessors of the last generation in their teaching of 
mental arithmetic, subhankari, and zemindari and mahajani accounts On 
the whole, it seems probable that, as has been often pointed out by district 
officers, some deterioration has taken place under, these heads. The matter 
was discussed at a Conference of Inspectors of Schools during the year, and 
it is proposed to alter the scholarship rules by entering “ Bazar accounts n 
under “ Subhankari,” and by making “ Mental arithmetic — European mid 
native—” a separate subject. The recommendation is closely connected with 
the proposals to reduce the number of standards of examination for awards* 
and to make the reading of printed books an essential condition of grants* 
in-aid. In support of this latter proposal, Mr. Croft remarks— 

In the first place, we cannot at this time of day oonsent to include in our scheme of 
public primary instruction any school which permanently refuses or is unable to teach the 
vernacular through the medium of printed pages The advantage to tho ryot, the artisan, 
or the petty trader of being able to spell out the meaning of a printed notice is so obvious 
at the present time, and will probably he so much gi eater at no distant future, that we may 
rightly insist upon the introduction of that form of learning into every sohool whioh receives 
public money. In the second place, to deny grants of money to sohool s which teach no 
printed primer is to provide them with the best possible inducement to supply the deficiency. 
The sums which these schools now receive from the primary grant are too small to make the 
withdrawal of aid a matter of life or death to them ; while the amounts to whioh they may 
beoome entitled if thoy can succeed in teaching a modorate standard, inoludtng a printed 
book, are considerable enough to make it worth their while to pat forth an effort to 
that end. 

Taking the whole group of auestions arising out of the changed condi* 
tions of primary education in Bengal, the Director’s proposals may be summed 
up thus — 

(») — To revise the course of instruction in both grades of primary 
schools, so as to make it more practically useful to the 
classes for whom it is designed. 

(»*)— Fix tho pay of the masters of upper primary schools at from 
Rs. 4 to Rs. 6 a month, and in course of time raising it from 
Rs. 5 to Rs. 8. 

(m) — To lay down definite standards for rewards below the standard 
of the lower primary scholarship. 

( tv ) — To make tho uso of printed books obligatory in aided schools. 

(v ) — To require, from every school seeking a reward, that it shall 
produce at loast ten boys, shall have been in existence for ten 
months, and shall bring to the place of examination attendance 
and inspection registers properly kept. 

All of these suggestions are in accordance with the principle laid down 
in the Resolution on last year’s report, that the “ consolidation and improve- 
ment of existing institutions should now be the main object of the local 
officers,” and they will tend to introduce a uniform system which will enable 
future progress to be gauged by definite tests. But while the Lieutenant- 
Governor here expresses his general concurrence in them, he wishes tQ See in 
a separate form tho financial effect of the second recommendation before 
finally approving it.

It is observed that the number of Mahomedan pupils in all schools ha* 
increased from 366, 8b8 to 892,008, and the proportion borne by them to the total 
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The Lieutepant-Governar can only express the hope that the observations 
addressed to Hr. Clark e do hot represent the opinion of many intelligent 
native gentlemen. ' The CompUfint that education unfits women for ' their 
domestio duties is no new one. It hat been heard in every oountry where 
female education has been introduced, and everywhere fuller experience has 
dhpwtt* thht redly cultivated women have a keener ' sense of their domestio 
responsibilities, and exercise, a more improving influence upon their children and 
households, than thosfe brought up under a regime of ignorance. I'he Lieutenant, 
(jtovhrnor can see no reason wb^ the development of female intelligence and 
character ih Bengal should produce wholly different results from those which 
movbiheht has produced in Europe. It may be that in a far distant 
tune sdfite Behgtli ladies may be tempted to sacrifice their household duties 
to' intellectual pleasures, afid to “afflict” “superior” husbands in the process. 
But 1 ifi that case Bengali husbands will he no' better off than their European 
fellotf sufferers, and there is the hope that the national life of Bengal, 
like the national life in Western countries, will, on the Whole, gain in strength 
and in variety of interest. 

1 ’ 22. In all the divisions of Bengal the number of girls* schools has in- 
creased, the increase being most marked in Bajsliahyo and Bhagulpore. Good 
progress has also been made' in Sliahabad, where the Maharajah of Doomraon 
has ih^ercsted himself in tb6 movement, tthd has already done much to 
the ‘ prejudice against female education which is stated to exist in 
that district. Durbhunga again 'heads the list with 2,163 girls at school against 
1,660 in' the preceding year, almost all of whom were being educated in 
boy's* schools. The popularity of female education in Durbhunga is ascribed 
- by the Director to the retention in tho schools of the traditional subjects of 
instruction, especially verses and legends, which the pupils learn by hdart. 
The example is one which may well be followed elsewhere. In Chota Nagpore 
the district of Singbhoom shows tho remarkable increase of 28 schools 
attended by 652 pupils— an advance which is duo partly to the intorest taken 
in female education by the Deputy Commissioner, and partly’ to the indepen- 
dent character of the Itol women, who do not marry • untij. they are &rown 
up; and in most cases chose their’ husbands for themselves. 

23.' European and Eurasian Education . — The number of schools for 
Europeans and Eurasians, the number of pupils attending thorn, and the 
’Government expenditure, are shownfor the last two y Cars in the following 
statement : — 
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The figures are not strictly accurate, as a few unaided schools submitted 
no returns ; but if allowance be made for this, it is believed that there are about 
76 schools for Europeans in Bengal, containing 6,300 or 6,400 pupils. About 
38 schools, with about 4,600 scholars, arc located in Calcutta, lne draft code 
of regulations for European schools in Bengal, provisionally accepted by the 
Government of India in February 1883, was in force with certain limitations 
throughout the year, and all the schools were under the supervision of Mr. 
A. M. Nash, who was appointed Inspector of European Schools in April 1883. 
For the reasons explained in detail by Mr. Nash, whose report has beeu adopt- 
ed by the Director, the conditions under which tho ^examinations wore held 
during the past year were not such as to furnish a suitable basis for an inquiry 
into the financial results of introducing the code system of grants. Although 
an the class subjects the standard of proficiency was iow owing in some measure 
to the teachers not knowing what was required, it is satisfactory to find that 
( j 79 per cent, of the scholars passed in at least two elementary subjects, 
^$ere therefore qualified for instruction grants. The total earnings of all 
,s ^» in the elementary subjects amount to Bs. 23,920, and in class and 
l^ubjects to from Ba. 11,000 to Be. 12,000. Summing up the experience 
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of the year, it can only be said that the schools hare not yet become sufficient- 
ly well acquainted with the requirements of the code for it to be possible to 
form any final opinion as to its working. 

34. Special instruction, Normal School*. — Including two classes for the 
training of gurus attached to the middle vernacular schools at Ghatsilla and 
Ungool, there are now 16 Government normal schools. Eight are of the first 
grade and prepare students by a three years’ course for the post of head verna- 
cular teacher in^ a middle school, and eight belong to the third grade, whu$t 
trains gurus for six months or a year. To the first grade schools are attached 
model or practising schools in which the students can acquire a practical know- 
ledge of thoir work. At the Vernacular Mastership Examination of 1888, 
for students of first grade . normal schools, 292 candidates passed out of 366* 
against 215 out of 293 in tho previous year. Besides this, 207 pupils of 
third grade normal schools obtained certificates qualifying them for appoint- 
ments as gurus of primary schools. A proposal was brought forward mixing 
tho year to introduce English into the normal school course, and to convert 
normal schools into ordinary entrance schools teaching the special subjects of 
tho normal school course. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Director in 
thinking that tho adoption of this project would tend to lower the stand- 
ard of vernacular education without specially advancing tho study of English. 

25. Law Schools. — The number of law students rose from 554 to 064, and 
out of 92 candidates for tho dogreo of Bachelor of Law, 8 passed in the 
first and 43 in the second division. Tho attendance at the law lectures of 
the Presidency College dwindled to six owing to the affiliation in law of 
tho Metropolitan Institution and the City College, and tho classes were 
closed at the end of the year. 

26. Medical Schools. — The number of students at the Medical College 
shows a slight decrease from 126 to 117 ; in the four vornacular schools it 
advanced from 391 to 401, and in the Dacca Homoeopathic School from 
40 to 14 1. Twenty-one students from the Medical College passed the first M.B. 
and L.M.S. examination^ 10 passed the final examination for a license in medicine 
and surgery, and 9 obtained .the degree of Bachelor of Medicine. Three native 
dais and o pupil-nurses qualified as midwives. Tho number of students at 
tho Campbell Medical School increased from 170 to 1 90, and 37 were successful 
at the final examination for a diploma, against 20 in the previous year. 
At the Dacca Medical School students advanced from 119 to 131, and 83 
candidates passed at the final examination against 16 of last year. The 
Toraplc Medical School at Bankipore had 162 students and passed 23, of 
whom 11 came from the Central Provinces. The Cuttack Medical School 
lias again done good work, sending up 12 candidates for the first diploma 
and 9 for the final examination, and all of whom passed. 

27. Engineering. — The strength of the Seebpore College was 166 as against 
111 in tho previous year, 55 being in the engineer and in the Apprentice Depart- 
ment The examination of the year resulted in one student passing for the 
grade of assistant engineer, one for that of sub-overseer, three (or overseer, ^ 
81 for accountant. Large additions were made to the College bnildifigs, and 
tho accommodation for the native student has been greatly improved. Thft 
Director reports that since stricter rules have been enforced, the students 
appear at the workshops more regularly and pay greater attention to this 
portion of tho course of instruction. It is hoped that the im provement 
in this respect may bo maintained. The retirement of Mr. C. Fouracres 
Superintendent of the Workshops, deprived tho College of the services of a most 
deserving offioor who had been connected with it since its foundation, and who 
had taken a most active interest in the progress of its students. 

28. Survey and Industrial Schools. — The survey schools at Dacca, Patna 
and Cuttack, and the survey class attached to the Kanchi Zillah School, m ad e 
good progress during the year, and the passed students are stated to have 
no difficulty in finding employment after they leave the school. Having 
regard to the probability that the demand for trained surveyors *Will amxeasa 
very largely within the next few years, the Lieutenant-Governor he 
special attention may be paid to the teaching of these sohools, and tha t 
may be spared to give the course of instruction a thoroughly ' 
character, so that a student may be fit to take the field with a 
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directly lie leaven the school. It should never ho forgotten by teachers and 
students in these schools that success is not secured merely by passing an 
examination, but depends upon their ability to go out ana make within a 
reasonable time a correct map of a piece of country which they have never 
seen before, and that 8 man who cannot do this will not get regular employ- 
ment. Among industrial schools, the artisan schools maintained by the East 
Indian Railway Company seem to be the most successful. 

29. School of Art . — The number of students at the School of Art Amo 
from 96 to 139. Classes in wood-engraving, wood-carving and metal repoussd 
work were added to the course, ana specimens of pottery and metal work 
executed by pupils of the school are said to have been sold to advantage. 
A scheme is now under consideration for locating the School and the Art Gallery 
in the buildings erected for the Calcutta Exhibition, and the opportunity 
will be taken of discussing and defining the course and system of teach- 
ing with reference to the demand for artistic products in Europe and 

. India, and particularly with the object of maintaining a pure standard 
of taste. Important additions were made to the Art 'Gallery during the 
year, atd in this connection the thanks of the Bengal Government are specially 
due to Lord Northbrook for the interest he continues to take in the success of 
*he Gallery and School. Lord Northbrook has recently selected and despatched 
to tho Gallery some valuable pictures, and the collection now contains works 
representing the chief schools of painting in Europe, and somo excellent work 
by modern artists in India. It has thus at length become possiblo to illustrate 
the teaching of the school by reference to actual examples, and to onable 
'Indian students to realize to some extent tho methods followed by the great 
European masters of painting 

30. School-books . — The important duty of pronouncing on the merits 
of the large body of school literature which is produced in tho province 
is entrusted to the Central Text-book Cororaitteo sitting in Calcutta, with branch 
Committees at liankipore for Beliar and at Cuttack for Orissa. Up to 31st 
July 188+ no less than 660 books had been received for examination from 
various authors, and 5^7 had been reportod on with reforencc to their fitness 
for use in middle schools Fourteen school-books are published in Behar 
during the year, but ten of them were merely reprinted in tho new Kaitlii type 
of books already printed in tho Devanagari ctiai actor. Orissa shows greater 
progress with seven thoroughly useful works which are said to boar comparison 
with the best class of Bengali educational books. The thanks of Government 
are due to the Text-book Committee for the laborious and useful work thoy 
have done in determining what books are suitod for adoption in schools. 

31. On tliis, as on former occasions, the Lieutenant-Governor has to thank 
Mr Croft for his thoroughly efficient administration of the Education Department, 
and for tho judgment and discretion he lias exercised in dealing with the 
difficult questions which have called for decision during tho year. Sir Rivers 
Thompson learns with regret that the stato of Mr. Croft’s health has obliged him 
to apply for furlough at a time when his assistance would have been of special 
value in carrying out the administrative changes rendered necessary by tho 
recommendations of the Education Commission. Mr. Croft, however, has, since 
the publication of the Report of tho Education Commission, done much to bring 
the Bengal system abreast of the requirements of the time, and tho Lieutenant- 
Governor trusts that, on the Director’s return to duty with restored health, he 
will find that substantial advance has been made in that policy of educational 
improvement which owes so muoh of its great success to Mr Croft’s ability and 
judgment.

I AH directed to submit the following report on the state of the 

salt market for the 3rd quarter of 1884-86, com- 
prising the months of October, November, and 
December 1884. 

2. The quantity of salt of every description clearod during the quarter 
under report amounted to 28,06,168 tnaunds 88 6eers 3 chittacks, against 
26,41,846 maunds 13 seers 11 chittacks in the previous quarter and 28,16,480 
maunds 2 seers, 11 chittacks in the corresponding quarter of the previous 
year, and the net amount of duty levied thereon was Rs. 62,47,174-8, against 
Bs. 60,17,367 in the previous quarter and Rs. 43,03,994*8 in the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. 

8. The quantity of excise salt sold in the districts of Cuttack, Fooree, 
Balasore, and 24-Pergunnahs during the quarter under review from tbe stock 
of the different seasons’ manufacture, and the quantity which remained in 
store at the dose of the quarter, are shown in Table I 
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4. The above statement shows that the total sale of excise salt daring 
the quarter under review amounted to 1,20,337 maunds 80 seem, against 
1,13,666 maunds 80 seers in the previous quarter and 1,06,009 maunds 
2) seers in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 

6. The subjoined Table II shows, in comparison, the importations into 
the port of Calcutta and the total clearances of goa-imported salt during the 
quarter under review and the corresponding quarters of the previous 
two years : —

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOB THE WEEK ENDING THE 20m OF FEB&UABY 
1885. 


In the report for the previous week, it was noticed that an area of slight disturbance 
existed over Orissa on the 18th or the last day of that week, but that the conditions .over the 
remainder of the Province were fairly settled. Tuese conditions continued almost unaltered 
for the first four or five days of the present week, and during this period light rain showers 
have been frequent in Orissa, while rain has also been received at a few stations in Ohutia 
Nagpur. On the 18th, however, the wind directions at the head of the Bay showed a 
slight tendency to oydonic circulation, and this was accompanied by light to moderate nun 
in Orissa, light rain in East Bengal, and at a few of the stations in Souvh-West Bengal. 
After this the weather rapidly became more settled, and at the close of the week the oonditiona 
in Bengal were again distinctly and decidedly those of the north-east monsoon. It will 
thus be teen that over the greater part of the Province during the week little or no rain haa 
fallen, while the conditions have been decidedly those of the cold-weather months, and for 
the whole of the week, except in Orissa, where winds were southerly at the beginmug of the 
week, a steady northerly current has been blowing over the Province. 

Pressure was daring the previous week nearly normal, and for the first four dsys of the 

5 resent week pressure steadily decreased, while for the remaining three daya it increased. 

'he decreasing pressure haa been trore pronounced than the increasing, but this is of course 
a normal feature at this season, and the mean pressure for the week, though decidedly lower 
than that of the previous week, has been only slightly below the normal, except in North 
Behar, where it is even slightly above it. The defect, as may be expected from wbat has been 
previously stated, is largest in Orissa, where it amounts to 0 025* ; then Cnutia Nagpur and 
South Behar show a defeot of about 0*012*, while pressure m South-West and East Bengal 
has been nearly normal. 

Owing to the steady northerly enrrent which has been blowing over Bengal during the 
week, temperatures were in all cases below the normal. The averse defect over the whole 
Province Las been about 5°, but in some instances, as at Ova and Porneah, it amounts 
to between 6° and 7°. The low temperature has been most marked in tite day or maximum 
temperature, and thuB at eight selected typical stations the day tem pern tares have been 
5*8° iu defect, while tho night or miuimura temperatures have only been 3*6° in defect. That 
this is tho case is seen in the following table, where the normal and actual mean maximum 
and minimum temperatures at the eight stations are given

The rainfall for the week has been important in Orisa# and in Chutia Nagpur, but in 
the other districts it has been quite unimportant. In Orissa rain fell generally ou four days 
of the week, while m Chutia Nagpur it fell in small quantities generally on one or two 
days. The average fall in Onasa has equalled 2*13 inches, which is ten times the normal 
fall. In Chutia Nagpur the average fall haa been 0*23 inch, which is nearly equal to 
the normal fall of 0*22 inch. South-West Qengal has received about one-fourth the normal 
fall, and East Bengal about one-filth of it. In South Lehsr there was practioally no nun, 
while in North Behar and North Bengal no ram at all was reported during the week.

RESOLUTION. 

Read the following — 

No. 16 E.U B.A., datod Bombay, the 20th December 1884. 

From — F. Mabotti, Esq., Acting Consul General for Belgium tn British India, 

To— The Secretary to the Government of India. 

1 havb the honour to inform you that a Universal Exhibition of Fino Arts is to be held 
next summer at Antwerp, to which I am dcsiiud to luvite the Government of India’s, and 
through it, the Government* of the various Presidencies’ official co-operulum Tina Exhibition, 
which w being organised by the Royul Society of Antwerp for the cucouingemenl ot line Art*, 
under the patronage of Government, and with the support of the Communal Administration, is 
to take place instead of the 24th triennial concours, and la to bn opened on 2nd May next. . 

I beg to address you under aeparate cover twelve copies of the Prospectus of the said 
Exhibition setting forth its general rules and regulations, and shall feel very much obliged 
by the Government of India giving to the pioject the widest possible publicity. 

1 venture to hope that the Government of India may be giaciously pleased favourably 
to receive the invitation I have been deputed to convey, and intended, moreover, in the interest 
of Artists. 

May 1 be permitted to add, that Antwerp will, no doubt, next year, attract a considerable 
number of visitors of evciy nationality desirous of seeing the International Exhibition that is 
to testify to the aptitude and genma ot evciy nation. This opportunity will ho availed of to 
vwit and contemplate the vast nautical establishments which have made Antwerp one of the 
first ports in Europe. 

Moreover, that city, it is almost superfluous to mention, is not only a commercial centre, 
but has for centuries past tanked .eminently amongst the world of arts, as shown by its chefs 
d’oBuvro prcseived m its Museums and Churches. A visit to Antweip will, therefore, prove of 
the utmost interest for the artist as well as lor the business-man and tourist. 

The retrospective Exhibition of Art and Industries which it is proposed to open also in 
1886 will further add to the numerous attractions o( that commercial rnetiopolis. 

In conclusion, the Royal Society will organise, according to custom and with tho authority 
of the Belgian Government, a lottery of art-objects acquired fiom amongst tho exhibits, with- 
out distinction as to origin. 

Belgium, and especially the city of Antwerp, reserves the most cordial reception to the 
foreign artist* who, 1 trust, will numerously respond to the present appeal. 


THE FINE-ARTS UNIVERSAL EXHIBITIONS ANTWERP IN 1885. 

Gbbbbal Regulations, 

Art 1. 

Tit* Fine- Arts Royal Society of Antwerp shell, under the patronage of the Belgian 
Government, and with the co-operation of the Antwerp Communal Administration, organise 
a Universal Exhibition of Fine-Arts, to take place at Antwerp in 1885, instead of the 24ti> 
Triennial Exhibition. 

The ground to be assigned for the exhibition of Fine-Arts shall be dose by that 
t tirV -A for the exhibition of Industry, and comprise an area of over 8,Q0U square metres. 
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Art. 2. 

This Universal Exhibition shall open on the 2nd May, and dose in October of the said 

year. 


Abt. 8. 

The sites shall be placed gratis at the disposal of exhibitors. 

Abt. 4. 

The Belgian Government will be represented by a Commissioner-General, Count Adrian 
d'Oultremont, M.P., and by a Special Commissioner, Mr. Cuyhts, President of the Royal 
Fine-Arts Society; the latter will also act os the Commissioner to the Belgian Seetiou in the 
Exhibition. 

The Commissioner-General representing the Government will be the corresponding official 
between the Society and the foreign representatives. 


Abt. 5. 

Foreign Governments are invited to— 

(1) appoint Committees, in the terms of theso regulations, for inviting their res- 

pective countries taking part in the Exhibition ; 

(2) to accredit with the Belgian Government their respective agents to represent 

their oxhibitors and watch over their interests. 

Art. 6. 

The Society's Managing Committee shall have no direct correspondence with foreign 
exhibitors having their respective Government representation in the terms of Art. 5. 

Art. 7. 

The Exhibition shall comprise— 

(1) one Belgian seotion ; 

(2) as many other sections as foreign Governments there may be officially represented. 

(3) or if preferable, one single section for all foreign nations. 

Art. 8. 

Foreign Committees should inform the Society's Managing Committee, as soon as possible, 
what space of ground they may possibly require. 

Consequent upon this information, the Managing Committee shall, m concord with the 
Government Commissioner-General, proceed, without delay, to allot the sites to each foreign 
seotion m proportion to their requirements. 

This allotment effected, notice shall immediately be given to the Foreign Committees that 
they may avail themselves of the ground thus assigned to each of them. 

Abt. 9. 

The Exhibition will be open to the works of Belgian and foreign artists that lived up to the 
1st August 1880, comprised under one of the five following classifications:— 

(1) Pictures and Paintings. 

(2) Drawing in pencil, Water-colours, and Miniature. 

(3) Sculpture. 

(4) Architecture. 

(5) Engravings and Lithographing. 

~ Abt. JO. 

The following shall be excluded 

(1) Porcelain or FSaience Pictures. 

(2) Copies, except such as reproduce a work of art of a different design . 

(3) Art-works sent in by individuals other than the artists themselves, without 

their authorisation or that of their assigns. 

|4) Art-works included in the above five classifications that may not be duly 
protected by frames. 

(5) Anonymous works of art.

Tbe admission of Belgian Art- work* shall bo decided by a Jury appointed by tbe Oenre* 
meat and oompoeed of 80 members, of which 16 will be nominated by the ‘Government, 16 
by the Society's Managing Committee and tbe President, who shall bo the Government 
8peoial Commissioner to the Fine-Arts Universal Exhibition. 

Each delegation/ the Government and the SocietyV, should include at least 14 artiste 
members, five of them to be general painters, three historical painters, two statuary artiste, 
two architects or draughtsmen, and one engraver. 

Tbe eaid Jury shall decide also upon the admission of Art-works from foreign artiste 
whose Governmeute mav not be represented in the Exhibition.

Foreign artists should send in their goods, all charges prepaid, to the Belgian frontier and 
t n V» advantage of tbe special tariff No. 10, that is to say, of paying aimply full import- 
fare and no export fare. 

Goods from Belgian artiste abroad mast be sent in, all charges prepaid up to the Belgian 
frontier. 

Art. 16. * 

General surveillance over tbe different sections shall be guaranteed by the Society. 

The Society's Managing Committee shall attend to— 

(1) the decoration of the whole Belgian Seetion ; 

(2) receiving, unpacking) displaying, repacking, carriage and re-oarriage of their 

Art-works and packages. 

Foreign Commissioners shall attend to— 

(1) The decoration and organisation of their Sections. 

(8) The unloading and reloading of wagons, unpacking and repacking of their 
tapestries, Ac., defraying their expenses, carriage and re-carnage of their 
packages, and special surveillance over their Sections during day-time.

SUMMARY OP THE M KT KOROLOGIC AL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING THE 27* n OF FEBRUARY 
1886. 


At the close of the preceding week, the conditions in Bengal were distinctly those of the 
north-east monsoon. During the first four days of the present week, however, pressure 
diminished rapidly at most of the Bengal stations. The decrease of pressure was particu- 
larly noticeable on the 21st in Chutia Nagpur, where it amounted to more than a tenth of 
an inch. This fall apparently accompanied the formation of a distinct area of low pressure 
over this district, and it appears to have drifted eastwards on the 22nd and 23rd, and it was 
still distinctly, though feebly, marktd m Central Bengal on the 24th, and around it on that 
day winds showed a decided tendency to cyclonic circulation. These slightly distorbed 
conditions brought moderate rain to m«*t of the Eastern Bengal stations on the 23rd and 
24th, and to a few stations in that district on the 25th. Moderate ram was also received in 
some of the eastern districts of the South-West Bengal Division : the Jessore and Khoolna 
districts receiving the largest amounts, while less general ram fell in the Nuddea, Bankoora, 
and Moorshednbad districts After this the depression gradually drifted away and dis- 
appeared, and at the close of the week the meteorological conditions in Bengal appeared to 
be again fairly settled. The greater part of the Province, however, was not subject to the 
influence of this depression, and thus during the week, except in the districts above mentioned, 
rainfall has been practically absent. 

Pressure, as has been previously stated, diminished for the first four days of the week, 
the largest decrease accompanying the advance of thu area of depression before noticed. 
For the remaining three days of the week pressure increased Pressure has thus been 
distinctly below the normal iu almost all districts, the average defect being equal tj 0*0 14*. 
The extreme variations from the normal have been a defect of 0 022* at Calcutta and the 
slight excess of 0 004* at Dacca. 

Temperature has again been below the normal at all stations, hut the variations of 
temperature during the week have to a certain extent been the opposite of the variations of 
pressure, and during the early part ol the week temperature generally increased and after- 
wards fell The average deficient temperature over the whole Province has been about 4°, 
and the extreme variations are from 5 9° at Gya to 2'7° at Saugor Island, Durbhunga and 
Hasanbagh Temperature has been below the normal both during the day and night, as 
will be seen from the table which gives the normal aud actual mean maximum and minimum 
temperature at eight typical stations for the week . —

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your memorandum No. 74, 
dated the 27th ultimo, with which yon submit, for the information of Govern- 
ment, a oopy of a letter from the Sob- Divisional Officer, Serampore, report- 
ing that Messrs. Finley, Muir A Co, Agents for the Wellington Jute Mills, 
have, at considerable expense, made arrangements tor the supply of good 
drinking water for the use of their workmen and the" Residents or the Mahesh 
and Rishra bustees, where a severe outbreak of cholera took plaoe towards the 
close of die past year. The firm have furnished a similar supply of water for 
their operatives and for the residents generally of the Ohampdanf bus tee, and 
the result has been a marked improvement in the health of the locality. 

2. In reply, I am desired to request that yon will be good enough to con- 
vey to Messrs. Finlay,4ft£uir A Co. the acknowledgments of Government for 
Um useful work done by them.

I have the honour to report that Mfessrs. Finlay, Muir and Comiwfoy^the 
Agents for the Wellington Jute Mills, have recently, at considerable expense, 
executed a most adtniruble sanitary work for the benefit of their labourers and 
the other residents of the Mahesh and Bjfhra bustees. The work is all the 
more important, as it was in these bustees that the recent severe outbreak of 
cholera took place. 

2. At the request of Mr. Struth, the manager of the mills, I recently 
inspected the work in question. A large iron boiler, capable of holding 7,300 
gallons of water, has been setup upon a masonry foundation, and is kept always 
full by wator boing pumped into it daily by steam-power. The water is 
from the boilor by means of a tap. The whole work, including the value of 
the boiler, cost approximately Ks. 5,000. 

3. At present water is supplied diroct from the river. On my suggestion, 
howover, the boiled water from the mill cooling tanks will be supplied in future. 
As this water has been boated to at least 140° F, it must be tolerably free from 
organic matter. 

4. The same Company havo furnished a similar supply of water for their 
operatives and the othor residents of tho Champdani bustee, and since they have 
done so, a marked improvement in the health of the place has been the result. 
Cholera, formerly very prevalent there, has almost entirely disappeared. 

5. The liberality of the Company, and their solicitude for tho health and 
convenience of thoir operatives, is very creditable to them, and, I would venture* 
to suggest, deserves the special recognition of Government. It is to be hoped 
that their example will be generally followed elsewhere.

CoLMtN Macaulay, 
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METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL SUMMART OF THE PROVINCE OF 
BENGAL FOR THE MONTH OF FE u HILARY 1886. # " 

Tac normal meteorological conditions obtaining in tbe Province of Bengal daring the 
month of February are those of the commencement of the ttaneition f<om the cold to the 
hot season. The most important feature is undoubtedly the rapid increase of te 'operate re 
which usiislly commences this month, and which is continued •during the following two or 
tnrce mouths. The rapid increase of temperature is due to tbe rspidlr increasing elevation 
M the son, and from well known principles, this heating effect la much more pronounced and 
clearly marked over the land area than over the sea. Temperature theiefore not only increases 
rapidly, but also at different rates in different parts ot tbe country, determined mainly bj 
their position with reference to the see and with reference to neighbouring ranges of bills. 

Tbe seat of maximum temperature in the actual cold-weather meutha is geoi rally in 
Southern India, but with the rapidly increasing elevation of the aun, the seat of maximum 
temperature passes northwards until at the close of the mouth the hottest parts of India 
are the western and northern parts of the Deccan. As pointed ont previously, a land area 
is very much more rapidly heated than a sea area, and consequently in Bengal the air over 
the land surface becomes hotter than that over the sea, and the dry northerly winds of 
the north-east monsoon are gradually replaced bv southerly moist winds. The chaoge 
usually commences on the coast of Orissa and South-West Bengal, where the winds are 
at first very local, but the southerly winds, produced of course by similar rausea acting 
over tbe whole of Northern India, gradually extend i heir influence seaward and landward, 
until they finally replace the north-east monso<>n winds by the south west monsoon current. 
The establishment of the southerly moist wind* in Bengal is not, however, a steady and 
continuous process, but usually a aeries of oscillations tikes place before the southerly 
winds become thoroughly established, the number and extent of winch probably depend on 
the strength of the previous north east monsoon, and on the strength of the southerly winds 
produced by the unequal healinir < fleet of the sun's rnys over the lund sod sea area. 

Tbe normal (oumtious of February in Bengal are therefore comparatively 
simple Temperature increases steadily aud rapidly; winds are lignt and m some 
eases very variable, usually alternating between north-west and south-west along 
the sea-ooast. In the interior the air is dry, but near the coa-t it is subject to 
sudden ohanges according aa the wind shifts from north to south, 'lhe sky is 
generally clear and little or no raiu f.dls, unless ibe normal meteorological conditions am 
reversed by occasional disturbances The disturbances which may occur are of two or three 
kinds The first are those which have been termed in prcvicus reports north-east monsoon 
storms, which cotnmeuce as baiomeiric depressions over Northern Iudia, and drift eastwards 
and southwards, generally rcuclung as far as Behai, and in some cases enleimg Bengal. A 
second kind of disturbance appears to be due to the interaction of the northerly and souther- 
ly wind currents, which apparently results in ascensional motion of the air, 'and with the 
rising of the moist winds cloud is formed, and such actions are frequently attendetd by the 
precipitation of ram In certain cases, too, from causes difficult to explain and still more 
difficult to f-resee, though ptobably connected with vertical ascending air motion, the baro- 
meter falls locallv over Bengal, the sky clouds over and ram falls, lhe last class of disturb- 
ances which generally occur only towards the end of the month or the commencement of 
March are moro local in character, aud are probably also due to interaction between the dry 
lacd winds and the southerly moist winds These storms are known as nor’wtsters, and they 
bring strong winds, and in many cases heavy rain, and those occurring in February are 
frequently uotueable from being accompanied by hail 

The average normal rainfall for the month over the Province is small, though some- 
what larger than in January. It averages half an inch in Bebar, about three quarters of 
an inch m North Bengal, Orissa aud Cbutia Nagpur, aud a little over an inch in and 
8<iUth-Weat Bengal. 

The chief features m the meteorology of the past month am— 

1. Slightly deficient pressure in Orissa, Chutia NagpttF, and Sou th -West Bengal 

with slight excess pressure in other districts. ^ * 

2. Diminished temperature in all districts. 

8. C6mparative dryness of tbe air. 

4. Frequence cf slight disturbances in Orisaa, Booth- West Bengal, East Bengal 

aud Chutia Nagpur. *

In the second <r*ek of the month nil districts 
except Oiisss shewed n reduced temperature, end in the third week nil districts were below 
the normal,* snd this continued to be the esse till theeud of the month. The extreme eerie* 
rion from the norms) bss bpen s defect of 5 4° st Oya, bat the average defect oeer the whole 
Province was only equal t*. 8 7°. The humidity of the sir bss slso been lower then usual, the 
sienw defect equalling about five per cent. 

The variation in the other three features of ths meteorology of the month hte 
been csUsed by the comparative frequence of slight disturbances of the kinds noted 
above. At the close of the previous /south, southerly winds had set in over the ooaat 
area, end interaction with the northerly winds ensued, causing clouded skies and light 
rain during the first two dsrs over the greater part of Orissa, South-West Bengal and 
East Bengal. A few days later a large bsmmetrio depression was formed over Northern 
India, and it advanced and its area extended till on the 5th and tiih it brought generid 
end in some esses heavy ram to South-West Bengal, East Bengal, and to soma parte 
of Chutia Nagpur, North Bengal and Uehar. In the second week of the month a very promi- 
nent feature was again the low pressure in the Deccan and Central Provinces, and this extend* 
ed to Onesa, t hutta Nagpur, and some parts of South- W est Bengal. In cousrqnenee of theae 
disturbed conditions rain again fed on the 10th, 11th and 12th in Chutia Nagpur, South* 
West Bengal and Oussa, bt sides showers m other districts. The disturbed condition# 
continued m Orissa and some parts of Bengal* during the third week of the month, and rain 
showers were frequent in Ortsva and Chutia Nagpur, while during the last few days of the 
month a email and very feeble area of barometric depression drifted lo the east from the 
Centr'd Provinces and Chutia Nagpur, and gave light general rain to Kaat Bengal and aomn 
parte of South- Wrat Bengal. Slight disturbances have therefore been frequent during the 
month, and, as may be expected, the sky h»s b en winch more clouded than usual, ana the 
number of rainy days has been large, and rain has fallen in more thau normal quantity in 
the southern and western d’stncts of the Province. 

'I ho comparative frequence of norms during February is shown by the fact that in 
Orissa the average number of rainy days iu the month has bean 6 (1 against the normal 
average of 1 *7, and the average fall of rain has been 8 32 incites against the normal 0*81 
inch. In South-West Peugal tltcre have been 5' l rainy days against the normal 2 2, and 
2*04 inches of ram against the normal fall of 1 10 mohea. In Hast Bengal there waa 
an average of five rainy days against the normal 2 4 days, aud 2 00 inches o( ruiu against ths 
normal fall ol 1 18 inches In (dm i& Nagpur again there were 4‘1 rainy dava against the 
normal number 2‘1, and 111 raahes of nun against the normal sm f .uut 0*84 inch. On 
the other hand, as previously explained, m North Bengal and Behar the number of rainy 
days was smaller than* usual, and the raiufall also much below tbo normal. In North 
Behar m particular there was practically no rum during the month.

SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING THE 6th OF MARCH 1885. 


At the commencement of the week, southerly and south-westerly moist winds were 
blowing over South Bengal, and the weather was fine and appeared settled. A rather rapid 
decrease of pressure, however, took place on that day, which continued on the following day. 
This resulted in the formation of a distinct area of low pressure over Behar, South-West 
Bengal, and a part of Orissa. The sky rapidly cl uded over in many parts of the Province, 
and ram was reported on the 1st and 2nd, and m some esses on the 3rd. The area over 
which rain was received was generally the Raukoora, Burdwan, Beerbhoom, Nuddea, and 
Moorshedahad diatricta m South- W eat Bengal ; Mymensingh in East Bengal; and moat of 
the districts in Chutia Nagpur, North Bengal and South Behar, together with parts of 
North Behar. On the 3rd pressure generally increased, Lut only to be followed by a further 
fall on the 4th, when a distinct area of low pressure was developed in Chutia Nagpur. 
This was followed on the 6th by ram in Chutia Nagpur, Behar, and North Bengal. Again, 
therefore, except in Onsaa, light ram has been fairly general over the Province, and the largest 
amounts have been received in Chutia Nagpur and South Behar; North Behar and North 
Bengal receiving rather smaller, amounts, while South-West and East Bengal have received 
comparatively very small amounts of rain. Southerly winds have become decidedly more 
general during the week than has previously been the case, and from by far the greater 
number of the Bengal stations, both near the coast and inland, southerly winds are now 
reported. 

Notwithstanding the falls of pressure during the week which have been previously 
noted, the mean pressure has hern very dendcdlv above the normal The excess pressure 
has varied between 0*1 11" at Durbhunga to 0 047" at llazanbagb, the average excess over 
tho whole Province being equal to about 0 07". 

Temperature on the other band has been in most instances below tbe normal, but 
usually by small amounts only. The average defect over the whole Province is about equal 
to 1°, and an examination of the tempeiature data shows that, while the night temperatures 
have been generally rather m execs , the days have been comparatively cool. Tuis is 
seen in the following table, wheie the normal and actual average maximum and minimum 
temperatures for the week are given for eight selected stalious. 
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The rainfall for tbe week has been dealt with previously, and it may be summed 
up by saying that Chutia Nagpur and Behar have received about four times the normal fall 
for the week, North Bengal lisa received just the normal fall, South-West and East Bengal 
report from a quarter to a fifth of the usual quantity, while no rain at all fell in Orissa.

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Calcutta to construct docks, be taken into consideration in order to the settle- 
ment of the clauses of the Bill.' j[ need not tell hon. members that this 
matter of the construction of docks at Kidderrxxre has been, for many ’weeks 

E ast, the subject of very animated debate ana discussion in Calcutta. It has 
een discussed in letters m the newspapers and in the memorial presented to 
this Council, which is now in the hands of hon. members. I may eay tha t 
I think it shares with the Rent Bill and the war in the Soudan the distinction 
of being one of the burning questions of the hour in Calcutta. If I b ad 
nothing more to doal with than the letters which hare appeared in the 
newspapers, I am not sure . I should care to detain the Council with any 
attempt at a detailed refutation of the wild statements and wild mis-statements 
which ha ve j ^mmred in those letters. I have been struck, and I thfc lr h<Jto. 

— jnew b eerfii ust have been struck, with the fact that the authors of those Xettdra 
have not sufficiently had the courage of their opinions to sign their nai£>» to 
those letters, and I might, 1 think, be satisfied to say to the Council that we 
have on one side the opinion of the Committee of 1883 — an opinion which 
was ondorsed and accepted by the unanimous vote of the Port Commi ssio ners 
and tho Chamber of Commerce — the opinions of the Local Government and 
tho Government of India and the Secretary of State ; and on the other side we 
have those anonymous anti irresponsible statements, and that I leave it to the 
Council to say which alternative may fairly ho accepted. But the memorial 
before the Council is a document of a very different character. It is numer- 
ously signed by some of the leading mercantile and trading firms in Calcutta, 
who arc deeply interested in the commercial prosperity of the port, and is a 
document which deserves, and which will, no doubt, receive the fullest con- 
sideration at the hands of this Council. The contentions of the memorialists 
appear to me to he to tho following effect : First, that the docks are not wanted 
either for imports or for exports. Not for imports, because sufficient accom- 
modation already exists for the import trade, and not for exports because the 
export trade of Calcutta is declining, and more particularly the trade in wheat 
and oilseeds. Secondly , that such accommodation as the proposed docks would 
give would involve further charges on the trado of the port. Thirdly , that the 
gonoral import vossols ought not to be taken away from tho jetties to docks at 
some distanco from the town. Fourthly, that the arrangements for raising the 
loans in India arc open to objection. And, lastly, that the sanitoiy effect of the 
docks would bo at the best doubtful. I think, however, I should most f ai rly 
represent the cose of the memorialists by quoting their summing up in 
own words : — “ First, that at present there is no need for any extension of th6 

E ort. Second , that should need for such extension arise, the proper course would 
e to extend the port on its present lines. Third, That the building of a dock 
at an enormous expense will be a great burden on the trade of Calcutta, 
because it has nover been shown that docks will lie either the means of reducing 
the charges or facilitating despatch : on the contrary, your memorialists con- 
fidently assert that tho charges must he increased. For these reasons your 
memorialists pray for tho appointment of an impartial Committee to reconsider 
the whole subject, and to take evidence* from practical persons as to the advis- 
ability or otherwise of proceeding with the work, and they also pray that, 
pending the report of such a Committee, the work now going on may be 
stoppeo.” 

This memorial is addressed, as hon. members will have observed, to the 
President and members of the Legislative Council of the Lieutenant Governor, 
and 1 admit that the memorialists are strictly within their right in so address- 
ing us, because the Bill now before the Courcil contains in its preamble a 
recitul that it is expedient to empower the Port Commissioners to construct 
docks at Kidderporc, and if the memorialists desire to traverse that statement • 
they have no doubt a perfect right to do bo. At the same time it should, I 
think, bo remembered that the Lieutenant-Governor is not only the President 
of this Legislative Council, but also the executive bead of the Government 
of Bengal, and I think that the Government of Bengal in its exeeutfm 
capacity has reasonable grounds for complaining of the fine of action twlr y n 
by the memorialists. It is riot as if this matter were one which had been hasti- 
ly undertaken and without consideration, or' so as to keep the pubfio, and espe- 
cially such persons as the memorialists, in the dark as to what was going on* 
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compare the advantage of cargo boats as against the advantages to 
be derived from docks* they have entirely overlooked the great value 
of time. “Time,” he very truly says* “is money to a shipowner. 
The facilities given for rapid discharge and loading will, in fact, consi- 
derably cheapen the port to ships.” The second point which has been 
overlooked by the memorialists is that though "the charge which they 
represent as being the normal charge of the cargo boats may be, awl per* 
haps is, the charge when business is slack and trade is bad, yet that ' is not 
the ease when there is any prern of business. He refers for example to what 
happened three years ago, when what was called then — this is not my 
expression — the “ extortion of the boat proprietors ” was the subject of very 
severe remarks by the commercial firms in Calcutta, and he says that be 
has heard it said that at that time one of the opposers of the present dock 
scheme addressed the then Viceroy direct about the neglect of the Port 
Commissioners in having permitted the trade of the port to be at ■ the 
mercy of the cargo boat owners, an«l he says that when the docks are com- 
pleted there will be no chance of any such charges being laid against the 
Port Commissioners. Pie then goes into the question of the sanitary 
effoct of the docks ; he makes some remarks very well worth listening to 
on that head, and his conclusion is that trade will bo conducted cheaper 
for everybody and an improvement made in sanitation and otherwise. That 
is a brief summary of the President’s remarks. They are not the remarks 
of an irresponsible individual however distinguished, but the remarks of a 
gentleman of position, tlio President of the Chamber of Commerce of Calcutta, 
when sp< akrog under a sense of the responsibility which must attach to 
the President when making his annual address. It may be said that the Pre- 
sident of the Chamber is Mr. Keswick, and that Mr. Keswick is a Port Com- 
missioner ; that is very true, and it is a fortunate thing for the Port Trust 
of Calcutta that he is a Port Conmiisbioner. *lhe Port Trust does not 
Contain a more useful or more energetic member than Mr. Keswick Those 
who know him must know very well that ho is too clear-sighted to be 
deceived in a matter of this kind, and too independent and too outspoken to 
advoonte any cause which he does not believe to be founded on justice, and I 
might almost leave the memorial to be disposed of upon the arguments 
set forth by him in his presidential address, if it were not that there are 
some points in the memorial which I wish to examine a little more in detail. 

Tne memorialists say at the bottom of the 3rd page of their memorial : — 
" Yonr memorialists now understand that these docks are to be made for an 
entirely different purpose — that is for a different purpose than that mentioned 
in the preceding paragraph — that general import ships are to be diverted 
to the docks, ana the jetties made over to the coasting and inland steamers, 
for which they are entirely unsuitable ; so that in fact the existing arrange- 
ment for salt, iron, and coal laden ships will remain the same, and the 673 
ships will continue to load as heretofore in the stream ; in other words, die 
increased facilities will be offered to the coasting and China steamers wh%ri> 
are especially excluded from the Committee's report, and no additional facilities 
will be offered to the 673 sailing shim, the accommodation for which formed the 
single object of the Committee.” Now the memorialists in this passage refer, 
1 imagine, to a report of the Port Commissioners which was lately submitted to 
the Government of Bengal. That report was drawn np in reference to a 
despatch received from the Secrotary of State on the subject of the dories. 
The Secretary oi State has proceeded in this matter with a sobriety and caution 
which, I think, might satisfy the most careful of the memorialists. Although 
he bad before him a strong consensus of opinion as to the advantage and 
advisability of giving sanction to the construction of the docks, he determined 
to proceed in a tentative manner at first, and so he only gave sanction to 
the construction of the tidal basin and approaches and to the completion of 
dock No. 1. Of course the oxpense of the approaches and tidal basin under this 
arrangement would have to be paid for out of the receipts for dock No. 1 alone 
instead of from the docks altogether, so that whereas the expense would not 
be very greatly diminished, the receipts from the docks would, of course* be 
very considerably smaller than they would be if the whole scheme had 
been brought into successful operation. Consequently the Post Com- 
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missioners thought it necessary to consider how far tho scheme under 
these altered condition* coals he worked, so that it might reasonably 
he expected to bo a financial success, and they came to the onelusion that 
if the trade of the port end the number end tonnage of vessels were to increase 
during the next few yearn at the rate of increase of the last ten years, 
the receipts from dock No. 1 alone would be about 17$ lakh# and the charge?! 
about Its. 14,35,000, giving a surplus of something over 3 lakhs of rupees. 
But the Commissioners thought that an estimate of this kind would not bo 
entirely satisfactory to either the public or tho Government. Whatever we 
may think as to the temporary character of this depression of trade, no doubt 
it would be more satisfactory if we could show that oven on the face of the 
present figures, the scheme would bo a financial success On going into 
these figures the Port Commissioners found that the receipts would coine to 
about Ks 15,85,000, and the charges not above those previously estimated, that 
is about Kg. 14,35,000, and taking merely the receipts from Dock No. 1, and 
putting entire ly aside the great increase of incouio which would bo received 
at a comparatively small increase of expenditure when Dock No. 2 should be 
finished — taking l)ock No. 1 aloue, wo might very fnitlv reckon upon a surplus 
income of about one and a half lakhs of rupees. But this decision of tho Secretary 
of Stato nccossarily involved, besides our looking at the financial question, our 
modifying the arrangements previously contemplated as regards tho method of 
using tho docks. It was originally inteudod that salt, coal, and iron carrying ships 
should bo accommodated in Dock No. 2, Dock No 1 being intended for general 
cargo ships and sailing vessels. So king as sanction was wit hold from the com- 
pletion of tho original scheme in its entirety, we should not be able to carry out 
the arrangements originally intended, and that is, I suppose, what is meant by 
saying that the arrangements for salt and iron and coal carrying ships will be 
ttm same os at present. I do not know whether tho memorialists really undor- 
stand the facts of the case, but tins assumes that tho arrangements which the Port 
Commissioners arc now suggesting are intended to bo permanent arrangements. 
I do uot entertain the least doubt that by the tune we huvo completed tho fust 
dock wo shall have obtained sanction for tho second, and my opinion on that 
point is confirmed by tho favourable results which have been obtained thus far 
in tho measures which have been taken lor the construction of Dork No. 1. 
Whereas all kinds of nppi chensioris havo boon expressed with regard to the 
nature of the soil, wo find it turns out that tho soil is putticuhirly favourable 
and excellent for working. Y'ou can get down to a depth of 30 feet, tt nd 
I understand that the engineer in charge is sanguine of being ablo to comploto 
the south wall (which is really the one about which, being nearest to tho river, 
most apprehonsions might huvo been enteitnincd) without the use of wells and 
that implies tho saving of a considerable part of the expense originally estimated 
for. Of course, I do not wish to lav too much stress on tho favourable nature 
of tho soil thus far. We may come upon an unfortunate piece of ground 
which may involve us in very great expense, but so fur ns tho work hus gone 
the character of tho soil has fully answered, and inure thun answered tho expect- 
ations of our engineers, and aifords a very conclusive argument to justify the 
Port Commissioners m tho decision they came to that the docks should bo 
constructed on the Kidderjiore side and not on the Howrah side of tho river. 
If we had constructed them on the llowrah sido of tho river, wo might havo 
met with tho fate which lately overtook the new boot dock of the Kast Indian 
Bailway, and have seen our dock disappear almost as soon as its construction 
was completed. 

The next point in the memorial that I would ask attention to is the ques. 
tion of sanitation : “ The effect,” the memorialists say, “of these docks on 

the sanitation of Calcutta is a matter which require* the most careful consideration 
both by the civil and military authorities.” It really tnjglit bo thought from that 
that tho memorialists are not aware that any consideration whatever had been 
given to the matter. They ought to have known that this question of tho 
sanitary effect of the docks lias been veiy carefully considered, and that the best 
authorities are of opinion that the docks will have no unfavourable effect in that 
direction. I find that lust the same objection was made at Bombay when tbo 
construction of Prince's Dock was under consideration. Well, it turned out 
just the contrary. I don't wish to lay more stress on that circumstance than 
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it is worth, because o! course Prince’s Dock is a salt water dock, but that was 
one of the questions referred to by Mr. Keswick in his address to the Chamber 
of Commerce. He went in some detail into an explanation of the "»«»"<* in 
which the sanitation of the docks* would be provided for. To prevent stagna- 
tion of the water a continual flow of water through the dock will be kept up. 
Mr. Keswick came to the conclusion that there was no reason whatever 
for the apprehensions which had been expressed y and that is the opinion 
of two gentlemen of considerable attainments in the science of sanitation 
and of good acquaintance with Calcutta ; I refer to Dr. Chevers And Dr. 
Macnamara. That is also the opinion of the Iloalth Officer to the Port Com- 
missioners, who has boon consulted on the point ; and these docks are to be 
constructed partly on the sito of a numl>er of bastis of an extremely unsanitary 
character, the rest of the site being now occupied by swamps, and the whole 
being honeycombed with some hundreds of tunks of the most filthy description. 
So that it will be seen that tho general state of the neighbourhood is -not at all 
satisfactory at presont from a sanitary point of view. I think, therefore, 
that thore can bo no danger to the sanitary condition of the town by 
replacing a neighbourhood of that character by a sheet of water which will 
bo kept, as far os such a thing can be done, in a state of purity by having 
the water continually renewod and replaced. 

I would now ask tho attention of the Council to what is said on page 4 of 
tho momorial. They say : — “ Should, however, the Government bo determined 
to go on with tho work, your memorialists would ask for an authoritative 
ruling — (1) that no pressure shall be put on the vessels to use the new docks ; 
and (2). that cargo bouts shall be allowed free ingress and egress to and 
from tho docks for the purpose of loading or unloading vessels therein ; 
and that no dues will be charged on goods conveyed to or from vossels in cargo 
boats.” As regards the first of these two authoritative rulings, I can only say 
that thero is no intention whatever, and never has been, to put any pressure on 
tho vessels. As to tho second point, according to the present scheme which has 
boon sketched out, though not finally completed, cargo boats will be charged 
two annas a ton, tlio same charge as is now made for landing and shipping carg > 
over tho inland vessels’ wharves. But I do not anticipate any extensivo use for 
cargo boats by vossols that are borthed in the docks. Thoso vessels will find 
conveniences, tho want of which intoi fores so much with the use of the jetties 
by export vessels. They will find attached to the dock sheds whero produce for 
shipment can bo stored beforehand. This shed accommodation will be found 
not only a very groat service to the export trade and the commerce of the 

E ort, but will enable shippers to disponse, to a very large extent, with cargo 
oats. 

I am afraid I havo rather woariod the Council with a long discourse. 
But it roally seems to me that tho pith of tho memorial lies in two pointrf:— 
First, that the trade of Calcutta is declining; and secondly, that tno docks 
will bo more expensive, and put greator charges on trade than* are involved 
in the prosont system of business by the use of cargo boats. Now as to tho 
first point that tho trade of tho part — more particularly tho export trade— is 
declining. General cargo vessols have increased during the past ten years at 
tho rate of per cent, per annum per number, ana 10 per cent, per annum 
per tonnage. Thero is no doubt a falling off this year in other vessels, and 
a largo decreaso in the tonnage of produce brought down by the railway, hut 
thore is really no reason to suppose tuat this decrease is more than temporary. 
Tho figures givon on pago 3 of the memorial show a diminution in some items 
of tho trade of tho port as regards 1884-85 compared with some previous 
years. But wo see that a similar falling off is noticeable in the Bombay 
and Scindo returns. It may bo said that tho falling off is greater in the Po it 
of Calcutta, but these returns seem to me to show merely this— not that the 
trade of Calcutta is declining, but that very possibly the trade of other ports, 
Bombay and Karachi, is progressing, and extending at a greater rate than the 
trade of Calcutta. There is no reason for lamentation, or for saying 
our glory is departed and our progress gone, t am reminded of a staking pas. 
sago in one of Lord Macaulay's essays, in which he speaks of the necessity of 




taking a comprehensive vkrm in order to ascertain the tendency of popular 
movements. His words are these ; — 


44 The motion of the puUi* mind naa Mw that of the me when the tide it rising. 

Each nww i ri w wave rushes forward, breaks, roU« book : but the great tide ie steadily coming 
in. A person who looked at the waters only for a moment might foxtoy that they were 
retiring. A person who looked at them for <miy five m in o t ea might foaoy that they were 
capriciously rushing to and ho. But when he keeps his eye on them for a quarter of an 
hour, and sees one sea-mark disappear after another, it is impossible for him to doubt of the 
general direction in which the ooean is moved.'* 

What Lord Macaulay save of the flux and reflux of popular movements is 
equally true of the flux ana roflux of commercial progress. We have good and 
bad years : our prosperity sometimes advances with leaps and bounds : some- 
times it crawls along : sometimes it seems to stand still, and sometimes even to 
go backwards. But when we look, not at the returns of a few months, but at 
those of a series of years, not at the returns of one or two articles, but at those 
which combine to form the sum of our export traffic, wo can have no doubt as 
to the general tendency of affairs. In 1879-80 the value of the exports from 
Calcutta was 30 crores: in 1880-81 it was 32 croros 90 lakhs: in 1^81 82 it was 
33 croros 52 lakhs : in 1882-83 it fell to 33 crores 40 lakhs: in 1833-84 it roso 
again to 35 crores 7 lakhs. These figures show that in the five years I have 
mentioned, though there was one temporary fall, the general increase was 
steady, and amounted altogether to about 17 per cent. We are suffering just 
now from a period of depression, but I think we should do very wrong if we 
were to conclude that tins state of things is likely to bo permanent and were 
not to take reasonable precautions to prevent our 1 icing overwhelmed with a 
mass of traffic which we should not know how to deal with when this temporary 
depression of trade has passed away. 

The second question is with regard to the charges which will be imposnd 
by the docks as compared with the charges for cargo boats, and this is, I am 
sometimes disposed to think, really the main spring ox the memorial. 1 cannot 
help thinking that those gentlemen who are interested in the maintenance of 
cargo boats had a good deal to do with the preparation of this memorial. 

They say that it is proposed to levy a due of one rupee per ton at the docks, 
whereas the cargo boats do the work for only eight or ten annas per ton. But 
as I have already noticed they have overlooked two yory principal poiuts, the 
point of the additional saving of time, which is practically the saving of money, 
by the more speedy manner in which docks enable produce to bo handled, 
and thoy have — I will not say overlooked— but they nave not noticed the 
fact that the Port Commissioners have no object in working these docks for 
profit, and that if a time of pressure should come, the Port Commissioners will • 
pot take that as an opportunity for raising their charges in tho manner in 
which it has been complained canto boat owners have done more than once, 
when there has beon a speeial strain on the resources of tho port. But 
besides this, when the memorialists compare the charge of ono rupee per ton 
at the docks with eight annas per ton on tho boats, I do not think that they 
quite state fairly the conditions of the case. The charge of one rupee u ton 
will take the produce info the ship, the charge of eight annas or ton annas per 
ton brings the produce alongside the ship only. There is a very material 
difference between those two thiugs. There is no doubt a considerable amount 
of capital invested in these cargo boats ; but tho figures given by Mr. Keswick 
in his presidential address, which w<-re subsequently challenged by a writer in 
the papers, and which I took the trouble to have verified in tne Port Commis- 
sioners Office and found them to be perfectly right, show tho total numbor of 
licensed cargo boats to be 4,95 L Of these 1,038 are square built, with a 
tonnage of about 25, and the rest are native built, with a tonnage of about 10. 

So that Mr. Keswick was perfectly right in liis figures, although when ho 
assumed what the expense of the up-keep of the cargo boats was, ho was 
apparently assuming that the whole of them were square built boats of about 25 
tone; therefore his estimate of 35 or 86 lakhs as tho annual cost involved in • 
the maintenance of cargo boats, irrespective of anything like profit to the 
owners, was, I think, a good deal beyond the mark, but even when wo make a 
large deduction on that account, it must be perfectly clear that the up* keep and 
mai ntenance of such a fleet oi boats as this, added to a reasonable sum for 
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interest on outlay in the first instance and the profits eftrade, must tense to much 
more than will be charged for interest on the outlay upon the -docks. I think 
tlic construction of these decks will not add any additional burden, but will 
enable the Port Commissioners to reduce the present charges. 

1 would only say in conclusion that it is the duty of those who have to 
consider this question to icgurd the inevitable results of the progress of rail- 
way extension which is now going on. By the time Dock No. 1 is completed 
we shall have the Bengal and Nagpur Railway at work, and that and the other 
railways which have been lately completed or arc under construction in Bengal 
will undoubtedly have the effect of pouring into Calcutta a much larger amount 
of produce than wo have ever hitherto had to deal with. This produce will 
come in on tho Ilowrnh side of the river, and it etui be dealt with by the docks 
in the cheapest and most cfFoctivo manner. Tho >ln d accommodation will enable 
it to be Ntoied ready for shipment, it will be shipped with the greatest advantages 
and as speedily as possible, and theicferc, I think, we should make a great 
mistake if, on a consideration of sui h objections as are put forward in this 
momonal, wo were to feci any doubt or limitation ns to the action we should 
take in now going on with the Bill. Tho memorialists say that there is no 
present need for extension in tho port. 1 deny that. I think there is need, 
because 1 can see m tho immediate futuie a very great expansion of traffic. 
Then they say that if tho need for such extension should arise, the proper 
course would be to extend tho port on its present lines. In other words, they 
mean that wo ought to add to tho number of the jetties instead of building 
docks, i deny that also. Those who have been consulted on tho quettion are 
of opinion that an addition to the number of the jetties would be a mistake, and 
that tho security winch docks afford against cyclones and stomis is a conclusive 
argument in fav< ur of docks as against jetties. Lastly, the memorialists 
declare that the docks will neither reduco charges nor facilitate despatch. I 
think 1 havo shown that there are excellent reasons for believing that the 
docks will conduce to both theso results. 

Coming now to tho prayer of the memorialists, I find that they pray for 
the appointment, of nn impartial Committee to reconsider the wholo subject. 

I suppose tlioy mean to imply that the Committee already appointed was not 
an impartial ono. I leave the justice of that insinuation, it it is intended as 
such, to tho judgment of the Council. For myself I think it is quite im- 
possible for any Committee to bo appointed that could be more truly represen ta- 
tivo or more fully command tlio confidence of tho public than the Committeo 
which was appointed for tho consideration of this question. J therefore move 
with some confidence that the Council do now proceed to take tho report into 
consideration 

Tuk Hon. Mr. Milmck said that he thought there were very grave 
reasons why this motion should not bo adopted Yiy tho Council. When this 
Bill was first introduced, or rather when leave had betu obtained to introduce 
it, it was under an alisolnte and entire misapprehension of tho existing public 
opinion, lie did not umko this statement in any way whatever as u matter 
of complaint, and ho was perfectly well aware that ever since this improve- 
ment had been in contemplation the Government had been actuated entirely 
and absolutely by an endeavour to interpret what it behoved to be the 
commercial interests of the Calcutta public. lie was perfectly aware also 
that the Port Commissioners and tho Dock Committee, composed of gentle- 
men of tried ability ami tried position, who had lieen appointed to endeavour 
to carry out tho project in soino definito form, had all, irom the com- 
mencement up to the present moment, been actuated by absolute sincerity of 
motive and singleness «<f object, but he could not help seeing that, at the 
present time at all events, the Government of Bengal, the Government of 
India, and tile Secretary of State, in recommending this stupendous scheme, 
wcio noting under a misapprehension of public opinion. Mr. Miller ventured to 
turn to the snood i of the lion member when ho first applied for leave to in- 
troduce tho Bill, and there ho found tho following passage — 

“ As a summary of the wholo question, I believe I cannot do better than read to the 
Council, if it. will jteimit me to do so, the concluding words of the despatch in which the 
Government of India recommend the adoption of this scheme to the Secretary of State 
'they stud:— In conclusion, we would observe that the pressing need of improved fnnflitme 
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forth® fomainf trad® of Calcutta cannot be too strongly insisted upon. The trad® is 
^amending, and there it probably no pubUo work on tbit aid® of India at the ton® 
which can be •eia to be important at the Calcutta fort Improvement*. The oonstroetiaa 
of docks will undoubtedly give great facilities, now wanting, to Caloutta merchant* in the 
prosecution of their bonnets, ’the pxooeee of loading and unloading oargoee will bo oonetder- 
•b» expedited, goods will be better and more conveniently warehoused, and the sorting 
and cleaning of wheat before shipment wilt be promoted ; while the general concentration 
of bus in ess will be a weloome rebef to those oonoerned with trade and nipping.” 

Mb. Mii.lek then desired to .quote the more important words which he 
would press upon the consideration of the Council : — 

" The measure now proposed is formally supported by an absolute consensus of 
official sad non official opinion, and has the entire approval of the local commercial publio. 

We trust, therefore, that we may be favoured with sanction to its being undertaken at tha 
earliest practicable date.” 

1 he hon. member further went on to say : — 

“ These are the grounds on which the Government of India reoommended the adoption 
of tins scheme, end it is on these grounds that I now ask tbo Council to grant leave for 
the introduction of the proposed Bill ” 

Mb. Miller again repeated that tbo hon. member was at that time 
apparently perfectly justified in tbo remarks ho made, and bo was bound 
to say when he listened to the hon member, that, he accepted the state* 
ments as expressing the real condition of offtiirfl. Now they were entirely 
and absolutely in a different position. Since tbo lion, member made that 
speech a very important section of tlio shipping community had come 
forward to inform this Government and their Council that tlio Secretory of 
State was mistaken ; they dissented in a very strongly worded memorial, 
and this memorial had been criticised by the lion, member with great 
fairness, although possibly with a little scolding at the beginning and the end. 

Still it was fairly criticised. But it was impossible to remove tbo fuet that 
there was a very large number of influential merchants, consisting of men 
of largo experience, than whom no section of tlio community could 
possibly be more interested in this proposed legislation, and who came forward 
to tell the Council that they were afraid of tho consequences of this large * 
scheme; that the scheme whs unnecessary and undesirablo ; that they viewed 
with dismay the danger of this scheme no* turning out the financial success 
which it was suggested it would turn out, and that tho results would be 
very disastrous to the future trade of this p< >rt. As tho hon. member had e 
pointed out to the Council, tho memorial was most influentially signed. If 
they i<* kod down the names, they would find a large number of tho prin- 
cipal shippers in Calcutta, a largo number of those who were engaged iu 
trade, and a large number of miscellaneous merchants who were in- 
terested in the promotiou of the commercial prosperity of Calcutta. He 
did not care to follow tho hon. member opposite into his analysis of the 
different clauses contained in tiie memorial ; he agreed with him that the 
kernel of the memoriul consisted in the allegation that it was clear that tho 
recommendations of the t ommittee were based upon tho idea that the trade of 
Caloutta would very largely increase indeed. In paragraph 15 tho memorialists 
said : — “ It is clear that the recommendations of tho Committee were based 
upon the idea that the trade of Calcutta would very largely increase : indeed, 
in paragraph 50 they (tlio Dock Committee) say that there is nothing before 
them to make them doubt that the trade of the port will continue steadily to 
increase ; and that, on the completion of the Hooghly Bridge and the opening 
out and further development of the numerous tributary lines feeding tho East 
Indian Railway, country produce would be pouring in at tho rate of 1,250,000 
tons per annum. The traffic returns of the East Indian Hail way, however, toll 
a very different tale the receipts from traffic for the year 1884 being no loss 
than 56^ lakhs below those of 1883, and for Juuuary J885 no loss than 
11 lakhs below those of January 1884.” 

Now it was quite possible, as the hon. membor remarked, that this decrease 
of trade might be temporary, but Mr. Miller ventured to say that if, in tbo face 
of the existing depreciation of trade, — and ho thought no merchant at the present 
time would say that there was a silver lining to tho cloud-—, this proposal had 
been brought forward for the first time— a proposal to spend three crores of 
rupees, as to which nobody could tell from where it could be got, and with 
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further requirements possibly— 'he ventured to say tfaefc the 'idee would have 
been absolutely scouted. He had read with great interest the speech of the 
President of the Chamber of Commerce. He was a leading merchant in the 
city, a man of great ability and wide sagacity, and' Mr. Miller could quite 
understand that Mr. Keswick would have looked with horror and oonstema- 
tion, if any one came to him at the present moment, with the shipping 
trade in a state of collapse, and said to him : “ Now is the time, let us oome> 
forward and form a syndicate to establish new mills or extond existing 
mills.” His answer would be “ that is not business ; you must wait for time* 
of prosperity to go in for extension.” Mr. Miller thought that that illus- 
tration ought to bring it home to them all how very unwise it was at Ox 
time like the prosent, when Government paper was falling, when the require* 
merits of the Government in the shape of loans would be very groat , whesr> 
no note was taken of the possible necessity for the Government of India going 
into the money market and borrowing very largely, for them to discount the 
future, by adopting a scheme which might possibly hereafter, in the far future, 
be a great commercial success ; but which, on the other hand, if it failed, could 
not but throw on tho existing port of Calcutta enormous charges which it 
might not be able to bear, and which might produce tho result of sending the 
trade of the port into the hands of competing ports. He felt convinced that 
theso wore valid arguments, otherwise no would not voto against the motion. 
The hon. member had alluded to the very great benefit the project would 
confer on the port, but with this part of the subject Mr. Miller was not familiar. 
He was only there that day simply to express his views, and because he 
could not help feeling that tho alarms expressed by the memorialists were such 
as he believod existed to a very large extent outside that Council, and such 
as the present depreciation of trade very greatly justified. 

He would now ask the Council to consider some of the remarks of the hon. 
member iu his second speech when he introduced tho Bill. The hon. member 
said. — 

" Tho Secretary of State in his despatoh of tho 11th March last, has distinctly laid down 
the pnnoiplo that the ultimate charge for those works is not to fall on the General Revenues, 
and is not to mvolve any increase of Imperial or Provincial taxation.’* 

There could bo no doubt whatever that in tho event of the dock scheme 
not paying tho interest upon the loan,’ the port dues would have to be 
enhanced. The hon. member went on to say : — 

“ The report of the Committee of 1883 gives a careful analysis of receipts and expendi- 
ture, based upon the actual trade of the port for the previous year. Assuming the capital 
debt to be mourred for the construction of the docks to bo Its 2,30,75,000, the report shows 
that the oharge for interest would be Ks. 10 38 000, and that the working expenses would be 
about Rs 7,38,400, making a total of about 17| lakhs a year. On the other hand, the 
receipts would be about 18) lakhs, giving a surplus of about Its. 75,000 ” 

* Thoroforo they had the satisfaction, from the estimates made, of this 
small margin of Rs. 75,000 to covor all possible losses.. Tho hon. member then 
wont on quoting figures on the theory of the trade improving, and the docks 
briuging in further profits, but Mr Miller could not help thinking that they were 
going beyond actualities The hon. member gave them a note of warning in 
this very speech. After giving figures ho weut on to say : — 

“ Those figures are, of oourse, only estimates, and I need not remind the Comtoil that in 
a work of this magnitude tho oost is apt to exoeed— and sometimes considerably to exoeed— 
the original estimate ” 

Tn making out these figures thoy ought to place their calculations on actuals 
and not possibilities, and they knew at all events that these possibilities were not 
likely to be realised for some considerable time to come. He also found that, 
though his hon. friend had stated that the official opinions were all in favour of the 
scheme, there were several notes of warning in the opinions of tfie experts. 
The Secretary of State consulted Mr. Rondel, tho first expert, and on looking 
through these papers he was very much struck by some portions of that gentle- 
man’s opinion The first note or warning was found in a note by Mr. Rendell, 
dated the 1st January 1881, in whioh he said: — 

“ Modified, therefore, also as I propose in respeot to depth, I few that, if I «n tomakfe 
au estimite, it would be largely iu excess of that of the Committee.” . 




Again, in «luliHr<psai which vm sent oat by the Se cr e tar y of Shbi' 

ho * 

41 1 judge bom the wording of this paragraph that the Government thinks more Sightly 
of the difficulty which will ^ enoounterea in the construction of them dodb then I do. , 
I dto not hesitate to say that in my judgment uo docks have yet been built which have invol- 
ved eo many end rash serious risks as them. That they oen be built I do not doubt, hut 
their cost will be enamouf for their ares, sad I do act envy the engineer who will be, 
charged with their supervision. In respect to their cost, I may observe that, under ordinary 
efruumstanoee, dock walls for depths such as we ore dealing with may he built in this country 
for from £10 to £15 n foot run. Here even Mr. Bruce's estimate is Us. 445, and the other 
gpnftMnen I have named place the ooet 30 per cent, higher, exclusive of oontingenoim ; and 
a 0 the other works, exoept the excavation, are in something like the same ratio." 

Ms. Millie could not help thinking this a very serious warning. Mr. 
ftcmdeU was of opinion that tbo docks could be constructed, but evidently 
showed the greatest doubt as to the rooliiy of the estimates which had been 
placed beforo him; and the Secretary of State in the same despatch 
setearked 

** White I entirety reoognize the necessity of expanding the shipping accommodation of 
Calcutta by the construction of docks, 1 cannot but feel that you are embarking on a wary 
carious enterprise." 

If this memorial had been beforo the Secretary of State when he sent out 
that burning, be would have said there was no consensus of opinion then, aS 
there was none now. Ms. Millkk thought, under the circumstances, that tha 
extension of the port should not proceed upon the proposed lines. There was 
also an important note which ho would like to read to the Counoil, by 
Mr. Buckley, who wrote, in a note, dated 4th April 18rt4 : — 

" As regards the estimates for the designs as they stand, I confess to great misgivings 
as to their sufficiency. But it is always so easy to *av this, and one is perhaps tempted to 
my it, os experience has so often shown that it is a safe guess. I have, however, some 
grounds, at any rate, for thinking that the estimates are low." 

He read that, with the view of showing that there was not that great 
consensus of opinion of experts, as far as ho could see, in favour of the measure. 
He had also found from these papers that the engineers, in supervising the 
project, seem to have felt that the estimates would be very largely in excess of 
thole which have been prepared by the Port Commissioners. There was a 
note by Mr. Molesworth and Colonel Brownlow, in which tin y also expressed a 
note of warning against the scheme. They said : — 

u The numerous failure# by sliding of mown re dock walls in England, when 
founded on soft mud and silt, all poiut to the necessity of great caution in this rwjxxst at 
Kidderpore." 

He had shown that they wero justified in saying that there was not that 
great consensus of opinion which in the first instance was urged in support of 
tne scheme. Allusion bad been made in the memorial to the sanitary condi- 
tions of the scheme. Now -with respect to the sanitary objections, that 
bad not' been sufficiently worked out, and ho heard that day for the first 
time that the Sanitary Commissioner had been consulted, but be hod seen no 
official opinions, and the only opinion which he hod been able to see Was 
the opinion of Dr. Cbevcrs sent out by the Secretary of State, and which 
be would allude to presently. It was said in the report that by the arrange* 
meat the water in tne docks would be kept constantly changed, and all the dis- 
advantages that might arise if the water was stagnant would be avoided. In 
connection with this question, the Committee have taken into consideration the 
sanitary arrangements which would have to be made for working the docks. ” 
Allusion was made by the hon. member to-day to tho docks at Bombay, but the 
water in the Bombay docks was salt, whereas that here would be fresh. He 
would wish to refer, in relation to this, to the note of Mr. Buckley again who 
took this matter into consideration, and rather pooh-poohed the idea of making 
thorn sanitary precautions effectual. He said: — 

“There is another amufemt in favour of Mr. Bruo»'» plan of pumping. It is that this 
trill preserve tike parity of the water in the dock. The Calcutta Canal has a loth at 
extremity' — one on the Hooghly, another on the Sunderhnu channels. It is therefore 
nnssihln to admit water at one end and let it out at tho other ; but there is a loop and a chord 
fin* cm the canal between the two looks : this makes it particularly difficult to obange the 
water in tfanoestas of the loop. Last year I had great difficulty m keeping the water in thw 
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loop decently dean : indeed, I failed, although 1 frequently dunged more than hUf the 
water : the water in one particular oul~dc-tac taking off from the loop of the panel (in whieh 
practically I could not change the water at all) became ezoeedinglpr foul. The eirpuiniteaeee 
of the oanal and the proposed docks are not parallel, for some drainage is still permitted to 
flow into the oanal. No doubt the dook will, however it he fed; be always oleaner than the 
oanal was last year ; but one of the oauses which defiles the oanal will he very potent to defile 
the docks ; that is, the habit of native boatmen to use tbe rudders of their boats or a tempo* 
rary stage instead of a latrine. We have latrines alt along the Calontta Canal, oanal pouoe 
are stationed along the banks, and every boat is moored alongside the bank ; but we fail to 
•top the praotioe Prefer to In tho docks it will ho much more diffioult to do so, as many of 
the car.o boats and all the ships which lie at the moorings in the oeotre of the dook (tee para* 
graph 18 of Mr Braoe’s reply) will be a considerable distance from shore ; and I am oon* 
vmoed that it will be found practically impossible to oany out the regulations contemplated 
in paragraph 32 of the Committee’s Report, which propose to look uo all closets and urinals, 
sod compel the large floating population to use the latrines on shore. 1 do not think a pplioe* 
man on every native boat would compel the people to go on shore ; indeed, many of them 
oould not, as they have no boats. ” 

That aeotned to deal vory effectually with these proposed regulations, and 
in the note by Mr. Molesworth and Colonel Brownlow thvy endorsed the 
opinion of Mr. Buckley, and said : — • 

“ Wo oonsider that tho reasons given by Mr. Bruce, and the foots regarding the deposit 
of silt in the entroiioes of the channels leading out of tho river and the supply of Tolly’s 
Nullah with comparatively clear water during the rains, stated in Mr. Buokley’s note, are 
oonolusive in favour of supply by pumping in preferonoe to direct supply from the river. 
Furthor. we are Btrongly of opinion that, take what precautions we may, the water in the 
dooks will boooirie ovtremely foul if not frequently changed It is stated in tbe Committee’s 
report (paragraph 3J) that all water*olosets and urinals on board ships lying in dook will be 
kept looked and properly secured ; but wo do not see how the 4 foreonams” of the ship* 
oau be padlookod, or how the crews of native boats lying in the dooks oon be prevented 
from fouling +he water at night. Wo strongly support Mr. Buok ley’s recommendation 
that tho pumpiug station be shifted to the extreme end of No 2 Dock, furthest from the 
river ” 

Hero in reference to trie value of pumping thero was an issue between 
the experts again ; and at all events they were not unanimous in running the 
risk of adopting these sanitary regulations. Then Dr. Chcvers was of opinion : — 

41 Having been ill, I foar that I may not be able to onll upon you for a week or ten days* 
In the meantime, 1 entiiely oonour with Dr. Maonamwa in the bolief that the existeoow of 
wet dooks at Kidder pore canuot in any degree injure health in Calcutta or w their own 
immediate vioinity. 

44 On the other hand, rauoh of Kiddorpore is thickly covered hr a native bazaar. Should 
it be deoided to dig there, there might be sickness in the neighbourhood while the prooess 
of oxoavation was in progress 

44 Oould you be so very kind as to send me a plan, as I oannot quite understand wher e 
the dooka would be placod, most of the Uooghly bank of Kidderporo beiug occupied by the 
Dockyard, &o. ? ” 

Now, Mr. Miller dul not consider himself as one of the opponents of 
Drs. Macnamara and Chevors, hut he thought that tho memorialists were right 
when they said that there was some danger of insanitary conditions arising, 
and they wero clearly entitled to have tho opinion of modical men on the spot, 
who should visit tho locality and consider the consequences which might arise 
from placing theso docks there. lie believed this to be a most important 
question, and ho thought that upon that ground alone the Government should 
grant tho prayer <>f tho memorialists to take medical evidence as to the -way 
these docks were likely to affect the town 

lie would not detain tho Council much longer with any remarks of his 
own. A11 he could say was that ho hoped the Government would see its way 
to reconsider the scheme. Ho was perfectly well aware that it was somewhat 
late in tho day to muke objections after the Government had spent a certain 
am ount of money ; hut he could not help thinking that it was desirable to look 
tho matter seriously in the face, and that, oven at the last hour, it was better, 
both on sanitary and commercial gtounds, to wasto fifteen lakhs or even more, 
than to waste some crorcs in a gigantic schorue which was so uncertain in its 
results. Tho Government would now bo in the position that they held tho 
land, which would give them tho means of erecting model trastis, or possibly 
lotting the land acquirod already in building leases. There were ever growing 
requirements for the suburbs in that direction, and he did not that the 

Government would lose in holding that land, nor did ho consider the money 
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«t®fr repceemtMeus; ' There wee everyindulgtioe to he tbo*ro to them, ahd 
hiW not the slightest doubt that the present discussion would open the eype 
of the Government The tint© might come when this* dock scheme would go 
hand in hand #ith the growing prosperity of the port, but the present time waa 
a moment of great depression, and it waa not a right time to home to a decision 
on aoj important a matted. He would point out that the conclusion of the 
memorial waa supported by section 54 of the Committee's report, which dealt 
With the facilities which were afforded to the export trade and in which it waa 
stated: — 

i * 

** The extended accommodation now being providod at Howrah and the terminus of 
the hast Indian Railway will, it is expected, do much to supply the immediate wants 
of the export trade, and it is hoped that, by the time the trade expands beyond this extra 
aSOonmooation, the new docks will be rradv for use. The Committeo are fully sensible of 
m urgent need of affording the earliest possible relief to the export trade of the pbrt, and 
in this ' view they have carefully considered the advisability of ereoting jetties or providing 
pontoons at a site below the Royal Botamoal Gardens ; but having regard to the extension 
Of aooommodation now being carried out by the Railway Company and to the further ex- 
tension Which can be earned out on the Port Comiuissionen’ wharves at Howrah, between 
the Hallway Company’s premises and Shalimar, the Committee have not iuoluded in 
tide report any recommendations in regard to the works proposed below tbo Botanical 
Gardens ” 

That ia what he would urgo on tho Government in lieu of these stupondous 
proposals which had lately boon sanctioned by the Government, but which had 
pot yet been sanctioned by this Council. He remembered that when Sir George 
Campbell was Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, on one occasion when on tour, 
an ambitious district engineer submitted a plan for building a palatial archway 
to the district jail, Sir George Campbell is reported to bave said in bis well- 
known amiable manner — “ Tako it uway, take it away ; I won’t look at it. We 
don't want palatial jails in India : we o&nnot afford tho luxury” and so crushod 
the vaulting aspiration of the ambitious public works architect. Mr. Miller 
would at this present time urge upon this Council that Calcutta was not able to 
afford the luxury of such palatial docks ; that their motto ought to bo festina 
lexis ; that they ought to proceed with great caution so long os these times of 
depression last. He remembered reading a note by Mr. Keswick where be pointed 
out the facilities which exist for extending the system of jetties on both sidos of 
tiro river. The advantage of jetties is that they can be extended in accordance 
with tbo ratio of the increase of trade of the port. Whereas if they constructed 
large docks and the trade of the port did not increase, it would be very difficult, 
almost .impossible, to avoid increasing tho port dues and so driving away the 
trade of Calcutta to tho cheaper competing ports. Ho desirod earnestly to 
warn tide Council against granting the sanction of its authority to so perilous 
an experiment as that proposed, the more ospecially as tho argument which 
reliea upon “ the consensus of official and unofficial opinion *’ was manifestly 
utterly fallacious. They would be guilty of very great unwisdom, wore they 
by passipg this motion to legislate in direct opposition to tho judgment ana 
yrisajeij of the very class whose interests tho Government under a mistaken 
impression considered the passing of the measure would promote. For these 
retuons ho would vote against the motion. 

Colonel the Hoy. S. T. Tsbvoe said : — I fear I shall speak to consider- 
able disadvantage after the eloquent speech which tho Council have just heard 
from the hon. member who spoke last. 1 was very glad to hear tho apprecia- 
tive way in which the hon. member spoke of tho single-minded care for the 
general interests of the community which had boon bestowed on the consider- 
ation of tins project by the Government of India and tho Government of 
Bonn], as well as by the various public bodies, the Cliamber of Commerce, 
the Tort Commissioners, and the Trades’ Association, who have been asked to 
consider it. There is no doubt that that is perfectly true. I don’t suppose 
there has been a single project in the world which has received more consider- 
arisen, and has caused more anxiety than this project of the Kidderpore Docks. 
On the other band, the hon. member, when speaking of the memorial which 
ha a been the subject of so much discussion in this Council, spoke of it as 
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representing the opinions of a v ery large and influential section of the, mercan* 
tile community, and he has attached an importance to it, both in respect of the 
names attached to the memorial and the arguments .used in it, with which 
J cannot myself agree, Xhere is at least as large, if not a larger section of the 
mercantile community, which has not signoa this, memorial ; and the larger 
section which has not signed it has had this advantage that they have taken a 
greater interest in the subject than those who have signed it, — that they 
liavo given greater consideration to the reports and papers which have 
prepared and issued for their consideration, — and alter full consideration of, 
those reports and papers they have come to the conclusion that the scheme is a 
good one which they can conscientiously support. 1 think the memorial luui 
evidence in it that it is inspired by interested motives. I think it shows in 
some ways that there is a fear on the part of those who have signed it that 
their vested interests will be affected. But no doubt there is also evidence, 
in the names of some of the distinguished firms who have signed it, that then 
is a real anxiety on their part as to the financial results and effect of the docks 
when completed. Now 1 have not the smallest doubt that it is the present 
depression of trade which has created a despondency in the minds of a part of 
the mercantile community and prompted thorn to give utterance to their fears in 
this memorial. As to there being evidence that vested interests are concerned, 
the memorialists in the very first clause of their memorial say “ your memorial' 
ists are largely engaged in the import and export of goods from this province* 
and as such are deoply interested in the charges of the port of Calcutta.” And 
in another placo they say — “In the opinion of your memorialists what is 
wanted for Calcutta is a reduction in the charges of the port, more than 
increased facilities for export.” It seems to me that this shows that the 
prayer of tho memorialists on this occasion is the same as it has been on similar 
occasions before. It amounts in fact to their saving — ‘ By all means let the 
Port Commissioners reduce thoir chargos ; we all want that, but let our vested 
interests alone ; wo don’t want these to bo interfered with ; we don’t want any 
more facilities; they touch our interests and reduce our profits ’ 

I should bo sorry to think, however, that this is tho ruling view of this 
memorial. 1 boliove it is inspired, — perhaps mainly, — by the anxiety which 
1 have mentioned ns being felt with regard to the financial effoct which the 
docks may have on the port. Tho memorialists, for instance, venture to point 
out that “ the export trade of Calcutta has lately shown unmistakcablo signsuif 
falling off, and that what is required at present is not so much additional dopes 
and jetties, as that the charges of the port should be decreased to enable 
Calcutta to hold its own against Bombay and Sindh,” They point with some 
sort of envy to tho strides which tho port of Bombay has made in its competi- 
tion with Calcutta. If all tho fears so eloquently described by the hon. member 
were true, — if this large and gigantic scheme, which ho Bpoke of as likely to 
cost 3$ crores of rupees, was really certain to have the effect of burdening the 
port with such enormous charges, then, no doubt, notwithstanding all that Sum 
been done, we ought to refrain from authorizing the expenditure of so large’ a 
sum. But is that true ? Bombay has alreudy got its docks, while we are only 
beginning to think about ours, and it has its Port Trust debt, which in Iflbi 
amounted to something like 384 lakhs. Last year I believe it was increased by 
another 83 lakhs, making a total of something like 467 lakhs. But so far from 
tho Bombay docks having been financially a failure, they have been a success, 
and have greatly increased the facilities of the port. Tho memorialists point 
to tho fact that Bombay is taking away the trade of the port of Calcutta. 
1 venturo to say that that is because it is not adhering to old traditions like 
Calcutta. It no larger sends cargo to ships in cargo boats ; it no longer has to 
contend against excessive handling charges for loading and unloading. The 
railways bi mg tho goods to the docks, where there are proper appliances for 
the loading and unloading of both export and import cargo. That is why Bom- 
bay has advanced. The memorialists also think that the province of Sind has 
been making rapid strides. I cannot say what the expenditure in Kurrachee 
has boon. The work in the harbour has been done by Government hitherto, 
but 1 understand that the Government has made up its mind to establish a Port 
Trust in Kurrachee ; and no doubt when established they will do as Bombay 
has done, and as I hope Calcutta will do 
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B a. Be.

I need scarcely aay that this is the roughest of estimates, and that it may probably need 
correction on both sides of the account. There are figures necessary for nearer estifaafee 
which are not available to me. The savings of trade, have however, not knqwingly baan 
over stated.*' 

I remember at the time we thought Hr. Morrison was over-estimating these 
savings. But J have sineo come to the conclusion that this was not the ease. 
His estimate, both of the first cost and of the wording expenses of the docks, 
comes very nearly to what the actual fipiros of the Port Commissioners* estimate 
of the Kidderpore Docks aro. According to him, merchants will save on the pre- 
sent boating and carting charges more than double what they will have to pay .the 
Fort Commissioners for the facilities afforded by the docks. If these anticipations 
have any foundation, we should certainly not put a stop to tbe scheme at the 
point to which we have now reached, especially when wo find that what is 
proposed hero has been done elsewhere very successfully. It is true that in a 
despatch from tho Secretary of Stato conveying the opinion of Mr. Rendell, 
which was read out at length by the hon. member, a note of warning was held 
out, hut that was on a point of engineering as to the nature of the soil 
and so on. But now that the soil at Kidderpore has been turned up, the 
illusion turns out to be on Mr. Itendcll’s side, in so far as he thought the soil 
would he the same as at Howrah. The soil at Kid4crporo has been found to be 
very favourable so far, and there is every hopo of the docks being carried out 
within the cstimato. It was only in respect of tho difficulties attending the 
scheme from an engineering point of view, and because tbe construction 
of docks was entirely now to this country, that Mr. Hcndell considered it 
necessary to give that warning to the Government of India, and I may tell the 
Council that if any one question iu connection with this scheme has received 
more consideration than another, it is the engineering question. All the 
engineering points connected with it have been thoroughly considered. 
But it would hardly be necessary, even if I had had notice of the different 
engineering points which wero likely to bo referred to, that I should discuss 
them in this Council: they are matters for discussion by the engineers 
concerned, and thoy have been very carefully and thoroughly discussed. It is 
only the general view as to the desirability of having docks that this Council 
ought to oonsider. As 1 have already urged, there is nothing new in the build- 
ing of docks in India, as we have some in Bombay, and as to the cost, if tho 
whole sum estimated is spent, the expense would he limited to about 320 lakhs; 
and even if we went up to 450 lakhs, we should still, having very nearly 
as largo a trade as Bombay, be able to work the docks without loss and with 
infinite convenience to the trade of tho port. 

The only other point on which tho hon. member spoke at some length is the 
sanitary one. I confess it surprises me to hear of tho fears which are expressed, 
from a Sanitary point of viow, as to the injurious effects of large excavations of 
this sort. Whenever oarth has to be dug out in this way, it makes a great differ- 
ence in the sanitary aspect of the case whether the earth is to be utilised for the 
filling up of unhealthy ponds or not. It was only a couple years ago that at the 
Shibporo Engineering College, opposite these very docks, and alongside the 
Botanical Gordons, whore the ground is very low, it was proposed to improve 
the health of the place by digging a large ornamental lake. As soon as we 
began to do so, one doctor Baid that we should kill all the people in the place, 
so wo thought tho best thing to do was to refer the question to another doctor, 
and fortunately ho hold an opposite opinion. Bo wo went on with the work, 
“but not a singlo casualty occurred of any sort : the health of the place has been 
enormously improved, people are showing a desire to live there, and land 
in that locality is now being sought after. The area of the lakes 1 won’t say is 
quite as lurgp as the Kidderpore dock will be, but it is very large. Therefore, 
as far as tho mere excavation of the earth for the docks, and the substitution of 
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docks will bold I venture to say that no ill oonseqnenee* will arise. > 

X don’t think there i» any other point in regard to which 1 need take no 
On time clothe Council. I can only say before sitting down that I had 
tfye opportunity, when the Diamond Harbour Docks Committee wae sitting, el 
considering the whole of this question as to docks. 1 have since had the oppom 
tonify of considering all the reports subsequently received, and the cendusien 
I have come to is that it is high time that the dock* were made. There ie, 
no doubt, a depression of trade at this moment, and the mercantile community 
up in consequence a little despondent as to the future prospects of the pom* 
Sab 1 think there is really very little ground for despondeucy. The Govern 
meat of India are spending 2k millions sterling annually for the extension of 
railways, and that must do something to increase the trade of the port. Them 
railway* must carry additional produce, and a part of that produce meat 
come to Calcutta in addition to what cornea in now. If not, they may ae well 
stop all further expenditure on railways. As the hoa. mover of the Bill 
bee pointed out when quoting Lord Macaulay, ono year may be a little 
worse and another a little better ; changes must go ou more or less in the 
rate of development, but that is no reason why we should stop all farther 
expenditure on these docks. I was prepared before to vote in favour of the 
j W lfj and I am st 11 prepared to do so : for nothing has been urgod in tins 
memorial which gives us the slightest reason to suppose that these docks will 
not be beneficial to the port. It must bo remembered that the interest on the 
expenditure has boon guaranteed by the Government of India, and that meant 
a great deal. It is not as if this was a purely mercantile transaction. The 
Government of India is at least as materially interested in the sohemo as the 
memoralists. In their despatch to the Secretary of State, dated 30th October 
they said * 

“ It may be admitted that the Imperial Gorarument are very intimately eonostned ia 
(1 ia provision of suitable docks and other arrangements for facilitating exports. By next 
veer the Eastern Bengal Kail way will be in our bonds Tho East Indian, tlie Caloutta and 
Bonth-Eastem, and the Bengal Northern Railways are State lines. In the * Bengal tlentral 
Railway’ we are interested as guarantors. It m >y therefore be said that the whole railway 
oernmumeataon on both sides ox the river is practically our own, and that as owners of this 
ipsaparty we are called on, in our own interest, to do something for the port, as Railway 
CkdapaOioa in England do. The docks are also likely, as pointed out in the < lommittee'i 70th 
paragraph, to contribute to a more economical and effective control of the salt trade " 


So that the Government of India being thus interested and having 
mmmntoed the loan* to be raised under tiie provisions of this Bill, they will 
be suae to do all they can to further tho interests of the docks under aH 
ri weantsao w, end there cannot be the slightest fear on tho part of the 
mercantile community on the ground that any further burden will bo thrown 
ea the trade of Calcutta. 

The Host. Kumar Baiktththnato Da said I cannot help expressing 
my sympathy with the remark* which have been made by my hon. friend 
c^ettte (Mr Miller). Doubtless the Government have fully enquired into the 
heaving* of the proposed docks on the health and commerce of the metropolis, 
md -are satisfied that there is no reasonable ground for apprehension ; but the 
Council is not *o favourably situated. The Hon. Members have before them 
tbpe - memorials of the merchants, jute-balers, mill-owners, and Others 
expr essing with some show of argument that there are grounds for such fear* ; 
bat there Is nothing before the Council to show that these fears are causeless. Tho 
-capoii* of Idle experts who were consulted as to the expediency, feasibility, and 
dsuteiy effects of the docks have not been laid upm the table, and I, for one, 
waanot vote on the question intelligently and with the conviction that I am 
during right without seeing them. For many many years the conviction among 
rnsriim 1 men in Calcutta has been etroug, that the health of the town suffers 
wiring to the existence of a large sheet of stagnant water to the east, 
Lmesn the Salt-Water Lake, and various attempt* have been made, hitherto 
ineffectually, to reclaim it, and it ia not easy to understand bow another large 




sheet of «tagn»nt water, placed on the windward side, Would prove health- 
ful at even innocuous, This is an important question and should he maturely 
considered. The addition* of heavy imposts on trade — a trade which, experts 
are of opinion, has now a downward tendency— -is also a question of serious 
import. The apprehensions may be quite causeless ; but they are there, and the 
only wise course for the Council, under the circumstances, would be, it appears 
to me, one of caution and deliberation. All the papers on the subject accessible 
to Government should be laid before the Council, and, if necessary, further 
enquiry should bo mode and experts consulted before any final resolution is 
adopted 1 make these remarks with diffidence, for the question involves matters 
on which only professional people can speak with confidence ; but that if the 
very reason which most urges caution. 

The Hour. Mr. 1 kvjno said : — I desire to make a few remarks in support 
of the Bill now before this Council. The lion, the mover of the Bill, oh 
moving for leave to mtroduca it, gave a short statement of the circumstances 
which had induced Government to sanction the scheme, and when introducing 
the Bill he took up the financial question involved, and showed that there 
was no reasonable ground for supposing that the scheme would be other than 
a success, and that once the work was completed the docks would not only 
be self-supporting but remunerative, and that they would enable the Port 
Commissioners to lighten tho burden upon trade. With these views I fully 
oonour. It must not bo overlooked, when appraising the present agitation 
against the docks, that the call ^fer ^increased port accommodation was only 
a very short time ago mosV'drgent, and that the matter was pressed on the 
attention of Government by the merchants and shippers of Calcutta, and by 
various railway authorities. To meet this crying want a Committee was 
appointed to consider tho desirability of constructing docks at Diamond 
Harbour. That Committee, while unanimous os to the need of inoi eased 
pdrt accommodation, differed in regard to the proposed site. The majority 
were in favour of the scheme, but the mercantile members were unanimously 
against' constructing docks so far away from Calcutta, and tho whole of the 
meroantile and trading community supported them in this opinion. His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor therefore resolved that further enquiry 
should be mado as to tho best means of improving the port, and with this object 
in view a strong Committee of merchants and Port Commissioners was appoint- 
ed. This Committoe first mot in April 1883, and finished their report in 
September of the same year, having mot in all 23 times. A very careful 
and valuable report was unanimously adopted, and it recommended the 
construction of wet docks at Kidderpore, while they deprecated the further 
extension of jetty accommodation as not being suitable to the general trade 
of the port. On this report being laid before the Port Commiss. oners, they 
also unanimously approved of the scheme therein proposed. An authority, 
on suoh questions, now a member of this bon. Council, when considering the 
Diamond Harbour scheme and tho present accommodation, wrote as follows:— 
“ But if we are oontont to go on as we are, and merely expand existing 
arrangements, there can be no doubt that wo shall neveT succeed in making 
Caloutta a cheaper port ; and that is, perhaps, the thing most to be desired.” 

Regarding tho notes of warning so prominently noticed by Mr. Miller, it 
was only to be expected that such warnings would be given by the gentlemen 
consulted. As advisers of Government on engineering questions, they were 
bound to point out possible dangers, and to recommend the utmost caution in 
proseouting a work oi this magnitude, but no one reading the reports can say 
that these warnings have been disregarded,. On the contrary, they have received, 
and, 1 venture to say, will rccci\ o, the utmost attention from the officers engaged 
in carrying out this great work. 

The Government of India in thoir despatch No. 57P.W. of 30th October 
1883 point out that the total debt of the Calcutta Port Trust, after the docks 
are completed, would be 83 lakhs of rupees less than that oi the Bombay Port 
Trust, and yet, notwithstanding a reduction in the port charges, the Bombay 
Port Trust are now in a position to borrow 83 lakns more for a second dock. 
It is also stated in this despatch that the measure sour proposed is u formally 
supported by an absolute consensus of official and non-official opinion, and 
has the entire approval of the local commercial public.” And until quite 
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no rigu vm made that this oomMmi mi notiustifitwi My him. 
Mend on the Jeff (Mr. Xln) pule a very different coustructmo. on due to tdnt 
I do* When tb«t statement was mud*, nod indeed until a leer days ego, no 
other ooncluakm was possible than that this scheme was absolutely in accord- 
ance with the wishes of all concerned. 

Hon. members, however, have now before them a memorial to the Hon. 
the President and the Members of this Council praying for the appointment of 
another Committee to further consider the dock scheme, and that, pending the 
report of such Committee, the work now going on should be stopped. The 
memorial is signed by a number of influential firms, and therefore deserves 
every attention When, however, it is borne in mind that all the signatories 
had an opportunity of fully stating their views at an earlier stage of the pro* 
ceedings, and further that one of the signing firms had a representative on the 
Dock Committee, it takes away much of the weight that would otherwise 
attach to this memorial. The foot-note to the memorial is also, I think, most 
H amftg m g to the views held by the memorialists, and leads one to infer that if 
la not impossible that this foot-note may represent the views of others who 
have signed the memorial. So far as I oan judge, no fresh reasons are 
brought forward in the memorial against the dock scheme, and many 
of the statements seem to me to be one-sided and made without sufficient 
inquiry, much against the scheme being taken fur granted. 1 he existing 
jetties, it is well known, do not afford sufficient accommodation to even the 
import trade, and obtain very little revenue from exports. It is admitted in 
the memorial that docks would doubtless offer considerable facilities to the 
export trade in wheat aud oil-seeds, though ouly at on additional cost. f lhe 
Dock Committee, with facts and figures before them, came to a directly contrary 
conclusion. At the present time, with trade in a singularly depressed condi- 
tion, it may be poasiole to load ships by moans of cargo boats at a lower charge 
tha n that proposed as a dock due. There is, on the other hand, no security 
that rates will remain at anything near the present level. 

but if 1 am not misinformed, even now contracts are running for boat-hire 
at doable the present rates. It must also be in the recollection of moat lion. 
mem bers that not very long ago lls. 50 and Rs. 60 per diem bad to be paid for 
boats, and that oven as much as Its. 120 per diem was demanded and paid 
during a time of pressure. With well arranged dock accommodation such 
extortion can never again be practised It is a matter for regret that private 
interests must be interfered with in a scliome of this kind. YVhere, however, 
the general good of the port is concerned such considerations must give way. 

1 notice that the memorialists ask for an impartial Committee to reconsider 
the whole subject. What is here meant by an impartial Committee I cannot 
make out. I do not thmk it possible to get in Calcutta a stronger or more 
itpp ojr tml Committee than the one which has already examined this scheme 

1 trust this Bill will bo passed into law, and thereby set at rest the clamour 
against this useful work, ana bring to a practical solutiona question which has 
move or less agitated Calcutta for over 50 ) ears, and give the muck-needed 
accommodation and security to* the shipping of this port Strange to soy, a 
ymiW agitation was raised against the construction of the present jetties, 
whufii are now universally admitted to be a great success. That jetties have 
in the past greatly facilitated imports is without doubt, and it is now full time 
t f m t the whole trade of the port should have the utmost facility and security 
s gorfed to it. So far as 1 can judge, the proposed docks will give the security 
and needed, while they will not increase the ordinary charges on 

■hipping. On looking into the history of various dock works, I find that in 
nearly every ease vested interests opposed them with great bitterness, and 
succeeded in retarding their construction for long periods. On this point I will, 
wirh your permission, read one or two short extracts from McCulloch’s Commer- 
cial Dictionary at page 408, Article ; 1 Docks on tbe'Thames.’ He says 

“It is an gular that, notwithstanding the obvious utility of wet doeks and the past trade 
of the metropouf, there wee no establishment of this sort on the north side of the Thames 
tffl nearly amatory after a wet dook had been constructed at Liverpool, 'lhe inconvenience 
ggjgjgm bam the crowded state at the river at the period# when fleet# of merchantmen were 
tomtom^ arrive, the insufficient accommodation afforded by the legal quays and suffer- 
uses wharves, the ineeitj under which many ships were placed of unloading in the river 
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git tighten, ifld tbe iamoority and low of p r op e rty fhenea ariiisg, had Joag bom Itl 
i» intolerable grievances, but so powerful was the opposition to any change modeby tbe 
private wharfingers and others interested in the then existing order of things, that it wap 
not till 1796 that a plan « pa projected for making wet docks on anything luce an adequate 
scale for the port of London, and six years more elapsed before the Act for the euustruo* 
tion of the West India Dooks was passed." • 

And at page 529 the following regarding the docks at Liverpool : — 

“ The rapid rise of the port of Liverpool to its present oonsequenoe, though no 
donht principally owing, like that of the town itself, to the astonishing increase of mantt* 
faotures and population in the extensive district of which it is the grand emporium, it also ' 
in part owing to the facilities that have been given to navigation and commerce by the 
Construction of its wet and dry docks.” 

Regarding the excessive cost of the proposed works commented upon 
by the Hon. Mr. Miller, quoting front Mr. Rendell, I will now read Mr. Brnoefr 
reply thereto : — 

“ With reference to Mr RonduITs observations regarding the cost of the dock walls, 

I append a statement showing the cost of some dock walls, from whioh it will be* asm 
that in everv instance the actual oost of these walls is greatly m excess of the rates quoted 
by Mr. ftendoll. The estimated oost of the walls m Prince’s Books, Bombay, was Be. 469 
pot liaoal foot, as compared with Us 425, my estimate for the walls in the dooks at Kid- 
derpors ; and considering the favourable conditions under which the walls of Prince's Dock 
were constructed, the estimated cost of the Kidderporo dock walls does not compare 
unfavourably with tho«o in Bombay. The rate for rubble masonry, of whioh the Bombay 
dock walls are constructed, was taken at Its 23 per 100 cubic feet, against Ha 30 for the brick 
worit on the Kidderporo dook walls If tho rates for the work in Bombay had been the 
flame ‘as those which obtain here, the estimated oost of the Bombay dock walla would have 
been Bs. 423-12 pear lineal foot iustead of Hs. 363, and if the same work oouhl be done 
here at the same rates as those whioh obtain in Bombay, the oost of the Eidderpore dook 
wulia would be reduced from Rs 123-4 to Ra 327*4 per lineal foot.” 

I would say, in conclusion, that I give this measure my full support. 

I am also in a position to sny that a strong majority of tho Committee of the 
Association to which I have the honour to belong fully agree with pue iu 
this matter, and entirely approve of the dock scheme. 

Tins HoR. Mr. MacDonneix said: — I had not intended to offer **7 
observations cm this quostion, but certain remarks have fallen Iron. hone, 
members which suggost to me the desirability of making a few observations. 

" far the 4rrstr place then, I doviro to say that the memorialists are to be congratu- 
lated upon the advocate they have secured to present their ease to this Council. 
'Everything which could be said in fuvoar of the memorial has been urged 
with much force by tho hon. member on the right (Mr. Miller 1 , but, listening as 
1 did, with a cor tain amount of sympathy for his argument, I was still forced 
to think that no fresh arguments had been brought before tho Council to induce 
it to deviate from the grounds indicated by tho Bill. I am free to confess that I 
myself did at one time feel a considerable amount of hesitation and doubt as to 
the propriety of constructing docks at Kidderporo. Having regard to the very 
shifting nature of tho river Hooghly, and to tho uncertainty which fiom time 
to time surrounds its channels, not only below Calcutta, but above it, I may 
say that I did look with much doubt and hesitation upon the proposal to 
build docks at Kidderporo. And I am not. at all prepared to say that that 
doubt and hesitation is altogether removed from my mind ; so that if the 
proposals of the memorialists had been directed, not against the financial 
Success or the sanitary bearings of the undertaking, but bad been directed 
against tho possible dangers which might accrue from a change in the ooume 
of the river Hooghly or its affluents, I am not prepared to say that they would 
not have received my sympathy. But their arguments have been directed, 
not in that way, but against the financial aspects of the scheme. Now, so far 
as I have been able to consider the quostion — and, as far as my opportunities 
bare permitted, I have considered it very carefully — I do not think thaw is 
any valid argument against tho probable financial success of the scheme, even 
if the trado of Calcutta does not develop boyond its present dimension*. 
That tho dooks will result in a financial success and iu a large augmentation 
of the trado in the port, and in great facilities for the export and import trade, 
thore cannot in my opinion foe any doubt, I am free to aomit that the memorial 
is signed by some very influential firms, and, although we mar not agree with 
the arguments contained in it, yet they desorve from us our careful ooamderstMM. 
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I may think with my hon. friend on the left (Hon. Mr. Reynold*) that 
the stagnation which at present prevails in the trade of this pent is only 
transitory and it may well to that tnis depression in the trade of Calcutta has 
a great deal to do with the feeling of despondency which is apparent between 
the lines of the memorial. « That feeling under present circumstances is very 
natural j and it is a feeling which deserves tender treatment at our hands. 
Still I think that, if the memorialists had regard to the statistics of trade in 
Calcutta, they might be able, even from a cursory examination^ of these 
statistics, to derive a certain amount of comfort and sulhee. Those statistics now 
before us show that in the quinquennial period ending in 1865 the gross tonnage 
of vessels coming to Calcutta was 007,756 tons. While in the quinquennial 
period ending in 1876 the tonnage had diminished to 757,208 tons. That la 
not a solitary instance of that ebb and flow of trade to which my hon. friend 
on my right has referred ; but if in 1876 people had been despondent their 
de spondency was but short-lived. Matters soon mended, for we find that in 
the next quinquennial period the trade roaohed by a bound to 1,280,000 tons, 
and in the next to 1,415,000 tons. Then follows a yearly increase to 1,579,000 
tons, 18,908.000 and 18,902,000, and the last figures returned aro 18,384,000 
tons and 19,977,000 tons. Therefore, having regard to the trade of Calcutta 
over a series of years, wo find in the figures that evidonco of growing trade 
and increasing prosperity which we might oxpoct from the fact that the country 
is advancing in enlightenment, and that railway and othor communications 
are bringing in contact with the ports of the couutry those tracts which havo 
hitherto been unexploited. It therefore seems to me that tho memo- 
rialists fail to make out their case that there is anything in tho present 
stagnation of trade which is otherwise than of a transient character Y I have 
stated that 1 myself would have supported a proposal for enquiry if it had 
been otherwise directed. 1 do think and always have thought, that docks axe 
necessary provisions for the increasing trade of this city, but 1 have also been 
impressed by the conviction that the proper site for the docks is not Kidder- 
pore, but Diamond Harbour. 

The more I look into the papers which havo boon laid before us and tho 
more carefully 1 review the discussions on the question, tho more am 1 satis- 
fied on this point. But 1 presume that tho quostiou of docks at Diamond 
Harbour is no longer a question of practical politics, and, tborofore, I do not 
propose to enter into any consideration of that schemo. So far as 1 understand 
the position, the Government of Bengal itself was at one time in favour 
of Diamond Harbour, and only departed from its predilection in favour of that 
site in order to accommodate itseli to the wishes of the commercial community 
in Ca lcutta. Therefore, if there be any argument to be brought in opposition 
to the Kidderporc dock scheme, it is strange that it should come trout any 
section of tho commercial community in Calcutta. It will not bo denied, even 
by the hon’ bio gentleman on my right, Mr Miller, that among tho commercial 
public of Calcutta the memorialists are in a minority, and that the number 
of the firms interested in the trade of this port who are in favour of tho Kid* 
derpore Dock scheme largely outnumbers those who have attached their 
signat ures to the memorial. Wc are, therefore, in tho position of having a 
scheme accepted by the preponderance of opinion among the commercial com- 
munity of Calcutta, and by the Government os being in accordance with the 
wishes of that community, which, however, is objected to at tho last moment by 
a comparatively small numbor of important firms. 4 It docs scorn to me that, 
before we can attach any such degree of responsibility to the representations 
of the objectors as should make us now, at the eleventh hour, halt in our path 
mnA reopen the whole question, that representation should come before 
us ba cked by a far greater weight and influence than attaches to this 
memori al which is now bdforo the Committee. It was, 1 think, incumbent 
oa these memorialists to have gone to the various firms who support 
the sch eme, and by their arguments to have endeavoured to bring 
them round to an acceptance of their own views. Tho plan adopted of coming 
before tho Council at this stage, with a memorial expressing no new 
mews nor any arguments which had not been stated before, unless 

references to the present state of trade be excepted, is not 1 think 
the wMiwr in which the memorialists ought to have gone to work. It is not 
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to bo forgotten that a stoppage or a postponement of the Bill at this stage 
involves serious inconvenience. I cortaimy feel a great amount of sympathy, 
for those whose private interests may be affected by tho scheme now before the 
Council, and I don’t think that the fact of the memorial having possibly 
been promoted by private interests, is any reason why we should not afford to 
it tho most careful and fullest consideration ; still as the Hon. Mr. .Irving 
has said, private interests in such a matter as this must give way to public 
convenience, and on this substantial ground I do not think there is anything 
before tho Council which should make it halt in the path on which it has 
entered. 

Tim Non. the Advocate-General said — I will not detain the Council at any 

f ’cat. length at this stage I feel, however, constrained to oppose this motion, and 
will endeavour to put before the Council the position as it seems to me frem 
the point of view, not of the memorialists, not ot the Committee, but of Mem- 
bers of this Council. This Hill was brought forward, and wo were informed 
that there was really no occasion for us to take into our consideration the merits 
of tho Bill in any respoct whatsoever, because competent authorities had 
unanimously pronounced that tho docks ought to be constructed, and ought to 
bo constructed upon this plan, and ought to be constructed at Kiddorpor$. All 
that having boon fully decided, and fully docided by authorities to which 

wo wore bound to bow, and to which 1 did bow and do bow with 

the greatest respect, we were asked to undertake the necessary legislation 
for tho purpose of carrying out a scheme which had been approved 
of on all hands. Wo were not at that time even furnished with the 

materials which are now boforo somo of us. We were not. when tins Bill 

was brought into tho Council, invited to take into consideration, nor did we 
tako into consideration, the policy or propriety of tho scheme on which the Bill 
was founded. Then what is our position ? 1 will speak for mysolf. I am not 
an ongitioor like my lion, friend, Colonel Trevor. I am not a Port Commis- 
sioner like my lion friend Mr. Reynolds and mv hon. friend Mr. Irving : 
nor liuvo I spont my days, as my lion, friend MucDoimell says that he has 
done, in t. tallying this question. I come herewith no ideas at all on tho subject, 
with no moans of judging on the subject, bound to bow to authority, and pre- 
pared to bow to authority. Now, let us see in what position we are placed 
at present, and whether non. members can — those at any rate who have no 
special means of judging on this point — conscientiously either vote for 
or against this Bill I submit that they cinnot, that they cun form 
no opinion upon it us it stands, exei pt in so far os my hon. friend, Mr. 
Miller pointed cut various p>itnu fact* 1 and apparent grounds of objection winch 
would occur to tho uniustructod mind. Tins is what wc should have been told 
had avo been invitod to look into tho subject, but, u*» I have said, avo were not 
invited to look into the subject at all Wo w«-re asked to uIIoav tho Bill to be 
introduced, and we did allow' it to bo introduced, on the faith of the statement 
that there was alls duto unanimity on the subject, not merely a year aud-a-half 
ago, lmt up to the present time. It now turns out that that statement, although 
it was made in net feet good ftnlli, is quite meoriect It is perfectly truo that 
there was m 1883 no dissent except so far as Mr Stool pointed out that the 
port wis capable of accom moda tine double tiie amount of trade that it did at that 
time. Mr. Keswick says mere was no dissentient voice Them wa- a dissen- 
* tient voice, so far os Mr Stead was c«>nc rued, but whether there was or avos not 
* that, is not the position frdm which wo have now to proceed Not having con- 
sidered, ut tho time of the introduction of the hill, whether there wa- in fact 
that unanimity of upiiuon, it is our bounded duty, 1 submit, to consider that now 
before wre proceed furthor with the Bill. This is the first opportunity we have 
had of considering that point. Hud we been invited to consider that ques- 
tion, wo should have found in the rccommenda ion of the Comni'Ssion this state- 
ment:— 41 1st, that the aecommodatiom for the trade of the p>rt requires immedi- 
ate extension both for imports and for exports, but especially for exports. ” At 
the time this Bill was introduced into the Council that had ceased to be correct. 
Immediate extension of the accommodation for exports was not required at that 
timo, as we, who are not acquainted with this matter, have since learned. 11 Sind, 
that tho present accommodation provides practically only for vessels bringing 
general cargoes, and for a very small pdrtion of the export cargo taken by such 
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vessels.’* As I gather from the discussion that has Ubn place, that la not now 
proposed to be remedied. Then fore, we should hlfe had in the report of the 
Commission put prominently forward as our principal motive the necessity fur 
making immediate provision for exports. We know that exports have fallen off 
very much. If we looked to the despatch of the Government of India to the Secre- 
tary of State, the one dated the 30th October 1883, we should have found in the 
19th paragraph the following : — “ In conclusion, we would observe that the press- 
ing need of improved facilities for the increasing trade of Calcutta cannot be too 
strongly insisted upon. The trade is rapidly expanding, and there is probably no 
public work on this side of India at the present time which con be said to be as 
important as the Culcutta Port improvements.” And then the Government, pro- 
ceeds to refer to the trade in wheat, which Is the very trade which has so 
markedly fallen off, and they say: — The genera! concentration of business will 
be a welcome relief to those' concerned with trade aud shipping. The measure 
now proposed is formally support) d by an absoluto consensus of official and non- 
official opinion, and lias the entire approval of tho local commercial public.” 
Then, in the despatch of the 6th March 18M4, the Government again say that 
« insufficiency of the existing accommodation lias for somo time been 
evident, and the rapid growth which has of late years taken place in the trade 
Of the port has fully established tho necessity for early measures being taken.” 
These statements, on the materials on which they were made, were perfectly 
correct, but at the time tho Kill was introduced into this Council they had 
ceased to bo so. although we wore not aware of the fact. Now the raouioria- 
lists have come forward to inform us of this fact. Tho burden, I take it, it ( 
may use a legal expression, the burden of satisfying the Council that this Bill 
should be passed, lies upon those who introduced it. They havo to satisfy tho 
Council, and tho Council is in duty bound to be satisfied, that this scheme will 
be for the benefit of the community of Calcutta, and, if such considerations are 
applicable, for tho benefit of tho entire community of India. Those who intro- 
duce tins Bill have to satisfy us with respect to that. I submit that it is cjuito a 
mistake to say that tho onus lies upon these memorialists to estublisli their pro- 
position, and I submit that if they h»d the onus upon them they havo amply 
discharged it, because the proposition laid down to us was that the commercial 
community weio unanimous, and the memorialists have, by coming forward, 
proved that they are not unanimous, but that they are divided. And when we 
look into the matter we see that the division does not mid there. There was 
division among the engineers: e\on in this 0 >uncil thore is division ; Mr. Mac- 
Donncli still wants the docks to bo at Diamond Harbour. So far from their 
being at the present moment uuy unanimity, thoio appears to bo division on 
every point, except on the one point, ns vouched for by tho medical men, that 
those docks’ will be, as we are informed, like the sewers of Calcutta, places 
that you may live in with cofhfort and pleasure. That is tho only point upon 
which there docs not appear to have been any division amongst tne experts, but 
that is because onlv one expert was consulted as far as we know. 

The Government of India say that tho measure now proposed is formally 
supported by the absolute consensus of official mid non -official opinion Tho 
memorialists have established the fact that it is not so. I um told that tlioj 
form tho minority I do not know how that is. It is invidious to infer to the 
importance of the names , but I was certainly under the impression that Halli 
Brothers were the largest exporting firm in this city, and that those other firms 
whose names appear here constitute amongst them the bulk of the exporting firms 
of this city. It appears I am mistaken ; but if the argument used by the hon. 
member opposite (Colonel Trevor) is to be accepted, the weight of representation, 
on both sides has disappeared. He says that tho memorialists have come forward 
to oppose the Bill because their interests are concerned; By parity of reasoning 
those who have come forward to support it have come forward because their 
interests are concerned, and therefore we unfortunate official, unprofessional, un- 
scientific and non-official members of Council are left to grope in the dark without 
anv satisfactory authority to which we can bow. But one thing is obvious, that 
the Bill is not supported by an absolute consensus; that it will not bo to these 
memorialists a welcome relief if the business of the port should be concentrated 
in these docks. In fact, it is one of the things that is hinted at as an inter- 
ference with their vetted rights, that, the docks being at Kidderpore, their 
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warehouses would hove to be transferred to that locality — a very 
thing for tham to consider. That being the ease, from my point of view tba 
ground for further enquiry is irresistible. What is the position with regard to 
those hon. members who are situated like myself I They are told to bow to 
authority. They are most anxious to bow to authority. The question is— 
which authority ? The authority of the mercantile community which supports 
this measure, or the authority of the other mercantile community which opposes 
it? Even if they aro asked to bow to the authority of the engineers, the host 
thing thoy can do is take refuge in and bow to the authority of that distil*- 
guitthod member of the Council, himself an engineer ; otherwise they will find 
themselves in hopeless difficulty, because they have Mr. Bruce on the one side 
and Mr. Bendol on the other ; and in fact wo bow from side to side. That is not, 
1 submit, the way to como to a conclusion. Therefore, as we are necessarily 
bound to guide ourselves by authority, it is absolutely essential either that , the 
authority should be unanimous, or that we should have the means of comparing 
the value of the two authorities, which we have not at present. I suppose 
this motion is quite independent of any of the merits of the Bill itself. 
Tho merits of the Bill itself ought, I submit, to bo a matter of further 
consideration. We ought not to be ealled upon now to discuss with 
the lion, member opposite (Colonel Trevor) — if any one should be found so rash 
and presumptuous as to do so — the question whether the land at Kidderpore is 
composed of stablo clay, or whether it will turn out to be quicksand and swallow 
up the docks as on the Howrah side, or to discuss with the medical men the 
question whether the putting of locks upon the water-closets on board will be 
snutting tho real stablo door ; but above all — and this is the most important 
question of all, and the authorities on it are divided — I venture to submit that 
wo must and ought to have further guidanco on tho engineering question, 
upou which, as my hon. friond Mr. Miller lias pointed out, the Secretary of 
State expresses the gravest misgivings, and 1 for one do not feel myself m a 
position to come to any conclusion at all on the matter as it stands. 

I will now just briefly glanco at some of the arguments in favour of the 
Bill. As hon. members will have gathered. 1 contend that we are not called 
upon to give any opinion on the merits of this particular scheme. I will 
refer to one or two points in regard to the details of the measure. 
My lion’ble friend, Colonel Trevor, takes the high and d priori ground 
that docks are in the abstract good. Bombay has got docks, some other 
place has got docks; therefore Calcutta must have docks. But I take 
it that tho real question is whether the docks are in the right place. 
My lion, friend referred to the history of civilisation in support of this proposi- 
tion. I do not intend to go into those questions. 1 desire to limit myself to 
the plain and humble and practical question whether docks in Calcutta are desir- 
able. Then my hon. friend Bays Bombay lias prospered by reason of its docks. 
If that is so, and if Calcutta is in the same situation, then that is a very strong 
argument in favour of constructing the docks. But that is not the ground 
upon which the Bill was recommended to us ; tho ground was that it is a neces- 
sary development of history that wo should have docks in imitation of other 

S laces, whose prosperity may either bo the oause or the effect of their having 
ocks ; we ore not at present informed which, oxcept that we have the authority 
of my hon. friond for saying that it is the cause and not the effect. But the 
ground upon which it was put was that they are immediately required. Now, 
it is obvious that trade having fallen off to too extent it has, they are not imme- 
diately required. No doubt w« are asked to say that in the not very distant 
luture they will be required, but that is a ground upon which this measure was 
not originally framed. It was the ground of immediate pressing necessity. 
That ground has disappeared, but it appears from the support apparently 
aocordod to this motion that, though there is no present necessity for the erec- 
tion of these docks, no time should be wasted in passing this Bui. Although 
the matter has been going on for many years, and many years must danse 
before it is completed, yet a month or two of delay, in order to satiety the 
minds of members, we are told, would be absolutely fatal. I submit that is 
not so, and that the ground upon whioh the Committee desire that this work 
should be taken in hand at once has completely failed. There is nothing before 
the Council at present to make us behove that the trade of this port awl eon. 
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tume steadily to increase. We are all agreed that these i« a considerable 
amount of despondency. The memorialists are met with chiding and rebuke 
for Heating that despondency. But these are the poople who have an 
interest in the nutter. Then we are told that trade ebbs and flows. That 
is one of those propositions which 1 think might be employed in almost 
any discussion ; but as regards the present diMmstiou, it seems to me to be 
peculiarly inapplicable. It our trade is hke the tide to ebb and flow, then 
1 am afraid we do not see any great ground for the immediate and 
permanent increase »>f it which is anticipated Wo want something more 
than the fluctuation of a tide. It seems to me, therefore, that that argument 
does not advance the matter. 

Leaving these abstract considerations, we come down first to tho question 
of pounds, shillings and penc , and secondly to the question of sanitary 
effect. Now I object to lie called upon to decide the question of the eminent 
success of this undertaking. 1 find that one authority says tlmt the most 
sanguine view of it in tho pieseiit state of things is t» balance of a 
lakh and a half of surplus. Am one who has had the slightest experience 
in these matters mnst know perfectly well that u surplus is ulvtuis a dissolving 
view, and therefore if it does not dissolve away entirely it always is very 
much reduced, and when you have only a poor lakh and a half, what security 
have you on the figures presented to us that this will bo a financial success? 
But it is said thut it is to be for the benefit of those very persons who are 
protesting against it. They say they don’t consider that it will bo a financial 
success. They say they can got cargo boats to land their goods for 8 or 10 
annas as compart d with tho rupee that tho new docks will charge them. But 
then they arc told that under this s\ stem of cargo bouts tho owners run up 
their prices in times of prossmo. The consideru'ion is entirely omitted that 
they equally run them down in times that are not times of pressure, llero 
you have merely the result of competition as against a fixed into. Whereas, 
instead of it, you will have a fixed rate which <loc» not rise m times of pres- 
sure, or fall m tunes of depression. That is not a self-adjusting machinery, 
which tho present is. Therefore, 1 submit, there is nothing in tli'it . argument. 

I was somewhat surprised to bear the suggestion that this memorial was in 
any way influenced by the petty interest of the owners of outgo boats. Surely 
t]tte names which arc attached to it aro amply sufficient to satisfy tho Council 
that this is the opinion of tho memorialists, and not something whit h is said 
at the suggestion of a small interest, which that of cargo boat owners is as 
compared with the interest of these persons. But iny hon. friend Colonel 
Trevor says that, inasmuch as tlio memorialists arc interested in tho question, 
they ougfit not to bo listened to. lie says there is running through the memorial 
a care for their own interests on the pari of tho memorialists. 'Unit objection 
mi gh t well be taken if this scheme were devised for the benefit of a public other 
than the public to which tho memorialists belong. It is the very essence of a 
memorial like this that it should be based on solf-intorost. It is tho interests 
of the memorialists that wo want to discover, and they suy that the scheme will 
not be a financial success by showing that tho charges, although higher than at 
present, will be insufficient in all probability to meet tho greater charge 
incurred. They show that it will not benefit them, because they will be 
char ged more than they are charged now They do not agree with the view 
of the hon. member that Bombay owes its prosperity to the construction of its 
docks; they probably entertain the view that it was probably tho prosperity of 
Bombay which led to the construction of its docks, and that is not au argument 
which should be used to show that the depression of Calcutta should lead to tho 
construction of docks. There is no need whatever to disparage the impartiality 
of the Port Commission, nor do I understand that the memorialists do so ; and 
as to this surplusof a lakh and-a-half, no notice has boon taken of the fact that 
there will be a loss on the jetties which will very likely more than counterba- 
lance this surplus. With regard to die prospects of trade, | do not know 
wlietbfT wo are expected, on tne information we have as to the stato of trade 
In 1883, to form an opinion as to what are the prospects of trade in 1885. 
That is apparently what we are asked to do. What we have to be satisfied 
of is that trade will improve up to the mark which will render these docks a 
? How arc we to be satisfied about that ? All the evidence we 
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have now is all one way, and that is the evidence of these memorialists, who say 
they do not want these docks. Then there is the question of sanitary arrange- 
ments. As to them I do not pr >pnse to Bay much, very little is sufficient. 
There is a charming prospect held out in that 82nd paragraph of the C omtnis- 
si oners’ report which my learned friend quoted “ Conservancy boats will be 
maintained, &c., and witii these arrangements strictly carried out all will go 
well ” Of course, we sec how very strictly those arrangements are carried out 
in the stroets of Calcutta, and from that wo may imagine how strictly they will 
be carried out in these docks. 

Then it is saul that the work cannot be stopped at this stage. What stage 
are wo in 9 Wo recognise in the liill that unfortunately the Secretary of State 
having sanctioned tins expenditure, the Commissioners have thought fit to 
enter upon the scheme before they obtained legal powers to do so. hut I think 
that we cannot allow out selves to be influenced bv that Otherwise, instead of 
exercising our own judgment as to wluther tins scheme is a propor one or not, 
our hand would bo foiced by the action taken bv the Government. The 
Government have acted, of course, in perfect good fuith, and under the impres- 
sion that the entire community were with them I quite sympathise with their 
position, and more especially with the position of His Honor the Lieutenant* 
Governor, because no doubt had these represent it ions hi en made at the beginning 
fuithor action might have been stopped, but this Count il, 1 think, cannot take 
into consul ei at ion that some tilings have been done. We cannot proceed with 
something winch we are not satisfied is foi the benefit of the community on the 
ground that wu have dono something towards doing what is not for the benefit 
of the community, and 1 do not think that anybody has a right to reproach 
these gentlemen l’or not having come forward earlier, beeatiso they were entitled 
to aasume that, so long as the Commissioners had not the power to construct 
docks, they could and would do nothing And the Commissioners certainly 
cannot t».ke advantage, so to speak, of their own wiong, ami say that because 
they have acted without authority, this Council is bound to give them that 
autiioiity. Wo owe a duty to the* public and not to the I'ort Commissioners, 
and the l'ort Commissioner cannot foicc the lnnds of tho Council My hon. 
friend also alluded to the tact that a mem her of one of the firms who signed this 
memorial was a member <>f the Commission, and that lie used as an argument 
♦ against the uiemoiial. It may bo an argument gainst that individual member, 
but cannot' ho used us an argument against, tin* memotial. 1 submit that we ought 
to be in tho same position now as it this Bill were being introduced : as if 
nothing had boon done, ns if no money had been expended, and as if we were 
being asked, with a large section of tho mercantile community opposed to it, to 
force upon this community the construction of those docks. 

The I Lon. Mh. Hkydoldr Baid. 1 have a few remarks to make in reply to 
what has been said by hon members. I am not sure that I quite understood the 
hon. and learned Advocate-General to imply that tho question had not been 
originally put fully and fairly before tho Council. I understood him to 
say that when the Hill was introduced the eucumstances wero not properly 
explained, und that facts which might have been pi iced before hon. members 
were not put before them as they snoutd have been 

[The hon. the Acting Advocate-General. I said that it would not appear 
necessary to any one dealing with the subject at the time. But the fact is 
that they were not placed before tho Council]. 

The Hon Mr. Reynolds continued : I was not awaro when I asked for 
leave tor the introduction of tho Bill that there was not a consensus of opinion 
on the part of the mercantile community, and I certainly liad no intention 
of keeping back anything which I ought to have laid before the Council* 

I think the assumption which seemed to uuderlie tho speech of the learned 
Advocate-General is that the memorial we have before us is a representation 
of the voice of the mercantile community of Calcutta. I have admitted all 
along that tho memorial is numerously and very influentially aignod, and dwt 
it desorves the careful attention of the Council, but I have never admitted 
that it can be taken as representing the voice of the merchants of Calcutta. 
The voice of the mercantile and trading classes of Calcutta, is to be recognised 
in the utterances of the Chamber of Commerce and the Trades’ Association* 
who represent the great majority of those classes, and they have expressed 
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themselves in favour of the construction of these docks ; so that authority, 
as far as it goes, is not on the side of the memorialists Then the hon. and 
learned member quoted the opinion of Mr. Steel against this project. Tito 
opinion referred to is that in whicli Mr. Steel said — While expressing a decided 
preference for docks at^ Calcutta rather than at Diamond Harbour, I am of 
opinion that both schemes are premature, and that means exist for providing 
for the accommodation of trade by improving the port of Calcutta itself,” and 
I understood that opinion to be quoted bv tho hon. and learned gentleman 
as an opinion adverse to the opinion of tho Kiddei pore Docks Committee 
But it would bo boine in mind that that was an opinion offered on the repot t 
of the Diamond Harbour Docks Committee, and before tho Committee of 
1883 had been appointed at all It would be quite a mistake to uso that 
opinion as an argument that Mr Steel was opposed to the report of tho Kidder* 
pore Docks Co n uiitt* e. for when after that report was prepared the l ’"it 
Commissioners established a permanent Dock Committee t»» deal with ull 
questions connected with the construction of tho Kulderporo 1) >cks, Mr. Steel 
was a member of that Committee up to the time of Ins leaving the country, 
bo attended a number of its mcctimr and signed its reports, and I believe ho 
was entirely in favour ot the dock scheme No doubt, when the leport of tho 
Committee of 1883 was drawn up, and for home time a ft ei wards, it was 
considered that there was immediate necessity for extended accommodation 
for tho export trade of tho port Whether there is the same necessity for 
taking immediate actum now for such extension is a matter which 1 desire to 
submit for tho consideration of tho Council; 1 do not deny the statement in 
the memorial that there is a depreciation of trade at present, but 1 do not 
wish that fact to have more weight attached to it than it deserves. 

With regard to the rival elunns of caigo boats and docks, the aigumciit 
is that the rates of him for tho uso of cargo bouts fluctuate, whereas lor tho 
use of the doek a fixed into is proposed , and it is urged that if cui go bouts 
are dear when business is brisk, those who uso them have the compensating 
advantage of low clmrues when tiiulo is dull. Hut if tho figures ure looked 
into, I think it will be found that this argument is misleading. Mr Keswick 
said that as long as business was slack and lateswere low, people inuy get 
business done at the rutos stated in the memorial, but directly business 
increases the rates go up I have heard of eases in whic h the charge for u 
cargo boat of 25 tons has been as liiuh as Its 1120 All that tin* memorial 
proves is that the lowest rate for cargo-boats is somewhat below the fixed rate 
proposed for tho doeks. it does not show that cargo boats, on an average, do 
the w »rk more cheaply then the docks will do it. 

With reference to what fell from tho other hon member (Mr Miller), I 
admit the truth of a good deal of what he said, and I am quite prejiared to 
allow that an important question of this kind ought to be taken up with great 
caution. If the question of constructing docks had now been raised for tho 
first time, I think that probald) a few far-sighted members of the commercial 

E ublic would have said — “ We are passing through a time of depression of trade, 
ut it will not lost long ■ let us prepare for the revival, which will inevitably 
come.” That is what far-sighted men would have said ; but I quite admit that 
if this question were now mooted for the first time, this dock scheme would 
not command tho general chorus of approval with which the report of the 
Committee of 1883 was received Hut is tins a sufficient reason for rt tracing 
the steps we have taken ? It may be true that tho present time is iti sonic 
respects not altogether favourable to the construction of a large work like this, 
but there are compensating conditions, as the depression of trade will have 
the result of enabling us to' make arrangements for machinery at a cheaper 
rate, and to obtain tho necessary labour at loss expense* and consequently there 
ia everv prospect of a considerable saving on the estimates. The hon mem- 
ber referred to a paragraph in the opinion of Mr. Rendel, in which ho says 
the scheme should be started on the smallest scale, and with no illusions as 
to the character of the soil, and that borings generally make tho soil appear 
better than it really is. The hon. member laid great stress on that, and said 
flip* the results which might be obtained ought not to bo relied upon. What 
1 referred to in my speech was not the experimental borings ; the work has 
now progressed a great way beyond the stage of experimental borings. Its 
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paragraph 33 of tho Committee’s report they said — “ In some places it might 
be possible to get m the dock walls dry, but in others it would not ; and in 
estimating the cost it has therefore been considered advisable to assume 
that the locks and quay walls throughout will have to be constructed on wells. 
If wells aie not found necessary, there will be a considerable saving: but in 
estimating, it is best to allow for the maximum expenditure which mat have to 
be meui ml ” That passage shows that the estimates were framed on the 
cautious principle of allowing for the highest expenditure which might be 
incuncd under the most unfavourable conditions But the result of the work, 
so far as it has boon carried «*n, shows that at a depth of 33 feet there is dry 
clay, and that the south wall at, any rate can be built without the necessity 
of laying down any wells, thus making a considerable ‘saving on the estimates. 

Then with reutird to tho sanitar) question, I confess that it has not been 
prominently dealt with in the recent repot ts, simply because it seemed to be 
sufficiently disposed of by tho opinions which wo had before us. Two good 
authorities, Dr. Ohcvers and Dr. Macnamarti, were both satisfied that the 
proposed docks could not possibly be a som eo of sanitary danger to Calcutta. 
\\ e are now told that we ought not to be satisfied with those opinions, but 
should have taken the opinion of medical men on tho spot 1 don’t see how, if 
wo hud taken the opinions (let us say) of the Sumtaiv < ommissioncr of Bengal 
and the Health (Miner of tho Cot portion, they would have been able to have 
given us uua thing more *h»*n the genet al opinion givtn by Dr. Clievera and 
l>i Maeuamarii When the docks nio eons rueted it will then be the duty of tho 
sanitary authorities to say what special me-isuies are necessaiy to prevent any 
sanitary dangor And I say, as I saul before, that there is no reason to sup- 
pose that the docks will be more lnsamt iry tliun the picsent condition of the 
site on which it is intended to constiuct them. 

I don’t know that T need take up the time of tho Council with any further 
details, but 1 would ask bon. members, who oppose the Bill, to consider how far 
1 heir objections justify their voting against tho motion befoie tho Council. 
Mho question before us is that the report of the Select Committee be taken into 
consideration Are hon membeis tncparcd to hold that they havo made out a 
souse for saving that it is not expedient to take that repoit into consideration? 
Tho Bill is nothing more than a permissive measure ; it willl merely give legal 
sanction for the consti action of docks, and if any iurther enquiries are necessary, 
the Bdl will not affect that | art of tho quostion In any matter of this kind 
there must somewhoie bo finality, thoro must bo some time when the decision 
shall not be disturbed I think there is reason to say , even under the present 
circumstances of trade, and admitting the force of much of what has been 
urged in the memorial, that the Coum il would not Vie justified in determining 
that it is not expedient to construct these docks I believe the docks are a 
necessity of trade, uml writ the expunsion of traffic from the increase of railway 
communications uml tho mutenal progress of the country, we ought to have the 
power of dealing with tho tiaffic in the way winch the docks will afford us, 
and if w e neglect the opportunity and suspend action simply on the ground 
of tho depression in trade, tho very gentlemen who have signed this memorial 
will u few months hence very possibly be the first to blame us for not having 
taken the necessary precautions at this time, aftor all tho warnings which have 
been given us to make proper nrovision tor the increased trade of tho port. 

His Honor. niK Pkusidknt said : — I do not know that I can add very much, 
if at all, to the force of the words of those who, I think, are in the 
right in supporting the motion to tuke this Bill into consideration. It , 
is very lit tie use going over tho past history of this docks controversy, 
boyond pointing out that it has been tho subject of enquiry by two 
Spcciul Committees, and tho subject of correspondence for four years or 
more between the Government of Bengal, the Government of India and 
the Secretary of State, and what I would lay most stress upon is, that all 
that has passed up to within a few days ago has been with the concurrence, 
aud I had always understood with the unanimous acceptance, of those who 
represent tho mercantile community of Calcutta. ^The fact is that we here 
as au executive Government are simply carrying out the wishes of those 
wfro represent tho trade and commerce of this large city; and in proposing 
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to place the work in the hands of the Port Commissioners, we are placing 
it in tbe bands of a body who from their past labours for the improvement 
of the port have deserved, well of the public, and than whom there can be 
no other constituted body who by their knowledge or exporiouoe or strong 
interest in all that concerns their charge would do fuller justioe to a work 
of this magnitude. Having arrived at this point without, 1 may say, the 
least word or murmur of disapproval from any quarter, we are confronted 
by an opposition led by the hon. Mr. Miller, speaking in tbe interests of a large 
body of memorialists, and supported by the very forcible speech of my hon. 
and learned friend the Advocate-General 1 am glad to find that they 
admit that there is no want of good faith on the part of Government. They 
recognise that, when we took up tho work and when tho hon. gentleman, the 
Chairman of the Port Commissioners, nrndo his speech, introducing the Hill, 
he was acting in perfect good faith, and in the belief that he was speuking 
for the merchants and mercantile community of Calcutta. Sineo then, however, 
they allege, a very important change has come over the views of tliut body ; 
public opinion has changed, and public opinion in this matter having changed 
proves that all the Government ot Bengal lias done, and all that the Govern- 
ment of India has done, supported oven though it was by tho mercantile commu- 
nity, is wiong, and therefore that we are bound to letrncc our steps, stop the 
works, and not give any power to tho Port Comm is- loners to raiso money for 
the construction of the docks. Now I do not question the light of the hon. 
member to raise this question, or of the Advocate-General to support, it, 
because tho right to do so arises on tho wording of tho Bill ; and if they 
can persuade this Council not to give tho Port Commissioners power to 
raise monoy, the question fulls to tho ground — perhaps not entirely 
fulls to tho ground, because, oven if the i ouncil dul not give the 
money, I suppose Government might find means to give it m some 
other way. Bull it would bo a great delay to a work which has 
been alteady considered and deliberated on for many years, and it 
would be a very setious hindrance to what, I may still bo pormittc,d 
to think, tho large majority of the public consider to bo desirablo. I should 
ne i er have thought, unless 1 had heard it from my hon. fiioud tho Advocate- 
Genera), that in tho piescnt position of tho case tho burden of proving the* 
desirability of carrying out tin* work lay upon thoso who havo hitherto advo- 
cated ana proved its necessity, if there is to bo any suspension of tho 
enterprise now, the burden of proving tho necessity of such a course rests, 

I should say, upon thoso who, having hitherto boon silent, have by their silence 
uriveti consent to the undertaking, and who having their representatives on tho 
Chamber of Commerce, have allowed us to go on for four or five years, 
discussing tlio question backwards and forwards, and raised no kind of 
opposition to our proceedings. The memorialists are in that position. Those 
gentlemen, not at the eleventh hour, but, us I might suy, under tho now 
nomenclature, at the twenty-third hour, now come forward and say : — “ you 
must stop all that you have been doing beeauso wo do not agree with you, and 
consider that there is great risk m going on with tins business.’ 7 i do not think 
that anything that has boon brought forward by my two bon. friends by way 
of opposition, or any thing which is ullcgcd in tin* ntemoiiul, shows sufficient 
grounds to tho Council for justifying the refused ot that assistance wlucii tho 
Port Commissioners require. They referred to some isolated passages m the 
reports and correspondence whi< h has been going on between the authorities 
here and at home as against the undertaking. 1 do not think you could conceive 
* any largo work, take for instance n permanent new brulgo over the ilooghiy, 
on which, wnerevor you brought two of your engineers together there would 
not be differences of opinion as to the exact plan of,* construction, its width, 
the number of piers and so on, although ull might bo agreed that the necessity 
for a bridge in such a place existed, and that is vciy much what h is happened 
ill thU case. There have been occasional differences of opinion lime and 
there of men who have had to consider a scheme of very large magnitude, 
but still tho outcome of all their inquiries and labours lias been tho 
approval of the scheme now before us. The learned Advocate-General said 
that this Council was placed in an awkward position ; that though a great 
deal had been done outside its walls, hon. members were not m a position 
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to decide upon this question in view of the fact that all (be papers connected 
with it had not been placed before them. There is no fault on the part of the 
Bengal Government in relation to that matter, and I cannot help observing 
that all the earlier papers have been published, at least they were sent to 
the newspapers, two years ago. AH the later papers too have been sent to the 
Port Commissioners, and authority has been given to them to publish 
them That they have not been published before is owing, I believe, <to the 
fact that no one has until now thought it necessary to throw any doubt on 
the advisability of those docks. The real point of the opposition, it seems 
to mo, lies in what the learned Advocate-General laid chief stress upon, namely, 
that the facts now arc not the same as the facts upon which the Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce and the Port Commissioners originally based thefer 
viows. To some extent this may be true, and though I have no right to speak 
with any great authority on the point, all that I can gather from those who 
have a right to speak is that the present extreme depression in trade, which is 
made the ground of the present opposition, is a purely temporary aud transient 
thing, and that neither history nor experience supports the conclusion that it is 
likely to last. Of course you may say, even if it is temporary, it is wise to hold 
your hands until you see the results of the next few months, or the next year. 
Tito answer I should give to that would be that the passing of this Bill does not 
prevent the delay which you roquiro, if delay is really nocessary. The passing 
of this Bill, which is only an enabling Bill, puts the Port Commissioners in the 
way of raising money for carrying out those docks. Should they nevor choose 
to raise a rupee, the Bill would be inoperative ; and then, if there is any reality 
in the contention that these docks are not wantod, the fact would be established 
by those who are in favour of inaction in the presence of those who represent 
tho merchants, the shipping interests, and the trade interests of Calcutta, and 
if tho caso of the memorialists iB as strong as it is represented to be, their 
influence could he brought to bear upon those who represent them in such 
affairs, which would in turn operate on Government, and the work, if it is one 
of danger and risk, would be Btopped. But I do not at present see that there is 
any ground for our delaying our proceedings in Council and hesitating to pass 
tins Bill. For myself I should certainly advocate the going on with the thing 
earnestly. The thoory in my mind is what Colonel Trevor very forcibly 
expressed. The introduction of railways all over tho country is bringing in 
produce from all parts of the country. If Calcutta does not choose or is 
unable to receive this produce into her port the trade will go to other port s 
If Calcutta chooses to noglcct its opportunities, I think it would suffer. I do 
not think the risks are what you fear. I think tho risks are on the other hand 
in your noglectiug to take advantage of the opportunity which is bofore you. 
Tho maxim, fen linn lente , which Mr. Miller quoted, is a very good one ; but 
I am afraid that in Indian proceedings we are much more apt to be on tho side 
of lente than on the side of feattna. At least I know no country in the world 
where, whon you have throshod out a measure and brought it to a point of 
completeness after exhaustive enquiries, serious attention would be given to 
considerations for doing nothing at all. I shall certainly support the motion. 

The question being put by the President that the Report of the Select 
Committee bo taken into consideration in order to the settlement of the clauses 
of the Bill—

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MOM«f expedients, more or lem ingenious, that ire have been able so long to 
worit under an enactment which gravely warned Collectors of districts to 
desist from any interference in the management of femes, and which vested the 
exclusive power of making rules to regulate their maintenance, not in the 
Government, but in the Magistrates and Joint*Magistrates. In 1870 the 
Bengal Government endeavoured to introduce some uniformity of practice by 
framing a model set of rules and form of kabuliyat, and proposing their general 
adoption by Magistrates. These rules have worked in a fairly satisfactory 
manner, bat they have the disadvantage o f not possessing the force of law, so 
that no punitory process clould be adopted to enforce their observation. Cur* 
cumstances have, however, now arisen which rouder the further postponement 
jdrl^islation absolutely impossible. The existing law vests in tne Magistrate 
the exclusive power not only of making rules and regulating tolls, but also of 
appointing persons to take charge of public ferries. The Council is aware that 
it is intended to entrust the management of most ferrios to Municipalities 
and District Boards, and it is proposed that this should bo dono, not by 
temporary expedients, but under formal legislative sanction. If permission is 

S ’ven to introduce the Bill, the opportunity will be taken to romove various 
kfects in the law which have led to difficulty and delay, and sometimes even to 
failure, in the realization of the public revenues.

KIDDERPORE DOCKS. 

Tux Hon. Mr. Reynolds moved that tho clauses of the Bill to enable the 
Commissioners of the Port of Calcutta to construct Docks be considered for 
settlement in the form recommended by the Select Committee. He said — Most 
of the alterations which the Select Committee have made are merely of a 
verbal or unimportant character. The. alteration made in section 3 has been 
explained in tho report of the Committee. It simply restricts the wording of 
the Bill to the meaning which it was all along intended to bear, and similarly 
the alterations which have been made in sections 4, 6 and 9 are practically 
little more than verbal alterations. I think there are only two sections to which 
* I need draw the attention of the Council, namely sections 5 and 14. Section 6 
ori ginally declared that the loan should bo repayable in such manner as the 
Government might direct. But the Solect Committee had to take into con- 
aideration the fact that the estimates had all along been framed on the 
assumption that the loan would be raised at per cent., without including 
any provision for a sinking fund or for the re-paymont of the principal. It kg 
of course desirable that there should be provision for the repayment of the 
loans. If a loan were raised at 4f per cent., and afterwards circumstances 
altered ao that money could be raised with equal facility at 3} or 4 per cent., 
It is undesirable that the Port should be saddled with the perpetual payment of 
Interest at 4| per cent. I should have been glad to have worded Bill in 
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finch a manner as to give the Port Commissioners power to pay off any loan 
when they found it advisable and convenient to do so, but on communicating 
with the Government of India on the matter, we ascertained that the Govern- 
ment laid very decided stress on the necessity of reserving to the Government 
the power to declare that the loan should oe repaid when such repayment 
might appear advisable and when the funds of th6 Port are in a position to 
bear the charge. The letter ef the Government of India has, I think, been 
circulated to lion members as a paj>« r connected with the Bill. It it has not 
been circulated, perhaps the Council will allow mo to read a passage of it, which 
is as follows : — 

“ Tho Government of India is of opinion that the desired end will he most conveniently 
Attained by power lwing 1 given to the Government to call an the CommiHgioners at some 
future period to cv'tsililiHh a making fund, from which any loan contracted for the purpose 
of tho docks may be liquidated, and the Bill should be so framed that, without making 
payment actually compulsory, power will be left to Government to order repayment of any 
loan when, in tho opinion of the Government of India, the Port is m a position to bear the 
cost of repayment 

Tho Governor-General in Counoil is anxious to leave tho Port Commissioners every 
freedom of action consistent with provision for the possible eventual repayment of the loans 
that may be raised for the construction of the docks, and the Rill should provide for the 
formation of u sinking iutnl for each loan separately, so that tho Port may not have to bear 
the lmidon at any own time of piovuiing tor tho redemption of tho total sum expended on 
tho decks. IBs Excellency m Council is also willing that it should bo specially provided 
that tho power of directing tho formation of a sinking fund shall not bo exercised for at least 
teu years after each loan is raised, and that tlio period for tho sinking fund shall not bo less 
than SO yourn The arrangement for possible repayment winch is now proposed will no 
doubt bring the Commissioners under tho control of Government to some extent in this 
mu t (or, hut tho amount of oontrol reserved Jroi Government is not more than nuiy fairly he 
claimed in consideration of the guaiuutoo given by it in connection with the loun for the 
constitution of the docks. Tho guarantee of the interest on the loan by Uovoruuieut will, 
on the other hand, not as a safeguard ngmust any possible attempt, in connection with the 
sinking funds, to place a heavier burden on tho Port than it could boar, since the result of 
doing so would bo to throw on Government tho burden of finding the current interest ou 
the leans.” 

This being tho decision of tho Government of India, it would have heen 
tisolos to frame tho Bill m a shape in which it would not receive tho Govomor- 
Generul’M assent; and I think also that tho Council will recognizo tho equity of 
tho romark that tho control reserved by the Government, of India is not unreason- 
able m consideration of tho guarantee which tho Government gives in connec- 
tion with tho loan. Accordingly, the wording of tho section os it now stands 
provides that tho Secretary of State, at any time not less than ten years after 
a loan lias heen raised under section 4, may declare by notification in the 
Calcutta Gazette that tho principal of such loan shall bo repaid on a dato to be 
specified in the notification, not being less than thirty years from the first 
publication of the notification, and may requite tho Commissioners to make such 
arrangements as shall provide to his satisfaction for such repayment, 

Tho only other soction to which 1 need call attention is section 14, which 
has boon introduced while the Bill was in Committee, und which gives to the 
Commissioners an indemnity for the action taken by them bofore tho commence- 
ment of the Act. Tho lion, the Advocate-General said (I think, perhaps, 
rather harshly 1, when we discussed this Bill on tho lost occasion, that 
tho Port Commissioners were socking to take advantage of their own wrong ; 
but I would remind tho lion, and learned member that a provision of this 
kind is not an unusual one, aud I think it is not unreasonable, when the Port 
Commissioners have acted m good faith, and under tho sanction of the Govern- 
ment, that atts done by them in the expectation of legislative sanction being 
given should bo validated when tho Act authon/ing tho construction of the 
docks is passed. 

The 11 on. the Acting A nvor vtk-G en er said : — I only desire to explain 
that in the remark I made at tho last meeting of tho Couueil 1 made no 
reference to tho indemnity clause of tho Bill. My remark was directed Bolely 
to the endeavour to satisfy the Council that further time ought to have been 
granted before tho Bill was ptocceded with, not because the Port Commissioners 
in anticipation of theso powers have acted on tho footing of the Bill being 

E assed, and had made themselves liable for a certain sum which the Government 
ad advanced, with a claim for interest, which would follow as a matter of 
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fioune if the Bill were rejected, but solely with reference to the position in 
which this Council is placed by having the Bill submitted to it in the way 
in which it has been done, 1 did not intend to suggest that the Port Commis- 
sioners had done anything wrong in the view which the Government took in 
regard to these docks* Still less do I suggest that they are not entitled to an 
indemnity, which would follow as a matter of course. 1 think my remark 
must have been somewhat misapprehended by my hon friend. 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 

The Hon. Mr. Reynolds said that no alteration in the clauses of the Bill 
having? been put forward or suggested, 1 now move that the Bill bo passed.

LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

The Hojt. Me. Macaulay moved that the further report of the Select Com- 
mittee on the Bill to extend the system of Local Self-Government in Bengal be 
into consideration in order to the settlement of the clauses of the Bill. 
He said I have the honour to move that the further report of the Select 
Committee on the Bill to extend the system of Local Self-Government bo taken 
into consideration In making this proposal to the Council it. is fortunately 
unnecessary that I should enter upon any discussion of the principles of the 
measure ‘These principles were fully discussed two sessions ago, when I asked 
for leave to introduce the Bill They were again considered and discussed 
when 1 introduced the Bill and moved that it lie referred to a Select Committee, 
and they were indirectly discussed on very many occasions lost session in the 
course of our deliberations on the kindred messuro for tho administration of 
municipalities. I tale it that this Council has formally and cordially accepted 
the policy of extending the system of Local Self-Government in these Provinces, 
and of placing that system, so far as may be consistent with full administrative 
efficiency, on a basis of popular representation. All, therefore, that l have now 
to do is to explain briefly to the Council the principal alterations which the Select 
Committee have made in the Bill which we presented with our preliminary 
report at the close of last session. I think, Sir, that, however much we at one 
time regretted that circumstances which I then detailed to tho Council had 
necessitated a postponement of this measure, we must now see that this postpone- 
ment hss been accompanied by very groat and substantial advantages In the 
first place, we have received a most valuable mass of opinions from various 
sources, official and non offii ini, and these are opinions not formed on tho spur 
of tho moment or influenced by temporary excitement or enthusiasm, but formed 
calmly aud deliberately, after full and dispassionate consideration. And with 
reference to these opinions, I may at once say that, though a very fow have 
reported that the Bill goes too far, and a larger number, including most of the 
public associations consulted, have declared that it docs not go for enough, still 
on the whole the Bill has been favourably received. To these criticisms, as 
I shall presi ntly show, we have given the most careful attention, and we have 
to a great extent been able to act upon them. In the second place, we are 
no longer dealing wholly with an experiment ; but in proceeding with this 
measure we are able to claim that we are proceeding in the light of recent 
and most instructive experience. The results of the municipal elections under 
the new Act have more than justified the anticipations which were expressed 
by the supporters of the measure in this Chamber. ^ Several ^ district officers 
have informed me that, even in outlying municipalities, the intelligence and 
interest displayed by the electors, and the order ana public spirit which charac- 
terised tho proceedings, were very remarkable and very gratifying Tho 
experience of the elections has made it clear that the spread of education and 
of i d e m* , the development ox communications, and the example of a wise and 
beneficent rule, have evoked aspirations for a shore in tho management of local 
affairs which may be made a most valuable auxiliary to the administration, and 
which, n* w that we are assured of their existence, it should be our pleasure, as 
it is certainly our duty, to gratify. Now, being brought face to face with those 
criticisms and these facts, and having before os the words of the Secretary of 
State, which 1 shall just now quote, it seemed to us that we could do some- 
thing to enlarge the scope of the Bill* and to assimilate some of its provisions 
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to those of the Municipal Act. The Secretary of State, in hie despatch 
of the 8th October 18*3, after suggesting that the establishment of 
District Boar (is, presided over, at all events in the first instance, in most eases 
by the District Magistrate, as a substitute for the Cential Board, which he had 
negatived, said “ It appears to me tliat if the plan which Lhavo sketched out 
wore adopted, the Government would be able, with due rogaid to the publio 
interest, to leave even more in the hands of the local bodies than it could do 
with safety when trusting only to the supervision of thet Magistrate, acting 
apart and without the advantage of constant intei course with tho members of 
the District Committee.” Now, Sir, tho policy here indicated is that of secur- 
ing efficient direction whilo enlarging the scope of local authority. In this 
direction tho amended Bill contained tlio necessary provision in accordance 
with the Secretary of State’s views, and the Lieutenant-Governor was given 
power to decide in every east! whether ho will appoint the Chairman of a 
District Board or call upon the Hoard to nominate one of its members as 
Chairman. Tins provision wo luivo of course maintained. So much for 
direction. There was another point, however, which we had to consider 
before we could recommend a general extension of the franchise in rural 
tracts, and that was tho question of funds. The mainstay of the funds avail- 
able for local expenditure must of course bo tho road cess. Now, no one who 
has any knowledge of tho subject will say that the present rate of road cess 
could bo loweied m any district in Hon gal for a generation to come without 
grave detriment to tho public interests. No native gentleman of experience 
will say so, and no officer of Government will say so. I will go further and 
say that, having hud tho honour of holding the appointment of Financial 
Secrotary to this Government for five years, I can uppeal to tho constant 
application for spoeial grants from districts situated in every part of the 
province to show tliat the funds now available for the improvement and 
mamtonanco of communications are insufficient. But in any general system of 
eloction for local bodies in rural tracts the main body of the electors must b© 
tho payers of road cess — poisons, tliat is, who are not only interested in the 
proper expenditure of the funds to which they contributed, but interested also 
in tlio reduction of the amount which they contribute We bad therefore no 
alternative to choose from Wo Imd to decide whether we should give an 
unfettered power of altering tho rate of road ooss ami maintain a system of 
appointment for the constitution of local bodies, or make the power of alteration 
subject to the Lieutenant-Governor’s sanction, and admit all road cess-payers 
above a certain minimum m the most .advanced districts to the privilego of 
electing representatives Wo have decided to adopt the latter course, and 
I maintain that wo have decided rightly. Having thus secured the two essen- 
tials of diioction where necessary, ami funds, we considered ourselves justified in 
drawing up a schedule of 17 districts in wlueli trie me.isuto would, as regards, at 
any rate, tho constitution of local bodies, be applied in its entirety ; that is to say, 
that a Local Board would bo established in every sub-division of these districts, 
and that two-tlnrds of the members of every Local Board would be elected by qua- 
lified residents. 1 will not now go into the details of the qualifications we havq 
laid dowu. Our idea has been to secure local knowledge and substantial local 
interest, and wo think that a raiyat who pays Ils. fH a year of rent has a substan- 
tial local mtoiest. I am aware that my lion, friend Mr. MacDonnell, who during 
his distinguished career as a district officer always gave every encouragement to 
local bodies, is inclined to think that the rates wo have proposed should be 
raisod For mvsclf, I *diall have no objection to consider such a proposal when 
wo oomo to settle tlio teirns of the ‘•ection. Oui object is to interest the meet 
intelligent of the people in tho administration of local affairs, and the Council 
will remember that the qualification to be adopted will be only maxima, 
which may, at any time, be lowered by the Lieutenant-Governor under the 
rules, as he has already lowered the rates fixed as maxima under the Municipal 
Act. The provisions, Sir, regarding the rate of road cess and the constitution 
of Local Boards, with the provision which I must mention in regard to the 
institution of District Boards, namely that Local Boards may appoint any 
person who, though not actually a member of their own body, is qualified to 
be a member, to represent them on the District Boards : these are the most im- 
portant of file changes that we have made. Other changes we have made, 
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all in the direction of improving the efficiency or the liberality of the measure; 
but as they are referred to ui the report, and as they will presently be con* 
sidercd in detail, I need not now detain the Council by enumerating or 
discussing them. On ihe whole, I maintain that the Bill which we now 
submit for consideration is a sound and workable measure ; that it contains 
ample safeguards for the protection of the public interests, and that at the 
same time it is calculated to excite a practical interest among the people in 
the management of their own affairs, to develop self-help and self-reliance, 
and to promote the establishment of voluntary aud intelligent agencies to 
assist in an important branch of the administration 

The IloN. Kumar Boikanto Nath Dky said -I liavo much pleasure in 
bearing my humble testimony to the great improvements which have been 
effected in the form and arrangement of the Bill by the Select Committee. 
The Bill is simpler and more handy now titan what it was when it was first 
drafted, and in some respects more power has been conceded to the people 
that what was originally contemplated. I am sorry to add, however, tnat 
I consider the omission on the part of the Committee to recommend the 
republics ion of the Bill as unfortunate. The Bill lias undergone very 
material alterations ; the whole power of legislating on the details of the works 
proposed has been relegated from tho Council to tho Lieutenant Governor, 
ana principles have becu enunciated wlueh demand the most mature deliberation 
of tho people as well as of the Government. But this opportunity has not boeu 
given, and I fool that tho time has not anived for passing tho Bill at once. 
Lord Itipon in some of his orders strongly recommended that no opportunity 
should bo lost to take tho people into confidence to give them lull opportunity, 
by early and extensive publication, to lay before Government their views, 
wishes, opinions, and sentiments ; but this is not being dono on the present 
occasion. No question of local polities so much enlisted the sympathy of tho 

E eople in favour of Lord Uipon us the Self-Government scheme. Meetings were 
el<l m almost every part of Bengal to give expression to the sense of gratitude 
of the masses on tho generous concessions ptoposod to be given, and it strikes 
me that in legislating on that subject the Count il is not carrying out tho 
generous and hhetal pmuiples of tho nobleman who has just retired from 
the helm of the State. It is not my wish, nor would it be proper for me, 
to enter into tho details of the Bill on the present occasion. I am of opinion 
that tho Bill should bo republished, and to bung that about I intend to with* 
hold my assent to the motion now before tho Council. A fortnight, 1 think, 
would suffice for the people of Bengal to submit their lepresontations, and 
that time should be given, and I think it may bo safely given without caus* 


ing any inconvenience 

I ho IIon. Jai Prakash Lal said:- -Tho people of Bengal and Bclmr bavo 
hailed with feelings of satis' action und gratitude the proposal of tho Government 
of India to extend to tho people of tho country the privilege of Local Self- 
Government. 'the node resolution of tho Government of India filled their 
hearts with the hope that the honourable aspirations of tho people will at 
last find vent m the political institutions wluch liavo contributed so much to 
the advancement of civilization and good government m Europe. Your 
Honor took up the project with much sympathy, aud tho mofiisHil Municipal 
Act passed last year by this Council was the first instalment of tho good-will 
Your Honor bears towards the people. The Bill now be I ore the Council is the 
seoond instalment, and it is very desirable that it shall bo passed with every 
despatch consistent with due care aud deliberation. In almost all tho other 
provinces of the Empire the Local Self-Government A< t has already been 
Drought into operation, and no time should be lost to effect improvements 
in tbe Provinces under Your Honor’s admin inflation ; but 1 cannot holp 
thinking that the measure is verv important, and should receive the fullest 
consid eration from this Council. The Bill seems to rno to full short of the 


object of the Government of India, as disclosed in its minutes of .‘10th Sep- 
tember and 10th October 1881, and of the legitimate aspirations of the 
itfftplA. It is to a great extent permissive, and it is difficult to say what 
latitude Your Honor s Government will give to tho operation of tho principles 
enunciated by the Government of India. The title of the Bill is a misnomer. 
The Government hands over for administration to local bodies certain 
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departments which it has created, with responsibilities and funds. The Local 
Boards’ Act of the North-West Provinces seems to have a more suitable title. 


There is nothing in this Bill to give it a greater claim to so pretentious a name 
than many other measures that nave been from time to time passed by the Legis- 
lature, each making an advance on that which preceded it. It appears to me 
that the system proposed by the Bill will not meet the general desire* of the 
people. A large number of opinions elicited consider it too narrow, and it 
will excite expectations which may not be fulfilled. From the administrative 
point of view it is no improvement, as it scarcely telieves the executive of any 
portion of its labours. Then, Sir, thero seems another difficulty in the way. 
The Bent Law that has just been passed will keep the people who could spare 
time for such services bum <y ei. gaged for years to come in adjusting their 
altered condition, and the change of feeling which has come up of late makes 
me fear that, unless the measure is made very attractive, it may be viewed 
with indifference by the people, upon whose hearty co-operation the success of 
the measure greatly depends. However, it. is desirable that the public should 
be allowed an opportunity to express their opinion on the subject. I would 
therefore propose that the consideration of the Bill be deferred for a fortnight, 
and the amended Bill be in the meantime published in the local official Gazette. 


The Hon. Mr MauDonmhi. a-ked whether the ropublioation of the measure 
did not mean its publication in the vernacular gazettes, and if in that cose it 
meant the postponement of tho Bill for another year — a step which he thought 
undesirable. 


Hu Honor tho President said : — I am quite prepared to meet the wishes of 
the hon. members for a short postponement, out I uiu unable to concur in the 
postponement of the Bill for an indefinite time. 

The Hon. Mr. Macu/lay said : — As my hon. frionds have not submitted 
any amendment, l shall ask that the motion in my name be put to the Counoil. 
I desire, however, fir«t to offer a few observations upon the remarks which have 
fallen from my hon. friend Rai Jaiprakash Lai Bahadur. My hon. friend has 
objected to the title of tho Bill os pretentious. Well, ehr, I am aware that the 
Commissioner of Patna, m his report upon the Bill, has suggested that the 
title of the North-West Act. which is the Local Boards’ Act, would be more 
appropriate ; but wo have this difficulty in adopting such a suggestion, that in 
Bengal we have District Boards above our Local Boards. I may mention, 
moreover, that tho system under which cognate matters are administered in 
England is controlled by a body denominated tho Local Government Board. 
The word Local Government has really come to have almost a technical mean- 
ing. I am not m the least desirous, however, of giving too pretentious a name 
to our measure, and if, when wo come to consider the section containing the 
title, the hon gentlemen will suggest a more appropriate name, I shall be 
happy to consider his suggestion The hon. gentleman has also said that the 
measure is too narrow, and that a largo number of opinions have condemned 
it as such. Now, Sir. in the remarks which I had the honour of addressing to 
the Council a few minutes ago, I endeavoured to make it clear that we had care- 
fully considered tho many criticisms which have been received, and that we had 
tnaae a good many alterations for the express purpose of meeting them. One 
would supposo from the hon. gentleman’s remarks that we were dealing with the 
Bill which was the subject of these criticisms. If he will be good enough to read 
the Bill wliioh is now before the Council, he will see that we are dealing with A 
very different matter. Tho hon. gontleman went on to say that people will now 
be ao much engagod with matters arising out of the Rent Bill, and with looking 
after their own affairs, that they will not take much luterest in this measure 
unless we make the position of members of Local Boards more attractive. I 
Confess that I do not clearly apprehend what ^ it is that the hon. gentlemen 
wishes to propose. But this 1 can say, that if the hon. gentleman will make 
some definite suggestion for making the position of members of Local Boards 
to attractive that they will givo up considering matters arising out of the Rent 
Bill and looking after their owh affairs in order to become ^members of Local 
Beards, I am sure that his suggestion will be carefully consider by the Council. 

£ now move that the proposal that the report be takfn into eonsiderattoa be 
put te the Council. 
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Hu Honor the President said: — Before putting the motion to the 
Council, I desire to express what I fed on the subject of postponement— a 

C int which has been raised by two hon. native members. 1 should be the 
it person in the world to force forward unduly a measure of tlus magnitude 
and importance. It has received considerable attention, both in principle and 
detail. Indeed, one bon. member implied a charge against us that, whito all 
the other Provincial Governments iu India had their Local Self •Government Bills, 
the Government of Bengal was the only one which bad not yet got one of its 
own. I wish to say that this Government is not in the same position as the 
Loeal Government of any of the other Provinces. We have to deal with a much 
larger area, a much "larger population, and a much larger number of districts. 
Not only so, but we kave to consider the circumstanoes of provinoos like Orissa 
and Behar, with all their variety of interests and populations of all classes* 
Therefore, there is a reasonable ground that a measuro like this should take 
a longer time to mature than a similar Bill for any of the other Provinces of 
India. But that is not the real cause of delay. Tho real cause of delay has 
arisen from the long correspondence which passed on tho subject between the 
Local Government, tho Government of India, and tho Secretary of State, and 
it was not till a late period that any decision was como to which enabled 
us to take up the work and carry it forward for tho purposo of legislation. 
If there is to bo any further delay, it will arise from tho issue which 
tho two hon. members now raise ; they consider that tiuio should bo given 
for a full consideration of tho measure by further publicity. If that 
publication is to bo of tho character of a general reconsideration of tho 
measure all ever tho oountry, it must bo by tho translation and publi- 
cation of tho Bill in tho vernacular, which will tuko at least three 
or four months. If tho translation and publication and tho collecting 
of opinions on tho republication of tho Bill is to take three or four 
months, you may bo certain that wo shall either have to call a special meet* 
ing of the Council in July next, to winch I myself shall uot bo averse, 
or to postpone the further consuloi ation ot tho measure to the next cold season. 
If hon. members wish for either of these coursos, I shall not oppose thoir 
wishes, but then they must accept the responsibility and not charge 
the Government with a delay which is of their own seeking. If, however, 
thoy will be satisfied with a shorter postponement for tho roceipt of out- 
side opinion on tho republication of tho Bill which has already been 
made m the Calcutta Gazette , I am quito willing to consent to that arrange- 
ment by taking the report of the Select Committee into consideration this clay 
fortnight, anil I hope that by that tnno hon. members will bo ready with thoir 
proposals in tho form of amendments or otherwise. I am quito willing to ask 
the Council to lot the consideration of this measuro be postponed for a fortnight, 
with tho understanding that wo intend to pass tho Bill on that occasion. 

The motion was then put qnd agreed to, and the eonsidoratioii of tho 
clauses of the Bill was postponed for a fortnight. 

The Council was adjourned to Saturday, the 21st March.

REGULATION OF FERRIES. 

The Hon. Mr. Macaulay introduced the Bill to regulate Ferries in Bengal, 
and moved that it be read in Council. Ho said the object of this measure, as 
I explained to the Council when I moved for leave to mtroduco tho Bill, is to 
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fix and define the functions of the Government and of the local officers respec- 
tively in regard to tbe regulation and management of ferries, and to empower 
the Government at any time to make over the management of any public ferry 
to a local body. The Bill is mainly drafted on the lines of the North-Western 
Provinces Ferries Act, and some months ago, in anticipation of the meeting of 
the Council, it was circulated for the opinions of local officers. Those opinions 
have now been received and will be considered by the Select Committee. 
Meanwhile, I have not thought it necessary to make any alterations, other than 
alterations of mere arrangement, in the Bill as it has been circulated. 

The motioin was put pnd agreed to, and the Bill referred to a Select 
Com mittee consisting of the Hon. Mr. Reynolds, ColonePtho Hon. Mr. S. T. 
'Trevor, the Hon. Mr. Garrett, the Hon. Kumar Boikautonath Dey, the Hon. 
Abdul Jubbar, and the movor the Hon. Mr. Macaulay, with instructions to 
report thereon in a week.

The Administration Report of the Commissioners for making Improvements in 
the Port of Calcutta for 1883-84. 

The Report opens with the statements of the liabilities and assets of the 
Port, which shew that the debt has been increased during the year 1883-84. 
The consolidated repayable debt was reduced from Rs. 60,67,967 to 
Rs. 49,68,787, but the whole of the loan of 20 lakhs, of which Rs. 12,26,000 
had been borrowed during the previous year, has now been brought on to 
the accounts. The total debt therefore stood thus on 31st March 1884—

2. The assets of the Trust, exclusive of the foreshore and Strand Bank 
lands, which were made over to the Commissioners by Government free 
of cost in 1870, amounted, at the end of the year, to Us. 1,78,97,644, 

. which represent the value of the jetties, wharves, landmg-stngos, tramways, 
dock, moorings, vessels, Ac., belonging to the Trust, and Rs. 8,03,489 of 
investments under the heads of Reserves, Insurance, Depreciation and Sinking 
Funds. The increase in value over the previous year amounts nominally to 
Rs. 31,69,526 ; but of this, Its. 10,30,940 represent the value of the light 
ships, survey vessels, buoys and other block of port approaches transferred by 
the Government without charge in 1882-83, but not shewn in the return 
for that year. The true increase, therefore, during the year has been 
Rs. 21,38,686, of which Ks. 20,60,369 represent the value of now works con- 
structed during the year. The most noteworthy among these are the 
extension of the jetty embankment at a cost of Rs. 71,766, the erection of 
jetty warehouses (Its. 2,94,712) and a warehouse at Juggernath Gh&t 
(Rs. 61,622), the construction of the Howrah foreshore road (Rs. 4,42,686), 
the extension of moorings (Rs. 1,16,441) and of tramway lines and sidings 
(Rs. 1,08,268), and tho purchase of the Calcutta Dock (Rs. 6,26,000). The 
Howrah foreshore road was completed during the year, and now presents a fine 
frontage extending for nearly two miles from Shalimar Point to Messrs. Bum 
and Company’s premises. Wharves and cross roads communicating with the 
mills and yards have been constructed throughout. A project for constructing 
a boat wharf at 8halimar, and a line of railway connecting that point with 
the East Indian Railway has been approved, and the work is in hand. 

3. In the Resolution recorded last year, the Lieutenant-Governor desired 
that a statement should be given of the total income and expenditure of 
the year on both Revenue and Capital accounts. This information is now 
furnished by the Commissioners, and shews under the Revenue account an 
income of Rs. 29,26,120, and an expenditure, inclusive of contributions to 
sinking funds, new works, and port dues, of Rs. 24,47,719. This left a 
balan ce of Rs. 4,78,401 at the dose of the year. The Capital account shows 
an income of Rs. 22,83,975, and an expenditure of Rs. 20,60,369. 

4. The income from the jetties during the year was Rs. 1,13,826 
in excess of the former year, and stood at a higher sum than it ever reached 
before. The commissariat jetty shewed a falling off in income, hut all the other 
sources of revenae in this Department showed an improvement. As the 
income during the last two years has been obtained from the same schedule

of rates, the excess during the year under review is an exact measure of the 
increased jetty work. Working expenses have of course also increased, but 
the jetty appliances in the way of cranes have been continuously employed, and 
by the provision of three working engines are now always available for use. 

6. The receipts from the Inland Vessels’ Wharves were Rs. 3,55,467 during 
the year, against Rs. 4,07,133 in the previous year, shewing a decrease of 
Rs. 51,666, chiefly due to the loss of tolls, which had been temporarily and 
exceptionally augmented during the previous yesr by a larue number of boats 
fthat had been shut out by the closure of the Chitpur lock) using the wharves : 
so that on the re-opening of the lock in 1883 the tolls fell off. Deficiency in the 
jute crop and a falling off in the grain traffic also contributed to the aecrease. 
The expenditure amounted to Rs. 1,99,279, which is very nearly the same as in 
the previous year. There was therefore a net revenue of Rs. 1,56,188 from 
this property. 

6. The receipts from Strand Bank lands amounted to Rs 1,67,201, or 
Rs. 20,112 move than in the previous year, and the expenditure to Rs. 1,24,616, 
which is practically the sune as before. The large gain in the receipts arieee 
from the increased rents received from reolaimed lands on the Howrah foreshore 
and from the Sibpur chur lanas. The connexion which is being made between 
the riverside road and the railway premises, and the extension of the railway 
line to Shalimar, will add to the value of this prop* rty. The lands on the 
Calcutta side are all leased out, and yield a steady income, and there, too, it 
will be increased by the letting out of fresh premises which the Commissioners 
will have at their disposal this year. 

7. In the Harbour Master’s Department the receipts fell from 
Rs. 5.97,873 m 1882-83 to Rs. 5,6G,069 during the year under review, the 
decrease of Rs. 31,804 being duo to fluctuations in tho various items, none of 
which call for much notice. The fees for licensing cargo and passenger boats 
fell off somewhat in consequence of a revision in the tariff, tho object being 
to make tho charges cover the cost of establishment besides a sum of 
Rs. 12,000 for the River Police.. Tho expenditure was Rs. 4,96,200, which 
is slightly more than before, and calls for no remaik. 

8. Tho following statement shews the number of sea-going vessels piloted 
into and out of port during tho past three years. Vessels not employing pilots 
are excluded : —

Other statements classifying vessels according to their draft are furnished, 
which appear to shew that the number of steamers of large sixe and deep 
draft is still increasing, while there has been no corresponding variation in 
tho size of sailing vessels. Among steamers, 226 came from England, v*d the 
Sues Canal, with an average tonnage of 2,955. 

9. '1 hi rteen casualties happened within the Port to vessels in the charge 
of Harbour Masters, the number being the highest yet reached. It is true 
that none of the casualties were serious, and that the Harbour Matters in 
charge were in the majority of instances, exonerated from blame. Still the 
frequency of the accidents is not satisfactory, and oalis for increased attention 
on the part of the Harbour Master’s Department. 

10. Ten lires occurred in the port, eight of which were on board ships 
or boats. In two instances the vessels were destroyed; in others the damage 
does not seem to have been serious. Tho most serious fire occurred on board 
the Aurora, which, with its cargo of keroaioe-oil, was completely destroyed. 
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The burning of this vessel threatened at one time a very serious danger 
to the shipping in the port, but the danger was averted by the prompti- 
tude and energy of Mr. Duff Bruoe and the officers of his department Steps 
hare since been taken to remove the kerosine dap6t further down the river. 

11. The moorings *wore overhauled at the usual working season, and 
on account of the increased length of tho vessels visiting the port, steps were 
taken to enlarge those between Fort Point and Hastings. The alter- 
ations have been carried out between Fort Point and Prinsep's Gh&t, 10 short 
moorings having been replaced by 15 long ones, and the remainder have been 
taken in band during the current year. AH the new moorings have been laid 
with 5-ton anchors in place of screws, the Committee appointed to report on the 
question having decided in favour of anchors. Fifteen additional moorings 
were laid down, two off the railw ay goods sheds ono off Prinsep's GhAt, six 
off Hastings, four off Kidderpore, and two off the Port Commissioners' docks. 
The dredger was at work for a shorter time, and performed less work than in 
any of the last ten years. The Lieutenant-Governor would be glad to know 
whether this fact (which is unexplained in tho report) is in any way attribut- 
able to the Howrah foreshore reclamations By narrowing the channel, these 
works may have increased the 6cour within the port, and thus done the dredger's 
work. If this be so, the effect on the reaches of tho river below the port 
remains still to be scon. 

12. During the year tho Engineer-Surveyor of the Port surveyed 208 
vessels under Bengal Acts V of 1862 and I of 1868, and 166 vessels under the 
Emigration Act (VII of 1871), the Native Passenger Act (Vlll of 1876), and 
other Acts. In seven cases the survey was for free-board under the provisions 
of section 8 of Act VII of 1880, and m two cases the vessels wero detained 
and ordered to discharge a portion of tlioir cargo. The action of the Com- 
missioners in these cases was contested in representations made to tho Govern- 
ment and the Board of Trade, but enquiry justified it. The establishment 
employod for the survey and licensing of cargo and passenger boats was amalga- 
mated with that under the Engineer-Surveyor, so that the latter is now 
responsible for surveys of every kind. The number of cargo and passenger 
boats surveyed and licensed duiing the year, as compared with the previous 
year, was as follows

13. The working of the Tramway brought in a net income of Kb. 30,004. 
The receipts and expenditure were both somewhat less than in the previous 
year, the decrease in the income being duo to tho failure in the jute crop. 

14. The income on account of tho Port Approaches was Rs. 3,71,805 
against Rs. 4,23,569 in 1882-83, the decrease being caused by the reduc- 
tion of the port dues from 3 annas to 1 anna per ton. The expenditure was 
considerably under the figure for the preceding year owing to diminished 
expenditure in repairs and working expenses The Resolute was employed 
throughout the year as despatch vessel, lightship tender, and survey vessel, 
besides being used in replacing lost buoys and in other conservancy duties. 

The % arious channels and roads have either remained stationary, or have, 
in a few instances, Blightly improved, but a spit of sand has formed near the 
eastern dredge buoy, which has necessitated the laying of a buoy and requires 
careful watching. 

15. The survey of tho Mutlnh was undertaken during the year, and 
proved to be an arduous task, especially in the matter of triangulation. The 
survey was, however, completed from Canning to J&t. 23*21N. Lieutenant 
Petley found the ground in tbe river flat, and the soundings so regular, that 
until the steep banks are snddenly reached, tbe lead is no guide. Still he is of 
opinion thut, with the channels properly lighted and buoyed, masters of 
ships, with ordinary care, might, in fairly clear weather, safely take their vessels 
abreast the Cattalee without the aid of a pilot. 

Tbe light-booses at False Point, Saugor, and the other stations were 
inspected and found to be in good order. The light vessels and other port 
approaches are also reported to have been m a satisfactory condition. 
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16. The most important subject considered by the Commissioners during 
the year was the question of providing accommodation for the shipping of 
the port in the form of wet docks. A joint Committee of the Port Commis- 
sioners and the Bengal Chamber of Commerce was appointed to consider 
the question, the result being a full and unanimous rfeport recommending the 
construction of wet docks at Kidderpore. This rocommendation was approved 
by the Governments of Bengal and India, and m March last the Secretary 
of State accorded his general sanotion to the scheme (subject to certain 
modifications in the designs), which has accordingly been commenced. 

17. While thus providing for relief to the future expanded trade of 
the port, the Committee also directed attention to its immediate requirements 
'by recommending the construction of an export wharf on the Howrah 
foreshore, and the construction of a line of railway between Shalimar and the 
East Indian Railway goods terminus. This recommendation was sanctioned 
by Government, and the works are now reported to be near completion. 

18. The question of providing special accommodation for the petroleum 
trade continued to engage attention duriog the year; and its importance 
was accentuated by the burning of the Aurora already alluded to. After 
consideration, tho claims of Diamond Harbour and Canning as a suitable site 
for a petroleum wharf wore rejected, and, on the suggestion of the Chamber 
of Commerce, Budge- Budge was finally fixed upon. Arrangements are now in 
hand to establish the petroleum dcpOt at Budge-Budge. 

19. A Committee sat during the year to oonsider the question of improv- 
ing the existing system of lighting the Sandhcads and channels of the river 
leading into Saugor. As the result of their deliberations, an additional 
light-vessel has been placed at the Long Sand; and a new light of 
sufficient power to bo of service to vessels coming up the Bay will probably 
be placed on Shortt's Island. Tho False Point, Ridge, Eastern Channel and 
Mutlah stations will be furnished with improved lights, and arrangements were 
made to hold one new light-vessel as a reserve in case of accidents. The 
destruction of tho Foam by fire Bince the close of tho year indicates the 
necessity of such a reserve. The existing charts of the Sandheads have beett 
found to be to some extent incorrect, and accordingly a re-survey will be under- 
taken duting next working season by the Marino Survey Department. 
Measures have also been taken to abate the inconvenicnoe caused to vessels 
using the Hooghly by fishermen fastening their nets in the stream, and to 
secure free room for vessels to turn in tlic stream at Garden Reach ; and the 
rules regulating passenger traffic in boats within port limits were also expanded, 
so ns to suit the requirements of Messrs. Hoare, Miller and Company’s new 
aud useful lino of passenger steamers plying in the Booglily. 

20. The construction of the new works sanctioned by the Government 
brought under consideration tho question of the best method of raising funds. 
Tho Commissioners were in favour of raising sterling loans in the English market, 
but this view was not approved by the Secretary of State. The proposal accord- 
ingly was abandoned, and the provision of funds on debenture loans is now 
in abeyance, pending the issue of the legislation which has been undertaken 
in connexion with raising money for the wet docks at Kidderpore. The 
question of debenture loans then became merged in the general one of raising 
the necessary funds for the construction of the new docks, and has remained 
in abeyance, pending the promulgation of the Act newly introduced into 
the Legislative Council to deal with the matter. 

21. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad agaiu to be in a position to tender 
his thanks to tho Commissioners for their efficient administration of the Port 
during the year ; and he also desires to specially recognize the valuable services 
of the Vice-Chairman, Mr. Duff Bruoe. Owing to bod harvests the year has 
not been one of great commercial prosperity, but nothing has been wanting 
on the Commissioners* part to advance the interests committed to their charge.

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of the previous year. The net cultivation was slightly larger than before, 
though still below the average. In both Agencies, however, the yield was 
exceptionally abundant, the combined produce amounting to 1,26,598 maunds. 
Of the total cultivation in Behar, 2,10,685 bighas lay to the south and 
1,88,833 bighas north of the Ganges : the whole of the South Ganges area being 
irrigated, while of the area north of the river 79,406 bighas are Unirrigated. 
It is noteworthy that while the total area under cultivation remained much 
tho same as in the previous year, the portion south of the Ganges has 
increased, and that on the north diminished. It is also worth mention that 
the proportion of the area cultivated with poppy north of the river, in which 
recourse was had to irrigation during the year under review, was much greater 
than before; and this result seems to indicate that the benefits of irrigation 
are being gradually appreciated, and the system more largely followed by the 
people. The Agent states that if wells were dug in large numbers in the 
districts north of the Ganges, a large increase in cultivation might be obtained. 
With better security in the ryot’s tenure, one of the greatest checks to well* 
sinking, as to agricultural improvement generally, will be removed 

4. Tho total quantity of produce available for manufacture in the Behar 
Agency comprised tho season’s outturn, shown in paragraph 3, and 4,707 
maunds at a consistency of 75° transferred from the Benares Agency. 
Prom this quantity, 32,850 chests of provision opium were manufactured at 
a consistency of 75° and 76,° while 1,215 chest9 of exci^o opium were 
also prepared. In the Benares Agency 33,143 chests of provision opium 
wore made at 70,° 72,° and 74° consistence, and 1,1 54§ chests of excise opium 
(of which 730 chests were made from the Malwa drug). Unusually wet 
weather in J uly, August and September unfortunately caused much damage 
to tho cakes in the overcrowded state of the godowns, 2,528 cakes being more 
or less spoilt. 

5. Tho quantity of opium sent in as good, but condemned at the Patna 
Factory, was about 6J maunds against something over li maunds in the pre- 
vious season : it came chiefly from Nepal. Two hundred maunds were sent in 
as “ suspeetod,” of which 19 maunds 22 soers were confiscated, while fines were 
imposed in regard to the remaindor. In the Benares Agency the quantity of 
impure produce that escaped detection by the Sub-Deputy Opium Agents was 
330 maunds 17 seers against 712 maunds 34 seers in the previous year; and of 
this 2 maunds 39 seers were confiscated, and mulcts and fines imposed on the 
remainder. Ninety -two maunds 37 seers were sent in as adulterated, and the 
mulcts and flues were imposed on 10 maunds 32 seers as against 6S maunds 
35 seers and 15 maunds 37 seers respectively in 1882-83 These results the 
Board properly consider satisfactory, regard being had to the large outturn of 
tho season. 

6. The year opened in the Behar Agency with outstanding balances 
amounting to Us. 2,40,474, which were reduced during the year to Rs. 8,205. 
No clTorts were made to collect while the prospects of the year appeared 
gloomy ; but when a bumper crop appeared certain, the collections were 
successfully prosecuted In Benares tho outstanding balances of previous 
years were' reduced to Ks. 42,318, of which Rs. 16,623 are reported to be 
irrecoverable, lbe year’s advances, amounting to Us. 75,040, were recovered, 
with the exception of Rs. 920 These results seem, as far as they go, to 
justify the policy, adopted by this Government and approved by the Govern- 
ment of India, m the matter of the realization of outstanding balances. That 
policy proceeds on the principle that while tho utmost leniency should be 
shoun in all deserving cases, and while in exceptional cases remissions should 
ho made, a policy of universal remission of balances is to be deprecated as 
calculated to stimulate careless cultivation and to render fraudulent practices 
moro common. 

7. The system of rewards to informers watf brought under notice last 
year, and the attention of the loeal officers was drawn to the remarks of the 
Behar Agent that tho system had raised up a class of professional informers 
who were dreaded only by ignorant cultivators, and not by the real smugglers. 
In tho report now under review, Mr. Kemble reports that oases based on 
informers’ statements were most numerous in Hazaribagh, and he notices 
the met that m that district a prominent informer was herself convicted of 
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smuggling opium. Mr. Kemble also brines to notice that in another distriot 
the police actually employed a paid staff of informers. The Lieutenant- 
Governor requests the Board to inform him of tne name of the Distriot 
Superintendent under whom such a practice could prevail, and he would bo 
also glad that inquiries should be instituted in order to throw further light on 
the reasons why prosecutions wore «o frequent in llazarihauh 

8. In the Benares Agency, Mr. Rivett-Carnac, whilo recognizing the ill- 
effects of large rewards, stall thinks that strong inducements to furnish 
information m some districts of his charge are necessary. The danger is 
that large rewards stimulate the adoption of informing os a trade, and that, 
as far as prevention of smuggling is concerned, but httlo good results. 
This point was well brought out m the Report of the Opium Commission, anil 
it is one wlucli should never he lost sight of. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad 
to recognize that the measures tentatively adopt'd to furnish information and 
suppress illicit traffic have been, to some extent, su<*cessiul; but it is a remark- 
able fact, of which no explanation has been given, that, however great tlie 
variations in the number ot cases and in the amounts realized as fines and 
disbursed as reward®, the quantity of contuihand opium seized remains prac- 
tical! v the same from vo ir to Year. 

9. Ti to Lieutenant-Governor, when consideting last j ear the effect Qf 

well irrigation on poppy cultivation, stated that well-sii king should be extended 
as far as possible m the districts norto of the Ganges The dryness of tne s< usort 
under review seems to have furthered the object 8ir Rivers Thompson had 

then in view, for it had the effect of impressing the ryots with u sense of 

the advantages of well-irrigation. The report slims that very considerable 
progress has been made m that omvtion. In the Bchar Agency the 
advances for the construction and repair of wells amounted tolls 1,1 0,80 b 
against Its. 89,019 in the year 188*2-83; and m Benares to Its 37,5 bH 
against Its. 21,6i0. The advances, as a rule, aro applied to th« purpose 
for which they are given, and am puiictu illy repaid. i?roin tin* 

Agent’s report, the Lieutenant-Governor gatlors that in some loculi! i s 
officers were of the opinion that ryots should be prevented from using 

the water of wells constructed from Government advances for any purpose 
other than for poppy cultivation. This error Mr. Kemble has veiy 
properly corrected. It is of course to bo understood that these advances aro 
to L© made only to poppy cultivators, but when the Opium Department is 
satisfied that the money is r quired for the bond Ji<le pm pose of constructing 
a well, from which poppy is to be irrigated, no intoi f< renec should bo exer- 
cised with the ryot’s discretion in using the water ns ho pleases. Tim system 
of leading well-water lor poppy irrigation by shoots across the canal ducts 
has been developed dunng the year, nnd has given general satisfaction, and 
further extensions of the svsteni have been sanctioned by tin* Gov< rnment 
in the Patna Sub-Agency. A new plan is reported by the Agent of damming 
hill streams and distributing the water by means ol small cnannols. 
The Lieutenant-Governor will await the further report promised by the 
Agent on this question. It is not to be forgotten that tho water of these hill 
streams either carries down much sand in suspension, or, being in North Bchar 
snow-fed, chills the p-»ppy plants with its low temperature. The piactieo 
therefore is one which should not be extcnsivel} employed until its utility 
is placed beyond all doubt. 

10. The quantity of pussewah delivered by the cultivators was lt6 
maonds against 110 in the previous year in the Bchar Agency, and 20 maunds 
against 40 in the Benares Agency. The smallness of the quantity is attii- 
huted by both Agents to the dryness of the season, and not tV inadequacy in 
the price paid. The Agents uige that the price for p us -e wait should ho main- 
tained at its present rate of Rs. 3-8 per seer, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
agrees in this view at all events for the present. Mr. Kemble is of opini >u 
that if distiict officers, by a stricter classification, excluded from the category 
of pure opium any containing pussewah, the proportion of the latter would 
be largely increased. No doubt it would, but the Lieutenant-Governor 
having re card to climatic and soil peculiarities, questions whether cultivat >rs 

always separate the pussewah from the pure drug. There is certainly 
ground for believing that much pussewah is clandestinely disposed of, and it 
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is to the prevention of the illegal sale of the portion which has been separated 
that the rules on the point are directed. 

11. In connection with the arrest by the police of some Nepalese 
cultivators for carrying opium without a license, the Lieutenant-Governor 
l*»st year desired to know what measures were taken to prevent the 
recurrence of such mistakes. The Behar Agent now reports that the 
cultivators were advised to travel by certain frequented routes along which he 
had posted his departmental officers to prevent interference by the police, and 
that the arrangement has answered well. The quantity of opium brought from 
Nepal fell off from 628 inaunds in 1882-83 to 512 maunas in the year under 
review. 

12. The experiment of sowing indigo on poppy lands was noticed in 
the Resolution lust year, and the report promised by the Patna 
Agent has now been submitted. The custom of sowing the two crops 
has prevailed for some time in parts of Sarun, Tirhoor, Ch um parnn 
and Chupra. Well-to-do and independent ryots, Mr. Kemblo states, 
might, and do with advantage to themselves, grow both crops. But 
they have to work hard to prepare their land for indigo after the poppy baa 
been gathered, and they therefoio seldom or never get a second cutting from 
their indigo. When, moreover, the rvors grow indigo directly under advanoes 
from tho factory, complications are likely to arise if they attempt to cultivate 
both crops. On the whole question Mr. Kemble’s opinion, formed after consul- 
ts Aon with his offi ers and with indigo-planters, is expressed in the following 
passage from his report : — 

“ When the ryrft finds it to hi* advantage to grow both crops he will do so, and for this par- 
pose he needs no entourugerntMit from n«. We should do nothin:; to discourage him from grow- 
ing indigo f >r nny factor: ho likes. On the other hand, it is not to our advantage, nor are we 
culled upon to help or encourage him to take advances from, or grow indigo for, a factory. 
We cannot und need not inuko any experiments in growing the two crops , our difficulties 
aud bumncoB are not ngTK-uhurul, hut common i.tl , my opinion is that we should leave agn- 
culluro and experiments cQnneuU-d with it ro our cul mitors; our energies should be devoted 
to fuciiitntmg seulomtnts, to making prompt weighments, and speedy adjustment of 
uccouuts ” 

In this opinion the Board agree, hut Sir Rivers Thompson is doubtful of tho 
propriety of drawing any such sharp line of definition in regard to the 
functions of the officii s of tho Opium Department. On tlia contrary, the 
Licutonant-Governof thinks that, by inspection and advice, the officers of the 
Opium Department may greatly advance the agricultural interests of the people 
and of the Department. And this may be clone without any objectionable 
interference with that freedom of action which opium assamt « may justly 
claim. If it is found that, mdigo and opium can be grown with advantage to 
the people, and without loss to Government, on the same field, the people 
should, by all means, bo allowed to grow both crops. But if experience prove 
that the two crops cannot ho grown, tho officers of the Opium Department 
are bound to safeguard the interests of the Department if they are first in the 
field. 

13. On tlio subject of the iclations between zemindars and the Opium 
Depaitrnent, tho Patna Agent has the following remarks 

“ During the year 7U b^egahe 17 cottabs of land (Behar measurement), cultivated by 114 
ryote, hm e been given up in conaequeuce of the zemindar, ^e- 

»nundu>g an eulmuct-d, uud what 1 consider an exorbitant, rent for poppy land. A document was 
presented for tigtairatiun ut Sectamurhi, pui p >rtmg t 'be nn agreement on the part of tbe ryota 
of certain vill.ig a to pay when called upon enhanced rente for their land. The demand varied 
not secerning to tho quality of the land, but according to the crop grown . that for poppy land 
was R« 6 per beeaah instead of lis 3-12 to R*. 1-10 hitherto paid. When the r>ots were 
summoned Uforo tho legisteriug officer, they refused to admit the execution of this document, 
end they have to the extent above noted given up tbe cultivation of poppy rather than run the 
r»k of being called on to pay such a heavy rent Some petitions were preseated to me, asking 
me to help them in resisting the demand. 1 consider that no landlord bae a right to make 
tbe growing of poppy or any other cron a ground for enhanemg rent, and I also 
consider that the semindar was artiug illegally in demanding an enhancement without 
having a notice served through the oourts in accordance wnh the law. I therefore 
wrote to the manager, and asked him to forego the claim; he replied that a ——1 1 
increase was asked on poppy lands, that no exaouon or illegality bad been committed 
and that the settlement was voluntarily and amicably made by those who entered uui 
it. I then pointed out my views, aud added that the fact of the rjots 
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me, and xefauog to rflgwter th« agreement, showed that the settlement on their part we * 
not voluntary or emit able, and 1 stated that the rase was just such a one as would inutify 
my interference under section 18 of Act XIII of 1857. To this letter I have received no 
**|>ly, but I saw the petitioners and inf 'fined tnem of what I had done, and promised my 
help to any one who, having 1 a right of o ecu nancy, was called on to pay an enhanced rent on 
the ground of his taking an advance from Government and growing poppy. Toe question 
la an important one, aa landlords all over Behar demand higher rate# for poppy lands, and if 
these be not paid, prevent the cultivation and the digging ol wells, fee., I am in correspondence 
with the law officer to know how the powers conferred on an Opium Agent by Aot XIII of 
1857 are affeoted by the rent laws of 1869. 

The practice of demanding exceptionally large enhancements of rent, if a ryot 
be enterprising enough to grow a specially valuable crop, is mischievous to 
the agricultural prosperity of the country. It is, however, a practice which 
finds no recognition in the Bengal Tenancy Aot ; and the officers of the 
Opium Department should therefore, on this as on other points connected 
with the opium industry, let no fitting opportunity pass without explaining 
to the people the provisions of the new law, which bear upon the working of 
the Opium Department. 

14. The saw-mill has worked satisfactorily, and has exceeded the 
work of former years. A supply of new machinery which will inorease 
its efficiency is bow on its way out from England. The new boiler and engine* 
rooms have been built, tho foundations for the engines are in course of being 
laid, and other additions to the buildings have been completed. Tho Lieute- 
nant-Governor notices with satisfaction tho improvements that have been 
made in the apparatus for cleaning trash, and in the trays in which the drug 
required for excise opium is inspissated. Tho supply of mango-wood chests 
by contractors fell a little short of the demand, greater caro having been taken 
in their selection; but with the afd of the new saw frames and machinery, it is 
expected that any shortcomings on tlio part of tho contractors will l>o made 
good. The supply of mango wood is reported to bo deoi easing near Patna, but 
it is stated that large quantities aro available in Durhliunga, Monghyr, Blrngul- 
pore and the di^ricts further east. This information would bn more satisfac- 
tory if accompanied with the assurance that, when mango trees aro cut down, 
young ones arc ns a rule planted. It is of the greatest importance not only in 
the future interest of tho Opium Department, but also of tho Province, that tho 
country should not be denuded of timber without provision being made for 
future requirements, and this is a matter in which tho officers of the Opium 
Department, as well as of the regular executive staff, can by tlieir advice 
influence the people for tin ir good. In promoting in this way tho planting of 
food-bearing trees, they will, if they on'y go the right Way to work, moot with 
the ready sympathy ol the people. 

15. The substitution of the Malwa for the Bengal drug in the manu- 
facture of excise opium was continued durirg the year under review, but the 
magnitude of the crop enabled the Government to reduce its purchases of the 
Malwa drug, and only 2,26S maunds at 90’ consistence were procured. It is 
stated that the improvement in the quality of the Malwa opium supplied to the 
district officers, noticed in the last report, has been earned further during the 
tear, the oil has been eliminated, and the weight of tho cakes readjusted. 
These are points, however, on which further inquiry from the executive 
department of the various Governments interested is desirable, and on this 
point a communication has already been addressed to tiie Government of India. 
The purchase of Malwa opium for the current season lias been fixed at 2,500 
maunds at 90 s consistence, free from oil, and it will be devoted to supply the 
requirements of Ondh and the North- Western and Central Provinces. 

16. The Lieutenant-Governor thanks the Board for their efficient adminis- 
tration of the Opium Department, and the Auonts for the work done during 
the year. Sir Rivera Thompson observes with pleasuie the commondations 
bestowed on the Principal Assistants, and on Messrs. Tytler, Hastings and Field, 
Sub-Deputy Agents.

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APPOINTMENT OF A COMMISSION FOR THE REVISION OF 
MINISTERIAL ESTABLISHMENTS. 

FINANCIAL DEPARTMENT— FINANCE.

RESOLUTION. 

The attention of the Lieutenant-Governor has for a long time been 
directed to the desirability of taking some measures to reorganize the 
system of correspondence, reports and returns between the various offices 
under this Government. The complaints of tue pressure of clerical work, 
and of the waste of time and power entailed on responsible officers by the 
necossity of ref cuing backwards and forwards through several channels many 
petty details of administration, and of preparing formal reports and returns 
on a multiplicity of subjects of very different degrees of importance, are every 
day becoming more and more common. It is not too much to say that no 
Commissioner of a division and no Collector of a heavy district in Bengal i* 
at present able to devote to any one of the Larger questions connected with his 
cliaijge the care and attention which it deserves and winch a due regard for the 
interests of Government and his own reputation wouhi induce him to bestow 
upon it. The growth of coriespondencc, while it thus weakens the directing 
power of superior officers, leads at the same time to a constant demand for 
increase of ministerial establishments. These demands have very often to be 
conceded in the form of temporary additional establishments to clear off 
arrears; and serious questions, both administrative and financial, must 
inevitably present themselves, it some means cannot be devised lor dispensing 
with a great deal of viliat is now necessarily inlructnous labour. 

2. Besides tlio question of the strength and occupation of ministerial 
establishments, the question of salaries bus also to be considered. This 
question was considered in 3800 and 18o7 by a Committee, of which 
Mr, V. A. Sehaleh was Biesident, and a new scale of # salat ics was 
brought into effect m 1800. Since that tune, althougn there h ive been 
numerous alterations and improvements of a more or less restricted 
character, and although the pay of very manv individual officers has 
been increased, there has been no general or systematic revision of salaries. 
Meanwhile the rise in prices and in the cost of living, which was anticipated 
by Mr. Strachoy m 1863, has continued at constantly accelerating *.p *ed, and 
for some tunc past signs have been apparent that the effects of the reforms 
introduced m 1808 have Ixen exhausted, and that a further advance must be 
made it the nunisteiial set vice is to be maintained in a condition of 
efficiency Applications are constantly lcuenod by ilie Li<u tenant- Governor 
from all classes of ministerial officers praying for an increase of 
emoluments; and these are in the majority of cases bast'd on the ground that 
their salaries were fixed many years ago when the ovist of living was much 
leas than it is now, and that they are inadequate under the altered oiroum- 
stanccB of the present day. It is impossible to deny that this contention is in 
a gieat measure squad ; and in a lar ,’0 number of individual instances the 
Government lias had no alternative but to sanction an increase. 
But tlio Lieutenant-Governor feels tnat these concessions are too fre- 
quently given, less to those whose cl »ims are the strongest than to those 
who can make their voices most effectively heard. In the case of the superior 
branches of the public service, the necessity of granting some increase of 
emoluments, and ot m iking that increase general and not individual in its 
distribution, has been fully recognized and acted upon. The salaries of the 
Subordinate Executive and J udicial Services have been raised. The pay and 
position of tho Sub-Deputy Collectors have similarly beeu impioved; and within 
the last three years the Opium Department has been reorganized with the resale 
of a material increase ot pay and enhanced promotion. In the case of those 
classes of officors, therefore, who come immediately above ministerial officers in 
tho official scale. Government has admitted an increase of emoluments to be 
necessary. These officers are (in the ease of natives of this country) drawn 
from muoh the same social classes as their immediate superiors, the differences 
between them being due to accidents of education, wealth, and 
personal ability, rather than to accidents of birth. The social habits of both 
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dames are, so far as the smaller means of the poorer members admit, 
similar ; and causes which tend to inorease the cost of living for the 
one class will operate with at least equal force for the other. These 
facts, coupled with the numerous representations — from treasury accountants, 
from district and divisional shenstadars, and many others — which have 
with increasing frequency been pressed upon the Lieutenant-Governor, raise 
a strong presumption that the time has come for a general enquiry into, 
and revision of, the rates of pay drawn by the ministerial officers of Government 
in this Province. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor has reason to believe that the needful 
reforms on all these points could probably be effected without any increase in cost. 
The success of the contract system of contingent expenditure and other cir- 
cumstances suggest the possibility of substantially reducing the amount of 
clerical labour by somo method of decentralization under which the responsibi- 
lity of local officers could bo enlarged, while efficient control could bo^ assured 
by substituting frequent and searching inspections for the multitude of 
petty reports, returns and applications through which it is now supposed 
to be exercised. At the same time, the money required for the purpose of 
increasing salaries could be fouud partly by revisions of English establishments, 
but mainly by reductions in the vernacular serishtas. In the offices of 
Commissioners and Collectors there now subsist, sido by side, two establish- 
ments, which too often regard themselves as separate offices ; and not 
only is money wasted, but delays arc caused and various forms of inefficiency 
promoted, by adherence to an antiquated and cumbrous machinery which tho 
most intelligent officers find it impossible to work with reasonable dospatch. 
The Lieutennni-Govcrnor has the assurance of officers of largo experience, both 
European and native, that a revision of the vernacular establishments would 
provido all tlie funds necessary to place tho English ministerial establishments 
on a satisfactory footing. Without committing himself to an absolute accept- 
ance of the accuracy of this view. Sir Rivers Thompson considers that it 
affords good ground for the institution of a comprehensive enquiry. 

4. The Lieutenant-Governor for the present only proposes a review of 
tho system of correspondence and of administrative control in executive 
offices under this Government. Whether a similar enquiry could bo profit- 
ably extended to judicial offices can bo considered hereafter. I£o now, with 
the sanction of the Government of India, appoints a Commission, consi-ting 
of an officer of tho standing of a Commissioner as President, and a Collector 
and Native Deputy Collector as members, to consider the questions referred 
to above. The following gentlemen will form tho Commission : —

It has como to the notico of tho Lieutenant-Governor that there have 
boon outbreaks of sickness among the labourers employed on this work, and, 
though the Port Commissioners have made certain arrangements for protecting 
the health of their coolies, apprehensions have been expressed that, in the 
course of the excavations and during the construction of the docks, influences 
injurious to tho public liealth may be brought into operation. Sir Rivers Thomp- 
son has consulted the Surgeon-General, and ho has ascertained that Dr. Simpson 
is very strongly of opinion that a Committee of sanitary expet ts should be 
appointed to consider tho probable effects of tho new dock*, upon the health 
of the pooplo of tho neighbourhood, and of the population of ( alcutta 
and tho Suburbs generally. Tho Lieutenant- Governor lias decided to adopt this 

E reposal. I laving regard, however, to the stage at which tho proceedings 
ave arrived, ho is disposed to think that a Committee of investigation can 
most usefully direct its enquiiies to a consideAtion of the sanitary precautions 
to be taken during the const ruction of the docks, though the members will 
be at liboity to make any suggestions regarding the details of the project 
which may, m then’ opinion, tend to lessen or romove any future danger to the 
public health from tho execution of the work. An Engineer Officer will be 
appointed to the Committee, in order that tho members may have every 
facility for tho elucidation of any technical questions which may arise. It Is 
desirable that they should take the evidence of us many persons of special 
knowledge m such matters as may present themselves for examination. The

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RESULT OP THE STATUTORY CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATION 

OF 1884. 


No. 700A*, dated Calouttn, tlio 11th February 1885.

In continuation of my letter No. 2791 J— D, dutod tho 28th September 
3884, with which was submitted for tho information of the Government of India 
a copy of the Resolution of this Government, dated the 25th September, lading 
down rules for the examination of such candidates for appointment to the 
Statutory Civil Sorvico as had been approved by the Lieutenant-Governor, 
I am now directed to report tho rosult of the examination, and to submit the 
names of the first six candidates in order of merit, with tho remarks of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

2. The examination was hold on the loth, lGth, 17th, and 18th 
December last. Thirty candidates had been permitted to appear, out of a horn 
only 18 actually went through the examination. 'Ihe work of tho first day was 
an English Essay on one out of three subjects fixed by tho Lieutenant-Governor. 
The number of marks assigned was four hundred. On tho seeond and third 
days papers wero set in Liteiature, in History and Mental Philosophy, in 
Mathematics and m Physical Science, to oacli of a Inch one hundred marks were 
assigned. Tho subjects of the fourth day’s examination were tho Penal 
and Criminal Procedure Codes and Revenue Law, for which a total of four 
hundred marks wero allowed. A statement appended to this letter shows tho 
marks obtained by each candidato, but it is only necessary here to notice tho 
results iu the case of the tirst eight. 

3. The first candidate on the list in order of meiit was Baboo Surya 
Kumur Agasti, lately appointed a Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector, 
as ono of tho successful candidates in the competitive examination 
held last ycur. In the present examination ho obtained 352 maiks 
for his Essay, 81 in Literature, 100 in History and Philosophy, 30 m 
Mathematics, 44 iu Physics and Chemistry, 137 in Revenue Law, and 102 
in the Criminal Code, being a total of 852 out of 1,200. Ho belongs to 
a family holding a respectable position in tho distuct of M nlnupore, 
and was educated in tho Presidency College. Ilo obtained first class 
honors with his degree of Muster of Arts, and lias been a Premeliand 
Roychand student. lie wuh formerly employed as Professor of English 
Literature in the Metropolitan College, Calcutta, and subsequently in the Dacca 
College, where ho worked with success. II is age is 27 years; but as ho 
is already in tho scrvico of Government, the Lieutenant-Governor considers 
that this should not bo a bar to appointment to tho Statutory Civil Service. 
Looking to his antecedents and to tho remarkable capacity and attain- 
ments indicated by the results of tho examination, the Lieutenant-Governor 
has no hesitation in recommending lmn for one of tho two appointments 
to be now made. 

4. The second candidate in tho examination list is Baboo Ashutosh 
Gupta, who has been in the Subordinate Executive Sorvico since 1880. lie 
obtained tho following marks —English Essay, 200 ; Literature, 44 ; 
History and Philosophy, 66; Mathematics, 49; Physics and Chemistry, 
40; Revenue Law, 113; Criminal Code, 129. lie belongs to a respect- 
able family in Hooghly, took tho degree of M.A. with honors, and was 
a Premchand Roychand studont. Ho bears a very high character ns an 
officer. In 1882 and 1883 he was reported on roost favourably by his district 
officer and by both the Officiating and Permanent Commissioners of 
Bhagnlpore. In 1883-84 tho Deputy Commissioner of Lohardugga described 
him as “a first class officer, clever and painstaking,” while the Commissioner 
of Chota Nagporo wrote of him as “a most promising officer, who seems likely 
to prove exceptionally good, both in executive and judicial work.” The 
Lieutenant-Governor would recommend him for the second appointment. 
His age is 24 years* 
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5. It is unnecessary to describe the remaining candidates with so much 
detail. The third in the list, Baboo Barada Charan Mittra, obtained a total 
of 664 marks, lie is the son of a lato deputy import supervisor in the 
Calcutta Custom llouso. Ho took the degree of M.A. with honors, and is 
dosenbed as strong, healthy, and able to ride. The fourth candidate, Baboo 
Nilkanto Sark nr, is an Officiating Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector. 
He obtained 601 marks and is over 60 years of age. The fifth candidate, 
Baboo Kedarnath lloy, is a Munsif aged 29 years. He obtained 640 marks. 
The examiners considered that the 6th, 7th, and 8th candidates might well be 
bracketted for the sixth place. Tlio sixth, Baboo Umcsh Chunder Batabyal, 
obtained 628 marks; the seventh, Baboo Jogen Chunder Dutt, 623 ; and the 
eighth, Baboo Satis Chunder Bose 620. The first of these three last-named 
gentlemen is a Deputy Magistrate of very high character. 

6. Four Mahomodan candidates appeared at the examination. The 
Lieutenant-Governor would have been very glad to have been in a position to 
recommend one of these gentlemen for an appointment ; and he would have 
done so if the results of tlio examination had brought any one of them even 
near tho moro successful competitors. But while the lowest of tho first 
eight candidates in order of nicut obtained 620 marks as mentioned above, the 
murks obtained by the Mahmncdan candidate who stood highest amounted to 
only 474. 

7. A nominal list of all those who went up for tho examination in their 
ordor of merit according to the results of tho examination is submitted for 
tho information of tho Government of India.

3. The first six gentlemen are appointed in their order to be Officiating 
Deputy Magistrates and Deputy Colic* tors on Its 200 a month. The other 
gentlemen will bo appointed to fill similar vacancies in the Subordinate 
Executive Service as they occur, according to tho order in winch their names 
are placed. In the meanwhile ‘such of them as do not at present hold appoint- 
ments in the public service of more than Us. 60 u month, and, at their 
option, those who do hold such appointments, will be placed under tho orders 
of Commissioners of Divisions for employment on uny general duties which 
may qualify them for tho public service; and will receive each Rs 50 
per mensem as subsistence allowance. Though these gentlemen will have 
no official status, and will bo vested with no criminal or revenuo powers, many 
ways of utilizing their services will suggest themselves to Commissioners and 
District Officers. The Lieutenant-Governor wishes that, as far as possible, 
the employment assigned to them may be such as will give them on insight 
into the duties they will eventually have to perform, tho object being to 
afford them an opportunity of acquiring as much experience as possible of a 
practical and useful character.

SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 20th OP 
MARCH 1885. 


A marked feature in the meteorological conditions of the past week has been the 
oscillatory character of the barometer movements. On the 11th there were some indications 
of the high pressure, which has now prevailed over Bengal for some time, giving way, a distinct 
depression having apparently formed over North Bengal, but the disturbance proved, only 
temporary, and on the 15th the barometer was rising again throughout the whole Province,-— 
briskly id the north. On the following day there was again a downward oscillation of pressure, 
and on the 17th and 18th a brisk recovery, after whieli the barometer continued to fall steadily 
till the close of the week. The wind lias been somewhat unsteady, but the prevailing direc. 
tion in Orissa and the south of the 2 t-Perguunahs has been south-westerly, m Mnluapore and 
Burdwan north-westerly, in llchar south-westerly and m Hazaribagh north-westerly. These 
falls of the barometer, due to oscillations of pressure, common to almost all parts of the 
country, and not to loral depressions, were unaccompanied by any rain of importance. 
At Darjeeling, Cuttack and Gopalpore there were showers of about half an inch, and in 
East Bengal slight thunderstorms occasioned rather heavy falls at Chittagong and Noakholly. 

Pressure, as in previous weeks, has been decidedly above the average The excess is now 
as great in East and North Bengal as in Behar, and the variations throughout the whole 
Province range from 0 063 inch at Cuttack to 0 085 mch at Dacca. The average excess 
equals 0 072 inch, whnh shows a further rise as compared w>th last week. 

Tho variations of temperature from the average have been irregular. The highest 
reading throughout the Province wus 10 1*3° at llsmporc Beauleah 

Rainfall, as above noticed, lias been almost entirely absent, the only falls of importance 
having occurred m the thunderstorms iu East Bengal

The barometer readings are corrected approximately to those of the standard Newmau’s No 86 
formerly at the Surveyor-General’s Office. 

The hygrometnc elements are obtained from Tables III, IV, and V of the official tables computed in the 
Meteorological Office, and based on Kcgnanlt’a modifications of August’s formula. 

The directions and the movement of the wind are taken from the trace of a Hockley’s anemograph. 

The month of the rain-gauge is one foot above the ground.

SUMMABY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND BAINPALL OBSERVATIONS 
taken in Bengal for the week ending Friday the 27m of 

MARCH 1885. 

The most prominent feature in the meteorology of the past week has been the rapid 
reduction of atmospheric pressure. During the previous week pressure had been re ry 
decidedly above the normal, and the excess pressure had been increasing even above that 
which had been recorded hitherto ; thus th*? average excess pressure during the week ending 
on the 20th instant was no less than 0 072*, but the excess during the present week has 
fallen to 0 014*. 

For the first three days of the present week the only noticeable features were th* 
steadily reducing pressure, and the gradually increasing temperature. With the reducing 
pressure baric gradients gradually increased, and southerly moist winds gradually extend- 
ed over almost the whole Province. On Tuesday, the 24th instant, pressure continued to fall 
even more rapidly, the fall being particularly rapid m Western Bengal and Chutia Nagpur, 
where in some eases it equalled a tenth of an inch. This rapid reduction of pressure accom- 
panied the formation of a shallow urea of barometric denression over Behar, around which 
there was a distinct tendency to cyclonic circulation of winds. On the following day, the 25th, 
pressure continued to fall, and the barometric depression was apparently passing from Behar 
to North Bengal, for the *iud at Patna was north-west, at Hazanbagh it was west, at Burd- 
wan it was south, and at Purneah it was east, thus showing a distinctly cyclonic circulation. 
On Thursday, the 26th instant, pressure for the ouly time during the week commenced to me, 
but the wind directions showed that the weather was distinctly influenced by the barometric 
depression which slowly extended in a south-easterly direction, while at the same time small 
areas of depression appeared to form in South-West Bengal and Caohar. On the 27th, or the 
last day of the week, the area of depression m Behar c:hutia Nagpur and Central Bengal 
was distinctly marked, and was also accompanied by a slight tendency to cyclonic circulation 
of wind. It will thus be seen that, with the exception of one day, pressure has steadily 
decreased throughout the week, and in most districts, except East Bengal, it is now not far 
removed from the normal. In South Behar and Chutia Nagpur pressure has been during the 
week just equal to the average , in South-Wcat Bengal, North B<<har and Orissa pressure has 
been only about onc-hundreth of an inch above the normal, while in Eait Bengal the average 
pressure has been nearly four-hundredths above the normal. 

Temperature on the whole has been steadily rising throughout the week, but, perhaps 
scarcely so rapidly as is usual m the southern districts ; and thus, while the temperature in 
Orissa, South-West and East Bengal has been somewhat below the normal, m Behar and 
Chutia Nagpur it has been rather above the normal. Maximum temperatures have, how- 
ever, very decidedly increased during the week, and in some cases very high temperatures 
have been recorded. Thus, on the 27th instant, Midnapore reported a temperature of nearly 
103 u , while Cuttack, Oya and Cliyhussa reported temperatures between 101° and 102°. 

As has been noticed above, the weather conditions began to be slightly disturbed on the 
25th mstaut, and on this day, as well as on some of the previous days of the week, some showers 
of slight importance only were reported As the disturbed conditions became more pronounced 
on the 26th, heavy ram, accompanied frequently by thunderstorms, became more general, and 
ram was reported from many stations in South-West, East and North Bengal. On trie 27th, 
however, lam was general onlv m North Bengal, aud particularly in the hill districts of that 
division On the whole, however, the rainfall over the whole Province has been small 
throughout the week.

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% municipal taxation ^ lighter in CSRleOtt^Hhan in either Madras or Bombay, 
the ratios being 22-5 per cent. ? 23 per cent., and 29 per cent, respectively. 
This comparison is perhaps no^nuite fair, lor*»e%ason that, while we moni- 
cipalitics of Bombay and Madras include the entire metropolitan areas of 
the Eastern and Southern Prosfdfcncies, the municipal limits of Calcutta exclude 
certain extensive and important tracts which really form a part of the capital 
of Bengal. The Suburbs and, in a less degree, ‘Howrah cannot properly be left 
out of account when the extent, wealth; population and revenue of Calcutta are 
compared with those of the other Presidency towns. These tracts are compara- 
tively remote from the heart of the business quarter of the town, their population 
is less dense, their area is more, scattered, and their assessed value is proporjjiqn- 
ately low. If the area, population, and income of the Suburban Municipality 
be added to those of Calcutta, the differences Us compared with Bombay 
dwindle away to very small proportions. The area of greater Calcutta is 
seen to be 28 square miles against the 22 square miles of Bombay, its population 
is 08 1,3 1 0 against 773,106, and . its annual revenue from all sources slightly 
exceeds the 35 lakhs raised in Bombay. 

2. Twenty-six general meetings were held by the Commissioners during 
the year, of which eight were special general meetings, four were quarterly, 
and five wero special meetings. Of standing committees there were 110 
meetings, and of special committees 27 meetings. The Town Council 
met 41 times, the Water-supply Extension Committee 14 times, the amalgamated 
Tank and Busteo Committee 18 times, and the Market Committee 12 times. 
The Sanitary Committee, which is one of the two special committees, held 18 
meetings during the year, and did a large amount of important business. The 
total number of attendances at meetings amounted -to 2,347, out of 5,188 
invitations, which compares somewhat unfavourably with the corresponding 
figures of the previous year. It is stated that the distinction observable 
between the amount of attention to work showu by elected and nommated 
Commissioners respectively seems to be gradually disappearing The elected 
ore to the nominated Commissioners as 48 to 24, but their attendances in 1881 
were aw 48 to 18*1, in 1882-83 as 48 to 17*7, and in the past year as 48 to 
202. 

3. The Town Council as usual dealt with a large number of miscellaneous 
matters of varying degrees of importance. Among others wore the preparations for 
the reception of their Royal Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, the 
negotiations for the lease to the Corporation of the Mahratta Ditch, a number of 
minor street improvements, the most considerable of which was the construction 
of aj'oad to connect Arpooly Lane with Punchanontola Lane, the Marcus Legacy, 
and xhe inspection of articles for food and drink exposed for sale. Thore was 
reason to believe that considerable quantities of ghee, mustard oil, and other pro- 
visions wore .exposed for sale after being so adulterated as to he unwholesome, aud 
oven dangorous, and it was felt that the public, especially the poorer classes, was 
not able to protect itself adequately against frauds of this description. A 
qualified Inspector on Rs. 100 per mensem was accordingly appointed experi- 
mentally to examine articles of food exposed for sale, ana is reported to nave 
done much good It is stated that the appointment lapsed at the end of the 
official year, and has not been renewed. This is much to be regretted. The 
reasons for the discontinuance of the arrangement have not boen specified. 

Arrangements have boon made at the instance of the Howra h Municipal ity 
to systematize the licensing of hackney carriages, and the new s rules have 
come into force from the 1st.

In the eolnvnn for 1882-83 the amountof “ taxes ” credited to the General Fund is 
taken at four-fifth* of the actual collections of the five quarters from January 1882 
to March 1883, the period embraced by the last report. It is explained 
that as the largest proportion of the trade and profession licenses is paid in the first 
quarter of each year, any other mode of comparison would give fal lacious 
jresults. According to this calculation, the receipts of the General Fund exceeded 
those for the, preceding year by Ks. 15,014. This increase is attributed 
•so the elastic and expanding diameter of the revenue. The receipts of the ‘ 
Water-rate Fund exceeded those of the previous year by Ks. 11,137. This is 
attributed portly to the greater productiveness of the rat© caused by an increase 
in the assessed Value of property in the town, and partly to larger receipts from 
the sale of Water to the . shipping. In the Lighting-rate Fund there was an 
fae x&M of Ks. 3,694 due to re-assessments. ,

The total expenditure from the General Fend is ehowa to he* Be, 10,65 266 . 
To this should be added the fourth instalment of payments to the Reserve or 
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Sinking Fond, amounting to Rs. 32,498, which was not paid till April, but 
was due for the year 1883-84. This would raise the expenditure to 
Ks. 19,97,763- The total expenditure of the rear from the General Fund ex- 
ceeded the receipts by Rs. 50,003, instead of by Bs. 3,06,863 as provided for in 
the budget, and fell snort of the amount (Rs. 2a, 66, 863) provided in the budget 
by Rs. 2,69,100. Of this decrease upwards of one lakh of rupees was on account 
of the expenditure on bustee improvement, which fell largely short of the 
estimate. There was a saving of Rs 25,224 in the payments to tlio Sinking 
Fund, in consequence of the loan which had been projected not having boon 
raised during the year. There was also short expenditure of some Rs. 40,000 
under the head of road repairs, and of Ks. 16,000 in consequence of tho post- 
ponement of the repairs of the Town Ilall. The expenditure from tho 
Water-rate Fund is shown to be Rs. 4,99,430. Allowing tor a quarter’s instal- 
ment fRs. 2,500) to the Sinking Fund, which was paid in April, the receipts 
exceeded the expenditure by Its. 10,633. This result, as compared with that 
of the previous year, is satisfactory. The expenditure from tho Lighting-rate 
Fund was loss tlum the receipts by Rs. 6,340 

7. f i hero are certain special funds, the accounts of which are not includod 
in the above statements of receipts and expenditure. Tho receipts of the Police- 
rate Fund during the year amounted to Ks. 2,81,548, and the disbursements 
made to the Commissioner of Police on account of the municipal share of tho 
jstlice expenditure amounted to Rs. 2,78,556. Including tho o|iouiug balance 
of tho year, Us. 21,630, there remained a sum of Rs. 24,622 in hundut tho close of 
tho year. The receipts of the Jute Warehouse Fund consist of 20 per cent, of tho 
collections under the Licensed Warehouse and Firo-Rrigudc Act of 1883. The 
old arrangement, under which the Commissioners wore bound to pay seven-tenths 
of the cost of the Fire-brigade, lasttnl to the middlo of May, when the net 
deficiency was found to lie Rs 8,519, which sum had to bo made good from 
tho General Fund. The receipts of the new fund amounted to Us. 4,054 
against disbursements of Its 3,010. The balance was a set-olf against tho 
Rs. 8,519, and reduced tho contribution from the General Fund to Its. 7,475 
The gross receipts of the Harknry Carriage Registration Fund umountod 
to Rs. 19,010, against Rs. 17,343 in the proc<*ding year. The increase was 
probably due to the Exhibition. After defraying working expenses, the 
receipts from Calcutta, the Suburbs and Howrah are divided in the proportion of 
eleven-sixteenths, four-sixteenths, and one-sixteenth, respectively, tho Calcutta 
share being credited to the Police Fund. The receipts from carriages plying 
between Calcutta and Hum Dum arc divided in equal proportions botwenn the 
Calcutta Municipality and the Dum Dum Cantonment, l'he receipts of the Curt 
Registration Fund amounted to Ils. 74,196, and tho disbursements to Ks. 4,739 
Tho balance is shared by Calcutta, the Suburbs and Howrah in tho proportions of 
nine- twelfths, two-twelfths, and one-twelfth. Tho Jfareus Legacy Fund was 
created during the year. In 1864 Mr. G. T. Marcus left property of the value of about 
Rs. 1,16,000 for the benefit* of Calcutta, subject to the liability to pay 45250 u 
y ear to his sister, Mrs. Thornton, during her life For this purpose Ks. 70,000 
was invested, and the balance was utilised in building the Municipal Office. In 
the course of the year under review, information was received of the death 
of this lady, and the Administrator-General made over to the Corporation the 
securities to the value of Rs. 70,000, together with a cash balance of Ks. 2,228 
Tho Chitpore Road Improvement Fund had an opening balance of Ks. 1,55,207, 
to which was added Ks. 20,592 during the your, being the sale proceeds of 
surplus land and building materials. The expenditure amounted to Km. 1,63,829, 
leaving a balance of Rs. 11,969. All the claims for compensation for property 
acquired, however, were not finally adjusted at the dost' of tho year. 

8. The various branches of municipal taxation were levied uuringthe year

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The assessment of Wards Nos. 1, 3, 4, 6 and 9 was revised during the year* 
The valuation was enhanced in 4,540 cases, and reduced in 1,135 cases. The in* 
crease in the assessed rental valuation of property amounted to Rs. 3,23,978* 
and the decrease to Rs. 1,07,048, with the net result that the rates were increased 
by Its. 32,538. 

9. The work in the Bill, Collection, and Warrant Departments sustained 
the efficiency displayed in previous years. The gross demand made by the Bill 
Department amounted to its. 21,93,040 against Its. 21,89,237 in 1882-83. The 
outstanding balance on the 31st March 1884 was Rs. 67,240 as compared with 
Rs. 92,030 in the previous yeur. ft is stated that this would have been reduced to 
Rs. 40,289 hud not hills to the amount of Rs. 20,951 been returned by the 
Collector and Warrant Officer a few days before the close of the year. Of the 
total demand of the year, the Collector recovered 92*24 per cent, against 90*96 
por cent, in the previous year In the Warrant Department the outstandings 
amounted to Rs. 44,849 against Rs 73,999 in 1882-83. Collections in the Night- 
soil Department are still backward as compared with those of the four principal 
rates, but some improvement wus effected during 1883-84. The efficiency of 
the collecting stuff of the Corporation, and tho material progress that has been 
made in successive years in the realization of the municipal demands, is evi- 
denced by the following statement, which shows the percentage of collections 
rculizcd m each of the last six years : —

These figures reflect high credit on tho officers of tho Corporation, and 
especially on the Collector, Hahu Omesli Chundor I)utt. 

10. The receipts under the head of License fees aggregated Rs. 4,94,735. 
Four-fifths of tho fees realized during tho 15 mouths of 1882-83, and the 
fees realized in 1881, amounted to Rs. 4,89,902 and Rs. 4,87,059 respectively. 
Trade and profession licenses are shown to have yieldod Rs. 2,64,508 ; carriage 
and horse licenses Rs 1,00,159; trade refuse fees Rs. 38,603; hackney 
carriage registration fees Its. 17,053; and cart registration fees Rs. 74,208. 
Tho figures against the two latter items, us given in paragraphs 155 and 152 
of tho Commissioners’ report, do not ugieo with the corresponding figures shown 
in paragraphs 116 and 117. An explanation should be furnished of this 
apparent discrepancy. The receipts from tho carriage and horse licenses 
are gradually falling off owing to the extension of tho tramways. In 
1881 tho receipts were Rs 1,03,823, in 1882-83 Rs. 1,02,479, and in the year 
under review Us 1,00,159 only Tho Commissioners observe that the 
receipts of the Lieeuse Department during a year in which trade was active, 
and m which tho Exhibition attracted such a largo concourse of strangers, 
did not come up to the expectations formed by the Budget Committee. 

11. The Corporation weie engaged in nine civil suits during the year, being 
plaintiffs in eight eases and defendants in one case. Of tho oight suits, decrees in 
favour of the Municipality were obtained in six cases, the remaining two 
cases being pending when the year closed. In the case in which the 
Corporation were defendants, an application was made to the High Court by a 
rate- pay or, praj mg for the issue of a writ of certiorari against the Commis- 
sioners in the matter of the assessment of his house. The High Court held that 
it had no power to issue such a writ against the Commissioners, os they 
had acted within the powers conferred on them by the Municipal Act. 
Judgment was given during the year in tho case of Anderson vertus the Corpo- 
ration. Mr. Anderson sued the Corporation, together with tho Secretary of State, 
for the recovery of damuges sustained by him in March 1882, in consequence of 
his carriage and horse falling into an excavation in Cliowringhee Road, which 
hud been made under orders of the Executive Engineer, 1st Calcutta Division, 
who, on bchulf of Government, had obtained permission from tho Municipality 
to make it. Mr. Anderson claimed damages to the extent of Rs. 50,000. The 
High Court held that thero was negligence on the part of the contractors, 
uuu that the Secretary of State wus not liable. The damages were fixed at 
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Rs. 0,500, and it was ordered that the costs of the plaintiff should be paid by 
the contractor and the Corporation, and the costs of the Secretary of State by 
the plaintiff, which, however, he was empowered to recover from the contractor 
and the Corporation. Having regard to toe result of this cose, the Commissioners 
decided that it was not expedient to allow any excavations in the streets to be left 
open, without payment of a fee sufficient to defray the charge of maintaining a 
special establishment for supervising the fencing and lighting of the openings 
at night. In the criminal courts 12,387 persons were prosecuted for various 
offences, against 11,611 during the Id months ending the 31st March 1883. The 
increase occurred among tho cases instituted by the Conservancy Department 
in wliich 6,698 persons wore prosecuted, 2,870 persons were fined, 2,114 
persons were warned and discharged, 1,560 cases wero withdrawn, and 154 
cases were dismissed. The total amount of fines imposed was Its. 6,703. 

12. There was some increase in tho supply of filtered water during the 
year, tho daily average being 7,975,900 gallons against 7,868,062 in 1882-83. 
and 7,208,453 in 1881. In tho hot weather, March to June, when tho needs of 
the town are tho greatest, and tho filters work best owing to tho river water 
being more freo from silt, the daily average reached 8,238,000 gallons. The 
Commissioners state that tho increase of the supply iii the hot w oath or is not 
recognized by those who use the water. When the weather becomes hot, the 
consumption of water is so much increased that tho portions of the town which 
are less favourably situated have a very inadequate supply. Tho dwellers in 
connected houses all want water simultaneously, tho bead of water iH not 
sufficient to reach all parts of the town at once, tho entiro supply is intercepted 
by the connections lying nearer to tho head works, and nono is left for those 
which arc more remote. The officers of the Department wore, however, not 
unmindful of the necessity of adopting measures to minimise tho inconvenience 
by securing a more equal distribution of water. Experiments wero made during 
tho year by which the water was shut off periodically from those parts . of the 
town where the pressure is generally high, and by this means much rolief was 
afforded to those parts where it is generally low. After some trials, an arrange- 
ment was arrived at which appears to have given satisfaction to tho public 
It has long been recognized that tho supply of filtered water is inconnnonsurute 
with the essential requirements of the town. Calcutta is now, however, 
within measurable distance of an adequate provision of this first necessary 
'! ho unfiltered supply shows a steady progressive increase, the daily average 
during tho year under reviow being 2,035,808 gallons against 1,988,175 in 
1882-83, and 1,257,387 in 1881. 

13. In regard to the extension of tho drainuge system, the work done 
during the year under review doos not compare favoiufebly with flint of 
previous years. In 1881, 74,751 feet of pipe sewers were lain down, and in 
the 15 months of 1882-83 a further length of 109,158 feet was completed, but 
in 1883-84 only 46,672 feet of sewers were constructed This outturn of work is 
not satisfactory. It is urged that tho work was retarded to some extent by the time 
of the superior officers being taken up with preparing an answer to the charges 
brought against the Department. Tliis explanation docs not seem sufficient 
Two years ago the Commissioners were sanguine that the main drainage scheme 
would be practically completed before tho end of 1884, and it is the nioic 
desirablo that this should not be delayed, for the reason that arrangements will 
probably have to be made before long for oxtending tlie system. Out of the 
46,672 feet of sewers constructed, 18,796 feet were converted into paths from 3 to 
10 feet wide, and 3,713 feet were converted into roads 15 to 20 feet wide. The 
Commissioners observe that, as the town has been more and more opened up for 
conservancy, there has been a steady increase in tho quantity of refuse removed. 
In 1878 the number of wagon loads removed by the municipal railway was 7,284. 
This has gone on increasing year after year, till, in 1883-84, 14,189 wagon loads 
were removed. There was a falling off in the number of house connections; 
2,159 houses were connected against 3,053 in tho 15 months of 1882-83. The 
total expenditure on the sewers during the year was Rs. 1,76,767, in addition to 
Rs. 2,57,624 spent on the storm-water outfall works. Of this latter amount 
one-half was contributed by Government. 

14. Some progress was made in the construction of metallod roads ; but there 
-was a falling off in the road repairs. The grant for repairs was Rs. 2,86,204, 
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but the expenditure amounted to only Rs. 2,45,575. Many streets and lanes 
arc in a bad state of repair, which is specially noticeable during the rains in 
the northern division of the town, and it is, as the Commissioners observe, to 
be regretted that the Engineer’s Department failed to utilize the whole grant. 
The work done by this Department m connection with the removal of the deposits 
of house refuse in the streets was not so prompt and thorough as could be desired, 
and it is observed that in this branch also the Engineer failed to work 
up to the full allotment provided. 

1 5. Under the head of Town improvements, the Report describes at length 
the several projects which have been framed for tho reclamation of bustees, and 
the work actually done during the y ear under review. As the report of the 
Commission appointed under section 28 of tho Act is stdl under the consider* 
ation of tho Commissioners, the Lieutenant-Governor will only now review the 
report of the work done under this head, without oxpressing any opinion upon 
its sufficiency or otherwise. It appears that a great divergence of opinion 
existed as to the extent of bustce area in the town, as well as tho number of 
bustoes, and it was accordingly resolved, as a preliminary measure, to have the 
wholo of them surveyed and classified by the new conservancy establishment 
under the control of the Chairman. The result showed the bustees to be as 
follows * —

Those figures aro not strictly accurate, as the census of the bustees was not 
carried out by professional agency. Tho special establishment sanctioned 
during 1882-83 for the demising of Imstccs consisted of 200 scavengers, called 
dlumgurs, with 82 carts mul 12 {icons, under two Inspectors, assisted 
bv one sircar each. They commenced their work in the north of the town, and 
cfcansed 72 bustees, covering an area of 1,270 bighas, which were then placed 
under a permanent staff of 106 dhangurs. The work thus done consisted 
of tho removal of accumulations of refuse, which was buried m holes and 
ditches and covered over with earth ; the levelling of the surface ; 
and the filling up of small ponds and hollows. In this way the whole 
of tho bustoes in Wards 4 and 8, and the greater part of those m 
Wards 2, 3, 6, and 0, were thoroughly cleansed, and a regular staff assigned 
to them to provide foi their conservancy m the futuro. Exclusive of the bustees 
so treated, it seems that an area of 652 bighas remained outside the operations of 
the special establishment. It is explained that nearly the wholo of this area was 
cleansed for the time by an extra establishment while the Exhibition was open, 
but the work done was not sufficiently thorough to admit of its being placed 
under permanent conservancy arrangements. 

16. Tho structural improvement of the bustees stands on a different 
footing from their conservancy arrangements. Eighteen projects of this 
class wore under tho consideration of the C ommissioners during the year, and 
the following statement shows the stages reached in regard to each of them at 
the cud of the year . —

From the above it appoara that work was completed In one bustoe only, 
via*, Soorteebogan, covering an area of 04 bighas. Ibis project luid been first 
taken in hand by the Bustee Committee in 1881. In four bust eos, with an area 
of 134 bighas, the work was well advanced. In Soortoeliagau, about one mile 
of. roadway waa constructed, nearly half of the coat being paid by tho muni- 
cipality, and tho remainder by tho owners. Sewering to a leugth of 4,055 
feet, and surface drains to the extont of 2,0.»o feet, wore also executed. The 
cost to the municipality cm account of tho Soortcobagan project amounted to 
Rs. 28,767. The cost to tho owners is not known. Tno works executed up to 
the end of the year in the four bust cos, in which some actual progress was 
made, are shown below —

The grant made by the Commissioners for this purpose was Bs. 1,60,000, 
out ox which only Ks. 55,871 was expended. The Commissioners remark 
the expenditure could bo shown at a much higher figure, if certain heavy charges, 
for which provision had been made on account of acquisition .of land and 
salary of special establishment, but which were not actually incurred, be brought 
into the accounts of the year. 

18. During the year under review forty-four tanks were obliterated, 
besides 477 small holes and pits. These were filled up with refuse covered 
over with oarth, and with the materials’ obtained by levelling mounds, and ashes 
and cinders obtained for the cost of carriage from the mills in the oast of the town. 
It is reported tliat Drs. Coates and Harvey, in the course of their inspection 
of ono of the bustees, expressed a doubt whether the ultimate effects of filling 
up all tanks in bustees would not be detrimental to the health of the inhabit- 
ants by facilitating the overcrowding of huts and interfering with the ventila- 
tion of thick ly populated localities. The Commissioners are therefore dispos ed 
to acquire many of tho tanks in future, converting the larger and better frmW 
into small public squares, and filling up only tho smaller and dirtier ones, the 
spaces thus liberated being utilized for bathing-platforms, or for building stables 
for cattle and milch cows 

19. The year was normal in respect of average temperature. January 
was an unusually dry month. The rains came to a close at an e a rli er 
period than usual, and the rainfall of the year was deficient to the extent 
of 17*11 inches as compared with tho mean of the previous 48 years, the most 
defective months in this respect being May and October 1883. The price 
of food was considerably higher than in the previous year. Rice sold at from 
Rs. 4-4 to Rs. 2-8 per maund, according to quality. 

20. Tho number of births registered was 7,655 as o6m pored with 7,500 
of the previous year. The average number for the previous ten. years m 
6,798, but this decennial mean admittedly does not represent correctly the 
annual number of births in the town. The birth-rate was 17*6 per miue as 
compared with 17*4 of the previous year. The Health Officer is of opinion 
that birth registration is still defective, though gradually manif es ting 

of improvement. As compared with European standards, the birth-rate is 
certainly low, but allowance must be made for the floating character of 
the population of Calcutta, where only 33 per cent, are females. Among the 
various races, the recorded birth-rates per mule were —

The Report of the Proteotor of Emigrants for the year 1888-84. 

In the Resolution recorded on the Protector’s report for the y ear 1388484, 
the Lieutenant-Governor took the opportunity of explaining the policy of the 
Bengal Government in regard to colonial emigration. It was stated in 
Resolution that while cordially approving of emigration as benefit^ fJoth to 
those who emigrate and to those that remain at home, the Lieutenant^Govemor 
could do no moro in the way of aiding it, than to see that no obstruction is 
unnecessarily placed in the way of emigration, to encourage the 
among the masses of accurate information regarding the Colonies and the pros- 
pects of coloninl emigrants, and to facilitate the interchange of Communications 
between tho emigrants aud their friends in , India,. During the year under 
review this policy has been kept in view, find rules have now been framed and 
submitted for sanction to the Government of India, whereby it is hoped that full 
effect will bo given to ft' 'With tho object also of securing the health 
and comfort of emigrants, attention was paid during tho year under review to 
fixing the seosonpfor emigration, os it is highly desirable in the interests of all 
concerned ty&V tho voyage . should be made at the most favourable time, and 
that the emigrants should arrive in tho most healthy seasons at the Colonies. 
.The year under report has also boon productive of improvements in the 
treatment of emigrants before embarkation, on board-ship, and in the chief 
colonios to which they resort. 

2. Tho Emigration Agencies at work durintr the year were eight in 
number, as in the preceding year. But Jamaica last year took no labourers, * 
while St. Lucia diet. The British Colonies which imported emigrants were 
Mauritius, Trinidad, Fiji, St. Lucin, Domerara, and Natal. The Dutch 
Colony of Surinam was also in tho field, and the French Colony of Guadeloupe 
made up the total. Tho requisitions for emigrants and the number despatched 
in the last two years wore as follow 
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An inspection of the figures in the preceding table will show how 
the requirements of the Colonies exceeded the supply of labour. Thiswru oe 
more clear]) brought out by the following statement, which shows that while the 
Colonies have been yearly-asking for more labour, they have been getting ima * 
than they want.

last year-is no doubt due in e large measure to tike pressure caused by # 
d efferent harvest. This is an important consideration in an annual renew 
ol tiie emigration operations, which, however, has not received frdm the 
Protector sufficient attention. In future reports the Lieutenant-Governor will 
exppct that this consideration be more fully treated, and that tho interaction of 
colonial and inland emigration, tho one upon the other, be fully discussed. 
Inland and colonial recruiters compete with each other in the labour market, 
and tiie degree of success which each attains is instructive both for the Emigra- 
tion Agencies and for the Government. 

3. It is satisfactory to find that although tho difficulty of procuring 
emigrants, commented on in the Resolution for last year, bccarao more marked 
•during tbo year 1883-84, the conduct of tho recruiters was unusually free 
from blame. Tho number of recruiting licenses granted rose from 57 0 in the 
earlier year to 757 in the past season, showing an incrcaso of 181, while out of 
the greater number, 6 alone were cancelled or withdrawn for misconduct as 
against 16 in 1882-83. No prosecutions appear to liave been instituted. 

4. The total number of emigrants registered during the year was 18,021, 
or, omitting 936 re-registrations in the 24-Porgunnahs, 17,085 ; and distributed 
according to tiie provinces where they were registered, the details are these—

These figures, compared with the corresponding figures for last year, 

S resent no features calling for special attention, oxeept in Oudh And 
lengal. In Oudh there hn& been a considerable falling off, and in 
Bengal and Behar, a very large increase in the number of omigrants. The 
explanation given by the Protector is the early cessation of the monsoon in 
Bengal, which led to partial crop failure ; and this explanation is borne out 
by the circumstance that recruitment was most brisk in Shahabad and Patna, 
which suffered from deficient rainfall, and in Calcutta, when the labour 
market was overstocked. The districts ot recruitment, with tho extent of 
operations in each, are well illustrated in tho report by coloured maps. The 
small extent to which emigration has as yet taken hold on the population will 
be apparent from the facts exhibited in these maps, that the districts of 
Gya, Benares, Allahabad, Fyzabad, Lucknow, Cawnporo, Agra, Aligarh, 
Muttra and Bareilly supply only one emigrant to every 10 000 ‘of the 
people, lho largest proportion is in Shahahud where out of every 
million peoplo 500 emigrated during tho year. As regards their 

registration, the 24-Pergunnahs, Benares and Lucknow come first with 
more than 3 ,000 registrations per million of population, and Patna, Sliahabad, 
A llahabad , Fyzabad, Cawnporo, Agra and Muttra next with above 500 per 
million. 

5. Out of the 18,021 emigrants registered, only 17,592 wore admitted into 
the Calcutta depots, tho balance being accounted for by 222 deaths and desertions 
in the interior, 134 detentions in mofuwdl depAts, and 73 discharges by tho Agents 
on account of unfitness, unwillingness to emigrate, and claims by relatives. These 
rosnlts, representing 2*32 per cent, on the total number registered, are consider, 
ably better than those of the previous year, when the percentage was 5*99. 

J Of tho 37,592 emigrants admitted to tho Calcutta depots, 114 died, 
841 wessons deserted, and 2,422 were rejected by the recruiting agencies for 
one cause or another. Of the remainder, 13,808 persons wore despatched to the 
Colonies The numerical total differs of course from tho number of statute 
adults mentioned in a preceding paragraph. A larger majority of tho coolies 
admitted into the depots were found fit and wilting to emigrate than in tho 
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previous year, and a greater number were ready to volunteer for Other agencies, 
when the agency which recruited them could not despatch them. The depAt 
population enjoyed better health, and the mortality was less; the chief com* 
plaints were, as usual, fever, diarrhoea, dysentery, cholera and chest-affections. 
The Guadeloupe, Surinam and Trinidad depots were again visited with fever 
this year. Last year the Lieutenant-Governor desired the Protector to enquire 
into the sanitary condition of these depdts, and suggest measures for improving 
it. Dr. Grant now attributes the prevalence of the fever to the comparative 
lowness of the sites of these dep6ts along the Garden Reach Road, ana to the 
fact that the growth of mills and other places of business in that locality limits 
the spaco available. Measures have, however, been taken to remedy the 
defects : thus the water-supply has been improved, and better arrangements 
made for bathing-places and latrinos, while other suggestions are now receiving 
the attention of the Agents. 

7. Among the emigrants who embarked were 722 who had previously 
been in the Colonies, chiefly Mauritius and Demerara. No difficulty appears 
to have been found in obtaining the full proportion of 40 women to every 
100 men, and in most coses surplus women were shipped. The emigrants, 
13,80b in number, were despatched in 29 sailing vessels, with an average 
of 476 in each, both figures being in excess of the previous j r ear. On 
four vessels — the j Poona, British Statesman , British Nation , and County of 
Berwick , — the mortality exceeded 3£ per cent. The mortality on board 
the Poona was duo to cholera, but the report furnishes no satisfactory expla- 
nation regarding the cause of the sicknoss on boaid the other ships. One vessel, 
tho Syria , was wieckcd near Fiji, but with the exception of 50, all the 
emigrants, 407 in number, wpro saved. Tho total number of emigrants who 
reached tho Colonies appears to have been about 13,528. 

8. Tho Return emigrants, all from British Colonics, who arrived in 
Calcutta during the year numbered 3,877, or 331 more than the year before. 
They brought with them savings amounting to Rs. 8,21,235, or an average of 
nearly Rb. 212, both figures being far above those for tho preceding year. 
The richest were those from Trinidad and Deyiorara. The health of the 
return vessels appears to have been fairly good. 

9. Dr. Grant held the office of Protector of Emigrants throughout the year, 
and has discharged its duties efficiently.

Tick principal features in the meteorology of the past week have again been rapid reduc- 
tion of pressure and very rapid increase of temperature. 

At the close of the previous week a small area of barometric depression had passed over 
North Bengal towards Purueah and Darjeeling, and this had given rise to moderately general, 
and in some cases rather heavy, ram m some of the districts of East Bengal and in the hill 
districts of North Beugal. These conditions continued on the 28th and 29th, when tne 
depression filled up and the weather cleared. On the 3 1st, however, an area of low pressure 
was developed m Hehar, which on the following day passed into West Bengal, and on the 
second moved to North Bengul. On these two days again rain fell iu moderate quantities m 
the bill districts of North Bengal. 

Pressure*, with some slight exceptions, has fallen steadily throughout the work, and 
while during the previous week it was in most districts slightly above the normal pressure, 
during the past week the avorage pressure, except m Chutia Nagpur, where it has shewn 
an excess of 0 010", has in all cases been below the normal. Thus m South-West Bengal 
the average defcot has been 0 0*34", in South Behar it has been 0 025", in East Bengal 
and South Behar it has equalled 0 015", while m Orissa the defect has only been 0 a ()05." 

Temperature has continued to rise almost throughout the whole week, and except in East 
Bengal it is now decidedly above the normal. TLe rise of temperature during the week, 
and its eoiiHiderable intensity, will be seen from the following table giving the daily maximum 
temperatures at four stations —

Kainfall has been cntii« ly absent during the week in Orissa, North Behar, South 
Behar and Chutia Nagpur One or two isolated showers were reported from South-West 
Bengal, but the only rain all of unpoitaucc has occurred in the Kant and North Bengal 
divisions. Rain in these districts Jell on tho 2Sth and 29th, and m some cases on the 30th, 
while m tho hill districts of Noith Bengal rain again fell on the 1st aud 2nd Iu some 
casts tho rain was heavy, and thus Uuva on the 2nd reported 2 32 inches The rainfall has 
been almost entirely confined to the Dacca, C'onnnillah, and Mymensmg districts in East 
Bengal, and to the Ritngpore, Julpigorce, Cooch Behar, and Darjeeling distru ts in North 
Bengal. The average fall over the whole of East Bengal equalled 0 03 inch, and in North 
Bengal 0 57 inch.

The Hon. Mr. Macaulay presented the Report of the Select Committee on 
the BUI to regulate Ferries m Bengal, and gave notice that he would at the 
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next meeting of the' Council more that the Report he taken into consideration 
in order to the settlement of the clauses of the Bill. i « * 

•«* 

* LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

The Hon. Me Macaulay moved that the clauses of the Bill to extend the 
system of Local Self-Go vern moot in Bei^al he considered for settlement in 
the form recommended by the Select Committee. 

The motion was put and agreed jto. 

The Hon. .Toy Pkokash Lall moved to substitute the word <e Board” for 
the words “ Self-Government ” in line .3 of section 1. He observed that, as he 
had said on the last occasion, the title of the Bill appeared to be a misnomer, and 
the lion, member m charge of tho Bill was good enough to* «£y that he would 
take this |x>iut into eonsi deration. It seemed to him that “ Bengal Local Boaijds 
Act of lb8o ” would be a suitable title, and would stand side by side with 
the Bengal Municipal Act of 18b4, one working in tho town and the other in 
the mofussd, and discharging almost tho same functions. In the North-Western 
Provinces they had Distant Boards us well as Local Boards, and yet the Act 
was designated the “ Local Boards Act.” lfo hojied that this measure would 
ultimately load to the revival of the old punclmyot system which prevailed in 
early times. 4 # 

Tho Hon. Mr. Macaulay had nothing to say with reference to this 
motion, beyond that tho fact that the North-Western Provinces having a Bill, 
which provided for tho establishment of* both Lbcal Boards und District Boards, 
procooued to call it the Local Boards Act, did not seem to hint to 1)6 a sufficient 
reason for changing the titffi of this Bill. In this Bill the District Board was 
the unit on which tho Bill proooedod ; the question of Local Boards below the 
District Board was a subsidiary question. There might* bo districts in which* 
there would bo District Boards without any Local Boards, and therefore the title 
proposed would be a misnomer. He thought that the title ot the Bill was the 
best available under the circumstances, although -ho himself was not wholly 
satisfied with it. 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The II on. dor Prokami Lall, by leave of the Council, mmod tho follow- 
ing amendments m sections 3 and 0 together: — 

Insert tho woidu “hi Local Hoard ” after tho word “District flood ” lit line 8 of the 
flint pai agrtiph of section <1 

Section 0. — lu lino 1 of section 0, substitute “ may ” for “shall/* 

In line 3, substitute “ anj ” for “ every M 

In I mu 4, substitute “ shall *’ for “ may ” 

In line substitute “ o,\ cry*” for ** any ” . 

OmP the proviso of this suction * 

This 1 amendments, lie said, were based on the consideration that, tho 
Local Board should be tho unit pf administration and not mere agents of the 
District Boards. From his cxpci icnce as a member of a District Hoad Oss 
Oommitteo and of Bruich Pommittocs, ho saw that too much money and energy 
w eie spent to meet tho wants of tho people of the sudder station, or hoac{- 
quartw* of a distinct, while tho wants of tho inhabitants of the interioxof 
the district weie neglected. At or around tho suddoi station there would be 
found good metalled roads, but in rural villages there was hardly a road so 
to speak of, .and in the rainy season tho roads in some villages simply be cam e 
imputable, though it. was the agricultural population who chiefly paid tho 
Hoad Goss. The tune hod sproly come when tho Government should look fe 
the wants of the agricultural population ; they required better roads for 
"ff unsporting " 1 ttT? v '“pPudtttiBv^ fu.eU‘ lands ^to -the chief marts of tho country. 

The wants of tho towns or sudder stations' might well he loft to the municipa- 
lities to attend tnf it was the wants of the rural population that deserved 
'greater attention of the Government officials. He thought that * instead of 
eentraliamg all tho executive work in the hands .of the District Board, it 
would be better if it were distributed among Local or Sub- Divisional Boards 
all over the district. In almost every sub-division there woqld he found 
many intelligent persons on or near tho spot who would bo only too glad to 
undertake t!*o work, and by establishing such “Local Boards ' r the scheme - 
would be rendered a success, There-woula be a fair distribution of work, 
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what Tyas wanted was mat the funds at the disposal of the District Committee 
Boards, as in the Bill, should be spent by Local Boards and Union Committees. 
Let die District Board be the centre for supervision, control, and advice, and 
for doing such business, as the Local Boards could not do, such as making 
railways, tram wavs, steam communications, or joining in joint Committees with 
other districts. The original Bill was framed iu a more liberal spirit, but the 
present Bill was too narrow and had been generally condemned as such; any 
one who had studied rural fife woufd had that there was a vast difference 


between the mode of living and thought of the town and village people.' So 
if too whole administration was placed in the hands of the District Board,’ 
the scheme would, he feared, fail. 


The Hon Mb Macaulay said ho did not propose to follow the hon. 
member in all the remarks he hud mado, but he wouldvmerely point out that if 
the Council adopted the words of the amendment, the Bill would «liave to be 
reconstructed afresh, and there had been enough in the way of reconstruction 
of this Bill already, aftd he did not think anything had been said which would 
induce the Council to allow any more. It hod been decided that it should bejeft 
to the District Board to determine and appoint the establishments to be employed 
under it) and th&t included establishments* under Local Boaids, Local Boards 
not being corporate bodies. In the same way, the duties and powers of Local 
Boards had not been detailed, as they were made the agents only of the District 
Board. But under the amendment it would bo necessary to define separately 
the duties and*powers, first of Unionp, then of Local Boards, and then of Dis- 
trict Boards. * 


The motion for the ameudment of section ft was put and negatived, and 
the motions for the amendment of section 0 were by loavo withdrawn. 

Colonel the IIon. S. T. Tkevob moved that in section 3, after the proviso 
of this section, the following further proviso be inserted 


“ Provided further that if such office shall he abolished or a now appointment mado in 
rospeot. thereof, compensation pension or gratuity shall be paid from the District Fund to 
any person not being a servant of the ttovernnumt who may be doprived of such office, and 
the amount of such pension or gratuity shall be calculated in aa-oidanoe with any rules made 
under the provisions id suction lttb of the Cess Act. 1*80 ; or if no such rules have been made, 
the amount shall bo calculated in accordance with the rules regulating the paymont of com- 
pensation pensions ami gratuities to uneovenautod servants of the U-ovornment ” 

He said he did not think it was necessary for him to dotain the Council by 
explaining this amendment at any great length*. The object of the amendment 
was obvious on the face of it, namely, to provide for the payment of pension or 
gratuitv by way of compensation for loss of appointment to any of the employes 
of tho Road Cess Committees whose appointments hiight bo abolished, or whose 
services might be dispensed witb..urtder the operation of tho now Local Self- 
Government Bill. Ilo thought hon. members would admit that it was only fair 
and in accordance with the custom of the Government sexyicc that men should 
receive compensation when, they wore deprived of their moans of livelihood 
without any fault of their own, ami he imagined it was only by oversight time 
someprovision of teis nature was omitted iyorn the original bill. 

The amendment which he was moving to introduce would, ho trusted, have 
another effect besides' providing for the payment of compensation to men who 
were deprived of their appointments, .lie trusted it would have the effect of 
iT\ahfng District Boards weigh carefully whether any man's discltarge was really 
necessary under this Act — that it u outd make them reflect before burdening the 
District Fund with the payment of gratuities. He hoped when this Act came 
into force it would have the effect of giving something Ijke permanence to the 
establishments of District Boards. Hitherto these Local 1* und establishments 
under, the Bond Cess Committees had been in a very unsettled* condition. They 
had luftcL&s jt were, a sword hanging over them for the last five years. 'll*© 
last Casa Act* was passed In 1880, and section 132 of that Act provided that all 
the District Engineers appointed before it was passed should he required to 
, vacate their appointments two years after tin? passing of the Act, on the 1st 
October 1882 ; bpt that they should bo eligible for re-appointment. Therefore, 
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all through those two year*' these gentlemen had Eyed in dr&ad of being 
turned out of their appointments. Before those two years expired the new 
Local Self-Government scheme was started, so when the 1st October 18*2 
an ivied, instead of being finally discharged or permanently re-appointed accord- 
ing to the intention of the Cess Act, it was deemed expedient to re-appoint 
them provisionally and as a .temporary measure, subject to any change w the 
constitution of the office of District Engineer which might be decided on 
under the Local Self-Government scheme. He would read to the Council the 
ciicnlur which was issued at the time: — 


"With reference to tho circular from this office on-the subject tof the rc-appointrnent of 
Distract Engiue«r» lu tho*e cases in which the offioo would become vacant on the 1st October 
next under tho provisions ol section 132 of Act IX of 1880, 1 am directed to inform you that 
it is not improbable that some change wdl he made m the constitution of District Hoad Cess 
Committals by the legislation that will have to he adopted with reference to the Local Self- 
Government scheme now under consideration, and »he Lieutenant-Governor therefore sanc- 
tions the re-appointment of the gentlemen named below, only as a temporary measure, subject 
to anv chim^e m tho constitution of the office of District Engineer that may he decided on ’» 

Ho might remind the Council that when the Local Self-Government Bill 
was originally introduced, it was in contemplation to abolish District Boards, 
and to make Local Boards the administrative unit ; therefore at that time it 
seemed probable that the office of District Engineer would be abolished 
altogether. The present Bill, hovfever, provided for a District Board and 
for District Engineers, and there was no rdhson why most of the present 
District Engineers should not bo retained in their appointments At the same 
time ho recognized the expediency of giving* tho new District Boards that 
wore to bo constituted under this Act the option of retaining the old men or 
appointing new. And so long as due care and discrimination wero shown in 
the exercise of this option, and compensation was given to men whoso services 
wero dispensed with, he did not think there should he any reasonable grounds 
for complaint against the operation of the Bill. 

H« had had a statement prepared showing tho strength of the Road Cess 
establishment, and he found the number of** mon employed to be 222. Of 
these *10 wore Government servants, viz, 10 District Engineers and C subor- 
dinates ; 4 were Government pensioners, viz. 3 District Engineers and 1 
subordinate, and tho remaining 202 were persons unconnected with Govern- 
ment. Of the latter, 20 wero District Engineers, 137 were subordinates, and 
36 wrro accountants. Now he vonturod to hope that the great bulk of this large 
establishment would bo re-employed by tho new jiistrict Board. 'I hey had 
bison working well and gaining, experience, and it would be difficult to r< place 
them. But there would bo some few mon, no doubt, whose services would lie 
dispensed with, and they ought to be compensated. He found that none of 
the men had served so long as 15 years, which was the minimum service to 
entitle them to pension , They would, therefore, only bo able to claim 
gratuity at tho rate of a month’s pay for every, year’s service. His reason foi 
introducing into tho wording of * the amendment the expression li compen- 
sation pensions or gratuities ” was that that was a sort of technical term used 
9 in the Civil Pension Codo. ’ • 

* 1 he amendment was put and agreed to. 

The Hon. Kumar Bajkanto Nath Dk moved that in line 3 of section 7 
the word l< fifteen ” bo* substituted for the word “ nine.” Ho said that his 
object in proposing this amendment was to widen the basis of the District Board. 
t A repi oaen tat ire Board m a large .district with only four elected members 
^ could not be strong, nor could it command tnfet confidence of the community 
which- TfcNVs* .desirablo it should The object of the Bill was to place a 
reasonable amouut of power in the handfe of tbtr people, and this could not satis- 
factorily bo effected* if tho number of tlieir representatives was extremely 
limited. It was, moreover, well known that large communities could not exist 
anywhere without givingf rise to parties more or -less antagonistic to each 
other, and the selection of members from one or two parties opt of several 
could not but give rise to very unpleasant cmisemiences.^ This ^ subject 
gave riso to much discussion in this Council when the Slofussil Municipal Bill 
was under consideration last year, $nd some placos were deprived of the power 
of eieoting their own Chairman simply on the ground ^ the existence of 
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strong party 'teaKng.* The aagtaartst apjdtd ‘m anl 4» Diatriat BwM« u * 
to Mmaegtl Committees, trt the evil appeared' 

to him tovioen the fifUef taction sad i wwwBW aoctl 

ill tike leading pvnai. Xoiwl«,<ilw m «m oM LmA fiiNliimwt 
and noceasnrily implied * wider distribq&ra of power than, whet , obtained 
before ;.*and un de the Bead Gees Committees. widen tile Btard wee to replace 
contained more member* ’than uuje in efiwh ^ata, it wee bat m eet juid 1 
pn^tr th«t thd'Bpard should hare a larger number thin what obtained? in 
tiioee Committees. He admitted that the law fixed only the minimum 
number, fad that it was left to the Government to permit a larger number *, 
but it wotld be much more satisfactory to the people if the minimum were 
fixed by law at a higher, figure. As the District Boards would* be located at 
the wader stations, and thealam of men to be elected would be the same as 
that which represented the Road Qess Committees, he did not at all appre- 
hend any want of qualified candidates, and the hon. member in charge 
of the Bui had already borne;testimony to the readiness of the people to work 
for their common interest. He trusted, therefore Chat hon. members wduld 
' see bo objectioirito the adoption* of the amendment. 

The Hon. Aboool Judbeb said bo ’objected to this amendment. There 
were many districts in Bengal in which it would be difficult to establish Boards, 
of qualified persona’ if the number was raised higher. The section empowered 
the JLiflutenant-Governor to fix any number he thought fit above the minimum, 
and he had every reason to believe that in fixing the number for each distript 

* His Honor would take all the circumstances into consideration. 

The Hon. Mb. Macaulay said that, notwithstanding what had fallen from 

* the Kon. mover of the amendment, he was unable to accept it. He maintained 
what be said on a previous occasion regarding the interest ‘which had been 
displayed by tl fe people in the municipal elections which had* taken .place. 
But .that did not touch the question at issue. As the hon. jnember opposite ‘ 
(Moulvie Abdool Jubber) had* pointed out, the minimum putnber of nine had 
been fixed in reference to backward districts; and it was extremely likely that, 
the nUmber would be considerably raised in dkore advanced places under the 
.discretion vested in the Lieutenant-Governor. Hq hoped this explanation 

would satisfy the hon. mover of the amendment. . , 

* The motion was put and negatived. . 

The Hon. Human Baieanto Nath Db said that, since sending in the notice 
of the second amendment on section 7 which stood against his name, it had 
struck him that two of the provisos to this section might be allowed to stand, 
lie therefore solicited His Hbnor the President’s permission to take up his 
motion to omit the provisos separately. He objected to the first proviso, 
because *it disqualified a distriot for election on 'the ground of some pi its sub- 
divisions being in a backward state. This, it struck him, was not fair. There 
w ere unquestionably many good and trusty men in the sudder station of every, 
district, and he saw no valid reason to deprive a district of the privilege of 
election because ‘of the backwardness of some of its sub-divisions. The punish- 
ment at first sight als<vfeppe&red heavy. Out.of st total of 47 or 4B districts under 
’ the government of His Honof, only 17 he saw were declared to be fit for the 
extension of the principle of election, and 30 or 31 were put under an embargo. 
He confessed that hi# experience of the different district* of Bengal and 
Behar was limited, but from all he knew he could confidently assert that 
at least some of the excluded ones were by no means less advanced # than thdse 
which had been favoured. For instance, be could conceive no prinoiple of 
justice which would give the privilege of election to Bankoora and deny it to 
Mymenstng or Bhqgulpore gr Gya. To the best of'his information and belief, 
the last three wefe much more* thickly peopled by wealthy, influential, ana 
'intelligent residents than the former He held oosides, bs he had already slated 

* In support of his first motion, that there was Vo sudder station where 

the prmciple of election could not be safely introduced,* and he begged 
to propose therefore that the clog devised . in - the proviso uudor notice be 
•amoved. 0 • 

Hie Hon. Mb. Maoaulat said that the hon. member was under some 
visapprehensipn on two points. First* he said it was not right "that a distriot 
jhoiiiyi be deprived of tike privilege of election because some of its 
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sub divisions were in a 'backward state. But the lion. member had not observed 
that the first proviso only referred t<3 districts in which there were no Local 
Boards. If there were any Local BoafAs in the district, then* this proviso 
would not apply. The criticism that because 6ne or two. sub-divisiops were 
precluded from having Local Boards the district would be deprived of the 
privilege of election, w&s wholly erroneous. Then with regard td, s udder 
stations, the hon. member said that, though the interior of a district might be 
m a backward condition, there' wpre always in the sudder station many persons 
of intelligence and position who were fit to be elected. The question, however, 
was not whether there were people who were fit to be elected, .buk whether 
these were people who wore fit to elect them, and tlie Government Would be at 
least as well aide to select members to sorve on the Board as a number of 
ignorant people Who had probably never heard the names of half of them. 

The motion to oimt tlio first proviso to lection 7 having been put to- the 
vote, the Council divided

So the motion was’ negatived. 

• The Hon. 'K truvu Baikanio Nath I)e moved that the sefcond proviso of 
section 7 bo omitted Its governing principle, ho said, was the proportion 
of one*htilf,” and that ho thought was objectionable. It made the whole 
Qchomo of Self-Government a mockery. With a clear majoiity of official or 
appointed members, there could be nothing of “ selt " left in the scheme* He 
was sure it was His Honor’s wish to give some administrative power to the 
peopfe,' and, not to make them appear on the Board as mere dummies , and 
seeing that His Honor had already extended the proportion of twothirds 
to the case of municipalities, he hoped Ills tionoi would see no objection to the 
omission of tnis proviso whuh he proposed in order to eh*ar the way for the 
proportion of one-third for official members which he intended to move in con- 
nection with the last proviso of tho .section under notice. He believed that the 
security for tho duo Jim barge of business would depend entirely on the rules 
which the JLJoutonant-Goveiiior would frame under section 130, and ft would 
be m reality be quite immaterial whether the relative proportion wete one- 

i hud or one-half. Everything would depend upon the length of tho tether 
w’jiioli Ills Honor, would permit.; but in tho face of the ostentatious name 
>t “ Self-Government " ho thought it would look well if* the proportion lie 
ironosod wore adopted. , * 

. * The Hon. Mr Reynolds observed that the lion, member had overlooked ’ 
he fact that- tho proviso required that; not* leas than onc-lialf the members should 
>e elected ; that 4 would really admit 6f the whole number of thq Board 
icing elocted if tho Liouteuant-Govcmor thought fit. 

* Tho Hon Mr. Mach: lay said that tho hoii’ble member who had fhoved 
ho amendment had probably, overlooked the fact that the effect of omitting 
his proviso would be to roiuovo’ tho safeguard that at least one-half of the 
Wdnmst consist of elected members wheruvot Lqpal Boards had been estab- 
jsliJt tp-through < >ut* the district. As had already been pomfed out, it would-be 
put.o posiubfiTf hat uuderthis provision all the* members of a District Board 
uiglit bo elected, and it would no doubt be the object of the Government to 
vork up as far tfe might be feasible to that point. The object herd was to 
ecure at least one-half of the Members being elected, and . the Government 
night work up to as laige a number ns might be found practicable. 

The motion to omit the second proviso was put and negatived. 

The Hon. Kumar Baikamto Nath De by leave withdrew the motions, of 
vhich he had given notice, to omit the third and fourth provisos of this section.

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The Hox. Kumar Bai junto Nath De moved that* in the fourth 
proviso of section 7 the Words “one-third” be substituted “far one-half.” 
After what he had said as to the relative proportion of official ’and non-official 
members, he need not tpke up the time of the Council by spying anything in 
support of this motion. • * * 

Tire Hon. Mom . vie Abdul Jubbi r opposed this amendment. • He observed 
that salaried servants of the Government bad generally better knowledge of 
local jiff airs and of the requirements of the district in w Inch they were employed 

* than other persons, 'arid if a further restriction was ptft on their appointment, it 
would deprive the District Board of some valuable members: the ’District 
Superintendent of Police, the Civil Surgoon, aud the Deputy Col loo to A in 
charge of the road eess would, be useful members of District Boards 

The Hbv Mij Macaulay pointed out what would bo the practical, result of 
this amendment if it were earned* out. It would lx? observed that at least 
one-half of the members of the District Board would bo elected. If tho .amend- 
ment was cuiriod it Would necessarily follow that only ono*u\th of the total 
numlier of meuihois might bo salaried officers of the Uo\ eminent. 'Where, for 
instance, the I’oard consisted of 15 members, under the opeiation of the pro- 
posed rule ohlv two could be salaried officer* of the Government. In working 
the section of the Municipal Act after the recent elections, even the restriction 
there had been found in some cases just as much as the Government Could 
manage to work with, and had the restriction been greater they would havo * 
been compelled to exclude Civil Surgeons, tholieud masters of schools, aud others 

* possessed of local knowledge and held in respect iu the district. liven as this 
Bill stood, only two out of !5 members -would probably bo salaried servants of 
Government, and the effect of the amendment would be to compel the Govern- 
ment to proceed more cautiously in increasing the number to be ^elected. Ho 
did not know whether the lion, member had considered the effect of the amend- 
ment he proposid It would affect serlbusly the working of tile Hoard and tie 
the hands of the Government in respect of the further application of the* 
principle of Local Self-Government. 

•'Jlie motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon, Kumar Baikanto Nath Db by lenvo withdrew tho motion, of 
which ho had given notice, to omit the words if any” in the penultimate 
■ paragraph of section 7. 

The Hon Joy PkoRasii Liu, by h ave withdrew the motions, of which ho 
had given notice, for the amendment of section 7. • # 

The 11 on. Mil MacDoxnh.l moved to substitute in clause (c), section 9, the, 
wor^s “five handled rupees” for 'the words “ two humfrod rupees,” aqd id 
sub-section <i of the same section to omit the words “or holds a certificate 
as a pleader or mukhtear.” He said that perhaps it would meet die wishes of 
the Council, as he thought it would fat dilate business, if ho explained once for 
all the reasons wdiiclt induct'd him to bring forward both thefte amendments 
Both were ‘based on’ the same principle and both had tho same object in view, 
namely, the restriction of the ftanehiso, as far os Local Boards werb concerned, 
to the more substantial members of the crfinmuriity Pci haps lie might lie por- 

•mitted. to explain that it was through no feeling of opposition. to the principle 
of the Bill that he moved these amendments Indeed, he might say that ho • 
accepted the principle of the Bill as Wise and statesmanlike under the preseut 
circumstances of these provinces. Ho might also be permitted to soy that bo 
had always endeavoured, while in charge of a district, to give to tho principle 
of local* self-government as largo a development oa under the circumstances it 
was possible to give it. Ilis lion, friend in charge of tho Bill, when presenting 
the Report of the Select •Committee, paid him a compliment upon that point 
which,* looki/ig to his (the speaker’s) attitude in respect of this provision of the 
Bill, he might without egotism appropriate to himself Therefore he caiuo be- 
. fore the Council with a certnin recommendation as having himself always been 
in favour of the principle oPLocal Self-Government and having thought that its 
development was called for by the circumstances of the time. It was because 
he thought that section 9 of the Bill did not give to the principle tho .fullest 
measure of fair play that he proposed his amendment. Thb strongest argu- 
ments which had been advanced both in that Council ami in the pubKo press 
against the principle of Local Self-Government wore in tho nature of appeals to 
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the . backwardness ol the classes whom they were inviting to assist them in 
managing their own Affairs. Race hostility, caste distinctions, class differences, 
all these had $cen appealed tq as reasons for not giving effect to this generous 
policy. He waa quite, aware that there were some ( gentlemen who despised 
warnings of this Sort and who drew -their inspiration more from the liberalism 
of the west than from the lessons to be gained from the history of their own 
country during centuries of despotism and unu|wakenod political intelligence. It 
was- true that many changes* were going on around them ; old methods of 
thought were yielding place to new idea?, old habits and customs were* being* 
.transformed under the salvents of modem progress. If this Council were 
Wferthy of the pbsition which they held, they must also advance with the times. 
But to whom were they to appeal to nurse this new life to a healthy and robust 
muturitjr ? Were they to appeal to those who as yet themselves felt no throb* 
bings of the new life or saw no flush of the new dawn in the intellectual sky ? 
Wefo-they to appeal to those raiyats who with difficulty earned a precarious 
subsistence from a constantly diminishing modicum of land ? Were they to 
appeal to* the multitude to whom knowledge was yet a sealed book ? It was 
because the answer to these questions shoqld be given in the negative .that he 
brought forward this amendment. He' thought that the Road Cen qualification 
of Re, 1 was a good qualification. He was once disposed to think it # too high, 
hut on consideration he thought it the best they could adopt ; for if a man paid 
Re. 1 Road Cess ho must pay Hs. 04 rent, and that implied, on the average of 
rent payable in these provinces, - a holding of 20 acres of land. The net 
income of the ryot holding 20 acres of land would not on the average be lessi 
than Rb. 400 per annum ; for the gross value of the produce in grain or cereals 
of an acre of land was usually about lis 40 while the cost of production need not 
be taken at more than half that sum. The net profit would thus be lis. 20 per 
acre or Rs. 400 for a 20 acre holding. A ryot with such an incomd would be a 
respectable, substantial man, And you A>uld ask him to vote. In like manner 
the license-tax qualification was also fair,' as it represented an income 
of Rs. 600. ’There was, however, a third qualification of Rs. 240, which 
Mr. MaADonnell did not think justifiable For not only did ho think that there 
should be a uniformity in the qualifications ; but he also thought it essential 
that no qualification should have the effect of neutralizing anothor. If the 
receipt of an income of Hs. 500 was considered necessary in the cases already, 
mentioned, this Rs. 240 qualification should he increased.* If au income 
of Rs % 240 was sufficient in this case, then the others should be lowered. 
Uniformity in the qualifications being desirable, ho thought they should rather 
leyol up than levof down These qualifications were maxima. The Lieutenant- 
Governor retained the power of reducing them if necessary, and he -frould 
remind the Council that it was much easier to advance in a matter of this des- 
cription than to go back If it was found that the experiment answered all 
expectations, * it would bo easy to lower the franchise; but it \vould * be an 
invidious task to raise it, even should the experiment prove unsatisfactory. 
It would ho hotter, therefore, to proceed cautiously, to appoal in the first* 
instance to. a high class of intelligence and stake in the country, and, if that 
answered expectations, to lower the franchise afterwards. • That was the . 
course winch, had been followed m England. The franchise was at first given 
to, comparatively speaking, a few. It was extended to a larger number as the 
Country advanced in prosperity and general «nlightpmnentf These were the 
grounds upon which he (Mr. MaclKmnell' based tho first portion of his motion. 
Ho understood from the hon motnber in charge of the Bill that one reason for 
the qualification of Rs. 240 was that, if it was not retained, a very respectable 
class of Government pensioners would probably b$ excluded. That was not an 
argu ment or an objection which struck Mr. .MacPonnell at first ; but. he # was 
willing to conft'ss that lt-desorved attention, and if he was not oift of order, he 
would propose to* meet it by adding to tho Rs. 500 qualification the words* “ or 
having been in the public service had drawn.a salary from the State of Rs. 500* 
during the three years preceding his retirement.” Tliis would bring in the 
Government pensioner who, in his experience, exercised a healthy and whole- 
some influence in tho district. On this point he could speak from personal 
exppwence as Collector of Sarun, from which district a number of recruits for 
tho army was drawn. Native Officers after retirement settled down and # held a 
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most respectable petition, and it aus desirable oij every ground that lunch 
persons should possess the fran'chise. It certainly blight be said with truth that 
sueh native officers did not depend on their pensions (done ; they held land, 
and possibly would have a vote even under a Rs. 000 qualification ; but he 
(Mr. MacDonnell) was willing to make sure that they Should have votes even if 
for that end it was necessary to go below a pension of Rs 20 per month. 

With regard to pleaders and mooktesrs ho admitted that a University 
degree was a proper qualification , but ho did not see w hv because a man was a 
plead dr or a numkhteai , but not a graduate, ho should have the franchise. 
•He need hardly say, that he hold the legal profession m respect, but ho thought 
that if the educational qualification did not apply, legal practitioners should 
be subject to the money qualification of Rs. 500, whieh would suffice to include 
all the respectable members of the profession lie snw no reason why a niookh- 
tcar, independent of the amount of his earnings, should lie admitted and not a 
native doctor or a school muster who did not happen to be a graduate. Under 
the#© circumstances, lie thought that the f i anchisc was being unduly lowered* 
bv admitting, ii respective of anv property # qualification, particular classes o£ 
persons, whose characteristics might b*» empty pockets and glib ttfhgnes. *lfo 
put it; to the Council that in . tins first experiment they ought to appeal to 
the* intellect and substantial interests of the country, and when they found that 
succeed then to appeal to a wider constituency. 

Thu Hon. Moulvik Abdul JumiEg observed that for the sake of avoiding 
inconsistency he was of opinion that the first amendment proposed ‘by the hon. 
member ougnt to be mode. 

Tho*Hon. Mb Macaulay said he was suro other hon. members, in common 
with himself, had listened with much interost to the warning which the hon. 
mover of the amendment had given them, and to the arguments which ho had 
adduced in support of his amendment, hut lie* thought that theme remarks 
ought properly to lead to a different conclusion. He understood tho hon. 
member maintained that in tho essay tho Council was making they should 
look for support to the intelligence and education of the country, and if his 
remarks had been followed by nu amendment to raise the qualification for 
cultivators, Mr. Macaulay could havo understood them ; but the key-stony of 
his argument was uniformity as regards tho actual amount of income. His argu- 
ment was that because, under tjie property qualification for road cess, a man was 
supposed to earn about Rs. 500 a your, ami because under (he minimum for 
license t%x ho was also earning Rs 500, therefore the Council should fix a 
qualification of about Its 500 for incomes from other sources Mm. Macaulay 
might explain that tho object of tho Select Committee m taking payment 
of license- *ax as a qualification was to make it easy for all hut petty traders to 
clainfc tho right to voio without going through a fresh process of -proving 
income, a process from which they would shrink and which they wopld cer- 
tainly regdbil with suspicion. Hgd it not been for that, wo could have recog- 
nized two classes of income only — incomo from land, and' income from other 
sources than land. And he ruaiptuiued that it was not only unobjectionable 
but most appropriate that they should recognize a difference in tho sources f 
income, and say that a lower income should be admitted us a qualification in 
regard to the se- ond class of incomes than in regard to tho first. What wo 
desired to secure in our voters was local knowledge and interest, and intelli- 
gence. It had been considered that if a man derived about Rs. 500 a your 
frpm land he had a local interest so substantial that lie could be admitted to tho 
franchise- without further enquiry as to intelligence. Rut. there was another 
class whose income was supplemented by their intelligence 1 Lis hon. friend 
had recognized this in his reference to Government pensioners. Hut there 
were others. Mb. Macai i.ay maintained that if a man earned Ks. 240 a year 
by the exercise of his faculties, whether as a elerk or the Icsrfcc ^ of a ferry, 
or if he had come into possession of. Government securities which gave him an 
income ‘of Rs. 240 a year, such a man certainly was as well qualified to vote 
for a member of a Local Board as a respectable rayat who earned Rs. 500 a 
year by driving a pair of bullocks across 20 acres of land. Any proposal made 
for uniformity would have the effect either of making the one qualification too 
high or the other too low. If the qualification from sources other than land 
was fixed at Rs. 500, then the qualification from land would have to be raised 
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to Hr. 1,000. From this point of view Mu Macaulay wouRd not have bo much 
objection to the amendment* of the Hon Joy Prokash Lull as to the amend- 

• ment now' before the Council, because it would always be in the power of 
Government to reduce the limit of income which it would contemplate. It 
seomed to him that the income qualification from sources other than land should 
certainly bo lowci thun that fipm land, and that the very uniformity for which 
the hon member pleaded was the strongest argument against it. 

With regard to tho second amendment, Mu. Macaulay observed that this 
was a question not of a person filling the responsible position of a member of 
a Hoard, but of exercising the faculty of discernment in voting, and ho did not 
think it was sale to*Huy that a pleader or mookhtear was not fit to vote because 
he was not cam mg Ks 40 a month The policy of an educational qualifica- 
tion, <ouplcd with some guarantee of local knowledge end interest, had been 

* deliberately adopted, and he submitted that a man who had been able to 
sccuro a ccitilicate as a niookbtcar or pleader might faiily be considered 
•intelligent enough to givo a vote. Bor these masons Mx. jMacaulay was unable 
to suppott the amendment. 

* • The 1I<*\. Ma MacDonnell said he did not think the mam argument had 

been touched His mam argument was that this was an experiment, and it 
being an experiment, the Council ought to proceed as cautiously and; as 
tentatively as was consistent with the object of giving a fair measure of 
representation. He had pointed out that they were in the dark as to 
. the success of the expoiiment His hon. friend, in tho coufrse of a pre- 
vious debate, icfeired to the success of the municipal elections. Mu. M u- 
Donnell admitted that the municipal scheme, as far asi t had gone, Had been 
successful, but it. had only bosn m opeiation a few months, and it was rather 
early to claim perfect and entiio success such as would justify the extension 
of the fianchise to tho huge classes included m thru Bill Ho maintained 
that a man who earned Us. 120 A month, not from bade or agriculture, hut by 
tho exercise of his wits, wns not a man who should be allowed the franchise. 

I The Hon. Mu. Macaulay obseivod that there was no reason why it 
should not be diawn from trade. Tho license-tux qualification had been 
udopted for the put pose of bringing in u paiticulai class of trtideis, but other 
tractors could come m unclei clause (c )J. 

Tho 1 Ion. Mk MacDonnell continued. — Then tho sweetmeat-seller or 
huckster at the corner of a street, who knew nothing about the requirements of 
tho distnet, would be admitted to tho franchise They should have persons who 
had a substantial stake in the country, who were intelligent, and who could be 
exnected to exercise the right of voting properly. Of course his hon.* friend 
said it was nieiely giving a vote, but in doing so tho voter exercised a 
responsible , function, and tho Council ought to see from « priori leasons, where 
practical expeiience did not oxist, that ho was m a position to exercise tho 

function ^noperly. , * 

Tho IIo>. Mu. M AeDorf nell’s amendment on clause (c) of section 9 having 
boon put'to the vote, tho Council divided : —

500 fioin land, and tlieiefoio the payment 
of Ks 10 road ce»s would imply an income of about Its 5,000, from land.

Tho Hon Mu. MacDonntll moved that in sub-section (3) of section 13 tho 
words “or holds u certificate as a pleader or nmokhtoar ” bo omitted As 
ho had already expressed Ins views upon tho point, Mu MauDonni.i.i, would 
not detuin the Council further than to point out that a qualification which 
might ho thought a desirable qualification for voting was uot necessarily a . 
• desirable qualification for the membership of tho Local Hoard A higher 
grade of intelligence and a larger stako in +ho countiy were necessary in this 
experiment foi members than for Voters. 

*The lloN. Mr. Macaulay observed that tho education , and property 
qualifications should he takVn to hang together. If it was proposod here 
to make education pure and simple a qualification for election, ho would have 
supported this amendment, but the principle was that with tho property 
qualification there should bo intelligence to fit a person' for bking a momber 
at’ a Board ; and having accepted that principle, it was thought that a man 
qualified educationally m a certain way and also qualified m tlm otlici way 
by being a member of a joint undivided family, should ho held to ho eligible 
for election. If property was taken as tho basis it was only logical to say 
that education added to it was sufficient. Ho thought there would ho a 
danger of injuring to a considerable extent the success of tho mcasuro if they 
adopted anything which would tend to exclude pleaders from serving as 
members of the Board. , 

*The Hon. Mr. MacDoxnlll was disposed to confine Ins amendment to 
the exclusion of mooktears if that would induce Ins hon friend to accept 
it. It was true that tho older -class of pleaders were not always gxaduutcs, but 
the vounger race of pleaders were usually graduate*, and this token in conjunc- 
tion^ with the joint family qualification would go a long way to secure local 
interest and i ntellegence. Hut as t'otoookhtears, in his experience thdy were not 
well educated, and vory many of them wor<-. impecunious men of no standing 
m or credit to their profession, no would with the permission of tho Council 
confine his amendment to tiie omission of thg words “ or Mookteay.” 
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The motion having been put, the following votes were recorded—

He said it was intended that tho proportion of one-half Government ser- 
vants should only apply to cases where all ttie members of tlio Local Board were 
appointed. Tins amendment was proposed utter consideration by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, and if it was adopted it would do away with a great deal of 
difficulty m regard ‘to the* scheduled districts. Some distints had been omitted 
from that schedule because, as all the Local' Boatds would hold together the 
Lieutenant-Governor would be compelled to givo the elective franchise to all 
tho Boards .in a remote district if he gave it to any; other districts had boon 
included, although one or two sub-divisions m them woro not so advanced as 
the others. 'J ho effect of the amendujent would lie that whenever tho Lieu- 
ten an t-Govornor was satistiod that any sub-division of a district was fitted for 
tho exercise of tho elective franchise, he might bestow the privilege on tha t 
Sub-division without waiting until the whole district was prepared tor it. 

Tho motion was put and agroed to. 

Tho IIon. Jov Pkokash Lall by leave withdrew tlu> motion, of which he 
had given notice, to substitute “ one-third ” for “ one-half ” in the proviso of 
section 15. 

Tho IIon. Kitmar Boikanto Nath I)e moved that in the proviso of sec- 
tion 15 et one-third” he substituted for “one-half ” He said that the arguments 
in favour of this amendment wore the same as those which he had urged in 
support of his last amendment. 

The Hon. Mr. Macaulay explained that this section applied oply to. the 
case of backhand districts, in which tho Government appointed all tho members 
of the Local Board. m 

Tl\p motion was put and negatived. 

The IIon. Joy Pkokash Lall by leave withdraw the motion, of which he 
had given notice," that tho words “ but such term shall not be less than three 
years ” bo inserted after “ relation” in tho last lino of paragraph 2 of section 16. 

The II on. Joy Prokasii Lam* moved that in section 17, line 10, the 
words “and shall not be re-elected until the expiration of the term for which 
he would have held the offieo but for his resignation” be omitted. This restric- 
tion, he said, was unnecessary, because when a man hud resigned of his own 
accord and was again willing to servo am^ people chose to re-elect him, he 
did not soo why such a person should be debarred from serving again. 

The Hon. the Aovocai l-Glnkkal considered the restriction was very neces- 
sary Oif a recent occasion he thought that, nooqrding to his interpretation * of 
tho Calcutta Municipal A<;t, the gentlemen who had resigned ought n6t to have 
been re-elected. \\ hen a person capriciously resigned, and their wished to 
put himself forward for re-election, he considered such a •restriction a very wise 
and Sensible one: it would induce persons to think and reflect before they acted. 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon. Kumar. Baikanto Nath De moved that in clause (a) of section 18 
the words shall have been sentenced to imprisonment by a Civil Court” be substi-

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Court to any such, order as iu, the opinion of the Lieutenant- Governor ^unfita him 
to bo a member.’* Ho said the object of this amendment was to give perfect 
a«surapce * that the tem#e of office of tho elected members should, depend 
upon well-defined laws and not on the discretion of local officers. He used the* 
phrase ** local officers advisedly He was well aware that the olause as 
worded in the Bill left it to the discretion of tho Lieutenant-Governor to docide 
what particular order rtf a Criminal Court should he held a disqualification for 
service on a District Board, and he. lmd the firmest conviction ‘that His Honor 
would take the moat lerpent mid generous view* of every caso. Far he it from 
him to entertain even the shadow of a doubt in such a case. But |Lk Honor 
would, he was sure,* pardon him if he urged that it would not lie m liis power to 
devote that attention and that personal knowledge to matters of this kind which 
might be necessary. It would be impossible in His I loam’s exuPed^ position 
for him to have any personal knowledge of members' of Local Boards, and 
His Honor must be guided by loeal reports, perhaps of officers of no higher 
rank than a Deputy Magisttato of the fifth or sixth grade. Such reports 
could not always afford thpt sense of security which was essential to an 
honest, conscientious and independent discharge of dutv. As a matter of fact, 
the security might he p'^foct, still ‘the’ sefise of its existence * would lm 
wanting. It was well known that, notwithstanding the utmost anxiety of * 
Government to prevent the dismissal of clerks* on fi J\ olous or insufficient, 
grounds, alwl the repeated orders and circulars winch had boon issued 
from time to time, many people did suffer the heavy punishment of <fis- 
missal for small or trivial faults. Such an occurrence in an honorary elected 
office would deter all good men from offering themselves as candidates utid 
undergoing the trouble and expense of canvussiTig. If the experiment was 
designed to bo successful, it should be ushered m in such a. wav as to induco 
good and able people to come foiwnrd, and all cause of apprehension should bo 
carefully avoided. Tho odiuui of expulsion was great, and it should not ho 
allowed to be inflicted on any one without a sufficient und well-defined cause, 
and the .clause as it now stood did not provide this He inserted, therefore, to 
tho wording of tbo Municipal Ait of IShJ, und tho two Calcutta Municipal Acts, 
which defined the offences very clearly and could not lead to any misapprehen- 
sion. They had worked *satisfactonly for a quarter of a century and worn well 

• understood by the people, .and there was no valid lenson for setting it aside in 
favour of pure official discretion, lie bogged to iccotntucud tho amendment 
to the approval of the hon members of the Count il 

• 'llie Hon. Moi lvh: Amu r. JuiuihK said lie was auninst the amendment. 

* The hon. member tlul not mean to sav that a member of a Board who wits con- 
victed of theft should continue* to hold office if he was not sentenced to imprison- 
ment. Theie wvre offences which came ••uler the category of felony m icgaid 
to which the law gave the Court a disci otio.iary power t> f punishment by line. 

The llov. tho Advocaii; Gini-hai. obseivod that tho obji eff of tins pro- 
vision was to enlarge the scope oi fiction : very often a mad who had reully 
committed an offence for which ho was liable to imprisonment got off upon 
some technicality: m such cases the Lieutenant Governor, looking at all the 
circumstances of the case in a bioad view, would exorcise the discretion which 
•this section was intended to give him. But in sucli cases, he thought, tho 
person accused should be allowed to show cause or justify himself. 

* The Hon. Mb Macaulay said the question was whether the words “ in tho

Hjs Hon. tho PKK8.mr.VT observed that tho Government every day had

The motion was put and negatived. 

On tfce motion of the II on. Me. Macaulay tbo words “ formed after duo 
enquiry ”• were then iuserted after •“ Lieutenant-Governor ” m, clause \u) bf 
section 18. 
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The Hon. Joy Pkokash Laix by leave withdrew a similar motion on the 
HHipo clause of which he had given notice ; also trie notice of njotion to insert 
the v* or <is “ not being later than six mouths frorf the date wheri this Act 
•receives the assent of the Viceroy and Governor General ” alter “behalf ’’in 
section 2 1 . 

'J'ln* I Ion. Kumar Baikanto Nath Db» moved that the words •“ elected by 
the tnetnhers ot such Board from among their own number, subject to the 
approval of the Lieutenant-Governor,” be substituted for all the words after the 
words “appointed by” in section %2 He said th^t in moving the*ncxt 
arm adment. he felt somewhat at a disadvantage lie had lately noticed 
hi tie local pn pci s some discussion on the subject, and the -official impression 
set nicd to be that the He* rotary of State insisted upon the clause as 
it stood Tho Government dosfmtcFi cm the subject and the Secretary of 
State's reply thereto had not, however, been laid on the table of this Council, 
uml he knew nothing about them. He was disposed to think, however, that tho 
•Secret aiy of State’s otders weie not positive, and that the matter had been loft 
entirely ’to the discretion of the Lieutenant-Governor. This was obvious from 
the weeding ot tho s< etion. It. stud *• tho Chairman shall be appointed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, or, should the Lieutenant-Governor in any cose-so direct, 
be cdycteil hy the members.” ’I hat wus dot the language of positive order, 
but of disci etion, and that being the caso, be solicited Ills Honor to extend tho 
samo puvilege to District and Local Boards that had already been bestowed on 
iUdifusi) Municipalities. The class of people concerned was the- same, the 
interests involved w *re very much alike , and there was no reason, therefore, to 
apprehend any evil m the case of boat da winch could not have been appre- 
hended in regard to Municipalities. The testimony already repeatedly borne 
by the hop member in charge of the Bill wad in favour of this assumption. 

The Hon Mk. Macaulay said the hem member wished the Council to 
understand that tho moving of this amendment was dependent upon a question 
of fact, — namely whet hoi or not the instructions of the Secretary of State on 
tins point were definite. He would tell tho hon member that thp precise 
words used in the letter from the* Government of India informing the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor ot tho decision ot the Secretary of State were — “ It will there- 
fore be pcccsHury to provide hi the Bill that the Chairman of tho District Board 
may be either appointed llv the LoomI Government yr eloeted by the Board as- 
the Local Government may, in the case of each district, think fit to order:” 
and those winds wore nitioduped into the scetion us tar as legal phraseology 
would poimit. 

The Hon. Kumar Baikanto Na'ih Dv then by leave withdrew the motion 

The Hon. Joy Phokash Lu.l bv leave withdrew a similar motion on the 
same section of which lie had given notice. 

Tho Hon Joy Pkokvkh Lux moved, that the words ‘‘two years” be 
substituted fof “ one year” in paragraph I, line 2,, of section 121. lie said that 
the penod for serving on the Board should not be so short. It was only after 
soul*- time that a member might expect Co muster the dt tails of thewotk, and 
bv iho time lie had made himself familiar with them he would have to vacate his 

{ lost '1 lie short -sot vice system uas unknown in India; people were- in the 
mbit, of carrying on the same business from generation to generation. Ho 
thought the term ot appointment of a Cl minium should be not less than two 
yortrs. 

The Hon. Mr. Macauj ay said he did not know whether tho hon. member 
apprehended the result of his amendment. Tins referred to an appointed 
Chan man, and there was nothing to preterit the ' Lieutenant Governor from 
re appointing hint. I Hie w as appointed tor two years, ail elected Chairman 
could uot be allowed within that time 
. The motion wa> put and negatived. 

The I Ion. Joy Prokasii Lux mov*«d that the words “subject to approval 
by the Lieutenant Governor” m paragraph 1 of section 25 lie omitted. He said 
that in the Local Self-Government Acts for the North -W e*tt*m • Prp vinces, 
Punjab, and the Cential Provinces, he dul not find that the election of a Chair- 
man ot a Local Board wa** made subject to the approval ot Government. He 
therefore asked for the withdrawal of this lcstrictnm. , 
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Colonel the Hon. 8 . T. Tkotor moved that the word* “ under election 3 
and section 35 ” be substituted for “ to such establishment ” In line 4, flause 
< 4 1 of section 53. This, be said, was simply a corollary o£the amendment which 
bud been made* on liis motion* in section 3. It was tie provide for the appK- 
cution of tho district fund to pensions and gratuities. 5 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon Mr Macaulay moved that the words “.any municipal authority 
(Tr local authoritv ” be Huhslituted for the words “the Lieutenant-Oovcnor” 
in clause .(B) of the same section. This, he observed, was a purely verbal 
amendment to bring the set turn into Correspondence with section 81, which 
referred, to debenture loans raised by the. Government of India or by -any 
municipal authoiitv or local authority 

The motion was put and agreed to 

'Hit* itoN. .Joy Prokash Lall moved that for<clause (2) of' this section tho 
following bo substituted : — * .

lie said tlfo chief reason why lie proposed to give 10 per cent, of the 
net produce of the road cuss was that it would at least ensure the repait* 
and construction of the roads which the people of tho Union 1’omymtoe would 
urgently require, and also to enable them to improve the samtaiy condition 
of tho village in which they resided. If Local Bomds woie not to have their 
whole income, or even the bulk of it, let the Union Committed have *at least 
a fair share of tho funds, say 10 per cent, of the cess puid by them. This, 
he thought, demanded the indulgent consideration of the Counc.l 

The IIon. Mm. Macaulay said he was sensible of the nnportauco of doing 
all the Council could t'oorn prove the position of village communities, and of 
doing all they could for villago roads. But it should be consideied that under 
clause ( 1 ) the Union Fund got the proceeds of village pounds Ue did not 
think they hliouhl go further and say that they should got JLO per cent, of the 
net proceeds of the road cess. If the Union Codmiirtee was not properly 
tieatwd, they should take care to send other representatives 

The Hon. Mr. MacDonnull said he entirely sympathized with the object 
of tho amendment. Kvory distiiet officer felt tho necessity of spending money 
cm district roads ; but the effect of tho am oriel men t would be to tie *the hands 
of the Distiiet Board, because tlmro were some villages which did not require 
so much as 10 poi cent of the road cess, while others* wanted more Tin* 
Board would liuve to take into consideration the whole of th6 wants of the 
district. • , . ’ * , * 

The motion was put and negatived. 

Tho Hon. Joi Prokasii Lall moved that the following further proviso be 
added to section 02 - — * ♦ 


“ Provided also that nothing contained in this section shall ho hold to make tho district 
iufld liable fm tho espouses, if Government (loos not provide adequate funds for these 
purposes ” 

He said there was no doubt that Government would 'contribute from the 
provincial revenue to the district fund towards tho tost Of primary education 
and dispensaries, but m tho 'absence of auy express provision in. the Bill 
declaring that the Government should place an adequate fund at the disposal 
of the Hoard for the purpose, people might flunk that tho whole cost* on account 
of pnmai y schools and (hspcusuiies would be some time or other thrust on ‘ 
them * . , , 

The motion was put amh negatived * 

The Hon. Joy Phokvsii Lvll by leave withdrew the notice of motion to 
add tho following proviso to section DO — 

"Provided that nothing oontained in this motion shall be «held to make the district fund 
liable for the expenses, if the Government does not provide adequate funds for these 
purpose/” * ** 

The Hon. Jot Prokash Lall moved that section, 50 be omitted. He said 
he feared that the funds at the .disposal of the district would not be large enough 
. to maintain thA dispensaries and hospitals of the district. It would raise 
expectations Which it Would be difficult to fulfil. There was no such provision 
m the similar 'Acts lor the other provinces. 

’ 1 % 
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The Ho». Mb. Macaulay said th© provision was permissive. If provision 
was not mud© for the purpose, they would b© told that they were tying the 
hands of the local authorities. They could exercise th© power if they thought 
proper. 

The motion was put and negatived 

The Hon Mk. Macaulay moved that the following now Bection ho added 
after section 88 — 

“ 88/1.— All Btiuams. channels, watercourses, tanks, reservoirs, springs and wells situated 
within the distnot, and not bmug private property or urder the control of any officer of the 
Government, shall, for the purposes of this Act, be under tho control and administration of 
the Distnot Board ” 

He said the introduction of this section had been suggested by Mr Collier, 
who was engaged m the work of drafting rules under the Act, and Mr. 
Macaulay thought the suggestion was a good one. The provision was neces- 
sary to make the l*ait legardiug sanitation completo. By section 73 all roads, 
bridges. channeK buildings and other proporty were placed under tho control 
of the District Board, and it was in the same way necessary to place sti earns, 
channels, &c , umlci its administration in order to bo able to expend public 
funds upon them. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon. Mu Macaulay moved thut the following new soction he inserted 

after the above —

“ 8 v Zt —The Diet rift Board may, by an order duly published at suoh places and in such 
manner as it may deem (it, set apirl convomont taii'.H, parts of nvers, streams or channels, 
situated within tho district and not being private property or under the control ot any officer 
of the Government, for the supply of wutcr for drinking and for culinary pui poses, and 
from the date of publication of t>inh order such tanks, parts of livers, streams or channels 
shall be held to be publn t.pnngs or reservoirs ” 

The m« turn was put and agreed to. 

Tho Hon. Mu. Macaulay moved that tho words “District Board or ” bo 
inserted before “ Local Board ” in the last lino of section 110. Tin* object, lie 
said, was to provide for the veiy unlikely case m which a District Bouid might 
be doaling directly with Union Committees with regard to primaiy schools 
without reference to Local Boards. The amendment was necessary to complete 
the section. 

The motion was put and agreed to 

The Hon. Mu. Macaulay moved that tho following now section ho in- 
serted after section 110 * — 

“110A. — Any publio sank, strewn, or w*U which tho Union Committee may hava 
ole&osod or repaired under tho lost preceding section shall remain under the contial and 
administration of the Union Committee, and the Union Committee may, by an older duly 
published in the village or villages in which such public tank, stream or well is situated, set 
apart the same for tho supply of water .or drinking and culinary purposes.” 

The Hon. Kumar Baikanfo Natii Dk said ho regretted he could not record 
his assent to the amendment proposed. Simple as it was on the face of it, there 
lurked within it an element of great changes to the Hindu public. It was meet 
and proper that public tanks should be kept sweet at the oxponso of tho Local 
Funa or of the local public, hut he failed to perceive tho justice and propriety 
of Converting old private tanks into public ones, and the section as worded 
amounted to that The word “ public ” had not been defined in the Bill, but 
he happened to know that ull such tanks, its distinct from mere excavations and 
ponds, were consecrated by the Hindus, ami tho consecration service contained 
a clause which dedicated tho water of the tank to public use. Practically, too, 
no one put f'>rth any objection to free access to a private tank. The owner 
retained his proprietory right to the site and the water and the fishing in it, 
and whenever so disposod could cause the tank to ho filled up and converted 
to other use, but as long as it remuiucd a tank its water was dedicated to the 
use of the public Now did tlus dedication ot the water make the tank public v 
Ho understood that the question had been before the law courts. On one 
occasion Mr. M)tton, then Magistrate of the 24- Pergutinalis, olosed access to 
the tank in his garden, and the Suddcr Court ruled that he was wrong ; othei 
ca-es had since arisen, and on the face of the decisions that had been given, it 
appeared to him that to declare that every tank on which a Union Committee 
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liad spfnt a couplo of rupees or m> belonged to the Union was practically 
to confiscate private property on very insufficient grounds. Some private tanks 
were of large extent, covering many acres of land — a few were over half a 
mile in area, and to take them at a cost of any sum not ok feeding a hundred 
rupees was arbitrary in the extreme, and lie could not but raise his humble 
von e against it 

The Hon Mk. Macaulay said he did not understand the nature of the 
objection The bon. member said that some tanks, ultt ough private property, 
woie devoted to the use ol the public. If they were so devoted, and as the 
Union Committee was the guardian of the public, the proposal was to give 
that body power to see to the good of the public The illustration given of 
Mi Alytton’s tank was diffcient. It was a tunk devoted to the use of the 
public which lie denned to fence m, and the law very properly inteifered and 
prevented him fiom doing so Such tanks would be very pi oper objects for 
the Union Committee to take < barge of 

The motion was then put and eairied 

The llov Mu MacDonnki.t, moved that after the words “ orders of ” in 
the hist line of section 110, the words “ oi any institution controlled by ” be 
insetted He said t lat the eontiol of schools and dispeusaiios had been made 
cvei to the loud uuthoiities The object of the amendment was to enlaigc the 
temis of this .section, so that the Alagistiato should have power to enter and 
inspect such institutions lie thought las lion friend in charge of the Bill con- 
templated the possibility ol the Mugistiato inspecting si hools and dispensaries, 
hut tin* wolds in the section were not sufficiently wule for the purpose. 

The motion wus put and ngteed to. 

The H on. Jov PuoKAsii Lai. moved that section 120 ho omitted ; and m

Tho motion was theu by' leave withdrawn.

the performance ot that duty.” He did not wish to say mueh in suppoit of this 
amendment. The relations subsisting between Divisional < Hunnussiouers and 
the Lieutenant-Goveinor, and the oflieiul etiquette in icgard to the setting aside 
of the orders of Commissioners, were delicate matters, and he desired to avoid 
handling them. The broad ground to which he might snfelt rider was that 
action find and deliheiation afterwaids was not eoireet in pnneiple Lxoept. 
in veiy emergent cases, which did not fall within the work of Distuet or Local 
Boards, it was alwa\s bestt to dehhemte first and take aetion next Sutmntu v 
action m the case of Distiiit Bonids was, moieover, calculated to east a slut on 
them, and he W'ould thereloie urge that tlie complaint* lefetrod to m this set t ion 
should always ho submitted to the Lieutenant-Governor m the fust instance, 
together with un\ ex]ilanation that the Hoard concerned might liaioto oil’d, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor should puss orders thereon Xomisihief could 
ensue from this coaise, and at the same time there would he a peitei t sense ot 
security and fan play on eveiv side lie was hw arc that the sudden hoisting 
of a bund would lequire instant action, hut he <1x1 not think that then* would 
be any Distuet Board wheic a thing of that kind would fm a moment hi 
neglected Foi there was no eh. nice ot fifteen or moro official and non «»tln lal 
menthols coming together who would be so peivo so as to sit still and allow a 
district to he inundated

It would, be tliougnt, be impolitic to 
make them amenable to tho Civil (Joints for acts done in good faith The very 
existence of a provision like this would exposo the rnembeis to the risk of being 
diagged into the Civil Court foi any act they might do for the interest of the 
public

Tho ITon. Mr. Macaulay said the Council had probably roecivcd a copy 
of an application from the Myiuensmgh Committee, uud ho bad that morning 
received a telegram from the sumo body , bogging for tho inclusion of Myinon- 
si ugh in the sehedulo But as the Count ll laid adopted tho amendment in 
section 15, he anprelionded that most of the difficulty experienced by those 
gentlemen would be removed, bocause in a groat many of these districts, the 
Lieutenant Governor would ho able, under the powei given m that snction, to 
do all that would be necessary to rneor the requirements of local bodies. 

The motion was then by leave withdiuwn. 

Tho I Ion. Kumar Baikanto Natu Hi: by leuvo witlulrow a similar motion 
of which he had given notice. 

The Hon. Mr. Mac Don null moved to omit “ Patna and Shahabnd ” from 
the third sthedulo. In moving tho omission of these disti lets fimn the schedule, 
ho would ask the lion, member opposite (Kui Joy Piokash Lull) to consult his 
own expenoneo of tho district of Sluilmbud, and to say whether, in the sub-divi- 
sions of Bliabuah and Sasseram, he would he uble to get together a responsible 
Board acquainted with the rural tiaits to whom ho would entrust the nmkmg of 
roads, tho control of schools, and the disti llmtion of medical relief. Ilis pwn 
expenoneo was that, outside the limits of tho municipalities, there was 
but little public spint. Education had not extended in Bcbar as it had in 
Bengal , the English-speaking classes were few, tho only educated persons being 
the pleaders, and they wero all located m tho sudder stations or tho head- 
quarters of sub-divisions. Take, for mstaneo, Burdwan, which was not a very 
advanced distinct m Lower Bengal. The number of people attending primary 
schools m Burdwan was 30,749 out of a population of 1,391,100; whereas 
m tho district of Patna tho number was only 19,55S out of 1, 750,000 In 
Shuhahnd, with a population of 52,000,000, the number attending primary 
schools was 20,883 Now higher education, as they* ull knew, was still more 
backwaid in Bcliur than in Bengal IVisonally, he was more than doubtful of 
tho wisdom of scheduling any districts, but he submitted to the superior wisdom 
of the Select, Committee ; they had examined the evidence more in detail, and 
he hoped the conclusion to which they had como would prove to be satis* 
factoiy. But it should be borne in mind that under section 15 the Lieutenant- 
Governor lmd power to extend the elective franchise to any sub-d. vision 
of a disti let, and us it was the distinct policy of the Government to give 
tho scheme tho fullest chance of success, he had no doubt tliut the 
pnvilege would be extended to every sub-division which was fit to 
exercise it. Hu thought that, in scheduling the districts of Patna or Shahabad, 
there was not at present any assuinnee that they were not taking a 
leap iti tho dark. In the sudder sub-divisions of Arrah and Patna there was 
some chance of success, and be would be glad to sec the Lieutenant-Governor 
exercise in xegard to them the power vested in him by section 15. One con- 
sideration ought never be lost sight of, namely, once a district was scheduled, 
there would be uo power to cancel the order of extension. 
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The Hoe. Moulvie Abdoju J usher observed that tho excitation of Patfta from 
the schedule would cause great dissatisfaction in fieliar ; if any district in that 
province was fit far the exercise of the franchise, it was the district of Patna. 
The two subdivisions of Behar and Barrli were also, he thought, sufficiently 
advanced. 

The How Joy Prokasu Lall said that no doubt the dub division of Bha* 
buah was not so far advanced as some other sul»-di\i«i<»n« Still he consi- 
dered the district of Shahabod was more advanced than the districts of 
the * North-Western Provinces or the Punjab, where tho principle of Local 
Self-Government had been so libeiallv introduced. On tho same principle, 
he thought die elective franchise ought to be extended both to Patna and 
Shahabad. 

The Hon. Mr. Macaulay said he thought some misapprehension existed 
as regards the amount of liberality bestowed on tho North-Western Pro- 
vinces: there was apparently a great deal of liberality, but although tho 
elective franchise was conferred, tho Local Government, instead of selecting 
the members to aet on the laical Board, selected tho persons to elect 
the members of Local Boards On behalf of tho Select Committee, ho should 
prefer that tho amendment should be confined to Shaliubad, because under the 
provision of section 15 to which Its had already referred, the Lieutenant- Gov- 
ernor could at any time extend the elective franchise to any sub-division which 
he thought fit. l^ut as regards Patna, the Committeo found that when originally 
the proposals of the Bengal Government were circulated in July lSS’J^witlt no 
limitation in rcgaid to tho elective system being introduced in some sub divi- 
sions and not in others, and tho district* officers were asked to report on the 
elective system generally, tho Commissioner of Patna referred to tho opinion 
of tho Magistrate of Patna, namely, that tho proposal mado by tho sub-divi- 
sional officer of Pmapore, that tho panclmyets of villages might bo allowed to 
elect the members ol tho Local Boaid, might be adopted Tho Select Committee 
came to the conclusion that the prnvi-iong made in the Bill for the qualification 
of members would be sufficient to get persons of higher standing than punehayots, 
and that in tho Patna district the experiment of elected Boards might fairly bo 
tried Ho ‘would, on the whole, be inclined to move as an amendment upon 
tho amendment that Shahabad only bo left out of the schedule. 

Ills Hon. the PuhsmiNT said lio was hound to explain that the suggestion 
for tl^is amendment was mado at his instance In preparing the schedule 
they were led very much by the fact of tho diversified conditions of the 
districts to which it might be applied, and they were tcudv unnudiately to 
adopt the principle of election in all districts which might lx* called metro-' 
pohtau districts, and under this cat (got y tho Piesideney Division and tho 
Patn^ Division should be included in the schedule whu h gave subdivision* 
m the districts compnsed in those divisions tho full powers and pm doges 
eonf<rred by tho Bill And one or two other distrii ts were added to vvhioh it 
was thought they should applv. But tho difficulty wan as to three purticulni 
districts, namely, Khulna, a new dtsftii t. the sub-divirions of which e\l< mled 
away quite witluu tho Bunderbutid-. and in which qualified men would pH.b.ibly 
not be available; and tho other two were the di*tncts of Patna and Khahabad 
Accordingly His Honor wrote to the l oijimissioners of tho Pi cadency ami 
Patna Divisions Mr. A Smith, Commissioner of tho former d.« irion. bad no 
hesitation in saying that all the sub divisions m the Khulna district might safely 
be admitted to the full privileges given by the Bill ; but Mi HalKduv, who 
had for many years hem at the bead of tho Patna Division, wrote so strongly 
on the point that His Honor would read his reply to tho Council Uo said --

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Hi* Honor would therefore take both Patna and Shahabad out of the 
schedule. • Sin cot hat, however, the Council had, at the.inMtance of the Indian 
Association of Calcutta, made a very important addition to section 15 of the 
Pill, by which the Lieutenant-Governor would have power to extend all the 
privilege's of the Bill to any sub-division of a district to which the Act might be 
extended, and he Would liavo no difficultv when qnce the -Act was in operation 
m dealing liberally with that provision of the Bill. 'I herefore he thought it 
would be best to reserve tbo right to apply the provisions of thfe Act to such ot 
the sub-divisions of Patna and Shaliabad as might be ready for the privilege of 
election, and not, by including those districts in the schedule, to force the hand* 
of Government to apply it to all sub divisions of those districts. On these 
grounds His Honor’s personal rote would be in favour of the amendment of 
tho lion. Mr MacDonnell.

REGULATION OF FERRIES. 

Tfih Hon, Mr. Macaulay moved tliat the report of the Select Committee 
on the Bill to regulate Ferries in Bengal be taken into consideration in order 
to the settlement of the clauses of the rill. 
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* 1 he motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon. Mr. Macaulay also moved that the clauses of the Bill be con- 
sidered for settlement in the form recommended by the Select Committee. 

The motion was put and a&rreed to 

The Hon. Mr. Macaulay moved that the following new section be inserted 
after section 8 : — % . 

“ 3A. Nothing in this Aot contained shall apply to any ferry deemed or declared to be 
a municipal ferry under the provisions of the Beugiil Municipal Aot, 18t*4 ” 

He explained that it was at first intended that the Bill should apply to alt 
ferries, but, on examii ation, it was found that the provisions of the .Municipal 
Act were sufficient for all practical purposes, and it was thought better to 
exclude them from the operation of this Act, than to enact that certain sections 
of the Biil should apply to municipal ferries and that certain sections should 
not so apply. 

The motion was put nnd greed to. 

Tbe Hon. Hoy Prokash Lall moved that the following proviso be added 
to section 13 : — 

“ Provided that such compensation shall be demanded only in cases where the leasee fails 
to show sufficient or satisfactory grounds fur surrendering hie lease.” 

He said that the reason why hn proposed this amendment was that there 
might be cases in which the lessee was obliged to surrender his lease owing to 
unavoidable and unforeseen circumstances ; such as sudden silting up of the bed 
and sudden change m the course of the river Of course in cases of reckless oi 
wanton relinquishments, a demand for compensation should he made ; but this 
amendment, if carried, would exempt an honest ’lessee from paving compensation 
when he was prevented from continuing to carry on the contract by acts of 
God or circumstances over winch ho had no control. 

The IIon. Mr. Macaulay nuid lie ventured to tlunk tins amendment was not 
necessary. The section had boon inserted in the Hill to meet u veiy serious 
difficulty which from tune to time uecuircd whole a ferry lessee suddenly 
relinquisoed hyi lease nnd caused great inconvenience to the public, us well 
as loss to the public revenue. Jt was to be assumed, from the wording of the 
section, that the Magistrate would iilwaVs make enquiries, and where the lease 
was surrendered on honest grounds, there would he no danger of the Magistrate 
attempting to require compensation from the lessee. 

The IIon. iik Advocate-( Ikni.ka l suggested that tho intention of the 
Hon. Member might be met by tho insertion of the word <( i disenable ” before 
“compensation,” it was implied that the compensation should be leusouuble, 
but the introduction of the woid would a< t as a safeguard. 

The Hon. Joy Pr kasii Lall accepted the suggestion and withdrew his 
motion ; and it was then agreed that the word “reasonable” be inserted 
before “ compensation ” in line 7 of the section. 

The Hon. Joy Prokash Lall 'moved that in line 3 of section 
15 the words “for crossing a river or stieaiu for hire” be inserted after 
the word “ ferry.” lie said that it often happened that passengers were taken 
by boat from one gfiAt (landing place) to anothei on the same side of the 
river which, was within three miles from the limits of a public fetry; there 
were also cultivators who lived on one side of the river bank and earned ou 
cultivation on the other side, and for the sake of economy of money and 
time they kept boats for their use, but not for hire. It was not cleai 
whether the restriction imposed by this section would be applicable to such 
persons. If it was intended to apply to them, it would «ause great hardship to 
the agricultural classes who cultivated lands m doaras or islands 

Tho Hon. Mb. Macaulay said he was unable to accept the amendment The 
Select Committee advisedly introduced the word “ ferry” m order that tho ordi- 
nary meaning of the word might he attached to.it, namely the idea of mossing 
the yver. The objection which had been taken in .Select Committee by tic* Ho n 
Kumar Balkan to Nath D6, as to the case «*f persons being taken from one ghat 
to another on the same side of the river, was considered, and the wore “ fern ” 
Was used because it meant appliauces for crossing the river The winds pro- 
posed to be inserted would be mere surplusage. 
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The Hon. the Ajivocatk-Ghnekal, observed 'that the introduction of the 
proposed words would rather introduce a difficulty. lie thought the word 
“ ferry ” was quite sufficient; it was a word the moaning of which was well 
known, and meant pi} mg foi hire. ♦ * 

The motion was put and negatived. 

The Hon. Jor Phokash Lau, moved tlyit in line 15 of section 10 the 
word twenty ” bo substituted for ‘‘ fifteen,” and the following words be added 
to the section It the owner in dissatisfied with the award, the matter shall lie 
reterred to the Civil Court for adjudication ” lie said that the Land Acqui-

be bound by the awar<l who It the Magistiate might summarily make of the 
compensation to bo awarded on the icsumptiou ot a puvate feriy The amend- 
ment proposed was hu-ed oil the mine ptineiph* as was laid doifn in the Land 
Acquisition Act Puvate tomes weio a.» valuable and icmumrative*as lauded 
property, und lie did not sec why a diffoient pimnplc sliould be lollmved 
m respect of such pt<»pe»lv fiom that cntuiciuted in the Land Acquisition 
Act Ho obseived that the India A<t XVII ot 1M7.S did notpioAiduth.it 
in case of disputes the matter should bo lolcired to the Civil < 'units for 
adjudication, possibly because, with the ixiept on of a few distnets, the Nurrh- 
Western Piovinces vaci not pci m. incut ly settled like Bengal, but at the 
same time that A< t provided that the awaid should he submitted for the 
consideru'ioii of the Local Government In Bengal, ho thought that m cases 
^ where the award ot a Magistiulo was not accepted by the owner, the muttei 
ought to be ret cried to the < iviI ( ourt in the same wuv as a land acquisition 
case was referred to suih (Joints, or, if he was not out ot older, ho would pio- 
pose to substitute foi the above umendimnt, that the uw.ud should bo submitted 
tor the considenmoii of the Lu uttnuut-Govoinor. 

The Hon. Mk M te\t i ay haul the Select ( 'omnutte lmd mciely repiodue 
ed the piovisions of the txistmg Act (Heng.il Act 1 of 1H<5<>) in which theamount 
of compensation was fi x« d at a sum not e\«. coiling fifteen times the annual pioht. 
When the Hon. Member pioposid to niter that limit, it wvis leasonable that he 
sliould have laid befoio the Council instances in which the limit of i ompcnsutlim 
hud been msullieient As far as Ins own experience went, ho had no icnsou 
to suppose that theio was ,m\ reasonable giouud fi»r mm using t.ho limit 
Unless, tlioiotoie, the lion Member could cite any such instanei s, he would 
usk iho ( untied to ie|i*ct the amendment. Neither i ould he at t opt t!ie second 
nineiiduieiit He thought, howevei, that it would be right to make the Winding 
of this section (outturn with sutiou 13 bv making the a wuid of the 
Magistrate subject to the nppioval of the C.mmbMomr of the Division. 
Ho thought that in small mutters of this kind an appeal should 1 e to the

He would depm.it!* giving mv power !>f mterteronce to the 
Civil Court unless such a powei existed mult r tie* present law Then, again, it 
was nut cleui undei the prop- s(>d anienihnent w'i > should •‘lefei” the case to the 
Civil Court, and if it was intended that the owner ot the feriy shim il have u 
ipght to appeal to the C ml Court, the form of the amendment would tequiie 
alteration. But on the pi inei pie that the present law up to datf had »-ot 
allowed the Civil Court to interfile, he thought it was too late to allow u Jtorm 
ot interfeience winch must load to complications and delays. With rega d to the 
alternative proposal, that the matter should be left to the disposal of the Lieu 
tenant-Governor, he thought it was veiy undcsn.tble that the Lieutenant- 
Governor should be culled upon to mtirfere. Where serious and pulpuble 
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injury vn done and it «u brought to the notid of the Lieutenant- Governor by 

petition or otherwise, it was always in hu * power, as h&d beerr 'observed by 
the Hon. Member in charge of the BUI, to call for tlie papers, and, * after 
enquiry, to decide what* steps should be _ taken in the matter. But that 
was a very different, thing from requiring the Li outenan t- G oremor to 
inquire into the merits ot every case JHe. thought the investigation and 
security which the Hon. Mnvpr of tlie amendment desired would be met 
by placing the power of approval add sanction in the lmndg of eueh a high 
executive authority as the Commissioner of the Division . *

'1 he provisions laid 
down in flies© sections would soriously interfere^ with *thc exercise of. such 
rights, and- the result would be an indirect infringement of the Permanent. 
Settlement, ^fid an unjust interference .with the private rights of individuals 
The Legislature had hitherto rigidly refrained from interfering with those . 
private ferries, and it seemed tp him that it would be impolitic to muke anv 
provision in the proposed. Ihw which would have the effect of trenching upon 
the rights* of private individuals. Ho 'observed that, these two sections nu<! 
been borrowed from the North-West Ferry Aet, but it should be borne in nund 
th’gt, except in a few districts, there was no Permanent Settlement m those 
Provinces — a circumstance* which mado all the difference.* If those two 
sections were allowed to remain as they were, the z^mlmhus would inevitably 
bo driven to the necessity of surrendering their rights in favour of Government 
at any sacrifice lit might be said that, it was necessary for*Hio execufive 
authorities to look to tlie safety of passengers and their property at private 
• terries, and that it was desirable ihat tno Divisional Commissioner should have, 
tho powor of making rules for this purpose. But as under section <> Govern 
. ment had the power of taking possession of a private ferry -and declaring it 
tube public, subject to the payment of a fair compensation (section Hi), lie paw 
no necessity for enacting the objectionable provisions contained iri Part 11,. 

'lhe lloN. Mr. Macaulay safd ho thought an* objecting like tliis would 
have been more reasonably urged at an, earlier stifge of the Hill, be- 
cause an ajncildment like this struck at the whole principle of the 
Bill. If in one part gf thb Act private ferries could lie acquired on 
payment of compensation, there appeared to *him to be ‘no objection to 
regulate the management of private ferries in the* interests of the 
public., If*in the interests of the public, it Was necessary to take up private 
ferries 6n payment oi compensation, it yras surely lyght that the lnteroHts of the 
public shoulabe protected as regards all private terries. Section 21 only referred 
jo. the regulation of such ferries, hot tt) the right of property in them. . 

The -HoN. Joy ^bokash Lall repeated that thero was a great difference 
between the Lower Provinces of Bengal and the North-Western Provinces, 
because in the lattbr there waB no Permanent Settlement except in a very few 
d istricts. By Regulation VJL of 1819, section 13, it was provided that “ the fore- 
going rules are intended to apply exclusively to those ferries which may be 
declared to be public ferries ,With regaid to all other ferries, tlie jU a gi strati** and 
Joint Magistrates shall.not interfere with them further than may be m , <*essurv 
for fhe general maintenance of the police, and for the safety of passengers and 
property?* He aid not so much object to* the provisions of section 21 of the 
Bill gs to section $2, which provided that the tolls charged a f private U rries 
ahoufd not exceed tlie highest rates for tho time* being fixer!, under section 17, for 
sunilar*public ferries. This would* interfere^ with the profits derived from such 
ferries. He thought that, if .the Government was dissatisfied with the rates of 
toll charged On, any private ferry, ’ they might declare it to be a public 
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fgrry ou payment t>i reasonable compensation,^ which the owners would not 

object. * * • 

The Hon. Mr. Macaulay said he was prepared to accept the proposal 
to onnt' section 22 of the bill, if the lion. Member was willing to withdraw 
his motion to strike .out section 21. • * , 

Tho Hon. Joy Puokash Lau., then by leave withdraw his' motion to 
strike out section 21, and the motion to omit section 22 was put and agreed to. 

The Hon. Joy Prqkajju Lall moved that the words “and any person 
m possession of a private ferry” after the words “as aforesaid”* in fine 2 of 
section 24 be omitted. 

Tho motion was put and agreed to. * # 

Tho Hon. Joy Puokash I. all moved that the words u within a reasonable 

to be fixed in a notice served on him by the Magistrate,” be inserted after 
the ,,worda “ such tolls” in line 5 pf section 20 It seemed to him that it 
would be v».fy hard to subject tho lessee to the penalty of cancelmcnt 
of Ins ledse on Ins mere default to jiuy an instalment of his rent It 
would be fair to 'subject him to this penalty in the event of his Jailing 
to pay an instalment after a notice from the Magistrate. * 

The Hon. Mu. Macallay said the o' ject of the soction was to do away 
with a great administrative difficulty which had been felt owing to the 
continual surrendering' of leasfps on default m payment of rent. Tho Magistrate 
•on giving a lease fixed the timek of payment, and Mu MACAULAY*did not sec 
tho necessity for requiring the Magistiate to fix another time by \iptice servod 

• on the lessee ; it • would only have the effect of giving further time to the 

injury of the public revenue. . . . 

The motion was put and negatived 

Tho Hon. Joy Puokash Lall moved # that the words “ the Magistrate or 
Polieo ” be substituted for the words “tho toll collector or lessee of the tpll 
ot such ferr\ , <yr any of las assistants ” in 'section 80. He said tliat this 
section vested the toll collector or lessee of a forty and his assistants with 
the powei of seizing and .detaining any vessel, raft or timber, winch, might 
happen to oi anchor at or near a public ferry, whenever the lessee or h»s 
men might* find that the owner of such vessels or rafts were guilty of rash and 
negligent navigation. This .seemed to he a very large power, and fine which 

* was likely to bo abused by unscrupulous feny farmers It would afford them * 

an opportunity of obstiucting private navigation and of levying black-mail 
Item tho owners of such, vessels or lafts Hp did not think it would be prudent- 
or safe to entrust the toll collectors with tins power He would therefore 
substitute the words “ Magistrate or Police ” lor the words “ toll collector 
or lessee,’' &e.” * * *. . 

• If tins amendment did not meet with the, approval of, tho Council, he 
would suggest that the power .which this secuon conferred on the lessee- in 
respect ot tho seizure uiul detention of vessels should be exorcised only in the 
event* of a police (Wheel 1 not being available, in which case the lessee might be 
authouzed to detain vessels for a* 1 united ti my, say six hours, in order to 
enable the lessee to procure the* assistance of a police officer. ** .* 

. The Hon. Mil Macaulm said he objected* to this amendment entirely, 
and he thought the’ grounds alleged in its* support were erroneous. The Hon. 
Mefnber must be aw’aro that if the toll collector or the lessee committed an 
act of injustice, by unlawfully detaining property pending investigation, into 
the charges made, ho would be liuble to an action for damages. It seemed to 
linn that th’ alternative amendment proposed recognised, the necessity for the 
section, inasmuch as there mu-t be some power Joi (he seizure and detention 
of pioperty in such cases, fie did not tlunk, that a ‘period of six hours 
would in all cases be sufficient for obtaining the services of a police officer ; 
•if smh un amendment was accepted, lie thought the period should be enlarged. 
Put he considered the proposed alternative amendment unnecessary. * •« 

The I Ion.* Joy Puokash Lalj. urged that some such provision was necegsarv, 
Ik-cuusc the inquiry and assessment of damages provided for under section S2 
flight occupy many days, and during the? whole *of that time the valnaUs 
propci tv si lzed would remain in the hands of the toll collector. He had n< 
objection t6 the propci-tv ix'u.aining in the responsible custody pf the* Police. 
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After some conversation, the Jlojr. Jot Pbo8A8»X^all withdrew the emend*, 
•went of which he had given notice, and moved in lie* thereof that the following 
proviso be added to section 32 : , * * * 

“ Provided that on security being given to the satisfaction of the Magistrate, such 
seizure shall be withdrawn ” • • 

HfS Honor thk Prksidhnt remarked that it was very inconvenient to &scuqp 
alternative amendments of this kind, of which notice had' not been given. 
The Hon. Member should have placed it ou recoui tl\pt, in the event of his 
first amendment pot being earned, some form of words should be adopted as, 
an alternative. ^ * * * 

The Hon. 'Joy Prokash Lall’s revised amendment was then put and 
. negatived. * * 4 # * 

The IIon. JouTrokash Lall moved that* the following words Jto inserted 
after the first paragraph of section 3‘J:-r-“ The, -whole or any portion of the 
damages so ’assessed mav be paid to tin* lessee tfv the Magistrate or Ben’ch of 
Magistrates.” Il«j said that it seemed to him fair that,* wlien.a lessee sustained 
any damage fir loss in consequence of rash or negligent navigation, he should 
receive the whole or a portion of the damages which might be asses^d by the 
Magistrate. He would therefore propose to give the Magistrate a discretionary 
power qn this point. • 

The Hon. Mr. Macaulay said he could not recommend the Council to 
accept this apioAdmont. The amendment amounted to this, that the Magistrate^ 
was to advance the amount of the assessed damages from the public funds, and * 
on behalf of the Government, he strdngly objected to the public funds being so 
dealt with. The lessee must take his chance oi getting* what might be recovered 
from the person m fault. * « 

. The motion was put und negatived. • 

The Ilex. JoyTkokahii Lall moved that in lino 7 of section .33 tho words 
“ either retain tho same permanently on payment of a fujr pi ice to tlio proprietor 
or ’* after the word “ may, ”be omitted, and that tho* words “ paying such compen- 
sation for tlio uso therftof a* the Lieutenant-Governor may in each case direct” 
be inserted after the word “ them ” in line 9 of tho same section. He said that 
* it would be very hard to retain tho vessel and other applinneos permanently, 
if> the owner did nob like to part with his property. The Act of tho Govern* 
mout of India did not contain such a provision, but at the same time it had a 
provision that payment of compensation for the use of the vessel and other 
appliances should be given as the Lieutenant-Governor might direct 
« The IIox Mb. MacaulaY said that there was a certain amount of plausibility « 
m tnis amendment, and at first sight ho was inclined to consider it favourably 
His hon. fnend, Colonel Trevor, bad, however, informed him that it was a well 
known fact that in all contracts for the execution of public works, on the sifrreti* 
der of tho contract the person in possession was at liberty to take oyer all the 
contractor’s pluntf at a fair vah*e Jhcroforc, ih providing that ’on the lcnsoq of 
*a f:srry failing to conclude his lease, the Magi strati', or the District Hoard when 
the management of ferries was made over tp those bodies under section 35, uiigljt 
take* possession of all boats and* other appliances which lmd been used by the 
lessee in the working of tho terry, tho Council was only following the orjiftarj . 
practice in contracts’ made bjr the Public Works Departipuit » • 

The IIon. Mr Kijynoi.ds said it seemed to him that the amendment would 
work very often to the disadvantage of the proprietor. Under the proposed 
amendment, itr would be absolutely illegal for the Magistrate to tak© over ihe 
boats and appliances, eien if the proprietor was willing to sell them, fn the 
majority of cases the proprietor would po doubt be willing to sell them at a 
•fair price, but the Hon ‘Member would make it absolutely illegal for liim to 
do s<>. 

The motion was put and negatived. 

Th© IJon* Mu*. Macaulay then moyod that the Bill as amended bo passed. * 
The motion was put and agreed Jo, and the* bill was then passed. 

** . t ’ LOCAL SELF*-«^ VEHEMENT. 

The IIon. Mr. Macaulay said that before moving that the Bill as to extend , 
the system of Locfil Self-Government 1 e passed, he had one or two amendments 
’ of a formal character to propose. His first .amendment was that th<^ woids 
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< “ such Chairman as aforeslid ” be substituted for the words “ a Chairman” in 
. line 1, paragraph 2, of section 35. This amendment was proposed on the 
advice of his non. freind the Ad vo«ate-G eneral to prevent $ny ambiguity in 
regard to the necessity for a, Local Hoard 'always electing a Chairman. 

The motion was put and agtfftd to. 

• Thfi IIoN Mr. Macaulay uImo moved that in clause (2) of section *52 the 
words “ or the Bengal Ferries Act, 1885 ” be omitted. lie explained that, in 
the Bill which hail just boon passed, it was provided that the Lieu tenant - 

* Governor might .make ovyr an// puldiu ferry to a District "Board, and all or 
any jiart of the proceeds of surh ferry, and all or any part of the fines levied 

•ayd compensation received uhdor that Act in respect thereof But the words 
used in section 52 of the Local Jielf -Government Bill assumed that all ferries 
would be made ovor to tho District Board. Therefore the Bill just passed r©-» 
quirod the omission of tlio words which he now proposed to strilce«out from this 
section ; other >tfto there might be a conflict between tbe two laws. * 

The motion was put and agreed to. * * * 

*• . LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

s * * 

* The Hon. Mr Macaulay moved that the Bill to provide for the extension 
' of Local Self-Government in Bengal be passed. In doing so, he explained that. 
. since the last mooting of the Council, tw<* memorials which had been addressed 

* to His .Honor the Lieutenant-Governor had been printed and circulated to the 
members of this Council — one from the Pdrjoar Association in Dacca, and the 
other from the Tripurk Hitashadini Shah ha of Tipperah, • Those memorials 
roally referred to the Bill as it was laid before tho public by the Select Com- 
mittee in which it was provided that districts not included in the third schedule 
should be excluded from tho establishment of Local Boards "in the sub-divisions 
of those districts. His. Honor the President had since explained to the Council 
that at tho instance oT tlfe Indian Association of Calcutta he dfeided to 
introduce an amendment in section 15 of the Bill, which would give the Lieu- 

, tenant*Govenior power at any time to admit any sub-division to the privileges 
given to the districts included in the schedule, although tho district in 'which* 
the sub-division was contained was not included in the schedule. A deputation 
of gentlemen from Burrisal having been admitted to an aydience with the 
Lieutenant-Governor, had expressed themselves satisfied with the power which 
had thus been entrusted to the Government, and Mr. Macaulay liad no doubt 
that the gentlemen connected with the memorial from Tipperah would be 
equally satisfied. ■ . 

Ills Honor the President said : — Before putting the motion that thifi BS11 
bo passed, I should .like to say a fe.v worcU with reference to. the long consider- 
ation whjcli we have given to these 'measures. They liavq been under the 
consideration of the Government now for something like three years, and they 
have been before the Council for nearly two years. I have taken- the opportu- 
nity, upon a previous occasion, to explain to the Council the circumstances 
"which have Ic'd to tho dolay in the passing of this Bill, The Belay can, in no 
seilsg, be attributed to any indifference or apathy on the part of the Local 
Government cr of. the Government of ' India, but to circumstances connected 
wi‘h the long correspondence yith the Secretary of State before the hill came 
up for di-cussion before this Council. I should also think it matter for con- 
gratulation that it has not devolved upon us as an Ex<&utive Government to 
liavo to deal within the* same year with two au- h large measures of reform as 
tliqso which arc included in the new Bengal Municipalities Act and the present 
mekkure, which is soon to 1>ecame law, the Bill connected with Local Self- 
Govornment. The Act which -relates to the administration of municipalities 
•was passed about this time last year, and it has occupied the.* whole attention of 
the Government during the nine months which followed to arratige for all the 
details connected 'with elections and other things trhich were Involved in the 
Act, bo that it was only in the tfommenciment of -the present ye&r that Wecotfld 
say that the Act relating to nTumeipalities w^b actually in operation. *We are 
glad to be nbtb to note that, in the introduction of that • Act, we have every 
reason to congratulate ourselves ou Us absolute success. S64ar as there * were. 
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doubts in relation to questions connected with the elections or other details 
involved in the Bill, the results of these elections throughout the country 
satisfy us that we were right in our view that the people would accept the 
measure with satisfaction, and that they would act up to tho privileges which 
were given to them in a right and proper spirit. 

We “have now come to a much larger measure — a measure which deals with 
the internal administration of tho count! v in various aspects. 1 know 
that there are several persons who still hold tho opinion that our action 
is premature in this respect, and that it would have been wise* in a 
country like India to letuin for a much longer tune ‘the system of direct uml 
personal government. For myself, I must say that I have ulvvavs held, con- 
sistently 1 think, that tho time has come when' liaviug regard to the edueutiyn, 
culture, and experience which we have now given to tho pooplc m the 
administration of public affairs, wo should take measures to secure their 
co-operation to some extent in district administration, and that there are no 
usks whatever in our doing so m the dneetion which our Bill has taken. 
If I have diffeied fiom those who think that the Bill docs not go fai enough, 

I do so on the grounds, which satisfy myself at least, that we are dealing with 
a new principle of administration, and not only so, but that wo are dealing with 
men who are untried, and who are new to the application of those prineiples 
And therefoie, if jou desire success, the best eouise in my judgment to 
secure that success is to advance tentatively and cautiously in the application 
of a measuie like this The t ouncil are aware that we have extended the full 
privileges of the Bill to some sixteen districts of tins lingo province of Bengal, 
and tliev will note, having regai d to the names of those districts, that they 
apply chiefly to wlmt I may call tho metropolitan districts of the province, 
w-heio we have good grounds foi accepting the conclusion that education has 
done its v\ ork, and that v\e have a people icaciy to assume the powers and to 
dibclmige the duties wimh the Bill will place m their hands, and to that extent 
we have given the full privileges of tho law to them. I have not thought it 
wise to go fuither, but it will bo obvious to every one that, while wo restrict 
by law the full privileges of tho Bill to a certain limited number of distnets, 
we do not tlieicby exclude from ourselves in our executive capacity the right 
to extend those privileges to sub-divisions and places to which, aftei coufetoneo 
with the local authorities and after taking local opinions and advice, wo may 
think it justifiable to extend them. I think, therefore, that the Bill proceeds 
on a sound, practical, and safe basis. For tho rest, it remains foi tho 
people of the country themselves to show whether tho limitod concessions 
its to tho area of' tho opciation of the Bill shall be widened. Tlie 
Bill is one of largo potentialities, and has possibilities of gicat develop- 
ment • and while I for in) self havo no fear of tho result, I am bound 
from my position to give this caution and warning to those to whom 
these powers aio to bo entn.sted, that it is mainly to them wo must look, 
and that they themselves are mainly responsible us to whether a measure ol‘ 
tins character is to be Generally extended throughout the country, and its 
full advantages secured in all paits of tho province. There are piovisions 
which refer °to contiol, and I think it is tho opinion of eveiy one that, in 
introducin'’- a now principle of administration, theie should ho restiietions of some 
kind. Form) self, l hope that it may nevei ho necessary to bring the provi- 
sions of that chapter of the Bill mto operation. But in a new and toiitativo 
scheme it is ceitainly. desirable to secure that tho district ofTicus and tlio 
Commission eis of divisions, and eventually tho Cuvemment, should have, in 
their hands tho powei to stay what might bo dangerous, to urge on wheio 
there is apathy and mdiffoiencc, and generally to take sucli action as will 
secure tho right application and woikmg of a measure of this kind. 
1 commit it therefoie to the < ountry in the satisfaction that we have done oui 
duty both as members of this Council and os members of the Executive 
Government, hut I look to the people to show, hy their own diligence and 
intelligence and lo\al fulfilment of tho, provisions of the law, that they aio 
deserving of the pimleges which wc confer upon them, and that its extension 
to many*othcr districts can ho ju#ified. 

The motion was then put and agreed to, and tho Bill was then passed. 

The Council was adjourned sine die.

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SUMMARY OF THE idffiTEOltt)I/)GIOAL A StD ItADCEAIfc, OBSERVATION 0 
* TAKEN IN BENGAL DURING THE MONTH OF MMtCH*T8S5: 

*Tbi transition frojii the cold vmther conditions to those of the lot season' generally 
commence* toward* the end of February, po that the monte of M^rch in* the Province 
Beng^ usually 1 witnesses the complete establishment of the hot weather season* The area of 
naiimuie temperature in India is, in the cold weather months* situated tn the south of.tbp 
Peninsula, but with the increasing altitude of the sun Surihg February and Mqr*h,the feat or 
focus of maximum temperature gradually, advance* northwards; or perhaps m ajnorth-w^sterly 
direction, till jn*March it jisually occupies tlie central parts of the Deccan, and as the month 
advances towards the end, and in the beginning of Apnl> maximum temperature "is usually 
found in the Central Provinces atid Central India and in parta of South ’West Bengal, Behac, 
and Chutia Nagpur ... * 

At the stme time there is a steady and generally rapid increase* of temperature of the 
atmosphere of the whole of Northern India* and this accompanies or perhaps probably produces 
a corrcsppnding reduction of atmospheric* pressure. Pressure which is lowest.during the cold 
weather months in the south of the Buy, where temperature is then highest, gradually gives 
way* and the seat of lowest pressure travels northwards till it occupies generally the Central 
Provinces and Oh utia Nagpur <thua to* a certain extent following the feat oft* maximum 
temperature. * • 

With the northerly advanceof the area of low pressure* and with the. increasing differ 
once Of temperature between the plains of Bepgal and the sea area, called* by the* unequal 
heating effects of the sun's rays on the land and sea surface, as* explained in previous monthqf 
reports* the southerly and south-westerly winds, whirh are also to s' certain extent moist winds, 
blowing over Bengal become stronger and more constant, and they jfanetrate over the greater « 
part of the Province. At the. same time, however, nOrth-westcrly and westerly winds still # 
continue to blow from Upper India, and to influence a largjfb part of* Behar, though with 
tbo increasing temperature they become hot westerly winds. Easterly winds afro also 
blo4yig down tile Assam Valley* and thrift influence frequently extends as far wett as 
Purnoah and Durbhunga. Three converging systems of winds arc thus present fn Bengal, t 
ahd by tlieif interaction, or probably bv the interaction of any two of them, it is believed /he 
hot weather storms of Bengal, generally known as nor'-wester*, arc produced, though up 
to the present tipio Opr knowledge* as to the formation and }ife history of these storms is very 
limited. 

The normal features of* the jmleorology of March in Bengal are therefore rapidly 
lucrcasmg temperature gradually decreasing pressure, a general increase in the air motion, 
great dry nes^ of the air at the luland stations, and clear skies These conditions arc, how- 
ever, as pointed out m the last paragraph, liable to bo disturbed by the occurrence of atoriass 
• which are generally local m character, ami winch give rise m many cases to vathiqr heavy 
ram, though from the nature of the storms, the rainfall is unevenly distributed By ghis 
irregular or spasmodic action a moderate amount of ram gcnerelly falljj m Bengal during tl e 
month The average rainfall of |he month is least in Behar, where it lsdittie more than a 
tbt(d of air inch . lu Chutia Nagpur aud Orissa it is a little less than au inch.

SUMMARY OP TIIE METEOItO LOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS

Tub mam meteorological features of the week have been extremely high day temperature* 
together with rather rapid chaugcs of atmospheric pressure. Towards the close of the week 
light rain showers fell in most districts, the ruin haring been produced by a slightly dis- 
tuibcd state of the atmosphere as evidenced by the rapid changes of atmospheric pressure 
which took place in the middle ot the wet k. The rainfall was local and irregular in 
character, being principally brought bv the usual rla-s of hot weather storms, and the wind 
directions over the Province would appear to show that the storms were generated by the 
interaction of somewi at opposing wind currtntH. 

Pressure was at the commencement of the week distinctly below the normal m all dis- 
tricts except Chutia Nagpur During the first four cays of the present week it fell generally 
at most stations, hut on YVcdnc-day, the Kth, pressure rose with great rapidity, the increase m 
some cases, ns at Ua/anbngh, being more than a quarter of an inch. This very rapid increase 
ot pressure was aU'* accompanied by the setting in of norfch-wostci ly winds over the Province. 
On the following day pressure again rose rapidly, and though veiy high over the whole Pro- 
vince, it was comparatively low in Central and Noithern Bengal. On the last day of the week 
pressure fell rather rapidly again in most districts, but the pressure on this day was very 
considerably above the normal pressure for April The average pleasure f*»r the week has, 
however, in most districts, except m (diutia Nagpur, been below the normal for the aecoud 
week in April. The average de.ect over the whole Province has equalled about 0*02* 

Temperature was paiticularly high at the eommem ement of the week, but, with the 
complete change of wind direction which oeeuired oil the 8th instant, temperatures fell in 
most instances, and the close of the week was not so hot as the earlier portion. Except in 
Orissa and South Beliar, tern pern tn res have been very decidedly in excess, particularly in 
South-West Bengal, wlicie the mean excise was about 2° Very high maximum temperatures 
were registered at many stations during tne week Thus the average daily maximum tem- 
perature for tho wei k at Midnapore has hern nearly 105°, Cuttack and Burdwan have 
averaged nearly i(W u , while Umngungo, Uamporc Besuleah, and Chaibassa have averaged 
102°. The highest duilv n axunum tempeiaturc registeied was at Midnapore, where on the 
7th instant it was llO'l n , Cuttack, RnlaHore, Burdwan, Hamgunge, Berhampoie, Ram pore 
Beauleah, Nva Dootuka, and Chaihisaa registered temperatures between 100° and 110°, 
while the; maximum tr inper.itute registered at Calcutta was 10 k 5° only. 

The rami all, as has been previously stated has been confined to a few local and irre- 
gularly distributed ►bovvers The load character of many of these «hovveis is shown by the 
fact that on the 8th the Alip re Observatory reported a shower of 0 08 inch, while no ram 
w as reported fioni the Alipore J ml Orissa has received an avtrage amount of Odl inch. 
Nex» to Orissa, East Bfiigal has termed the largest amount, hut even in this district the 
rainfall lias onlv avciagcd two-tenths of an inch North Bengal has received mi average 
of one-tenth of un inch, while in all other districts the amounts are expressed in hundredths 
of an inch. The rainfall of the week lias therefore been practically of very little 
importance.

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SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 17th OP 
APRIL 1685. 


The principal feature* in the meteorology of the past week have again beftn steadily 
reducing pressure and increasing temperature over the greater part of the Province, the 
increase in the temperature being, however, more decided in the night temperatures than in 
those of the day. Over the greater pari of the Province no chan tree of weather conditions 
whiob call lor notice have occurred. In Eaat Bengal small h/cal storms have happened 
rather frequently during the we<^, though, as a rule, the storms have been feeble in character. 
In North ♦Bengal, to *, on the 14th, a few local storms with rain occurred, but elsewhere 
the atmosphere has been practically free from any unusual disturbance. 

Pressure, which w Ss during the previous week below the normal m all districts except 
Ohutia Nagpur, has now fallen below the norifial m all districts Pressure decreased 
generally for five out of the**even days, and the average defect for the week has been equal 
to 0 02V'. The area of greatest defect has now been transferred to South-West Bengal, 
where pressure is 0 035' # below the normal. 

# Terqpeiature has. generally increased during the week, and it lias been above the normal 
iu South-West Bengal, (Jhutia Nagpur and North Behar, though it has been below the normal 
in South Behar, Orissa, and East Bengal. Very high maximum temperatures have again 
fa'eu icpbrtcd during the wee^, the highest temperature recorded has been 100*4° at 
Midnapotc on the 15th. Calcutta (Aliporc Observatory) also registered the extremely high 
marfmum tevnperatuic of 105*5° on the 15th, audit is notnenhle thqt this is a higher 
temperature than hus been recorded at Calcutta duiing the past ten years, the only tempera- 
ture nearly approaching it having bccu 105 3° on the 10th ol May 1879 

Rainfall, a* stated above, has been almost entirely absent over the whole Province except 
in East Bengal and at a few stations in North Bengal South-West Bengal, North Behar 
South Behar and ( ?hutia Nagpur have been absolutely ramies* Light/am fell at one station 
only (Chaudbali) in Orissa, the average rainfall for the week over the whole of North 
Bengal amounts to 0 09 inch, while in Kant Bengal the rainfall ha* averaged 0 72 inch. It is 
therefore scarcely necessary to add that, with tile exception ol East Bengal, the rainfall ill 
all districts during the past week ha* been largely in delect.

Dr ring the above montioned month, the deaths of 96,481 persons were reported to have 
oocurml in the districts in Bengal, among a population of 66,163,684, representing a death- 
rate of 17*40 per 1,000 per annum, against 19*68 per 1,000 in tho preceding month, and 
17 04 per 1,000 in the corresponding month of tho past year, indicating, as compared with 
the outcome of the pro ceding month, a considerable falling off in the record of the events

Fob. the first five davs of the week the meteorological conditions and changes were of 
little interest and the prominent features of the two previous weeks remained unchanged 
Temperature wan abnormally high in all districts , pressure continued to oscillate y the down- 
ward movements l»emg gene rally rather larger than the upward, and a strong and steady 
westerly clement van present in the wind directions of ail parts of the Province except East 
Bengal On the 2drd the movements of tho barometer became rather irregular in parts of 
the Province, showing that conditions were becoming unsettled, and on the 24th a strong 
easterly wind current set in over North Bengal aud North Behar and at some stations in 
South Behar South-easterly winds were, however, still blowing in Kast Bengal, while in the 
southern parts of South Behar and in Cliutia Nagpur winds wire strongly westerly and 
non h-wcsterlv Winds were also generally southerly in South West Bengal. A considerable 
amount of interaction necessarily took place between these opposing wind systems, and the 
previous meteorological conditions of the Province became almost reversed The interaction 
between these wind systems caused the sky to cloud over very rapidly, and the conditions at once 
became favourable for the production of the local hot weather storms known as nor’- westers. 
With the setting in of the strong easterly current on the 24th, pn satire increased with 
very great rapidity, and in some cases the rise of the barometer within 24 hours was equal 
to almost a filth of an inch It will thus he seen that until the last day of the week the 
conditions were not favourable to rimifall, and only a ftw light and local showers fell iu 
O rissa and Kast Bengal dui mg the earlier days of the week With the slightly disturbed 
conditions oil the 2fttd, a few showtr* fell in South-West Bengal, but with the further 
development of tin se conditions which took place on the 24th, ram ft II at some of the stations 
in Noith Bengal, and Darjeeling received the very lica«y ramf.il l of 4 13 inches during 
a tliuuderstorm whu li was accompanied by hail

The letter No 309T — R, dated 1st June 1 883, to the Government of India, proposing 
the establishment of an Agricultural Department in Bengal. 

The letter from the Government of India, Revenue and Agricultural Department, 
No. 433 A, dated 20th May 1*84, forwarding, for information of the Government 
of Bengal, ropy of a despatch from the Secretary yf State, regarding the estab- 
lishment of an Agricultural Department in Bengal. ' 

The Resolution of the Government of India, No 6—840*60(1, dated 8th Deoemhor 
1881, on the general subject of Agricultural Departments under Provincial 
Governments. ■* 

In the letter Ant Cited in the preamble, the Lieutenant-Governor took the < 
opportunity of tracing the institution of Agricultural Departments in India, 
and of discussing the history of agricultural and statistical enquiry in 
Bengal. His object waft to establish, by an appeal to specific facts, the appli- 
cability to these Provinces of the 'recommendations which the Famine 
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Coramissionere had urged, and which Her Majesty’s Government had approved, in 

the Empire. The ^ommendehoe. <rf 4. Femme 
Commiiwionen, ae approved by the Secretary of State, were broad y 

\ Ht ' The collection and embodiment in convenient forms of tne statistics 

of vital, agricultural, and economic facts. . 

2nd The general improvement of Indian agriculture with a view to 

increasing the food-supply and general resources of the people. 

3 r d. The organization of famine relief. 

2 With the third recommendation, the letter of the 1st June cited above 
was not concerned ; but on the other two heads the views of this Government 
were oxpluined at length, and specific proposals submitted tor approval 

3 The I leutenant-Govcrnor’s proposals for the creation of an Agricul- 
tural Department in Bengal wore considered by the Government of India in 
thoir despatch of the 25th September 1883 to the Secretary of State, in which 
a fi-eneral support was accorded to them. The proposals fell under two mam 
heads— Agricultural Research and Agricultural Improvement. In his recom- 
mendations under the head of Agricultural Research, Sir Rivera Thompson had 
laid special stress on the necessity of providing a local agency for the ascertain- 
ment, of agricultural facts and for tho maintenance of village records of rights, 
following the Famine Commission, he had dwelt upon the impossibility of 
aenuiring, in a continuous and methodical way, any trustworthy statistical 
information in Bengal owing to the want of proper agency for the purpose ; 
and as an additional reason in support of his views, he had pointed to the 
absolute necessity of establishing such an agency if due effect was to be given 
to those salutary provisions of the Tenancy Bill which deal with surveys and 
records of rights. On all these points His Excellency in Council accepted the 
views of this Government, and represented to the Secretary of State the great 
desirability of reorganizing the old indigenous system of village accountants. 
In his recommendations regarding the question of Agricutural Improvement, Sir 
Rivers Thompson had indicated in some detail the duties which would devolve 
on an Agricultural Department in dealing with that question, and also in pro- 
moting tho more onlightened administration in Government and Court of 
Ward? Estates. On this head also the Lieutenant-Governor’s proposals received 
the general support of tho Government of India. 

4. The proposals submitted by this Government, with the recommenda- 
tions of the Government of India, were considered by the Secretary of State 
ii his despatch of tho 10th April 1881, cited in the preamble. In that 
despatch tho opinion is expressed that a general field survey of Bengal, 
and the establishment of a system of detailed village records, would be 
most beneficial ; but tho Secretary of State was unable to sanction an under- 
taking of such magnitude until put in possession of fuller information as to the 
methods to be adopted in carrying it into execution, the expenditure likely to 
be incurred, and tho difficulties that would have to bo met. In like manner, 
while confirming the approval with which his predecessors had regarded the 
prosecution of surveys and records of rights in Government and Wards’ Estates, 
Lord Kimberley desired that before any active steps were taken to establish a 
separate agency to superviso such surveys, or to create an agency to mai n ta in 
their results, he might bo furnished with detailed information on specified 
points as to the mode of carrying such operations into effect. But while thus 
deprecating, until furthor information was supplied, the inception of some of 
the operations dovised by this Government under the head of Agricultural 
Research, the Secretary of State admitted the “ importance of providing the 
Lieuteuant-Goveruor with the requisite agency for advising the Government 
generally on all matters relating to agriculture and statistics, as well as for

His Lordship remarked that “in the absence of these 
meatis of obtaining a satisfactory knowledge of the agricultural statistics of 
Bengal, which are supplied by the revenue organisation of other Provinces, it 
is all the more desirable that every effort should be made to supply thw essential 
requisite of good government 
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5. Tima oiden were eomnramwtad to the Bengal Government with the 
letter of the 39th May 1984, referred to in the preamble, and at the mm* tune 
certain important instructions on the subject-matter of those order* were con- 
veyed for the Lieutenant-Governor** information and guidance. In the first 
place sanction was given by the Government of India to the appointment for 
two yean of a special officer to advise the Lieutenant* Govern nor in matters 
relating to agriculture and statistics ; to undertake the preliminary enquiries in 
connection with the experimental field survey of the Patna Division which has 
been sanctioned by the Secretary of State, and to assist in obtaining the 
detailed information called for by the Secretary of State in reward to the crea- 
tion of a local agency of record in Wards* and Government Estates. Sanction 
was also given to the appointment of an officer for one year to take charge of 
the Government estates in the Shababad district, in connection with the scheme 
of agricultural improvement sketched by the Lieutenaat-Govennw in the letter 
of the 1st June 1883. 

6. Having thus accorded a limited sanction to the Lieutenant Governor 1 * 
proposals, the Government of India proeeoded to indicate the direction in whioh 
action on such sanction might be taken by the Government of Bengal, and to

(1) the matured views of the Government of Bong’ll on the proposed experi- 
mental survey in Behsr, and the various questions, legislative and executive, 
which arise in connection with it ; ( 2 . the name of the officer whom the 
Lieutenant-Governor proposed to appoint as the adviser to Government on 
Statistical and Agricultural matters ; and < 8 ) the instructions which might be 
given him a in connection with the experimental field survey in the Patna 
Division, (ft) in connection with similar operations in Government and Wards’ 
• r^pk s tf of th« Estates. It was, however, anticipated* that on this 

OovonuMnt of indw of ssth May last-mentioned point information might not be 
“**■ available, nor a reply possible, until the two years’ 

experimental period had expired, for which the appointment of the special 
officer hail been sanctioned. * 

Under the head of Agricultural Improvement a general expression of the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s views was invited by the Government of India, while 
special attention was called to the possibility of making use of the services of 
Cirencester graduates in any scheme that might be adopted 

7. In regard to the points (1 ) and (2) noted above, full information lias 
now been submitted to the Government of India in the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
letter No. 200T — K, dated the 24th April 1883, and any further reference to 
these points on the present occasion is therefore unnecessary* In that letter also 
it was explained that the precise character of the detion which it may be de- 
sirable for this Government to take towards the establishment or a village 
agency of account and record in Government and Wards’ Estates will depend, 
not merely on the enquiries now being prosecuted by the Board of Keveuue in 
those estates, but more especially on the results of the enquiries which must bo 
made preliminary to the experimental field survey in the Patna Division. On 
this point also no observations seem called for at present. It may, however, be 
stated here that the special officer (whom, following precedents in other Pro- 
vinces, the Lieutenant-Governor has styled the Director of Agriculture) will, so 
far as his other duties (to be presently specified) may permit, be at the disposal 
of the Board of Revenue for employment in those enquiries which may be 
req uir ed to enable the Board to submit, in a complete shape, the information 
called for regarding Wards’ and Government Estates. In this Resolution, 
therefore, it is necessary to lay down instructions for the guidance of the Direc- 
tor of Agriculture regarding that portion of the subject Cf Agricultural Research 
which is concerned with the experimental field survey in Debar, and with some 
cognate questions arising out of the Tenancy Act. it is also necessary to issue 
directions regarding the general subject of Agricultural Improvement* 

6. It ha* already been decided, with tbe approval of the Government of 
India, that the experimental survey, under Chapter X of the Tenancy Bill, 
shall be carried out toy professional agency, and the district of Mosufferpore has 
been selected for tbe experiment. Before the actual cadastral work commences* 
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it will bo necessary not only that external boundaries of the moazohs should be 
demarcated, but that an agreement should be come to with the Surveyor- 
General regarding the unit of area to be adopted as the basis of the Cadastral 
Survey, ana the system of boundary marks best adapted to secure the perma- 
nence of the results. Equally essential is it that the procedure for preparing 
the record of rights, and for maintaining it when prepared, should be planned 
out beforehand in all its details, and that some progress should have been 
made in selecting the agency by which the records are to be maintained* The 
education of putwaris , both in practical surveying and in recording the results 
of their work, will then proceed umnterrupti dly. 

The preceding remarks indicato the nature of one portion of the work to 
which the Director is now to address himself. Acting throughout, in this part 
of his duties, under the general control of the Hoard of Revenue, he will place 
himself in communication with the Surveyor-General in order to determine the 
pergunnuhs or villages in which operations shall commence ; and should it be 
considered desirable, he will, working through an establishment specially created 
for the purpose, prepare, as fur as nmv be necessary, the ground for the profes- 
sional party. It is possible that for this preliminary work the Deara survey party 
recently employed in tf'o eastern districts will bo found efficient and adequate. 

0. Before finally determining the method of preparing the record of 
rights and the system of local agency to maintain them when completed, the 
Director will proceed to the North-Western Provinces, and, with the permission 
of the Government of those Provmcos, will ascertain wlmt is the most approved 
practice in those districts where cadastral work, similar to tint contemplated in 
Hehar, is now in progress He will then report in detail, through the Hoard of 
Revenue, how far the North-Western system is applicable to Hehar, and, if 
modifications soom necessary, will state the precise character of the modifica- 
tions he would introduce. This report, howpver, is not to be submitted without 
previous communication with the Commissioner of the Patna Division. 

As soon as all these preliminary questions have h>en discussed and 
settled with the final approval of Government, the Diroctor will begin 
selecting the village agency to maintain the record when once completed. 

It is understood that m the district of Mozufferporo the names of village 
putwaris have already boon registered. It will not, however, be incumbent on 
the Director to follow the rogister if, for sufficient reasons, approved of by the 
Hoard of Revenue, departure from it seems desirable. It has been suggested 
to the Lieutenant Governor that this work of educating the village agency 
should bo taken in hand at once, on the ground that the work of survey 
ami recording lights should not be commenced until the agency to maintain 
the records had been established. Putwaris, it is said, can only be taught 
their work by actual practice. On full consideration, however, of the infor- 
mation before him as to the acquirements of the available agency, Sir Rivers 
Thompson is satisfied that all that is needed is careful selection of putwaris 
and their training in field surveying. This will be taught them on the ground 
and in their own villages os the survey progresses. The future training of 
putwaris on some such plan as has been found useful in other Provinces will be 
a matter for later consideration, hut, to begin with, what is needed is instruc- 
tion to putwaris iu surveying, aud this cannot be imparted to them till the 
survey begins. 

10. Another matter falling under the head of Agricultural Research, to 
which the Director must pay immediate attention, is the quostion of the msrket 
prices of staplo food-crops. To the accurate investigation and record of prices- 
current a new aud special importance attaches since the passing of the Bengal 
Tenancy Act, and one of the first duties of the now Department will be to enquire 
into the existing machinery for ascertaining^ and recording prices, to frame 
proposals for it.- amendment where this is found to be nocessary, and generally 
to set on foot, under the directions of the Hoard of Revenue, arrangements 
in accordance with the provisions of the law for the systematic and continuous 
record, verification and publication of the prices-current of staple food-crops. 
The general question of Agricultural Statistics also falls within his province, 
and should engage his attention. * 

11. In respect of the larger and somewhat indefinite subject of Agri- 
cultural Improvements., it is neither possihle nor expedient to lay down any exact 
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rules. The Director’s hmctioiu in relation to this branch of his official duties 
must, for some time to come, be limited to observation and experiment. It can 
only be said that ere rj thing bearing on agriculturHl prosperity and decadence 
is within bis province and supplies subject-matter for ms suggestions. Some of 
the subjects to which his attention may be usefully devoted are indeed 
enumerated tn the 22ud paragraph of tho Lieutenant-Governor's letter of the 
1st June 1N8 1 ; but having regard to the facts that the department at present 
exists only on the basis of a provisional sanction, it will probably bo better to 
trust, in this branch of the subject, to useful action m concert with established 
Societies (such as the Agri- Horticultural and the Zoological interested in tho 
amelioration of the agriculture of the country, and to tho employment of the 
Cirencester graduates who are at the disposal of Government, than to rely 
solely on the exertions of the Director himself, or to take those steps towaias 
establishing an experimental farm or framing school which were contem- 
plated when 8 h net ion to more permanent arrangements was expected From 
this point of view nrrun moments have been already entered into with the 
Agri-Horticultural Society, whereby, in consideration «*f a reasonable increase 
of the Government subsidy, its active co-operation in aid of the Agricul- 
tural Department has been secured. The I>i rector has been admitted to a 
seat in the Council of the Society through the courtesy of tho President and 
mcmliers— a courtesy which tho Lieutenant-Governor takes this opportunity of 
acknowledging. 

12. Among the various miscellaneous matters which should, in due course, 
engage the attention of the Director of Agriculture, there ts none more import- 
ant tlian the prevention and cure of diseases among cattle ; for nothing tends 
more to stability and progress in asrricultural operations than the preservation 
and improvement of cattle, upon whose labour agriculture in India so largely 
depends. Then, again, the question of fodder for cattle and of fuel for the 
people has a direct bearing on agriculture, for without fodder cattle cannot 
live, and wilhout fuel provision in the shape of village forests, it is impossible 
to utilise cattle manure for its natural fertilizing purposes. These are points 
upon which this Goi rnment has already expressed its views at length; hut 
upon which, owing to the want of executive agency, nothing pra< tical has 
hitherto been done They will now receive from the Director and his assistants 
the attention which they deserve 

13. The arrangements recently concluded between Government and tho 
Trustees of the Indian Musoum, and between Government and tho Agri-Horti- 
cultural Society, m regard to the Economic Museum, open a wide career of 
usefulness to the latter institution and an important sphere of action for 
the Agricultural Department While the scientific and technical character 
of the Museum will be upheld by tho Trustees of the Indian Museum (increased 
in number, as it is proposed they should be, so as to represent the interests of 
this Province at the Board), its practical functions, as supplying business men 
with trade samples of all economic products, will bo developed by tho Agri- 
Horticultural Society in their conveniently situated rooms in tho Metcalfe 1 lull. 
In various centres of trade in the mofussil, such as Cuttack, Dacca, Moorshed- 
abad and Patna, the way is in a measure cleared towards establishing subsidiary 
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in communication with the Government of In 


institutions on tho linos laid d<»wn 
ndia on this subject will naturally 
fidl within the province of the Director of Agriculture, lie will also bo usefully 
employed in connection with Exhibitions in India and in foreign countries at 
wmoh it is of the utmost importance to Bengal thut its groat natural and indus- 
trial products should be fully represented, 

14. A few remarks may be made as to the way in which the Lieutenant- 
Governor would employ thoso graduates of the Uirencester Agricultural Col- 
lege who have now returned to India. In determining what use should be 
made of t-M* tr lined agricultural agency at his disposal, the Lieutenant- 
Governor's views are based on the principle that agricultural enquiry must 
^precede agricultural improvement. 

M The foundation of the work of an Indian Agricultural Department,” says the Govern- 
ment of I ndia in tho Resolution cited in the preamble, *• should be the accurate investigation 
pf fm oti with the view of ascertaining what administrative course is necessary to jiroserve the 
Tfo frpttj of agrionhuial operations. It is desired therefore that the new department should 
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be so constituted os to give the fullest effect to this policy The primary effort* of the depart* 
mentH should, when estublishxd, be devoted to the orgiuiuMtion of agnouttwel inquiry* which 
ha* boon shown to oompnso the duties of gaaging the stubil ily of agricultural operations in 
every part of a province, of classifying the arrears of the province according to the result 
ot careful invostig ition, and of d«*cidi >g whit method of n/linin lucrative treatment is suitable 
to each, so as to maintain asrr cultural operations up to the highest standard of efficiency 
possible under present conditions Kr on a system of agricultural inquiries thus conducted 
will follow the gradual do elopnvnt of agricultural improvements in its manifold variety 
It will suffice if on thy fiitt const it at on of au Agi icultural department, the organisation of. 
agricultural mquiiy is placed m the hands ot qualified officials, to wh >m may he committed 
the subsequent preparation of carefully con«idwrod proposals far agricultural improvement.” 

Such u ay stem of agricultural enquiry l he Lieutenant-Governor desires to 
inaugurate tmough tho agency of the 4 'irenci“«ter irruduntes who are now in 
the service of this Government It nmv not be neces-uiry th.it ilie whole time 
of those offici is sh mid be dmo’od t> » agricultural mutters. ldut agricultural en- 
quiries aro f«»r one v oar to i<u in the inn m object of their attention, and their 
other duties a»*o to be leguluted ..eeordmglv. Their primary duty should be to 
investigate and make themselves thorouguly acquainted with the native systems 
of agriculture in selected localities, with a view to the ultimate intnduefion of 
bettor methods of cultivation, bettor seed, more valuable staples, &c., where 
their enqumes may show that such iinprovem- ntsaio practicable. The object 
in viow will he best attained if they confine, their in vest Ufa ions to typi- 
cal villages of sp(>eimeu tracts in selected districts. When tnev have thoroughly 
understood the native svstoip of agriculture iti auv such t\ picul village or local 
area, they should submit reports embodv ing definite suggestions towards im- 
proving the particular eiops grown in those localities and indicative of the 
manner in which Govern nent can give the best practical aid m the introduc- 
tion of unproved methods of cultivation 

In. When engaged hi the work tl us described, those special officers should 
endeavour (to quote again from the Resolution of the Government of India) — 

“ to soeiiTB the active aid <>f those members of the native community who are interested in 
agriculture. They uu<l<<r*rund the existing system of Indian agnculturo, and they are often 
acqmnntnd rtitli flio local minima which justify emoticon that may sewn stiaugc and illogical 
to an European observer '1 hoy can tlnrefoiw best gunlo the isiursc ot agricultural improve, 
inent witli tho I oust ilistm banco »»f existing eiioumstauecs, and ilcvol.ip the true policy 
ot progiess m lnquoving und milling to inuig*uouH conditions without the eubveision of 
i clous and methods wluoh is liknly to accompany tho introduction of exotic reforms To 
scenic flim i co-operation is therefore an important object Nor must it bo forgotten that a' 
further valuable soun-c of inhumation and advice exists in the European community ot 
planters and landlords, who have alioady given a usctul l«ad to n »t.vo entei prise in the 
adaptation of Western appliances to tho ugrn uliural system of the East, ” 

Efforts should therefore bo made b\ tho l)ire<*tor to form Committees of 
Native and European gcntle*nen interested in agriculture, through whose 
eo operation improvements may ho extended in tho directions indicated by the 
(’irouccater graduates, who uie agricultural specialists. Such Committees may, 
in course of tune, hum u useful channel of communication between the Agri- 
cultural Department and tho people. 

And in this connection tho Lieutenant-Governor lays much stress on the 
eoopeiation of tho officers ot the Opium Department m Behar These 
officers aro engaged on duties v^ieli bring them into intimate relations 
w'ith the agruultuial population, they enjoy exceptional opportunities of 
explaining to the officers to be now specially deputed the wants of the ryots, 
and mtcipietiiig to the i\ot> the uitentious and meaning of the officers of the 
Agricultural Department. They have, at certain periods of the year, ample 
leisure to dovote to such enquiries and ex plan itrons, and enjoy the confidence of 
the best class of cultivators. It is of the gieatest importance that their good 
offices should bo secured in this work, and the Board of Revenue will there-' 
fore he asked to issue such instructions us, without interfering with the proper 
work of the Opium Department, may secure tho active assistance of its 
officers for tho work now nr hund. 

The Committees of European and Native gentlemen before referred 
to might also bo induced to interest themselves m getting up local Exhi- 
bitions with the advice of tho Director of Agriculture. They might give 
assistance by collecting subscriptions, by drawing up programmes, and by 
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awarding prizes, not only for the host agricultural products, but also fur 
the best cultivated farms in their respective localities. They might in various 
other wavs do much for the spread of knowledge and improvement of cultiva- 
tion by the trial of new implements, and the selection of seeds. From the 
success which has attended tho few local agricultural Exhibitions hitherto held 
in these Provinces, not under very favourable circumstances, the Lieutenant - 
Governor is disposed to augur well for the success of well-directed and sustained 
efforts in that direction, and he is quite prepared to make reasonable contribu 
tions towards the expenses of such Exhibitions from Provincial Funds. 

10. Though tho nature of the sanction accorded to the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s proposals in regard to an Agricultural Department for Bengal 
renders it undesirable to spend any money on experimental farms supported 
by the Government, much good may ho clone if tho Manugorsof Wards* Estate's, 
in which such farms may now bo maintained, will in future consult 
tho special agricultural officers of Government on points comioctod with 
the management of their farms Tin* Lieutenant-Governor woul also ho 
glad if private persons interested in the improvement of agriculture would 
consult these officers either generally or in regard to special subjects. Tho 
special officers aic all of them competent agricultural chemists niul trained 
theoretical farmers, and their opinion in iy reasonably be expected to throw 
some light upon the suitability of certain soils to eeitain crops, ihe employment 
of improved agricultural implements, the introduction of bett«rsied and morn 
valuable staples. It may also h&pnen that their ml vice will la* of hew fit oil 
such matters as the use of manures, ensilage, rotation of ei ops, simultaneous 
growth of sever il ciops m tho aim* field, method of pieparing crops for 
market, and so forth, fthouhl tho adoption of their advice on any point be 
followed by good results, the improveuu nt thus intiodueid would be forcibly 
brought home to the people, and would stand u fair elmnce ol gaming perma- 
nent ground. 

From this point of view, too. tho Lieutenant-Governor would endeavour 
to induce intelligent /.emmdais or ryots m khaw timbals, Wauls* ('states 
or elsewhere, to try such experiments as, after caieful considciut ion, maj In* 
determined upon. If, for example, it is dt sired to test the merits of u part iculur 

E lough, tho agricultural offieeis should induce a selected ryot to plough 
alt his field with Ills own plough and after Ins own fashion, end the other 
half of the same field with the new plough and under their directions Jf 
it should turn out that the eiop grown on the niou cultivated muter tho ii«'w 
method yiedds nior<* than that cultivated under tho old, the < ultivator is more 
likely to adopt the new nu'lhod, and otlnis are more likely to follow lus 
example than they would be if the c\p« mnent had be< n tiled on u model faun 
and tno results recorded in blue books. The fwt, liowoei, must be iceogniscd 
that cultivators will not he in meed to try experiments in this vvty unless we 
are prepared to make good any loss thev may sustain by following our udvice 
Should it therefoic* in* found practicable to initiate Mieh cxpeiiuu nfs through 
the people themselves, and slaxild such exporinu nts lead to lo-scu, the Lieuti n.mt- 
Govcmor is prepared to make, in a uiodeiatu way to begin with, an allot- 
ment of funds to meet such losses as may possibly be entailed on ryots or /emm- 
dars by following tho advice of the sp<s*ial ugiicultiual ollheis 

IT. In determining the precise dircetions in vvliuh the poln*y now- 
sketched is to be worked out, the Director and hi** a -msf mts should have 
regard 10 the recorded results of the working of Agi u-ulluml Dep ntincnts in 
other provinces, us tar as they may apply to the circumstances of Bengal. 
Above all, adherence to olio leading prim ipio is essential, namely, that when* 
there is soino assurance of success in any m\v pieces-* tin* tluingem within tho 
reach of tlie ryot. '1 he ryot’s limit* d me ms and tho solid basis of empirical 
knowledge which he possesses, mu»t on no ac< oigit be lgnoied Taking that 
knowledge as a foundation to work on, and tin* ncMsiuiy limitation of these 
means as a chief factor in the question, an emit atom should be made t > 
ascertain wherein the ryots’ practice is hi sept title of improve meet m accordant o 
with the resists of scientific rescan h m agr cultural mutter*. 

18. With these genenl instructions, tie* Lieutenant Governor commit* tho 
charge of this new Department to Mr Faiueaim, with every' confidence in hi* 
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intelligent administration of it. The services of the three gentlemen whose name* 
v are noted in the margin will be placed at the

Thus in regard to Agricultural Itescurch (cadastral surveys, record of rights, 
enquiries in Wards* and Government Kstates, registration of priccs-current) the 
Director will be under the coutiol of the Board of Revenue, ^md his reports will 
reach Government through the Board. In regard to Agricultural Improvement , 
Museums and Exhibitions, Ac., he will be, for the present at all events, under 
the ordeis of the Revenue Department. Ho may, in regard to all these subjects, 
communicate direct with local officers and heuds of departments.

* B^gd Preaidency should proceed on tho same general lines in order that their 
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results might be of some service to students of comparative ethnology in Europe. 
They considered the question as to the best means tp be adopted to collect 
original data in addition to those already on record in books, renorts, and 

S ublications of learned societies. For this' purpose two sets of questions were 
fawn up, which form anna*ures b and C to their., proceedings. ‘I he general 
series (annoxure B) was trained with the object of bringing out by as few and 
as simple questions as possible the leading characteristics. of any particular 
caste. The special series (annexure <J) on the other hand goes into more 
minute detail and attempts to cover the main heads of ethnographical* enquiry * 
in India. The former, it is understood, represents the amount- of original 
enquiry which the Conference consider may fauly be imposed upon the district 
staff, while the latter is intended for use-only by those a^iom inclination may 
lead to pursue the subject ’ further. In order to gUArd again*** the confusion 
which may arise from the ambiguous use of words, the Conference also proper- 
red a note upon certain doubtful points of ethnographical*. nomenclature in 
which they defined, for the purpose of the present enquiries, the, principal 
terms ordinarily used to denote the various forms of social organisation preva- 
lent in India - 

.3. In submitting to Government the proceedings of the Conference, Mr. 
ttisley has appended to them a note, extracts fron\ which are annexed to this 
Resolution, explaining the general objects of the enquiry, and making certain 
suggestions as to the action to be taken to give effect to the proposals of -the 
Conference in Beng&l. The Lieutenant-Governor has fully considered the 
papers, and accepts the conclusion that, apart from the scientific aspects of the 
question, substantial administrative benefits may be looked for from the 
present enquiries. It has always been the policy of Government to 
encourage researches which tend to throw light upon the actual life of thp 
general mass of the population# which even now is not adequately represented 
either by the vernacular newspapers, or by any of the various publio bodies 
and associations. As early us tlie beginning of this century, tlie Court 
of Directors held that the acquisition of ‘systematic knowledge regarding 
the castes and occupations of the people 4 * would be attended with much 
utility,” and the subject was exptessly mentioned m the instructions given to 
Dr. Francis Buchanan for the statistical survey of the country commenced 
by him, but never completed. The enquiry then abandoned may now, the 
Lieutenant-Governor thinks, be resumed with greater prospects of aucoess. 
The census of 188] has provided a sound statistical basis for further research, 
while recent events have served to bring to prominent notice the necessity for 
more minute knowledge on the part of Government officers «Jf the actual 
usages and beliefs of the people at large. An ethnographical survey of theP 
people is in its way as desirable as a cadastral survey of the land, provided 
that it can be earned out within a reasonable time and without excessive 
expenditure* Social roforms are beginning to 'be discussed by the leaders of 
native society, and a time may come when Government will be invited to 
exercise its influence in suoU matters. It is clear, at any rate, that the more 
Government officers know about the religious and social customs* of -the people 
of their tiist riots, the better a&lo they will be to deal either with the possible 
social problems of the future, or with the practical questions referred to in 
Mr. Risky’s note. * • 

4. For theso reasons it has been decided to publish And circulate the 
questiorife framed by the members of the Conference, and to enlist the aid at . 
the officers of Government and' of others who are in a position to help in obtain-. 
j-jg answers to them. Experience has shoym that a single person can do very 
little towards collecting the requisite information within a given time. To elicit 
facts by oral enquiry is necessarily a lengthy process*, pud accuracy can only be 
aicurea by testjng tho statements of particular individuals or groups of individual* 
by numerous independent Affsorvatious. . .On the other hand, it is essential that 
no more labour than is absolutely necessary should be thrown upon the regular 
administrative staff, and particularly upon the (^strict officers.* Every 'district* 
officer will therefore be requested to nominate from among his aubcftdinptee 
ouo or more officers who may be qualified and willing to assist, in addirioa. 

* to their ordinary work, in collecting information for their respective districts or 
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• with copies ha English and vernacular of the ^enemd series of ethnographical 
questions (enclosure B to the proceedings of the Conference), end will indicate 
what use mould be made of these questions in each district. The functions 
of the district officer in the matter will be limited to seeing that the 
selected officers do what is required of them within a reasonable time. It is 
believed thatmnswem to this series of questions can be rowdily obtained, and 
that tlge work wifi not involve any interference with the ordinary duties of the 
selected officers. Mach interest w taken in the proposed enquiries by natives of 
all classes who have already made to Mr. RiMey liberal offers of assistance* and 
it will be open to officers either to go into the questions themselves, or to pass 
them onto peraons*wbo take interestin the subject, and transmit the answers 
to Mr. Risley.’ 'Officers who show a special taste for ethnographical enquiries 
. will be supplied .with copies of die special series of questions for such use as . 
they may and it possible to- make of them. Apart*from all, enquiries by way 
of set questions and answers, it is believed ftfat all officers engaged in district 
work are continually coming across curious and interesting information 
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community during the oanipm g season. Notes of such information, however 
ivagmentary and incomplete, may be of great service to the officer in charge of 
the enquiry, and the Lieutenant-Governor hopes that they may be comm unicat-' 
ed to Mr. Risley. 

5. Valuable help, it i* understood, can also be given by the officers of the 
MedichJ, Police, ‘Education. Jails, Registration and Forests Departments. many 
of whom have excellent opportunities of observing, and some leisure for record* * 
ing, the customs of particular -castes. The Heads, of these Departments will 
therefore be asked to instruct their subordinates to give Mr. Risley any assist* 
anoe in their power. 

ft. The Lieutenant-Governor takes this opportunity of acknowledging 
the assistance rendered in this matter by the members of the Conference 
which met at Lahore. His thanks are especially duo to Messrs. Ihbetson and' 
Nesfield for bringing their knowledge and experience to bear upon the pre- 
paration of a systematic scheme for the collection of* ethnographical data in 
Bengal. * •

The members of tho Conference met at Mr. Ibbetson’s office. Mr. Rudej 
explained that he had come to Lahore, with the permission of the Government 
Of Bengal, to consult Messrs. Iftbetson and Nesfiold in Consequence of certain 
demi-official suggestions received from Mr. FitzPatrick, Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of India, in the Home Department. He stated that the Government gf 
jlongul had decided to make an exhaustive enquiry into 'the castes and occupa- 
tion of the poople of those provinces, based upon the statistics recorded in the 
census of 1881, and had placed liinv on* special duty for two years for that 

( putfposo. He laid before the pneetin^ (•) a draft note setting forth the objects to 
ho aimed at in .the enquiry and the means to be adopted to obtain those objects, 
consistently with giving the minimum of trouble to the regular administrative 
staff ; (»*) a set of ’otnnftgraphical questions framed so as to facilitate the 
collection of fresh data in a systematic form through % the agency of district 
officers, and of such private individuals' as might be willing to give assistance m 
the matter. He asked the other members to assist him with such criticism 
as their experience of ethnographical enquiries might suggost. Messrs. Ibbetaon 
and Nesfiold, while ready and willing to assist to tho best of their ability in die-' 
cussing the papers in question, felt unable, without due leisure for consideration, 
to commit themselves to any final opinion as to the form that would be best 
suited for adoption in their respective provinces, should it eventually «be. 
decided to set such an enquiry on foot in those provinces. # * 

In the absence of precise official instructions as to their functions,* it 
appeared* to the officers present that all they could usofully do was .to indicate, 
with as much completeness as the circumstances under* which they were called 
together admitted of, the direction in which ethnographical enquiries of the 
kind under, description might host ho pursued by any Local Government^ which 
might think, it desirable to undertake them. With this view tho members of the 
Conference prepared a note on certain difficult points of ethnographical . 
terminology, a series of general questions calculated to elicit the salient charac- 
teristics of the several castes, and a set of special questions dealing with caste 
customs in greater* detp.il,* to be used by those whom inclmatiou might lead 
to pursue the subject further. These papers form annexures A, B and C to these 
proceedings. It would rouiain for the Local Governments and Administrations 
concerned tt> doteraiihe in what manner the suggestions contained in them 
should ba utilized. 

* At the present stagft of the proceedings, and while the data have stall to 
be collected, the members of tneiCoj^erence jlid not feel prepared to consider 
the form in whieh the final results should be arranged $nd recorded.

Mom confusion is often canted by the indeterminate use of the various terms applied 
to the divisions upon which society in India is based. It seems that some attempt to 
* define mare precisely the nature of the groups to which these terms should respectively be 
applied might usefully he made, and the following is set forth as a suggestion. 

The group organisation commonly follows one of two main types— (l) the caste, 
(3) the tribe. The former may be defined aa the largest group bascri upon community 
of occupation ; the latter aa the largest group based upon real or fictitious oommumty of 
descent, or upon common occupation of territory. 

Within the caste we find the aub-rante, and within tho *w b-aaate the tech on. The 
tub-eatU may be defined as the smallest tndogomawt group, and ihe aretvm as the largest 
ezogamous group, within the caste No lower unit thau the •action need be regarded. 
The limits of the caste and aub-cokte will occasionally be identical, there being no smaller 
endogenous groups included under a ooromon caste name based on occupation 

Within tfip tribe wo find many sub-divisions The smallest emlogamoua group within the 
tribe may he called the aub-h the, which, as before, will occasionally coincide with the tribe. 
The largest exog&mous group within the tribe may be colled the *ept,' and no lower unit than 
tibia need bo considered. Divisions intermediate between the sub-tribe and sept may, 
where they exist, be termed dans and sub*dans. 

Some oases will occur m whioh the two types run into , each other, the caste 
baaed upon occupation being made up of tribes or tribal fragments based upon commu- 
nity of descent In these ca«es the terminology of each type will be followed so far as 
the organisation stands upon the same basis os the type, and no further. 

It might be explained that tho Brahmameal gotrn « have, ra many case*, been adapted 
by or imposed upon eastes and tribes in addition to their proper caste or tribal divisions. 
In suoh cases tho gotraa ore not what is wauted - what is wanted is the organic divisions 
and anb-divistons of the oaste and tribe, not nnusuolly called got by the people them- 
selves, as distinguished from gotra in the strict Brahmamoal sense. Occasionally those 
organic divisions and the got ran are idoutioal ; but whoro the latter are distinct from, and 
have been superimposed upon, the former, the go/rat run through tho divisions, the 
lame division often, though not always, including several gotraa , while, on the other baud, 
the same po(>a is found iu several divisions. The Brahmonioal gotrat are chiefly used 
by the officiating priest at marriago, and tho oeremunv of tankalp, and are* often unknown 
to the people tliomsolves without reference to their priests. •

INTRODUCTORY RKMAEK8. 

The following questions have been drawn up in order to suggest lines of 
enquiry likely to prove interesting. They do not claim to be exhaustive, nor is 
it necessary that all of them should be answered. Some, for instance, will 
apply only to Mahomedans, others only to Hindus, and others again only to 
aboriginal tribes In making use of them, various forms of bias on the part of 
the person questioned will have to be guarded against, such as — 

(«) The wish to exalt his own caste or sub-division of his caste at the 
expense of other castes. 

( b ) The tendency to give ideal or book explanations of facts. 

Care must also be taken not to tire the persons questioned by asking too 
many questions at a time and to check their statements occasionally by asking 
for actual instances of any specially remarkable custom. Questions should 
be put in as concrete a form as possible, in order to avoid tho danger of pooplo 
a«§enting out of laziness in order to save tho labour of thinking. 

It will be found in tho case of many, perhaps of most castes, that there 
is a primary division into what may be called sub castes, each of which is 
again divided into sections. Where several of theso sub-castes are present 
side by side in the locality tlieir names will probably bo given. But where 
all the local representatives of the caste belong to the same sub-caste there is a 
danger of the sub-caste name being taken tor granted and only tho sections 
being named. Both groupings are required, tho sub castes being, if anything, 
the more important of tho two.

All the above sums were realised, except that from Messrs. Wits nand Company, who, it 
appears trom a communication from the Collector ot Kajshahye, wished to hate the present 
exluhitiou. held at Aampore Beauleah, and were uuwdhng to subscribe towards a second 
exhibition if held here although at the first meeting, above alluded to, one of thpir Agents, 
Hr. Morey, was present and sanctioned its proceedings Besides, the preparations for 
boldipg this exhibition at Berhampore were tbeu too fur advanced to allow of. any alternative 
course being taken. A sum of lls. 80 was als# received from tbe Maharajah of Nat tote, - 
through the Collector of Bojshahye.

January) if the presence of a good number of European and native gentlemen and a 
large body of exhibitor*. . After a fow ueneral remarks, Baboo Batkaht Natb Sen, one of 
tbe lead* ugpleaders, and himself also a soimodar, was requested to address the cocoon rearers 
provenf in Bengali. In tbe course qf hit remarks be explained tbe object of tbe exhibition 
laud the intention of its promoters, pointing out that, unless they (the rearers* sought to 
brfttg about a general improvement in the quality of their cocoous, tha' object and that 
intention- would he entirely frustrated. The means which they should take to effect this* 
.were 41*o indicated in the eourse of his remarks. 

6. The exhibition rematued opeu till the 24 h January, on which date puses and 
certificates were distributed by the Deputy Collector in dun go during my ab«enoe in the 
interior, the Cocoous baviug iu the meantime beeu judged by two experts, namely 
Messrs. Stocks and (4 allots, who were appointed judges by the Committee. As regards 
those who did hot obtain any prises, a rupee to cacti was granted as diet money and 
compensation for the trouble and expense to winch they had been put.

9. The cooouns this rear have beeu decidedly superior in quality to those of last year , 
but this is due mainly to the large sod plentiful crop of tnuiberry, whiqk was sold very che*i>, 
and which enabled the rearers to feed .their worms at a much smaller cost thau usual. The 
oonsequence was that we had cocoous giving 15 -to HO per cent. better produce than those 
of last year. But they were not superior to the cocoous of 1883, which gave eveu better 
produce. 

. 10. The superiority of the present cocoons over those ofjaat year cannot therefore he 

fairly attributed to extra care ou the part of tbe rearers, hut simply to cheap and pleuti'ful 
mulberry, aud 1 am of opinion that we shall always see good cocoous when die mulberry crop 
is large and cheap, and the reverie when at is sesuty and deat. 

11. The rearers came forward much more freely this year and to< k a far greater interest 
in the exhibition, as the iuoreaae in the number of exhibits proves. But, in their anxiety to 
obtain prises, several dishonest rearers borrowed good cocoons and exhibited them as cocoons

• 14. At the meeting referred tain paragraph 11 above, which will be held before the close 
of the month, the rules regarding the quantity of cocoons that should he taken is forming a 
single exhibit must he revised aud re-cast, as there is still reason to apprehend that the rearers 
teed up a small batch of worms in order that they may show the cocoons and secure a pnse to 
the neglect Of the rest. This practice w of course productive of no good result whatever. 
The Committor will take measures to prevent this, ami to ensure that the rearers are encouraged 
to m|kc provision for good seed as well. When tins object has been attaiued, a general im- 
provement in the quality of oecoons may reasonably be expected, and this result will be due to 
the encouragement given by these exhibitions. 

15 It must have b< on also encouraging to the industry to notice the interest which 
( J over lime n t took in the matter by sending down a special officer to the exhibition. 
However, I cannot expect that the public will take much iuterest in the exhibition until it be 
extended so as to show the processes by which silk is made and the Anal products. 1 suggest-

16. There is no doubt that the cultivation of (he mulberry aud the reafing of silkworms 
has taken such root in tins district, and contributed so much to its material prosperity, that any 
fu’thcr decline in the trade would have a serious econtrano effect. Jt is well knotyi that silk 
is woven here by the native we-tVers ; and provided the European Bilk merchants encourage a 
lo\al co-operation among nil branches of the trade, 1 am convinced that a silk exhibition in 
a more extended form would be valuable. 

17. Even as it is, I understand that silk piece-goods are purchased and exported. I know 
that the silk of Mirxnpore is better than that of Bisnnupore in the Bankoora district, aud that 
the lnt(er is highli appreciated by private individuals. 

In. Further, the grndunl extension of the exhibition to (utser silk would be beneficial, as 
this branch is n»w, 1 understand, being opened out in this district.

SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL TOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE In OF 
MAY 18S5. 


Ik tlw report- for thh previous week, it vu shown that nt its close the former meteo- 
rological .conditions which had obtained over the Frovmoe had completely changed. A 
strong easterly wind current had set in over North Bengal and North Behar in the place of 
the former westerly current, while westerly winds were still blowing in South Behar, Obotia 
Nagpur, and some parte of South-West Bengal. It was there also pointed out that the 
interaction between these wind systems had oaueed the sky to cloud over rapidly, and that 
the eouditipns had beoome favonrable for the production of the usual hot-weather storms. 
On the 2Hth,‘or the first day of th«* present week, these conditions continued, a small area of 
low pressure began to develop m South Behar, and winds showed a fairly complete cryclome 
circulation round it. The area of low, pressure with accompanying wind circulation was 
also clearly noticeable in Behar and Obutia Nagpur on the 26th, 27th and 24th, but on «tbj* * 
29th and 80th the wind directions to a certain extent ceased to show the tendenoy to 
cyclonic circulation, though the area of low pressure could still be faintly traced. Ou the 
1st of May the lowest pressure had moved to the west of South Behar, though there waa 
still a tendency towards the reappearance of the circulation of winds as in the earlier part" 
of the week. 

It will thus be seen that from the 25th up to the 28th, the weather conditions over the 
Province were very disturbed, while on the 29th and 80th conditions began to clear up. 
Southerly and south-easterly moist winds have been blowing steadily over South-West, East 
and North Bengal, and heavy and general rain, to a great extent brought by local storms, haa 
fallen over these districts. From the 30tb, however, weather became more settled, and little 
or no rain fell. 

Pressure, as stated above, has been relatively low in South Behar and fthutia Nagpur 
almost throughout the week, while it has been high m East Beugal. Gya has shown the 
lowest pressures, and here the mean pressure for the week is only 0 003' above the 
normal. At Chittagong, on the other hand, the mean pressure for the week has been no less 
than 0 045' above tbe normal, while the average excess pressure over the whole Province 
has been 0*082." In .the previous week pressure was bejow the normal in all distnota 
except Chutia Nagpur, the averago defect being 0*033*, so it will be seen that the change from 
the previoug^week is rather marked. 

. With the heavy rainfall for the week, temperature has fallen very considerably, and 
it is now below the normal in all districts The largest defect has been in East Bengal, 
where it is 4° . In South Behar the defent has been 3°, in Chutia Nagpur and North 
Behar it has been about 2 6 , whilo in South-West Bengal and Onssa the defect has been 
a little more than 1°. 

Rainfall, as has been previously stated, was fairly general and moderately heavy in South- 
West Bengal from the 26th to the 28th, and m the eastern districts up to the 29th. In East 
and North Bengal rainfall was also fairly heavy, though not quite so genoral, from the 25th 
to the 29th, while a few showers fell in Orissa, in the Purneah district of North Behar, and 
in tho Sonthal Pergunaahs. Fenny reports no less than 6 77 inches of rain dnnng the 
week; Kishoregunge, Naml, Chittagong and Cox’s Basar have received more than 4 inches; 
Bongong, Ohooadanga, Jcaaorc, ltungamati, Peroxepore, Munshiguoge, Atia, and Gooch 
Behar report 8 inches of rain aud upwards, while no leu then 11 stations in South-West 
Bengal and 10 stations in East and North Bongal have received 2 indue and upwarda 
during the week. 

The average rainfall in East Bengal for the week has been 2*68 inches, in South-West 
Bengal it lias been 1*30 inches, and in North Bengal 1*15 inches. Iu Orissa the general 
fall haa been 0*81 moh, while m Behar and Chutia Nagpur the amounts are insignificant. , 
The heavy rainfall diunug this week has.brought the rainfall for the month of April almost 
up to the average fall in East Bengal. Iu 8outh«Wcst Bengal * and North Bengal the an 
in April has been rathexwmore than half the cordial ; iiF Onssa it baa been leu than hal f, 
while in Behar and Chutia Nagpur the rainfall haa been exceedingly scanty.

• the 18th March 1885, defining the share to he token by Indie iti the Jxnidon 

Exhibition of 1886, end publishing certain information for the guidance of 
intending exhibitors. 

Letter from the Government of Indie, Revenue end Agrioultnrel Department,* No* 
26Ex. — 1 — 24, dated 18th Kerch 1886, forwarding with remarks copy of a 
despatch from the Secret ar y of State, determining the functions of the Govern- 
ment of India and the Provincial Governments respectively in connexion with 
the London Exhibition. 

‘ Letter from tho Government of India, Revenue end Agricultural Department, No, 
22Ex — 1 — 2fl, dated 23rd March 18*5, forwarding a sketch plan of tho* 
* Exhibition and oommuniaating certain instructions. 

In the correspondence cited above, the Secretary of State and the Govern* 
ment Of Lidia hare indicated the general character of the duties to be under* 
taken by Hie several Provincial Government** in connexion with the London 
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Exhibition of 1880. It follow* from thine instruction* that the opcutiona.of the 
Government of Bengal will be confined to the equipment of the Provincial 
Court illustrating the artware, ornamental fabric*, and decorative woricof 
Bengal, and $o the executive duty of receiving and forwarding, either to the 
Government of India or to the Royal Commisabp, applications for spaed sub- 
mitted by private exhibitor* resident within the Province. In order to 
lighten a* far a* possible the burthen upon the Provincial finances, it 
has further been* decided that no special collection and no special* allotment 
of funds, shall be made 'for the purpose of the London Exhibition, hut 
that the contribution which the Laefitonant-Govemor was in any case 
prepared to make towards the adequate represeutation of Bengal at the Bombay 
Exhibition of 1887 shall b<^ in whole or part, expended at once upon * charact 
teristic collection of artware which will bo utilised to famish tho Bengal Court 
in the London Exhibition, and will afterwards be exhibited at Bombay. .If any 
exhibits are' sold in London, duplicates will b e prepared for Bombay. To 
meet the cost ot this collection, an allotment of Rs. 20,000 is sanctioned from 
Provincial funds. Tho experience gained in equipping the Bengal Court of the 
Calcutta Exhibition tends to show that in representing the artistic resources of 
the Province in the space allotted to bengal by the Royal Commission, a larger 
sum than this could hardly be expended to advantage. Should it be found, 
howover, that the decorative industries of Bengal admit of illustration on a 
larger scalo, additions may be made to the collection now to be prepared 
for London before it is exhibited in Bombay. It is understood that the charges 
for freight to England and again back to Bombay will he met by the Govern* 
ment of India, which will also pay for the deputation of native attendants to 
take charge of Provincial collections in London. 

2. In the Resolution of the 2nd May 1885 constituting and defining the. 
functions of ,tho Agricultural Department in Bengal, the organization of 
exhibitions has been mentioned among the duties of the Director. In the 
present instance, however, tho pressure of work necess&rily accompanying 
the formation of a now department, and in particular the preparations for 

the cadastral survey of part of TJehar, will render it 
impossible for the Director to undertake the con- 
duct of exhibition business without skilled assistance. 
The. Lieutenant-Governor has therefore determined 
to appoint a Committee, consisting of the gentlemen 
whose names are noted in the margin, to take

and local officers and heads of departments will 
be requested to co-operate with them in bringing together a collection of 
exhibits fairly representing the artistic industries of those Provinces. 

;J. Tho general duties dt the Committee are sufficiently apparent from the 
correspondence connected with tho exhibition, copies of which will be supplied 
to. them Arrangements will also be* made to place at their disposal a report, 
specially prepared for this purpose, showing the best examples of artware, 
fabrics, &o , contributed from Bengal to the Calcutta Exhibition, with the price 
of each article. Using this report as a basis, the Committee wifi probably find 
little difficulty iu drawing up for each district or division provisional lists of the 
articles which the local officers should purchase if the manufacturers do not wish 
to 6xhibit on their own account, though with _ the Committee’s general 
assistance. Commissioners of Divisions will be instructed to form district 
or divisional committees, as may be most convenient, to consider these 
lists, to amend or supplement them by the* light of local knowledge, and 
to carry out the* instructions of the Central Committee as to tho ma pnsa r in 
which the exhibits should be dealt with. 

4. Apart from the .exhibits to be collected locally, .the chief or namen t 
of the Provincial Court will consists of screens (the geaenkl*plaa of which is 
described in- the correspondence) showing either the characteristic styles ef 
Bengal architecture or thq features and peculiarities of the decorative 
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been iv si^ioood b y the 1ifatwmmm$ m Isa#** bo* 41 'will be epee to- £ 
Committee to employ some portion of urn grant of Rs. Si, 000 In preparing the 
screen* shahid the allowance made by the Government of . Indie not suffice, 
provided that this additional expenditure may be so directed as to work in 
with the proper representation at Bombay of the arts and industries of Bengal. 
The oosnpamthre backwardness of. the arts of wood and stone-carving * 1 ^ 
Bengal wut probably dispose the Committee to Invite froA the pupils of the* 
School of Art and other competent persons designs for - screens based upon those 
mooes of architectural ornament which are most characteristic of the chief 
fiBadt, Mahemedan, and Buddhist buildings in these Province*. If such a 
■ reproduction of selected ornamental details commends itself to the teste of the 
Committee, end can be carried out in a manner compatible with the necessary 
form and prop o rtions of a screen, the Lieutenant* (Joveroer hopes that it may 
form a worthy illustration of a branch of art little known in Europe, and may, 
at the same tune, offer some encouragement to, the pursuit of wood-carving and 
modelling in Bengal. No time should be lost in commencing the 'work, as all 
articles intended for -exhibition in London must 'be ready for despatch by the 
26th December, and it is understood that even the simplest type of screen 
will require considerable labour and constructive skill to adapt it to the condi- ' 
tions imposed by the dimensions of the Exhibition building. 

5. The Lieutenant- Qeyemor therefore desires that the President of 
the , Committee will arrange to hold a meeting at as early a date as possible, 4 
in order to decide the preliminary questions noted above, and to start 
work throughout Bengal with the co-operation of the local officers. 

Ordeh.— Ordered that copies of the Resolution be forwarded to all 
.Departments of Government, all Commissioners, and the Members of the 
Committee, for information and guidance. 

Also that it.be published in the Calcutta and Vernacular Gaeeltee.

The Report ol the Judges ol the Small Cause Court, Calcutta, for 1884. 


The year under review was the second complete year 'throughout which 
the Presidency Small Cause Courts Act of 1882 was in force. 

2. The following statement shows the number of suits which came before 
tho Court, and the manner in which they were disposed of, in each of the last 
three years : — *

There was thus an incroase of 5,0-47 in the number of suits instituted compared 
with tho figures of 1888, and of 1*521 compared with those of 1882. In }8$2 
the Old procedure was in force for tho first six months of the yea/. The in- 
croaso is attributed by the Judges to two causes—; firstly, to the people having 
now become jnore accustomed to the new procedure, and resorting to the Court 
with greater freedom ; and wcondlif, to the fact that creditors have greater 
securityfor their loans, in so far as they are able to seize and sell tiled huts 
in execution of their decreos. There was an increase in every description of 
' suit. Suits of values up to Us. 10 increased from 8,387 to 10,411, or to within 
865 of what they were before 'this class of cases began to diminish in 1883, 
and of values between lls. 10 and Ils. 50 from 11,020 to 13,150. In suits of 
values between Rs. 500 and lls. 1,000 there was au increase from 505 to 546 
and of those over Rs. 1,000 from 315 to 370. The above represents a consider* 
able increaso in the work of the Judges. 

3. It would appear therefore that the inconveniences ‘of which complaints 
weito tnade when the Act came into operation, noticed at length in paragraph 2 
of the Resolution on the Report of the Small Cause Court Judges for 1883, 
have not had tho effect of permanently discouraging the smaller suitors!. 
Moreover, some at all events of the grievances most strongly urged after the 
coming into operation of the now Act, have now been ’removed. For 
during the year the Lieutenant-Governor took Into consideration the issue of 
a notification withdrawing the extension to the Small Cause Court of sections 
37 and 41 of the Civil Procedure Cede, by the operation of, which the procedure 
of the ordinary Civil Courts with regard to recognized agents had become 
applicable to the Small Cause Court. It was, however, flnallg d ecided th at 
the notification should not come into force until the 1st January of this yeas 
In October 1883 the Government of. India reduced the stamp duty payable on 
a power-of -attorney under article 50(4), Schedule I of the Indian Stems Act,

The question of reducing the wetstutiop #ee« was ipetfcer subject which 
received tbe attention of this Government, The Court, however, on being 
consulted, remarked that the effect of the reduction would probably be jm 
increase in the number of snitsu and that the present ,«te«--jndjmel and 
miiriste<ia!-~w 0 » unable to cope mft any further addition of work. For the 
reasons given by the Court, and because the returns lor the year 1884 show 
that tbe present scale of the institution fees has not prevented a large 
increase in the litigation, the Lieutenant-Governor bus decided that no steps 
shall be taken for the present towards its reduction. 

4. The total number of cases disposed of (omitting transfers), compared 
jyrith the result of the preceding year, increased from 25,783 to 30,211. The 
average duration of contested suits increased from 71*5 to 114*4 days, yet the 
number of contested cases only increased from 5 211 to 5,388. The Court 
have, in paragraph 7 of their Report, given reasons, all doubtless of more or less 
weight, why the average duration of suits has again increased, and will pro* 
bably continue to do so. These, together with the increasing difficulty felt by 
the Judges in getting through their daily boards, must be accepted as accounting 
sufficiently for an evil which, in a Court oE Small Causes especially, is a very 
serious one. The Court sat for 265 days. There were 863 suits pending at 
the close of the year more than at the close of the preceding year. The total 
value of the suits instituted increased from Rs. lit, 89, 465 to Rs. 22,47,816. 
The amount realised on applications for execution of decrees with the issue of 
process increased from Rs. 2,11,407 to Rs. 2,46,451, and without tho issue of 
process from Ks. 2,17,355 to Its. 2,29,150. In 440 cases the judgment-debtor 
was imprisoned, in 369 arrebtod but released without imprisonment. 

5. The total receipts ro»c from Rs 2,82,968 to Us. 3,24,516; those in 
court-fee stamps for process and othor fees ulouo having increased from 
Rs. 2,80,339 to Rs. 3,21,419. Tho charges were Rs. 2,1 1,940, almost iho yme 
as in the preceding > oar. The net amount credited to Government inct eased 
from Rs. 71,954 to hr. 1,12,576. 

6. The work of the Court was distributed < mon^ the Judges and tho 
Registrar. The Chief Judge dealt with all suits and miscellaneous cases from 
Rs. 700 and upwards for half of the year, and from Rs. 600 and upwards for 
the other half. Tho .Second, Third und Fourth .fudges dealt each with one- 
third of all suits and miscellaneous eases between Rs 15 and Rs. 700 (or 
Rs. 600', and one-fourth of all suits, &c., between Rs. 10 and Rs. 15 Tho 
Registrar heard one fourth of all suds and miscellaneous cases between Rs. 10 
ana Jis. 15, and ull suits, «&c , up to Hs 10. 

7. In paragraph 3 of the Resolution on the Report of last year’s working 
of this Court, it was remarked that upon the facts contained in tho Report for 
1883, the Lieutenant-Governor found it impossible to press on the Government 
of India a recommendation for the appointment of an Additional Judgo, or 
any increase to the pay of the present Judges. The Judges have now 
represented in detail the difficulties with which they have to contend, and tho 
impossibility, with the present judicial staff, of preventing the growing accumu- 
lation of arrears. While admitting that as regards suits alone tho numbers are 
not so great as in the years previous to tho extension of the jurisdiction of the 
Court to suits of values up to Rs. 2,000, they state that the value of tbe suits 
has greatly increased, thereby involving mote frequent contests and a greater 
complication of details. They further represent that the new procedure has 
given rue to a variety of miscellaneous applications which were previously 
u nkno wn, and they show by the analysis of an ordinary day’s work tliat 
arrears must at present necessarily accumulate. With reference to tho refusal 
of the Government of India, after a careful eomparispn of the work done 
in the Calcutta Court of Small Causes with that in other Presidency Small 
♦Cause Courts, to sanction the appointment of an Additional Judge and an 
increase to the pay of the Second and Third Judges of the Court as proposed in 
1882, the Judges explain that tbe Small Cause Courts of Madras and Bombay 
have to deal with a far larger proportion of tho very suits which are most 
eAsy to try, viz. suits on u written promise for sum certain.” They finally 

' point out that in the course of the last ten years the Calcutta Court has yielded 
a much larger revenue than either of the other Presidency Small Cause Courts, 
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and that the number of days on which the Jtadpi actually work is alee greater . 
It appears to Sir Rivers Thompson that the Judges mace out some case far an 
enlargement of the Court ; but tne present moment is not a favourable one for 
any representation which involves increased expenditure, and the Lieutenant* 
Governor would prefer if the Judges would re-submit the case in a special 
report when tho Court closes for its vacation in. October next. A fuller expe* 
rience will then have been gained of the work to be dealt with, and the abihty 
of the Court to cope with it. It might be a consideration whether the pecu* 
niary limit of the powers of the Registrar in trying suits should not be 
extendod.

* This normal meterological ooodi^ou of April in Bengal are very similar to those shirt 
were desortbed for March, but with the continuance of the conditions, they become stronger 
and more developed. These conditions, it will be remembered, are steadily increasing tempera- 
ture over the whole of Northern India, accompanied by reducing pressure? the latter e ffect 
being the result of a semes of oscillations in which the downward movement is greater «thau 
the upward. The wiud system over the Province in this mouth, as in March, is usually made 
np of three components. Easterly winds, the continuation probably of winda down th q, 
Assam Valley, prevail along the foot o* the h«Us, and their influence is frequently felt even to 
the western limit of the Province. Southerly and south-westerly sea winds blow over the 
southern districts of Bengal, and as the month advances they gradu illy peuetrate farther 
into the interior of the Province. At t le same time hot westerly and north-westerly winds 
blow from l/pper India over the greater part of Bebar, Chutia Nagpur ami the western 
districts of Stmth-West and Central Bengal. By the interaction of these almost op posing 
.wind systems, which differ in s eugthghumidity, &c , the A ot- weather storms of Bengal are 
almost certainly produced, and with the inland extension of the southerly moist winds, the 
rainfall brought by these stoitns advances into the interior of Bengal. 

The-rainfall of April is practically entirely due to these storms, and the* average distri- 
bution .of the rainfall in Bengal during this month is simple. *The lines of equal rainfall 
ran mainly noith and south, or parallel to tbe hills on the borders of Eastern and. Northern 
Bengal. To the east of a line running through Juipigoree, Rungpore, Serajgunge, Bur ns al 
and Chittagong the rainfall vanes from 4 to 6 inbbes. Th«f rainfall diminishes westwards, 
and to the. west of a curved line running through Btfttia, Durbhunga. Doomka, Haianbagh 
apd* the Cuttack hjlls, ’he average rainfall of the month of April is less than one inch. It 
ts least in Bhahubad, when; it is barely a fifth of an inch. 

The meteorology of the past month has been of considerable interest, and, for the purpose 
or discussion, the month* should be divided into two portions — one part up to the 22nd 
or 23rd, and the *econd from the 23rd to the end of the mouth, for the conditions in tbe 
second portion were almost the rrverse of those of the first. 

The month commenced pith rapidly increasing, and. in some cases yxtremely high) 
temperatures, and with pressure, which was, except in Chutia Nagpur, distinctly below 
tbe normal W mde * also were strongly westerly over the whole Province, except in 
North and East Bengal, and rainfall was practically absent, except for a few showers which were 
reported from North Bengal, and which were induced by a small area of low pressure which de- 
veloped m Bchar, and passed into North Beugal. Winds continued to Oeoome even more 
strongly westerly, particularly from the 8th instant, when a north-westerly current invaded tbe 
whole Province. This was accompanied with a rapid increase of pressure,. wRioh in some in- 
atymees, as at Hazarinagli, amounted to nearly a quarter of an inch. During the third week^of the 
month, the former conditions continued to hoJd, temperature steadily increased, and winds 
were strongly westerly except in East Bengal ; but pressure now begau to fall rapidly, and it 
was- decidedly below tfip normal at this period With the steady dry* westerly current- which 
was blowing almost all over tbe Province, conditions up to the 23rd of the month, were 
extremely unfavourable to rainfall, for during this period practically no interaction between 
tbe wind currents, as noted above, could take place, And consequently hot-weather storms or 
nor*- westers were almost entirely absent during this period. The rainfall was therefore 
honflned to a few local showers in East Bengsl. where moist south-easterly winds were still 
blowing On the 23«J, the movements of the barometer became rather irregular, showing tha t 
conditions were unsettled, and * on tbe 24th a strong easterly current set in over North 
Bengal and tyorth Bebar, and at some stations in South Behar. In East Bengal wihda were 
south-easterly ; m the southern parts of South .Bebar and Ghutia Nagpur winds were north- 
westerly and westerly, and in South-West Bqpgal ‘winds were southerly. A consi derable 
amount of interaction necessarily tSok place between thete opposing wind systems, and* the 
previous meteorological conditions of the Province beanie almost reveraed»*and the conditions 
at once became favourable for the prod net ion of hot-weather storms or nor'- westers. * These 
conditions continued, and a small area of low pressure began to develop in South B*l«-r and 
Chutia Nagpur, au4 winds showed a fairly complete cyclonic circulation round it. This con- 
tinued up to about the 29th and 30th of the month, when wind directiena to a certain extent 
eeaaed to show the tendency to cyclonic circulation, though tbe area of low pressure op aid 
still be faintly traced. It will thus be seen that from tbe 2$rd or 24th, up to nearly the end 
of the mouth, weather conditions* over the Province were very disturbed, and local atorms 
in diany cases of considerable intensity, have been of almost daily occurrence ovqr a consi - 
derable portion of the Province. Thus, during this period, rainfall generally brought by such 
storms has been general in South- West Bengal, East Bengal and North Bengal, while a few 
showers have fallen m Chutia Nagpur and Orissa; but in Behar, exeept in the Parncah district* 
rainfall has practically been absent. With the heavy rainfall during the last eight days of 
the month, temperature of course fell rapidly, and was below the normal in all district*. 

Pressure, as stated above, was at the bemmencement of tbe month, exeept is Ch uti i 
Nqgpur; distinctly below the uoAnal, The defect also continued through the greater p«n ,cf 
tbe secondhand third weeks, and in fodt until the*sudden change .of conditions qpted a bov e, 
when the setting in of Easterly winds was followed by a rapid increase of pressure, and for 
the last week of the month pressure whs above the normal in all parts tbe province, the

This has been especially the case in South-West Bengal, where at Burdwan ft 'maxi- 
mam temperature of 109 7° was registered «n the 93rd, and at Calcutta on the 16th, where e 
temperature el 103*5° was registered, the highest recorded temperatures at these stations 
feme April dor many yean bandjg beOntl09*7° end 103 S 9 , respectively. 

The* distribution of rainfall, os to time end place, hoe been already dealt, with j it 
remains therefore only to consider the vs r otion*. in amdnnt. In ell districts the fall during 
Aprithas been below the normal. Thus Eoet*Bengtl hoe received 95 per cent, of the usual 
folh; Souths West Bengal and North Bengal about 60 per oent, of the normal; Orissa hoe 
received 44 per cent of the usual amount ; Chutm Nagpur 81 per cent. ; Nojth Bebar 99 per 
cent., while South Beber has only received 6 per cent, of He normal quantity. In Onsee 
the False Point district appears to have suffered from the largest defect. In South- Wee* 
Bengal the Miduapore, Bankoora, and Bsmguage districts have received comparatively email 
amount*. In East Bengal, Furreedpore has received decidedly lesa than the proMTtion 
abated previously. The district of Dmagepore has received only a third of the normal fall, 
while in North Beher, Furneah has received moderate amount* 6f rain, end the district* of 
Durbhunga, Motihari, and* Chupra have been almost rainless. In South Beher the Sontbnt 
Perguuneot and Bbagulpore districts have received a little rain, but elsewheip it ha* been 
almost rainless, while in Ghutig Negpur the Singbhoom district fans suffered most from 
wept of rain.

SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AND BaINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, 'IHK 8th OP 
MAY 1885. 

Tub conditions which had prevailed over Bengal daring the previous week, and which 
were then favourable t«* the formation of hot-weather storms or oer'-wcoters, have con fiuued 
to exist during the present week without interruption General rain, in many cases in large 
amounts, has therefore fallen over almost the whole of the Province, and in almost all 
districts rainfall has been very considerably above the normal for the week. 

The wee k opened with the existence oi a distinct area of low pressure over Cbutia "Nagpur 
and part of South Bchar, and th* ro was a decided tendency for wind directions to circulate 
round it. This u?<a of low pressure apparently moved towards the south, and on the 3rd 
it gave rise to strong wind*, unsettled weather, and heavy ram iu m&tiv parts of Bengal. 
These conditions w« re present m a more or less pronounced form for two or three days, 
but from tho 6th, however, pressure beiran to increase rapidly over the whole Province, 
the area of low pressure filled up, and on tin* 8th pressure was very largely above the normal* 
and at the same time the dintnbution became decidedly irregular, for it was highest in North 
and East Bengal, while some part** of >ouih-West Bengal showtd pressures which were 
distinctly low m comparison with the surrounding districts. Throughout the week the 
easterly component in the wind directions has been very dearly and strongly marked, parti* 
cularly in th< n« rihern and eastern district**, and at one tune it almost appeared to be pre- 
vailing ov* r the westerly cm rent which genet ally blows over the western districts at this 
season of the year Southerly winds have also b< eii blowing steadily in Smith Bengal, so 
that the conditions remained favourable for the formation of local atorius up to the close of 
the wetk. 

Prc shu re during the previous week had been above the normal by about 0‘032 M ; the 
changes uud oscillations winch have occurred during this week have generally had au upward 
tendency, and the mean pressure for the week over th* whole Province is now no less than 
0*09" in excess The excess pressure is smallest iu Cliutia Nagpur, where it is about 

0 Ofi," hut iu oilier p.ir^s of the Province the excess is hurly evenly distributed. 

With the heavy rainfall over almost the whole of the Province, temperature has been 
decidedly below the normal at almost nil station* The average defect has beeu about 2,° 
but at such stations as Chittagong and Berliampiir the defect has been nearly 5°. 

Painfull has been general throughout the week in almost all districts. East Bengal,

with 1 inch Lastly, the fall iu Chutm Nagpur has been 0 7i inch, and in

equal to only 10 per rent. In Noith Behar the excess amounts to no less than 120 per cent , 
in South-West Bengal and North Bengal the excess is about equal t> 60 per cent.

As in the preceding year* the Public Works cess was levied at the maxi- 
mam rate in all districts where the Act is in force, and the road eess at 
« «»-rimtnn rates in all districts except Backergunge, where it was levied at 
half tarns. The following statement compares the results of the year with 
tboee of the three preceding years * 
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has, with the exception of one pergunnah, been completed. Summary 
valuations have been resorted to most sparingly during the year. 

7. The Board have again submitted a table showing for each district 
the number of estates and tenures assessed, and the number of recorded 
shareholders. Although endeavours were made during the year to supply 
more accurate information than that furnished in the precediog year, the 
statistics are admittedly imperfect, and must be accepted with great 
caution. The figures include only estates and tenures assessed with cess ; audit 
follows therefore that all re venue- paying estates situated within theboundaries 
of municipalities, all revenue-free estates of which the value is less than five 
rupees, and all tenures of less than a hundred rupees annual value, are excluded 
from the statement. Such as the statement is, it shows that the total number 
of estates in the Province is 262,254, and the number of recorded proprietors is 
1,211,5X9, giving on an average 4*6 shareholders to every estate. In ifonghyr 
the number of shareholders to an estate is 10*2, while in the adjoining districts 
of Bhagulpore, Purneah and Maldah the numbers are only 3’0, 2*9 and 2*1 
respectively. No inference of any practical value ean be drawn from such 
varying proportions. The figures also show a total number of 1,181,218 
tenures, or an average throughout the whole of Bengal of’ 4*5 tenures to every 
estate. Detailed criticism of the figures at present available would lead 
to no useful result. 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor again desires to express bis acknowledgments 
to the Board for the efficient supervision exercised by them during the year 
oter this branch of the Administration.

8UMMABY OP THE METEOROLOGICAL AMD BAIVPAL L OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOE TEE WEEK ENDING FEJDAY, THE 15m OF 

MAY 1886. 

During the whole of the previous -week the weather conditions in Bengal were those 
favourable to the production of hot-weather storms or nor*. westers, and the same conditions 
remained in force during tho earlier days of t^e present week. The westerly element in the 
wind directions over the Province has, however, been gradually strengthening during the 
present week, and the area of action of the moist southerly, and of the easterly winds has 
gradually diminished, these winds being forced back by tbe advancing westerly current. At 
the close of the week westerly and north-westerly winds were blowing over the greater part of 
the Province, but easterly winds were still reported from North Bengal, and south-easterly 
winds were blowing at some of the stations in South-East Bengal. As has been explained 
several tiroes previously, nor’-wosters are probably caused by the interaction of opposing 
winds, which differ in force, humidity, temperature, Ac., such as the currents mentioned above. 
It will thus be seen that while in the earlier nans of the week conditions still remained 
favourable for tlu production of local storms, and consequently of rainfall, over tbe greater part 
of tbe Province, os the southerly end easterly winds were driven back towards the eastern 
and northern districts, so also tbe area of rainfall steadily diminished, rein Ant ceasing 
in the western and south-western districts, till at tbe close of the week, the area of rainfall 
was practically confined to East Bengal, and perhaps to parts of Orissa, where still southerly 
moist winds were blowing. Ham was thus fairly general in South- West Bengal, North 
Bengal, Behsr, and in some parts of Chutia Nagpur during tbe first three or four days of 
• tbe week, but the second half of the week haa been comparatively rainless in these distriota. 
In East Bengal rain has been general on almost every day of the week, while Orissa has 
also rcoeivetl, as might be expected, fairly general rain dunng a considerable pert of the 
week. 

The changes of pressure during the week have been of the usnal oscillatory character, 
but with the gradual establishment of dry westerle winds, which has been accompanied by 
cessation of rainfall as above explained, and by generally increasing temperature, the tendency 
has been for the downward oscillations to be larger than the upward Consequently, the 
large excess pressure over the Province, which wss noted in last week's report, lias com- 
menced to dimmish. In the previous week the average excess pressure was 0 09*', while tbe 
mean pressuro for the present wet k is only p 06" in uxces* of the normal This excess pres- 
sure is fairly evenly disliibuied, tho extremes being from an excess of 0 08" iu South Bebar 
and Chutia Nagpur to ati excess o( 0 05" in Fust Bengal. 

Temperature has continued rath<*r low throughout the week, but, as b fore explained, 
with the giudual cessation of rainfall in the western districts, the tendency has been 
for teropoiature to increase. Temperature has, however, been still below the normal 
in all districts, tho greatest defect having been in Ghutia Nagpur and Orissa, where it 
equsls 7° and 0° respectively. In bouth Behsr the defect has been nearly 5°, while in 
BoUth-Weat llcugul, East Bengal, and North Debar, tbe defect has I icon eqifal to abont 3.° 

Kamfull has been very largely above the normal for the week in Orisea. the normal 
fall being 0 78", and the average amount recorded having been 2 42 inches. North Bengal 
repoits a rainfall rather above the normal. East Hen gal and Dehar have received about 
tho normal lull, while Ghutia Nagpur and South-West Bengal have received amounts 
decidedly less tliau the normal fall lor the week.

In the report of the previous week, it wa3 noted that a dry westerly wind current had 
gradually spread over the greater part of the Province, to a great extent forcing back the 
southerly and easterly winds which had previously been blowing, and thus diminishing the 
area of rAinfall till, at the < lose of the week, rmn ehovrer* were only reported from East 
Bengal, On«Ha, and from a few stations in North Bengal To a great extent these conditions 
were maintained* during the earlier part of the ptesent week, hut lor the last three or four 
davh winds have been becoming mote southerly in South Denial, and more easterly in East 
and North Bengal Weather conditions have, however, remained almost undisturbed, and 
except for a lew fairly general showers in East Bengal, for a lew showers m the hill districts 
of Noith Bengal, and I ra ft xr isolated showers in other distrn t*, the Province has been 
practically irunltN* With the absence of rain fail and of cloud temperature has steadily 
increased at most Ktatmns tor the week, and thus the week has be$u usually characterized by 
high and mere ding temperature, generally rather low humidity, and comparative absence of 
cloud and of rain simmers 

The tendency of the pressure changes during the week has again been to a very small 
extent in a downward direction though the fall has not been so rapi J as might be expected 
at this seas in In the previous w«ek, the average excels pressure over the* whole Province 
wit equal to 0 Oti and during the nresent week the Average has decreased to 0 054"., 
The greatest excess pressure for the week has born in Chutia Nagmir, where it amount* 
to almost 0 09", while tht smallest exits* is report’d from Smith- West Bengal, where it is 
about 0 (H' 

Temperature during the pres unis week was below the normal in nil districts, but, sa 
previously explained, with the ceMsation of rainfall over the greater part of the Province, and 
with the char skies which have ai*o obtained, •temperature has increased rather rapidly, and 
it is now above the norm 1 1 at a Joige number of stun us, though taking ail the stations into 
consideration, temperature is still below the normal in all dt«Mict« except North Behar, where 
it is slightly in excess. The defect of temperature is, however, usually not large, and in uo 
division does it cquul 2° 

Kuinf.dl, as has before been explained, has been quire absent in Chutia Nagpur 
and in North and Smith Behar ; it has also been pmetieally absent in Orissa and 
South-West Bengal, where the average amounts which have fallen do not exceed a few 
hundredths of an inch. In Noith lieng d the fall during the week has been only 
0 ,12 null, which is little more than a sixth of the noim.il fall of the week Kant 
Bengal has icmc lied the largist fall, hut this only averages 0 (»9 inch, whnh is a little 
Icmi than half the normal full of 1 4^ inches In all districts therefore rainfall has either 
been exceedingly scanty, or over the greater part of the Province rainfall has been practically 
abseqt

SUMMARY OP THE METEOROLOGIOAfc AND BAI^PAIiL QBSRRVATION5 
TAKEN IN* BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE ffibrf OF 
. MAY 1885. « * . v . 

A* the commencement of the present week a, rather strong dry westerly sir entrant 
wss blowing ever the whole of North end South Behar end Chutia Nagpur, and over parts of 
South-West and North Bengal, while the moist southerly winds which were Mowing in 
South and East Bengal only penetrated to a short distance inland. Threw winds of oOu sa a 
indicated that the usual hot- weather conditions were prevailing over the Province, and that, 
so long as these conditions lasted, rainfall would be confined go a»few local hot-weather 
storms, and that no general rainfall was possible. During the week ' these dry westerly 
wiqds have been very slowly, hut steadily, driven back by the advancing southerly and easterly 
winds, add for the Jast day or two of the week, the westerly winds were confined to Souto 
Behar and Chutia. Nagpur . 41 Easterly winds were then Mowing in North Bengal and North, 
Behar, and southerly and south-easterly winds were blowing in $oifth-Weat and East Bengal. 
The very slow snd gradual advanoe of the southerly and south-easterly winds was sufficient 
to show that they were by no means strong, land consequently comparatively little, moisture 
was brought up by them into Bengal. ■ By the interaction of these Vnud systems 
a few local storms have been produced, but they have been by no means general, and* 
m roost instances the rainfall brought by them has been email, ft will thus bp s een 
thst*tbe rainfsll for the week bas been exceedingly scanty m a few districts, and almost 
entirely absent over a large Dart of the Province. In fact the only division which baa 
received even moderate ‘amouuts of rain has been Orissa. 

The changes of pressure bare been of the usual oscillatory description, and for the first two 
days pressure generally increased, it then decreased for two days, again increased for two days, 
and on the last day it decreased, the changes being of nearly equal amounts. At this seatdu faf 
the year, however, pressure usually decreases rather rapidly, so that the manges during the* 
oast week tyive had the effect of increasing the previous excess above the normal pressure. 
During thd previous tyro weeks pressure over the whole Proviuce had been about 0*0(T above the 
normal, but the effect of this week's changes has been to raise it to 0*1 1* above the normal. 
The* excess pressure over the Province varies from 014" at Cuttack to 0 09** in North 
Behar. 

With the comparative absence oC Rainfall, and with the clear skiea which have obtained 
over the greater part of the Province during the past peek, temperature has in most 
'instances increased, and it has been abnormally and excessively high p almost all stations. 
Tbo temperature in Orissa has not been far removed from the normal, bat South-West 
Bengal and South Behar have registered temperatures which average nearly 5° above the 
normal. The average temperature m South Behar and Chutia Nagpur has been nearly 8° 

' ab<>ve the normal, while in East Bengal it has been vJ° above the normal, home exceedingly 
high maximum temperatures have been . reported during the week. Thus Raneegunge 
registered 1 Ip on the 26th, Gya rogiitend 110*2° alse on the 26th, and Patna llO'I* on the 
27th The high da^y temperature which has prevailed over thy Province during thy past 
week is perhaps most clearly shown by stating that the average maximum temperature of 
all the days of the week at all the recording stations has been 100 7°, or to f>ut it in another 
way, out of 40 a ations reporting, 28 have registered temperatures above 100° and only 
12 below it 

The rainfall of the Wfck has boen ao small as to be scarcelv worth discussing. Orissa 
has received the largest amount which averages 0 59 iqph as against the uormal mean of 
0*98 inch East Upngal has reoeived 0*25 inch again sr the jioi mal amount of 2v5S inches. The 
stations m South-West Bengal have averaged 0*24 inch against the normal fall of 1 41 
inches; North Bengal has received INS inch agaiunt £h^ normal of 2 73 inches, aud Chutia 
Nog par 0*06 inch against an average of 0*58 tuch, while no yuu, whatever, has fallen in 
North and South Behar *, . . *
